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MAYOR     HART'S      INAUGURAL     AD- 
DRESS. 

Following  is  the  inaugural  address  of  Mayor 
Hart,  made  to  the  City  Council,  Monday, 
January  1,  1900: 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council:  You 
are  to  be  congratulated.  All  good  people 
hope  that  the  last  year  of  the  century  may 
be  the  city's  best.  We  are  told  that  great 
changes  have  taken  place  within  the  past  few 
years,  calling  for  new  ideas  and  broader 
effort.  New  ideas  are  welcome,  broader 
efforts  are  in  order,  a  nobler  consecration  to 
duty  is  right;  at  the  same  time  the  laws  of 
good  citizenship  are  in  a  measure  immutable, 
like  those  of  good  morals,  and  our  ancient 
records  tell  us  that  we  are  not  the  nist  to 
take  a  large  view  of  municipal  enterprise. 
We  are  but  links  in  a  chain,  connecting  the 
great  past  with  the  unknown  future.  Let 
us  hope  that  the  link  we  form  may  be  equal 
to  fair  requirements,  and  that  we  may  have 
the  approval  of  right-minded  people,  to- 
gether with  the  blessings  of  Heaven.  The 
object  of  City  Government  is  to  serve  the 


community  in  doing  its  daily  duty,  in  achiev- 
ing more  and  more,  in  striving  for  the  best, 
in  honestly  earning  our  daily  bread,  in  pro- 
moting law  and  order,  and  in  holding  fast 
to  the  higher  things  known  to  us  all  as 
truth,  education,  science,  art,  religion,  good 
conduct  and  righteousness. 

The  City  Cdrincil  is  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  increase  of  its  power  in  the  matter 
of  appropriations.  The  wisest  possible  use 
should  be  made  of  this  power,  lest  it  be 
taken  away,  perhaps  for  good.  The  public 
in  general,  and  the  General  Court  in  partic- 
ular, will  watch  our  proceedings  with  close 
attention,  ready  to  let  us  work  out  our  own 
problems,  provided  we  exercise  reasonable 
prudence  and  diligence.  In  so  far  as  a  city 
or  towrn  takes  good  care  of  itself,  no  undue 
interference  by  the  Commonwealth  is  to  be 
expected.  On  the  contrary,  the  Common- 
wealth will  be  glad  to  supplement  and  com- 
plete the  cause  of  municipal  home  rule  by 
enlightened  measures  applicable  to  all  our 
municipalities  alike.  An  interesting  effort 
is  now  made  to  consolidate  the  city  charter 
and  the  hundreds  of  supplementary  laws. 
The  work  is  to  be  continued,  and  may  as- 
sume larger  proportions,  as  it  seems  proper, 
perhaps,  to  follow  State  and  national  prece- 
dents in  framing  a  charter  that  defines  the 
powers  vested  in  the  city  and  the  city  gov- 
ernment, separating  and  distributing  these 
powers  in  the  light  of  ample  experience, and 
leaving  all  details  to  such  laws,  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulations  as  we  have  in  great 
abundance.  The  framing  of  such  a  charter 
calls  for  the  highest  talent,  and  the  proposed 
codification  of  the  laws,  ordinances,  rules 
and  regulations  under  the  charter  of  the  city 
requires  special  experience  and  talent.  For- 
tunately the  city  has  both.  The  City  Coun- 
cil should  join,  by  the  appointment  of  a 
Committee  on  Codification. 

In  arranging  the  laws  and  the  work  of  the 
city  government  we  should  bear  in  mind  that 
Boston  is  a  business  community,  where 
people  live  by  commerce,  trade,  and  pro- 
ductive work  of  all  kinds.  The  city  govern- 
ment should  do  what  it  can  to  help  such 
work  along.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
harbor  that  makes  Boston  a  great  city. 
Great    harbor   improvements  are    in    hand, 


maiuly  under  the  wise  and  generous  authority 
of  the  United  States.  These  improvements 
call  for  the  active  interest  and  hearty  sup- 
port of  the  commercial  community  and  the 
city  government,  as  well  as  the  Common- 
wealth. One  of  our  distinguished  mayors 
rendered  important  services  of  this  kind, 
and  we  should  follow  the  good  example  set 
by  Mr.  Lincoln  more  than  forty  years  ago. 
The  harbor  itself  and  our  navigable  waters 
are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States.  The  city,  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  mercantile  bodies  should  sustain  and 
encourage  the  national  authorities,  and  we 
should  make  the  most  of  our  harbor  front, 
of  wharf  and  dock  facilities,  that  commerce 
may  thrive,  and  public  taxes- be  paid  with 
alacrity.  Our  highway  bridges  over  navi- 
gable waters  require  the  immediate  attention 
of  the  city  government,  which  should  try 
hard  to  secure  the  friendly  cooperation  of 
all  parties.  The  aim  should  be  to  make 
Bosion,  as  far  as  lies  in  our  power,  the  equal 
of  the  best  in  all  commercial  facilities. 

All  our  business  streets  should  be  put  in 
the  best  condition;  unusual  efforts  should  be 
made  to  facilitate  traffic,  to  regulate  and 
relieve  heavy  business  teaming,  to  systema- 
tize street-car  facilities,  to  accommodate 
pedestrians,  and  to  effect  an  improvement 
by  widening  certain  streets  and  sidewalks. 
Perhaps  the  first  of  thi^se  great  works  to  be 
undertaken  by  the  city  is  in  the  direction  of 
north  and  south  lines  in  the  heart  of  the  city. 
The  Street  Commissioners  suggest  the  widen- 
ing of  Exchange  street,  and  of  Cross  street, 
to  which  might  be  added  anew  treatment  of 
Tremont  street,  manifestly  favored  by  public 
opinion.  "Proper  plans  will  be  prepared,  and 
the  city  government  will  be  glad  to  receive 
the  advice  of  business  representatives.  New 
modes  of  travel  call  for  proper  recognition 
and  encouragement,  and  the  subject  of 
traffic  and  locomotion  in  the  city  proper  is 
sufficiently  large,  as  well  as  urgent,  for  the 
employment  of  a  commission  comprising 
merchants,  teamsters,  engineers,  railroad 
men,  and  the  best  experts  in  the  service  of 
the  city,  including  the  police.  The  City 
Council  is  requested  to  take  proper  action, 
and  the  executive  will  shrink  from  no  effort 
to  secure  the  best  information  and  the  best 
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solution  of  the  difficulty.  The  experience  of 
larger  cities  is  of  value;  but  Boston  has  a 
peculiar  problem,  while  offering  also  peculiar 
opportunities.  I  know  of  no  American  city 
where  daily  arrivals  and  departures  in  the 
business  section  are  relatively  larger. 
Neither  is  there  a  city  offering  better 
natural  conditions  for  local  traffic  than  Bos- 
ton. Under  proper  treatment  our  growing 
street  traffic  can  be  and  will  be  accom- 
modated. 

The  city  owns  and  occupies  some  three 
hundred  buildings,  and  needs  more.  Our 
City  Hall  is  antiquated.  In  meeting  the 
convenience  of  the  public,  the  time  has 
arrived  for  gradual  decentralization,  such  as 
is  practised  by  other  business  enterprises. 
Express  and  telegraph  companies  have  as 
many  offices  as  possible;  we  have  many 
postal  stations  where  people  can  transact 
business,  without  going  to  the  main  office; 
the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  show  the 
right  method;  so  do  our  minor  courts,  which 
are  scattered  over  the  city.  In  short,  rather 
than  building  a  vast  City  Hall,  like  Philadel- 
phia, we  ought  to  have  a  general  municipal 
building  in  several  sections  of  the  city,  and 
in  addition  the  Old  Court  House  should  be 
rebuilt,  perhaps  in  sections,  to  accommodate 
the  central  offices.  This  annex  of  City  Hall 
should  be  a  modern  steel  structure,  with 
ample  fireproof  vaults.  The  annex,  it  seems 
proper,  should  be  a  good  office  building.  At 
the  same  time  the  cause  of  architecture  has 
large  claims  to  attention  and  respect,  and 
far  more  is  required  than  the  skill  of  one 
mau  to  design  our  many  public  buildings. 
Perhaps  a  whole  commission  may  be  called 
upon,  if  thought  best,  to  go  over  the  vast 
field,  and  work  out  a  large  plan  for  our  city 
architecture.  The  haphazard  way  in  which 
we  have  built  does  not  look  right,  and  com- 
paratively few  of  our  public  buildings  are 
wholly  satisfactory.  It  is  thought  that  with 
correct  methods  we  may  have  better  results, 
and  that  our  public  buildings  may,  without 
greater  cost,  be  more  appropriate.  The 
architectural  profession,  with  its  accustomed 
public  spirit,  will  not  fail  to  cooperate. 

The  administration  of  the  eight-hour  law 
will  be  undertaken  in  good  faith.  The  im- 
pression that  laborers  and  mechanics  cannot 
do  a  full  clay's  work  in  eight  hours  of 
energetic  work,  seems  erroneous.  The  em- 
ployees themselves  have  the  highest  interest 
in  vindicating  the  law,  and  good  people  will 
justify  the  discharge  of  men  who  do  not, 
under  the  new  arrangement,  perform  a  day's 
fair  work.  An  effort  will  be  made,  at  the 
same  time,  to  place  as  large  a  force  as  possi- 
ble on  what  they  call  a  peimanent  basis, 
that  is,  keeping  them  employed  the  year 
round.  I  accomplished  something  of  the 
kind  years  ago  in  the  Paving  Division,  and 
the  result  justifies  a  larger  application  of  the 


rule.  Certain  work  cannot  be  done-  in 
winter;  but  men  can  be  employed  usefully, 
and  the  city  should  be  a  kind  employer. 
The  wanton  hire  and  discharge  of  labor 
and  teams  at  certain  seasons  will  be  discon- 
tinued. 

If  the  right  men  can  be  found,  a  careful 
inquiry  into  the  pension  system  of  the  Fire 
and  Police  Departments  will  be  made,  with  a 
view  to  its  larger  application  among  city 
employees  in  general.  A  good  example  is 
set  by  a  number  of  railroads,  and  the  object 
in  view  is  the  prevention  of  pauperism 
among  worthy  city  employees  when  they 
are  disabled  in  the  course  of  their  duty,  or 
retire  on  account  of  age.  The  remedy  may 
be  a  system  of  compulsory  insurance,  em- 
ployees contributing  a  fraction  of  their 
wages,  the  city  making  a  suitable  addition, 
the  fund  to  be  invested  in  city  bonds  and 
like  securities.  Nor  should  the  city  lose 
under  such  a  system,  which  will  facilitate 
the  retirement  of  the  aged  and  feeble,  some 
of  whom  are  now  kept  for  reasons  of  charity. 
At  present  the  city  has  more  than  12,000 
persons  on  its  pay-roll,  the  wages  and  sala- 
ries average  high,  and  under  a  good  pension 
system,  now  partly  in  force,  it  is  reasonable 
to  expect,  a  better  order  of  service.  The 
City  Council  might,  appoint  a  Committee  on 
Pensions,  report  what  the  city  is  now  doing 
in  that  line,  make  inquiry  elsewhere,  and  in- 
vite information  from  insurance  men  as  well 
as  others,  with  a  view  to  future  action. 

The  finances  of  the  city  do  not  permit  the 
simple  statements  of  former  years.  It  used 
to  be  easy  to  get  the  exact  figures  of  our 
gross  and  net  debt  from  the  City  Auditor; 
of  late  some  new  elements  have  come  in  to 
complicate  accounts.  It  has  happened  that 
the  city  has  bought  real  property,  subject 
to  a  mortgage.  Such  accion  enables  the  city 
to  secure  important  estates  for  a  slight  pay- 
ment in  cash;  but  the  practice  is  open  to 
objections.  It  hides  the  debt  where  it  used 
to  show.  The  debt  of  the  city  to  or  through 
metropolitan  boards  has  never  been  ascer- 
tained. A  careful  inquiry  justifies  the  state- 
ment that  this  kind  of  city  debt  amounts  to 
not  less  than  $20,000,000,  but  does  not  ap- 
pear in  the  accounts  of  the  city.  The  city 
receives  annual  warrants  for  pay,  and  pays 
them.  Very  likely  the  city  gets  full  value 
for  such  payments.  But  the  liabilities  of 
the  city  are  not  entirely  clear,  except  that 
the  larger  part  of  the  outlay  by  metropolitan 
boards  is  borne  by  Boston.  These  boards 
and  the  State  Auditor  have  supplied  inter- 
esting statements,  to  be  printed  with  this 
address.  Attention  to  the  subject  is  invited, 
and  an  effort  will  be  made  to  establish  such 
accounts  as  will  be  satisfactory  to  all  parties 
in  interest,  and  clearly  define  our  liabilities. 
In  fact,  before  any  new  work  of  importance 
can   be   undertaken,  it   will   be   prudent   to 


ascertain  what    the  city  owes,  directly  and 
indirectly. 

The  total  liabilities  of  the  city  appear  to 
exceed  a  $100,000,000.  The  net  debt  re- 
ported by  the  books  of  the  city  is  $56,206,- 
145.74,  to  which  we  may  add  the  liabilities 
of  Boston  just  mentioned  as  incurred  through 
metropolitan  boards.  The  debt  authorized, 
but  not  issued,  was  $7,107,550  at  the  begin- 
ning of  business  to-day.  The  cash  on  hand, 
with  which  business  began  today,  was  $3,- 
387,281.69.  The  customary  statements  of 
the  City  Auditor  are  appended  to  this  ad- 
dress; also,  statements  from  the  City  Col- 
lector and  Treasurer.  They  illustrate  the 
magnitude  of  our  financial  operations,  for 
which  it  will  be  hard  to  find  a  parallel  in 
cities  of  similar  size.  Boston  is  certainly  a 
lavish  city.  Yet  our  people  justify  generous 
expenses  wherever  they  feel  that  they  receive 
a  fair  return. 

In  ascertaining  our  finances,  in  adjusting 
our  relations  to  metropolitan  boards  and 
to  the  Commonwealth,  in  advancing  with 
the  spirit  of  the  age  to  new  work  and  new 
duties,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that 
the  City  Council,  the  executive  departments, 
the  School  Committee,  the  county  officers,  the 
metropolitan  boards,  and  the  authorities  of 
the  Commonwealth  should  work  together  in 
friendly  harmony,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  think 
that  men  and  women  in  private  life  stand 
ready  to  help  in  serving  the  city  and  its  people. 
This  unpaid  service  of  volunteers,  qualified 
to  promote  the  public  good,  should  be  en- 
couraged and  enlarged.  The  field  is  great, 
and  almost  every  part  of  it  calls  for  new 
treatment,  better  methods,  a  thoroughly 
modern  spirit,  and  broader  aims.  With 
special  hope  and  confidence  the  city  may 
appeal  to  the  younger  people,  who  have  had 
the  benefit  of  our  modern  education,  to  take 
up  municipal  problems,  and  to  attempt  their 
solution  in  a  true  public  spirit,  and  with 
scientific  methods,  for  the  good  of  all.  The 
people  are  invited  to  help.  In  the  present 
year  the  national  census  will  be  taken,  and 
will  occasion  a  great  many  systematic  in- 
quiries into  a  great  many  subjects  of  interest 
and  importance. 

The  people  of  Boston  should  give  their 
hearty  assistance,  and  the  City  Council 
might  appoint  a  Census  Committee,  to 
obtain  the  most  accurate  municipal  stock 
taking  in  history.  The  results  are  almost 
certain  to  be  of  the  highest  value.  For 
without  accurate  information  how  can  we 
govern  as  we  should,  and  as  we  desire? 
The  Civil  Service  law,  in  its  letter  and  spirit, 
will  be  complied  with,  and  applicants  for 
employment  in  the  public  service  should 
learn  that  the  law  is  their  good  friend,  not 
an  enemy,  except  to  evil-doers.  And  let  all 
know  that  this  is  to  be  a  government  of  law 
and  order,  not  of  partisanship  or  spoils. 
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THE     CITY     GOVERNMENT     OF    1900. 


The  City  Government  of  1900  met  for 
organization  on  Monday,  January  1, 1900. 

The  members-elect  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men met  in  their  Chamber  at  10  A.M., 
Alderman-elect  Codman,  senior  member,  in 
the  chair. 

The  members-elect  of  the  Common  Coun- 
cil assembled  in  the  Common  Council  Cham- 
ber, and  were  called  to  order  at  10.04  A.M. 
by  Mr.  Kinney,  of  Ward  10,  senior  member- 
elect. 

The  Board  was  notified  by  a  committee  of 
the  Common  Council-elect  that  a  quorum  of 
tb  members-elect  of  that  body  were  in 
session,  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen-elect  entered  the 
C  mmon  Council  Chamber  at  10.24  A.M., 
escorted  by  the  City  Messenger,  and  took 
seats  with  the  Common  Councilmen-elect. 
Alderman-elect  Codman,  senior  member, 
took  the  chair. 

A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to 
notify  the  Mayor  that  the  Board  o'f  Alder- 
men-elect were  assembled  in  the  Common 
Council  Chamber  for  the  purpose  of  being 
qualified. 

The  Mayor-elect,  Thomas  N.  Hart, 
accompanied  by  Mayor  Quincy,  the  Rev. 
John  Cuckson,  chaplain  of  the  day,  and 
others,  entered  the  Common  Council  Cham- 
ber, escorted  by  the  City  Messenger,  and 
took  seats  with  the  convention. 

After  prayer  by  the  chaplain,  a  message 
was  received  from  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  certifying  the  names  of 
members-elect  of  the  City  Council. 

The  oath  of  office  was  administered  to 
Mayor  Hart  by  Chief  Justice  Holmes,  and 
the  Chief  Justice  and  suite  retired  at  10.45 
A.M. 

The  usual  oaths  of  office  were  adminis- 
tered b}'  Mayor  Hart  to  the  Aldermen-elect 
and  Councilmen-elect,  all  being  present 
except  Councilmen  James  M.  Curley,  of 
Ward  17,  and  Clarence  W.  Sanderson,  of 
Ward  25,  and  taking  the  oath,  as  follows:

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address  the  Mayor 
retired  and  the  joint  convention  of  the  City 
Council  was  dissolved. 


In  Board  of  Aldermen. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  reassembled  in 
the  Aldermanic  Chamber  at  11.14  P.M., 
Alderman  Codman,  senior  member,  in  the 
chair. 

A  communication  from  His  Honor  the 
was  received.  (See  Messages  from  the 
Mayor,  page  8.)  A  motion  to  adjourn  was 
lost  —  yeas,  3;  nays,  10. 

A  motion  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
Chairman  for  the  ensuing  year  was  carried, 
and  the  roll  was. called  with  the  following 
result: 

Alderman  Codman  received  two  votes, 
viz.,  of  Aldermen  Adams  and  Codman;  Al- 
derman Day  received  two  votes,  viz.,  of 
Aldermen  Day  and  M.  J.  O'Brien;  Alder- 
man Doyle  received  four  votes,  viz.,  of  Al- 
dermen Bowen,  Doyle,  Norris  and  P. 
O'Brien;   Alderman  Jordan  received   three 


votes,  viz.,  of  Aldermen  Gerry,  Jordan  and 
Tinkham;  and  Alderman  Norton  received 
two  votes,  viz.,  of  Aldermen  Dixon  and 
Norton. 

After  the  Chairman  had  declared  that 
there  was  no  choice,  the  Board  adjourned  to 
meet  on  Friday,  January  5,  1900,  at  3  P.M. 


In   Common  Council. 

After  the  retirement  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  the  Council  was 
called  to  order  by  Mr.  Kinney,  of  Ward  10, 
senior  member. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  made  by 
Mr.  Mansfield,  of  Ward  10,  to  adjourn; 
declared  the  Council  adjourned,  and  left  the 
chair. 

Mr.  Kiley,  of  Ward  8,  doubted  the  vote, 
took  the  chair  and  directed  the  Clerk  to  call 
the  roll.  The  roll  was  called  by  the  Clerk, 
who  reported  that  twenty-six  members  were 
present. 

The  Chair  stated  that  a  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  were  present  in  the 
Chamber,  although  some  had  not  responded 
to  the  roll-call,  and  directed  the  Council  to 
proceed  to  business. 

The  following  order,  offered  by  Mr.  Hart, 
of  Ward  8,  was  read  by  the  Clerk: 

Ordered,  That  the  Council  now  proceed  to 
elect  a  President;  that  the  roll  be  called  by 
the  Clerk;  that  each  member  as  his  name  is 
called  announce  aloud  for  whom  he  desires 
to  vote;  that  the  same  be  recorded  by  the 
Clerk;  and  that  the  person  receiving  a 
majority  of  the  votes  be  declared  elected 
President  of  the  Common  Council  for  1900. 

The  Chair  put  the  question  to  the  house 
and  said : 

The  Chair  will  declare  the  order  carried. 
The  question  now  comes  on  the  election  of 
a  President  of  the  Common  Council.  The 
Chair  directed  the  Clerk  to  call  the  roll,  which 
was  done.  Twenty-nine  members  responded 
to  their  names  and  voted  for  Daniel  J. 
Kiley,  of  Ward  8. 

The  Chair  ruled  that  more  than  a  majority 
of  the  members  were  present  in  the  Council 
Chamber.  He  ruled  that  twenty-nine  mem- 
bers had  responded  to  the  roll-call,  that 
♦nineteen  members  were  present  in  the 
Council  Chamber  refusing  to  respond  to  the 
roll-call,  and  declared  Daniel  J.  Kiley 
elected  President  of  the  Council. 

A  vote  to  adjourn  till  Thursday,  January 
4,  1900,  at  7.45  P.M.  was  carried. 

Much  confusion  arose  during  the  meeting 
owing  to  points  of  order  and  interlocutory 
remarks.

DEATH    OF    W.    J.   MAHONEY. 


Mr.  William  J.  Mahoney  died  at  his  home, 
19  Baldwin  street,  Charlestown,  Friday 
morning,  December  29,  1899. 

Mr.  Mahoney  was  a  native  of  Boston,  and 
was  forty-eight  years  of  age.  Since  1870  he 
had  been  engaged  in  the  liquor  business.  In 
1886,  1887, 1888  and  1889  he  was  a  membci 
of  the  Common  Council. 
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RESULTS  OF  INVESTIGATION  OF 
HEATING  AND  VENTILATING  SYS- 
TEMS ADOPTED  BY  OTHER  CITIES. 


Iii  a  message  to  the  School  Committee, 
read  at  its  meeting  held  September  12,  1899 
(see  The  City  Record,  Yol.  II.,  No.  38, 
page  630),  Mayor  Quincy  declined  to  approve 
an  order  adopted  by  that  body  for  equipping 
the  new  grammar  school-house  on  Quincy 
and  Perth  streets,  Dorchester,  with  a  hot- 
air  furnace  system,  on  the  ground  that 
furnace  systems  should  not  be  installed  in 
any  building  haviug  more  than  eight  or  ten 
rooms. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Chandler,  Consulting  Architect, 
has  conducted  an  investigation  of  the  meth- 
ods of  heating  and  ventilating  adopted  by 
the  School  Boards  of  Chicago,  New  York 
and  Philadelphia,  the  results  of  which  are 
shown  in  the  following  copies  of  correspond- 
ence transmitted  to  Mayor  Quincy: 

Engineering  Department  —  Architect 
Division. 
City  Hall,  December  6,  1899. 
Hon.  Josiah  Quincy,  Mayor,  Boston. 

Dear  Sir:  To  learn  what  is  considered 
the  best  practice  in  regard  to  the  heating 
and  ventilating  of  school-houses  in  other 
large  cities  than  Boston,  I  wrote  a  circular 
letter  and  sent  a  copy  to  the  engineers  of  the 
School  Boards  of  Chicago,  New  York  and 
Philadelphia.  I  worded  this  circular  to 
avoid  giving  any  expression  of  opinion,  as 
you  will  see  by  the  enclosed  copy.  I  re- 
ceived a  courteous  answer  from  each  of  these 
gentlemen,  copies  of  which  are  also  enclosed. 

There  could  be  no  more  complete  indorse- 
ment of  the  position  you  have  taken  in  the 
matter  affecting  the  rival  claims  of  heating 
school-houses  by  hot  air  or  steam.  In  fact, 
these  three  cities  are  not  only  ahead  of  Bos- 
ton, in  that  their  School  Boards  appreciate 
the  value  of  having  in  their  employ  a  skilled 
engineer,  who  is  held  responsible  for  the  de- 
signing, working  and  maintenance  of  their 
heating  and  ventilating  plants,  but  they  have 
also  learned  that  it  is  not  in  accord  with  the 
best  modern  practice  to  heat  and  ventilate 
other  than  small  or  temporary  school-houses 
by  hot-air  furnaces.  In  fact,  a  hot-air  plant 
must  be  apologized  for,  if  installed  in  a 
Chicago* or  New  York  school-house,  and  in 
Philadelphia  a  four-room  building  is  the 
largest  where  such  an  installation  is  allowed. 

It  seemed  to  me  well  woith  while  to  have 
the  opinion  of  these  other  engineers  as  an 
added  weight  in  answering  the  letter  dated 
October  3, 1899,  written  you  by  the  Fuller- 
Warren  Coin pan>',  asking  practically  for  a 
hearing  on  the  merits  of  their  system  of 
heating  and  ventilating.  Nothing  can  be 
gained  by  such  a  hearing,  as  the  letter  brings 
out  nothing  new.  It  simply  emphasizes 
former  statements  and  assertions. 

The  question  is  not  whether  school-houses 
can  be  warmed  and  ventilated  by  hot-air 
furnaces  or  by  furnaces  combined  with  fans. 
No  one  would  venture  to  deny  such  possi- 
bilities. It  concerns  rather  the  relative  ad- 
vantages or  disadvantages  of  the  system  as 
compared  with  the  methods  more  commonly 
employed. 


The  cuts  show  nothing  peculiar  in  the 
construction  of  the  Fuller- Warren  furnace 
that  inades  them  better  heaters  than  other 
furnaces  to  be  found  in  the  open  market  and 
unprotected  by  patents.  In  other  words,  it 
would  be  absurd  for  the  Fuller- Warren  Com- 
pany to  claim  that  a  pound  of  coal  burned  in 
their  furnace  will  yield  more  heat  than  if 
burned  iu  an}'  other  furnace.  The  question, 
then,  is  reduced  to  which  is  the  most  effec- 
tive heater,  the  hot-air  furnace,  or  the  steam 
or  hot-water  boiler. 

This  effectiveness  is  wholly  a  question  of 
complete  oxydation  of  carbon  in  the  coal, 
with  a  minimum  quantity  of  air  used  in  the 
process  of  combustion,  and  next  is  the  transfer 
of  the  heat  produced,  to  the  air  or  premises 
to  be  warmed,  the  initial  stages  of  this  trans- 
fer being  the  yielding  of  heat  to  boiler  or 
furnace  shell. 

(1.)  No  furnace  will  so  completely  re- 
move heat  from  combustion  gas  as  the  best 
type  of  steam  or  hot-water  boilers  for  low 
temperature  work. 

(2.)  The  amount  of  heat  yielded  from 
combustion  depends  on  the  amount  of  sur- 
face exposed  to  the  heat.  Iu  a  furnace  the 
amount  of  such  surface  rarely  exceeds  twenty 
times  the  area  of  the  grate.  In  a  boiler  that 
surface  not  uncommonly  reaches  forty  times 
the  area  of  the  grate. 

(3.)  The  furnace  shell  temperature  is 
often  from  150  to  200  degrees,  and  more, 
higher  than  the  temperature  of  a  "  low-pres- 
sure "  boiler  shell.  When  the  fires  are 
forced,  the  furnace  shells  are  frequently  suf- 
ficiently heated  to  glow  in  darkness,  with 
the  effect  of  sensibly  injuring  the  quality  of 
the  air,  by  overheating  it,  and  burning  its 
dust.  Auother  danger  is  the  cracking  of  the 
furnace  shell.  Mr.  Waters,  of  Chicago,  says: 
"  The  large  cast-iron  tubular  furnaces  give 
better  results,  but  the  large  arch-plates  are 
liable  to  crack  at  any  time,  thus  allowing 
smoke  and  gases  to  pass  up  into  the  rooms 
with  the  incoming  air.1'  These  conditions 
are  impossible  in  a  boiler. 

(4.)  It  is  well  known  that  fires  cannot 
give  their  best  results  by  complete  combus- 
tion, where  the  fires  are  low,  that  is,  "  mul- 
ling." Considerable  carbon  is  then  only 
partially  oxydized,  scarcely  developing  more 
than  one-third  the  heat  developed  when  the 
carbon  is  completely  oxydized.  In  ihe  case 
of  furnaces  connected  each  with  its  own 
group  of  rooms,  it  becomes  necessary  to  carry 
fire  in  all  the  furnaces,  and  in  mild  weather, 
if  the  furnaces  are  adequate  to  the  demands 
of  cold  weather,  the  fires  must  be  low 
mulling  fires.  Often,  in  such  case,  the 
furnace  doors  are  left  wide  open,  and  the 
chimney  draft  carries  the  heat  as  rapidly  as 
possible  up  the  chimney,  so  as  to  prevent 
the  too  rapid  burning  of  the  coal  and  over- 
heating the  air  furnished  the  rooms,  or  the 
furnace, doors  may  be  kept  closed,  and  the 
fires  made  to  burn  sluggishly,  allowing  the 
gases  to  go  off  half  burned.  Either  course 
means  a  waste  of  heat. 

Boilers  on  the  other  hand  are  connected 
with  the  entire  steam  system,  and  one,  two 
or  three  boilers  may  be  used  in  connection 
with  that  system,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
weather  demands.  A  hot,  bright  fire  may 
therefore  be  carried  under  one  or  more  boil- 
ers, and  the  combustion  be  as  complete  as 
when  the  draft  is  doing  its  best  work. 

(5.)  A  further  piece  of  false  economy,  to 
my  mind,  is  in  the  statement  of  the  Fuller- 


Warren  Company  that  a  higher-priced  man  is 
needed  to  run  a  boiler-system  than  a  furnace. 
The  extra  wages  paid  to  a  skilled  fireman  or 
engineer  are  certainly  more  than  offset  in  the 
more  economical  use  of  fuel  and  skilled  care 
of  the  apparatus,  whether  running  a  steam 
or  large  furnace  plant,  to  say  nothing  of 
better  and  more  efficient  service. 

Certainly  there  is  no  reason  why  you 
should  change  from  the  position  you  have 
taken  that  a  six  or  eight-room  school-house 
should  be  the  limit  of  size  in  which  the  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  may  be  done  by  a  furnace  . 
system.  It  is  a  very  conservative  stand  com- 
pared with  that  taken  iu  other  cities.

The  circular  letter  of  the  Consulting 
Architect,  which  was  sent  to  Messrs.  T.  J. 
Waters,  Chief  Eugineer,  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, Chicago;  William  M.  Manues,  Engi- 
neer, assistant  to  Superintendent  of  School 
Buildings,  New  York,  and  J.  D.  Cassell, 
Inspector  of  Heaters,  Board  of  Public  Edu- 
cation, Philadelphia,  and  the  replies  thereto, 
referred  to  above,  are  as  follows: 

Boston,  October  30, 1899. 

My  Dear  Sir:  As  Consulting  Architect 
to  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  I  am  anxious  to 
learn  what  your  experience  has  been  under 
conditions,  which  here  have  presented  con- 
siderable difficulties. 

I  should  explain  that  my  appointment  by 
the  Mayor  was  due  to  the  fact,  that  as  he 
has  the  final  approval  of  all  building  con- 
tracts of  the  city,  he  was  unwilling  to 
execute  them  without  the  assurance  from  a 
disinterested  expert  that  the  interests  of  the 
city  were  properly  protected. 

The  questions  I  wish  to  ask  belong  to  our 
public  school-house  work,  and  refer  to  the 
rival  claims  of  furnace  and  boiler  contract- 
ors, whether  the  heating  and  ventilation 
shall  be  done  by  hot  air  or  steam. 

(1.)  Do  you  decide  the  question  of  in- 
stallation of  a  hot-air  or  boiler  plant  by  the 
size  of  the  school  building,  and  if  so,  what 
is  the  greatest  number  of  rooms  for  which 
you  will  allow  a  hot-air  plant  to  be  installed  ? 

(2.)  How,  in  the  case  of  buildings  of 
eight  rooms  and  upwards,  does  the  first  cost 
compare  in  the  installation  of  the  two 
systems. 

(3.)  How  does  the  cost  of  fuel  required 
compare? 

(4.)     Comparison  of  cost  of  repairs? 

(5.)    Comparison  of  life  of  the  two  plants  ? 

If  you  will  answer  these  questions  at  your 
earliest  convenience  I  shall  be  greatly  in- 
debted to  you,  and  will  reciprocate  the  favor 
in  any  way  I  can.  I  also  hope  you  will 
allow  Mayor  Quincy  to  make  use  of  your 
answers  should  he  desire  to.

Dear   Sir:    Replying   to   your   letter  of 

inquiry    of    the    thirtieth    ultimo,    I    shall 
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endeavor  to  answer  the  questions  in  the  order 
in  which  you  submitted  them. 

(1.)  It  has  been  my  practice  to  install 
furnaces  in  all  buildings  containing  six  rooms 
aud  under,  although  I  have  placed  low  pres- 
sure gravity  steam-heating  apparatus  in  some 
buildings  containing  but  four  class-rooms. 
The  small  buildings  in  which  furnaces  are 
installed  are  of  a  temporary  character,  and 
constructed  of  wood  in  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts. 

(2.)  The  cost  of  heating  and  ventilating 
apparatus  of  two  school  buildings,  each  con- 
taining eight  class-rooms,  and  an  assembly 
hall,  the  equivalent  of  two  class-rooms, 
erected  in  1894,  is  as  follows: 

Steam  heating  and  mechanical  venti- 
lating apparatus     $5,188 

Furnace  heat  and  natural  ventilation       3,200 

(3.)  The  amount  of  coal  and  cost  of  same 
for  each  building  for  a  period  of  two  years 
follows: 

Steam-heated  building: 

1896-1897,  :!72,710  pounds  bituminous 
coal,  at  $2.30  per  ton $42s  61 

1897-189(8,  440,175  pounds  bituminous 

coal,  at  $2. 05  per  ton 451  18 

Furnace-heated  building: 

1896-1897,  393,435  pounds  anthracite 

coal,  at  $5.60  per  ton $1,10161 

1897-1898,  297,250  pounds  anthracite 
coal,  at  $5.72  per  ton 850  14 

(4.)  Repairs  to  apparatus  from  1894  up  to 
date:  Steam-heated  buildings,  $84.62;  fur- 
nace-heated building,  §454.35. 

(5.)  A  steam-heating  apparatus,  such  as 
1  now  design,  will  certainly  last  twenty-five 
or  thirty  years.  I  know  of  a  school  building 
in  Chicago  which  was  equipped  with  a  steam- 
heating  apparatus  in  1856,  and  the  Avail 
coils,  which  extend  around  the  class-rooms 
under  the  windows,  are  still  in  position  and 
doing  service.  The  boiler  I  removed  about 
six  or  seven  years  ago,  as  it  was  inadequate 
to  generate  sufficient  steam  for  additional 
heating  surface  which  was  placed  in  the 
building.  Now,  with  regard  to  furnaces,  I 
wish  to  state  that  the  life  of  a.  fire-pot  is 
rarely  over  two  years.  Of  course,  when  a 
defective  fire-pot  is  removed  and  a  new  one 
substituted,  the  furnace  is  practically  as  good 
as  new.  The  large  cast-iron  tubular  fur- 
naces give  better  results,  but  the  large  arch- 
plates  are  liable  to  crack  at  any  time,  thus 
allowing  smoke  and  gases  to  pass  up  into 
the  rooms  with  the  incoming  air.  During 
the  past  ten  years  furnaces  were  removed 
from  thirty-six  school  buildings  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  with  an  average  of  about  fifteen 
class-rooms  each,  and  steam-heating  and 
mechanical  ventilating  apparatus  substi- 
tuted. 

The  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago has  not  installed  furnaces  in  any  first- 
class  school-building  for  the  past  sixteen 
years,  except  the  one  referred  to  in  this  com- 
munication, which  is  an  addition  to  an  exist- 
ing building,  the  same  being  heated  by  fur- 
naces, and  the  character  of  the  old  building 
was  such  that  the  introduction  of  modern 
steam-heating  and  ventilating  plant  to  heat 
both  buildings  was  not  permissible.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  October  30,  and  note  what  you  say  in 
regard  to  rival  claims  of  furnaces  and  boiler 
contractors.  I  make  no  pretence  of  using 
hot-air  furnaces  for  any  of  the  new  schools, 
but  we  have  used  them  occasionally  in  old 
school  buildings  —  of  say  from  two  to  eight 
school-rooms  —  where  we  did  not  consider  it 
of  sufficient  consequence  to  install  a  steam 
or  hot-water  apparatus  on  account  of  the 
likelihood  of  their  being  abandoned  for  more 
modern  buildings. 

In  all  of  our  new  school  buildings  we  have 
installed  either  a  steam  or  hot-water  appara- 
tus; the  most  successful  being  those  heated 
by  hot  water,  forced  circulation.  In  all 
cases,  whether  we  heat  by  steam  or  water, 
we  use  direct  radiation  for  warming  the 
rooms;  for  ventilation  we  provide  an  inde- 
pendent fresh  air  supply  at  a  summer  tem- 
perature, using  a  fan  blower. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question,  would 
state  that  we  have  no  permanent  schools 
containing  less  than  eight  rooms,  therefore, 
it  would  be  difficult  for  me  to  advise  you. 

(3.)  For  the  above  reason  also  it  is 
rather  difficult  for  me  to  compare  the  run- 
ning expense  of  hot  air  and  steam;  but  from 
the  few  cases  where  we  have  installed  fur- 
naces, my  judgment  is  that  where  it  is  pos- 
sible to  ventilate,  and  heat  a  school  under  all 
conditions  of  atmosphere  with  a  furnace, 
that  the  coal  consumption  is  somewhat 
greater. 

(4.)  As  far  as  the  cost  of  repairs  and  life 
of  the  apparatus  is  concerned,  there  is  no 
doubt  in  my  mind  but  that  the  steam  or 
water  plant  would  outlast  the  furnace,  and 
with  less  expenditure  for  repairs. 

I  trust  that  this  information  may  be  of 
service  to  you  and  would  add  that  you  are  at 
liberty  to  use  this  letter  in  any  way  that  you 
think_best.

My  Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  your  ques- 
tions of  November  1,  1899,  would  say: 

(1.)  Four  rooms  is  the  largest  size  build- 
ing in  which  hot-air  furnace  installation  is 
permitted,  although  we  have  a  large  number 
of  old  buildings  of  from  eight  to  twenty-one 
rooms  heated  by  hot-air.  New  buildings  of 
from  five  to  ten  rooms  we  heat  by  low 
pressure  gravity  direct  and  indirect  radia- 
tion; new  buildings  of  more  than  twelve 
rooms  we  use  the  blower  system. 

(2.)  Our  flue  construction  for  either  sys- 
tem is  the  same.  The  furnace  system  with 
an  air  delivery  of  ten  cubic  feet  per  pupil 
per  minute  costs  $1.50  per  capita.  The 
gravity  system,  with  direct  and  indirect 
radiation,  same  air  delivery,  costs  $5.60  per 
capita.      Blower  system,  with   thirty  cubic 


feet  delivery,  costs  $7  to  $7.50  per  capita. 
The  above  prices  do  not  include  the  cost  of 
heat,  vent,  smoke-flues  or  registers,  all  of  the 
latter  being  provided  for  in  the  general 
building  construction.  Owing  to  our  design 
of  buildings  we  have  not  attempted  to  attain 
a  thirty  cubic-foot  air  delivery  with  the  hot- 
air  or  steam  gravity  system. 

(3.)  The  amount  of  fuel  for  the  hot-air 
system  is  about  10  percent,  more  in  tonnage 
than  the  gravity  system  and  14  per  cent, 
more  than  the  blower  system.  As  we  use 
egg  coal  in  the  hot-air  furnaces  and  pea  coal 
under  the  boilers  there  is  a  still  larger  differ- 
ence in  favor  of  the  gravity  steam  and 
blower  system  of  37  per  cent,  and  41  per 
cent,  respectively  over  the  hot-air  system. 

(4.)  I  cannot  give  you  an  intelligent 
answer  concerning  the  comparison  of  cost  of 
repairs  owing  to  our  dual  system  of  govern- 
ment; there  is  an  annual  appropriation  of 
$11,000  disbursed  by  our  forty  sectional 
School  Boards  over  which  our  Central  Board 
has  no  control. 

(5.)  The  average  life  of  our  hot-air 
furnaces,  including  repairs  and  renewals  of 
various  parts,  is  twenty  years.  We  also 
have  steam-boilers  that  have  been  in  use  for 
that  length  of  time.  Our  oldest  blower  sys- 
tem has  been  in  use  six  years  and  we  have 
made  no  renewals. 

Trusting  the  above  may  be  of  some  use  to 
you  and  His  Honor  Mayor  Quincy,  I  am

The  Board  proceeded  to  ballot  on  the 
election  of  Head-master  of  the  Normal 
School.  The  whole  number  of  votes  cast 
was  21;  necessary  for  a  choice,  13;  Wallace 
C.  Borden  had  11  votes;  there  were  10 
blanks,  and  there  was  no  choice. 

There  was  no  choice  on  the  second  ballot, 
and  the  matter  was  recommitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Normal  School  by  a  vote  of  9  to  8. 

The  following  orders,  laid  over  under  the 
rule  at  the  last  meeting,  were  read,  and  suc- 
cessively passed: 

(1.)  That  Harlan  P.  Ford,  assistant, 
grammar  school,  in  the  Robert  G.  Shaw 
District,  be  placed  upon  the  third  year  of 
service  in  his  rank,  to  date  from  September 
14, 1899. 

(2.)  That  Edith  L.  Phelan,  principal  of 
the  Greenwood  Hall  Kindergarten,  be  placed 
on  the  second  year  of  service  iu  her  rank,  to 
date  from  October  2,  1899. 

(3.)  That  Mary  B.  Pope,  principal  of  the 
Bailey-street  Kindergarten,  be  placed  on 
the  second  year  of  service  in  her  rank,  to 
date  from  September  13,  1899. 

(4.)  That  Dora  W.  Bohlsen,  assistant, 
primary  school,  Everett  District,  be  paid 
$24  for  extra  services. 

(5.)  That  the  salary  of  the  teacher  of  the 
second  special  class,  authorized  by  the  Board 
November  14,  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of  $792 
per  annum,  to  date  from  December  14, 1899. 

(6.)  That  the  salary  of  the  janitor  of  the 
Bailey-street  annex  and  of  86  Milton  avenue 
Schools,  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of  $120  each  per 
annum,  to  date  from  December  13,  1899. 

(7.)  That  the  salary  of  the  janitor  of  the 
Austin  School  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of  $240 
per  annum,  to  date  from  October  7,  1899. 

(8.)  That  the  salary  of  the  janitor  of  399 
Saratoga-street  School  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of 
$120  per  annum,  to  date  from  November 
10,  1899. 

(9.)  That  there  be  paid  to  Thomas  W. 
Kenney  the  sum  of  $52  for  services  ren- 
dered as  janitor  of  Curtis  Hall,  from  Sep- 
tember 22  to  December  22,  1899. 

(10.)  That  the  plans  and  specifications 
for  a  new  primary  school-house  on  Parker 
street,  Roxbury,  prepared  by  Wilson  & 
Webber,  architects,  having  been  approved 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  be  ac- 
cepted, and  the  same  are  hereby  approved 


by  this  Board;  and  the  said  Wilson  & 
Webber  are  hereby  selected  and  employed 
to  supervise  the  construction  and  erection  of 
said  school-house  iu  accordance  with  said 
plans  and  specifications;  and  the  Committee 
on  New  Buildings  are  hereby  authorized  to 
advertise  for  proposals  to  construct  and 
erect  the  same,  substantially  in  accordance 
with  said  plans  and  specifications. 

(11.)  That  the  income  of  the  dona- 
tion of  Linus  B.  Comins,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Comins  Grammar  School,  be  ex- 
pended iu  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
library  of  said  school,  under  the  direction 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Seventh  Division. 

The  resignations  of  eight  teachers,  pre- 
sented by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
were  accepted. 

The  rule  requiring  that  all  appointments, 
confirmations  and  transfers  presented  by  the 
Superintendent  be  laid  over  for  two  weeks, 
was  suspended. 

The  Superintendent  presented  the  follow- 
ing appointments,  confirmations  and  trans- 
fers for  the  approval  of  the  Board,  certified 
by  him  as  made  in  accordance  with  the  Rules 
and  Regulations: 

(1.)  The  appointment  of  one  special  as- 
sistant, approved;  (2)  the  appointment  of 
one  temporary  teacher,  placed  on  file;  (3) 
the  reappointments  of  seven  temporary 
teachers,  approved;  (4)  the  appointments  of 
thirteen  teachers  on  probation,  approved; 
(5)  the  confirmation  of  three  teachers,  ap- 
proved; (6)  the  transfers  of  two  teachers, 
approved. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  nine 
teachers. 

The  Superintendent  presented  the  follow- 
ing appointments,  accompanied  by  written 
statements  of  the  reasons  for  requesting  a 
suspension  of  the  Regulations  pertaining 
thereto:  (1)  The  appointments  of  four  tem- 
porary teachers,  approved,  under  suspension 
of  the  rules;  (2)  the  reappointments  of  five 
temporary  teachers,  approved;  (3)  the  ap- 
pointment of  one  teacher  on  probation. 

Mr.  Aldrich,  for  the  Committee  on  New 
Buildings,  presented  the  annual  report  of 
that  committee  in  print.  (School  Document 
No.  13,  1899.) 

Accepted. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  New  Buildings,  it  was  ordered,  under 
suspension  of  the  rules: 

(1)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the 
payment  of  $19  to  Traverse  &  Schumacher 
for  painting  and  tiutiug  walls  at  the  Bow- 
ditch  School-house. 

(2.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  an 
order  of  addition  to  the  contract  of  Frank  G. 
Coburn  &  Co.  for  erecting  the  Dorchester 
High  School-house  in  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$390  for  supplying  built-up  running  traps 
and  extension  of  iron  drain-pipe,  etc. 

(3.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  expend  sums, 
not  exceeding  those  specified  below,  for  extra 
work  to  be  done  in  connection  with  the 
Frederick  A.  Whitney  School-house.

(4.)  That  from  the  $50,000  appropriated 
April  26, 1898,  for  new  primary  school-house, 
Thomas  N.  Hart  District,  the  following 
transfer  be  made: 

Wooden  building,  Adams  and*  Chestnut 
streets,  Charlestown,  $3,220. 

(5.)  That  500  additional  copies  of  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Committee  on  New 
Buildings,  School  Document  No.  13,  1899, 
be  printed. 

(6.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  an 
order  of  addition  to  the  contract  of  James 
Fagan,  for  addition  to  and  alteration  of  the 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School-house,  in  the 
sum  of  $548.90  for  altering  and  enlarging 
main  ventilating  shaft,  providing  additional 
overhang  and  louvres,  and  for  two  iron 
ladders,  to  provide  means  of  reaching  roof  of 
tower  of  addition.

(8.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a  con- 
tract with  Halivvell  &  Barry,  in  the  sum  of 
$3,220,  for  erecting  a  two-room  wooden 
school  building  on  Adams  and  Chestnut 
streets,  Charlestown  District. 

(9.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  an 
order  of  addition  to  the  general  contract  of 
John  S.  Jacobs  &  Son  in  the  sum  of  $1,065.13, 
for  additional  mason,  iron  and  brick  work 
found  to'  be  necessary. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  School-houses,  the  resignation  of  one 
janitor  was  accepted,  and  the  appointment 
of  one  janitor  was  approved. 

It  was  ordered: 

(1.)  That  the  Committee  on  School- 
houses  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  a 
contract  with  the  Chandler  Adjustable  Chair 
and  Desk  Works  in  the  sum  of  $1,174.30  for 
furnishing  the  Francis  Parkman  School- 
house,  Forest  Hills;  said  concern  being  the 
lowest  bidder. 

(2.)  That  the  Committee  on  Accounts  be 
requested  to  report  such  changes  in  the 
Annual  Appropriation  order  for  1899-1900 
as  will  result  in  providing  an  additional 
amount  of  $30,000  to  be  expended  for  re- 
pairs and  alterations  upon  school  buildings. 

(3.)  That  there  be  paid  to  Michael  J. 
Crowley  the  sum  of  $24.37  for  services 
rendered  as  acting  janitor  of  the  Wait  School 
from  December  1  to  December  17, 1899,  in- 
clusive. 

(4.)  That  the  salary  of  the  janitor  of  370 
Warren  street  and  4  and  6  Maywood-street 
Schools  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of  $240  per  an- 
num, to  date  from  October  17,  1899,  until 
otherwise  ordered. 

(5.)  That  the  salary  of  the  janitor  of  the 
Latin  School  be  fixed  at  the  rate  of  $1,920 
per  annum,  to  date  from  January  1,  1900, 
until  otherwise  ordered. 

(6.)  That  the  salary  of  the  janitor  of  the 
Quincy-street  School  (Lewis  District)  be 
fixed  at  the  rate  of  $708  per  annum,  to  date 
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from  December  1,  1899,  until  otherwise 
ordered. 

(7.)  That  the  salary  of  the  jauitor  of  the 
Bowditch  School  be  fixed  at  tbe  rate  of 
si  .260  per  annum,  to  date  from  December  1, 
1899,  until  otherwise  ordered. 

(8.)  That  Persis  P.  Drake,  assistant  in 
the  Roxbury  High  School,  be  placed  upon 
the  eighth  year  of  service  in  her  rank,  to 
date  from  December  22,  1899. 

(9.)  That  there  be  paid  to  Wallace  C. 
Boyden  the  sum  of  §37.50  per  month  from 
September  1,  1899,  in  addition  to  his  regular 
salary  as  master  of  the  Normal  School,  for 
extra  services  as  acting  head-master  of  said 
school. 

Under  a  suspension  of  the  rules  it  was 

Ordered,  That  2,000  copies  of  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  the  Annual  Report  for 
1899  be  printed. 

Mr.  Calderwood,  for  the  Joint  Committee 
on  High  and  Normal  Schools,  to  whom  was 
referred,  November  14,  an  order  requesting 
them  to  consider  and  report  to  this  Board  as 
soon  as  ma}'  be  upon  the  advisability  of 
establishing  the  Girls'  Latin  School  and  Nor- 
mal School  in  the  same  building,  reported  that 
the  plan  suggested  is,  in  their  judgment, 
open  to  many  and  serious  objections.  Each 
of  these  schools  is  conducted  by  a  different 
head-master,  has  its  own  corps  of  teachers 
and  pupils,  and  follows  a  separate  and  dis- 
tinct course  of  study.  The  Normal  School 
has  for  a  number  of  years  experienced  the 
disadvantages  of  being  compelled  to  conduct 
its  work  under  the  same  roof  with  another 
school,  and  this  fact  has  repeatedly  been 
used  as  an  argument  in  favor  of  obtaining  a 
sufficient  appropriation  for  the  building  of  a 
new  Normal  School-house,  which  has 
recently  been  granted  by  the  Legislature. 

The  Girls'  High  and  Girls'  Latin  Schools 
have  also  been  compelled  to  divide  the  ac- 
commodations of  one  building  until  the 
growth  of  both  compelled  the  removal  of  a 
part  of  one  to  hired  accommodations,  but  the 
connection  between  these  two  schools, 
which  are  both  under  one  head,  is  closer 
than  could  exist  between  "either  one  of  them 
and  the  Normal  School. 

The  only  argument  in  favor  of  the  pro- 
posed plan  would  be  the  saving  of  expense 
in  the  construction  of  one  building  instead 
of  two,  while  in  all  other  respects  it  is  the 
opinion,  not  only  of  the  committee,  but  of 
the  principals  immediately  concerned  as  well, 
that  the  plan  would  be  to  the  advantage  of 
neither  school  and  of  detriment  to  both. 

Your  committee  believe,  however,  that  it 
would  probably  be  advisable  to  erect  a 
separate  buildiug  for  each  school  upon  a 
common  site,  if  one  suitable  for  the  purpose 
can  be  obtained,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Latin 
and  English  High  Schools,  thus  permitting  a 
saving  of  expense  in  land,  and  in  the  heat- 
ing and  ventilating  apparatus,  etc. 

Your  committee  are  therefore  of  the  opin- 
ion that  it  is  inexpedient  to  establish  the 
Girls'  Latin  School  and  Normal  School  in 
the  same  building,  and  so  recommend  to  the 
Board. 

Mr.  Brett  presented  the  following  minority 
report,  signed  by  himself: 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Joint 
Committee  on  High  Schools  and  the  Normal 
School,  to  whom  was  referred  an  order  rela- 
tive to  the  establishment  of  the  Normal  and 
Girls'  Latin  Schools  in  the  same  building, 
begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 


The  Girls'  Latin  School  is  now  domiciled 
partly  in  the  Girls'  High  School  and  partly  in 
the  Chauncey  Hall  School  building,  leased  by 
the  city  at  a  large  rental,  so  that  new  and 
adequate  quarters  for  this  school  must  scon 
be  provided.  The  question  is,  therefore, 
whether  it  is  not  advisable,  instead  of  erecting 
two  separate  buildings,  to  establish  the  Girls' 
Latin  School  and  the  Normal  School  under 
the  same  roof.  No  difficulty  is  presented  by 
the  size  of  the  schools.  There  are  now  in 
attendance  at  the  Girls'  Latin  School  about 
375  scholars,  and  at  the  Normal  School  about 
285;  together  they  number  about  660  scholars. 
They  are  both  relatively  small  schools,  and  it 
is  not  unfair  to  assume,  from  the  peculiar 
work  of  each,  that  they  will  continue  to  re- 
main so.  The  studies  of  the  Latin  School 
are  not  of  the  most  popular  order,  and  be- 
sides the  completion  of  the  new  High  School 
buildiug,  where  iustruction  in  the  classics 
may  also  be  obtained,  will  have  no  slight  ef- 
fect in  retarding  the  growth  of  this  school. 
The  Normal  School,  as  it  affords  a  training 
for  but  a  single  profession,  must  of  necessity 
remain  of  limited  size.  It  would  seem,  there- 
fore, to  be  an  easy  matter  to  erect  a  building 
sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  both 
schools  for  several  years  to  come.  The 
building  might  be  so  constructed  that  there 
would  be  reserved  for  each  school  a  portion 
removed  from  that  occupied  by  the  other. 
There  might  be  separate  entrances.  There 
need  be  no  clashing  nor  confusion  nor  inter- 
ference. The  functions  of  each  school  might 
be  performed  with  perfect  freedom  and  un- 
impaired efficiency.  So  that,  though  tenants 
of  the  same  building,  the  schools  would  be 
in  effect  distinct  and  independent. 

The  chief  advantage  in  a  joint  occupation 
of  one  building  would  be  the  immense  saving 
of  money  that  would  be  effected.  The  lot 
of  laud  required  would  be  of  about  the  same 
area  as  that  authorized  for  the  new  Normal 
School,  as  the  lot  of  the  Girls'  High  School 
which  was  built  to  accommodate  925  scholars, 
but  in  which  there  are  to-day  some  1,200, 
contains  but  30,500  square  feet.  Hence 
there  would  be  a  saving  of  almost  the  entire 
cost  of  a  school-house  site.  And  as  the 
school  would  probably  be  located  in  the  Back 
Bay  District,  this  may  be  set  down  as  in  the 
neighborhood  of  §100,000. 

The  cost  of  one  large  building  would  be 
considerably  less  than  that  of  two  separate 
smaller  buildings,  and  thus  would  be  further 
reduced  by  providing  certain  appurtenances 
as,  for  instance,  the  hall  and  the  gymnasium 
to  be  used  in  common  by  both  schools.  At 
any  rate,  a  single  heating  system  would 
suffice.  So  that  in  the  building  itself  a 
saving  would  result  which  may  be  roughly 
estimated  at  §100,000. 

The  plan  presents  a  further  advantage  in 
the  fact  that  the  large  building  would  afford 
an  opportunity  for  finer  architectural  effect, 
and  when  completed  would  be  a  more  im- 
posing ornament  in  our  city. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent 
that  the  plan  proposed  is  practicable,  that 
the  disparity  in  the  ages  of  the  Latin  and 
Normal  scholars  is  a  consideration  of  little 
importance,  and  that  the  operation  of  the 
plan  should  cause  no  embarrassment  to  the 
several  schools,  nor  prove  a  detriment  to 
their  successful  work. 

The  measure  of  saving  to  the  city  is  de- 
pendent to  a  considerable  extent  on  the 
economies    which   a    single   building  would 


permit.  Objection,  however,  has  been  made 
to  a  single  hall  for  both  schools.  Inasmuch 
as  the  scholars  of  the  Girls'  Latin  School,  as 
stated  by  the  master  of  the  school,  assemble 
in  the  hall  but  three  times  a  week  for  open- 
ing exercises  lasting  fifteen  minutes,  and 
otherwise,  during  the  year,  only  on  a  few 
occasions  when  public  or  special  exercises 
are  held,  and  as  the  needs  of  the  Normal 
School  in  this  regard  are  probably  no  greater, 
it  would  seem  that  as  far  as  actual  use  is 
concerned,  a  separate  hall  for  each  school  is 
unnecessary,  and  that  the  programmes  of  the 
schools,  relative  to  exercises  in  the  hall, 
might  be  easily  adjusted  to  prevent  collision. 
Indeed,  this  objection  was  not  pressed  with 
very  great  force.  It  was  said,  further,  as  the 
most  important  consideration,  that  unless 
each  school  had  a  hall  which  was  exclusively 
its  own,  there  would  be  no  development 
among  the  scholars  of  a  sentiment  of  loyalty 
and  affection  for  the  school,  and  that  upon 
graduation  the  scholars  would  lose  interest 
in  the  school  and  in  its  welfare.  It  will  be 
observed  that  this  objection  is  purely  senti- 
mental. To  say  that  the  hall,  which  the 
scholars  rarely  visit,  is  the  sine  qua  non  for 
the  creation  of  a  spirit  which  will  bind  past 
graduates  to  the  school,  would  seem  to  be 
somewhat  of  an  exaggeration,  for  it  makes 
no  account  of  the  associations  and  the  inti- 
macies of  the  school-room,  nor  of  the  potent 
personal  influence  of  the  teachers,  two  fac- 
tors of  no  slight  importance. 

As  an  objection  to  the  single  gymnasium, 
it  was  said  that  when  the  schools  had  con- 
siderably increased  it  would  be  impossible 
for  one  gymnasium  to  accommodate,  for  the 
time  required  each  week,  all  the  scholars  in 
classes  of  thirty-five  or  forty.  But,  it  is  sub- 
mitted that  there  is  no  necessity  for  the 
classes  remaining  of  that  size.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Director  of  Physical  Training 
that,  in  a  gymnasium  no  larger  than  that  of 
the  English  High  School,  classes  numbering 
even  seventy-five  or  eighty  can  be  conducted 
in  their  physical  exercises,  by  one  teacher 
no  less  smoothly,  and  with  equal  profit  to  the 
scholars,  as  classes  of  thirty-five  or  forty; 
that  classes  of  the  larger  size  are  not  un- 
common elsewhere,  and  that  there  is  no 
special  efficacy  in  a  small  class. 

The  undersigned  for  these  reasons  believes 
that  the  plan  proposed  is  feasible,  and  that  it 
possesses  certain  advantages,  that  the  objec- 
tions to  it  are  of  doubtful  value  and  not  pro- 
hibitory, and  that,  therefore,  it  is  worthy  of 
adoption. 

Both  reports  were  ordered  to  be  printed 
and  laid  upon  the  table. 

It  was  ordered  (1)  that  there  be  paid  to 
Rose  A.  Carrigan,  assistant  instructor  of 
music,  the  sum  of  $80  for  extra  services 
rendered  in  the  Normal  School  from  Septem- 
ber 1  to  December  22, 1899. 

(2.)  That  all  unfinished  business  at  the 
close  of  this  meeting  be  referred  to  the  next 
School  Board. 

(3.)  That  the  amount  due  Richard  F. 
Sullivan,  deceased,  late  special  teacher  of 
commercial  branches  in  the  Charlestown 
High  School,  and  instructor  of  phonography 
and  typewriting  in  the  Evening  High  School, 
be  paid  to  his  widow,  Mary  W.  Sullivan. 

(4.)  That  there  be  transferred  to  the  item, 
repairs  and  alterations  upon  school  buildings, 
in  the  annual  appropriation  order  for  1899- 
1900,  the  sum  of  §15,500,  divided  as  follows: 
From  the  item,  salaries  of  instructors,  §8,000; 
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from  the  item,  salaries  of  janitors,  SI, 000; 
from  the  item,  fuel,  gas  and  water,  SI, 500, 
and  from  the  item,  supplies  and  incidentals, 
$5,000,  making  the  total  appropriation  for 
repairs  and  alterations  upon  school  buildings, 
J283,000. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Merritt,  it  was  ordered 
unanimously  by  a  rising  vote  that  the  thanks 
of  the  Board  be  presented  to  Mr.  Henry  D. 
Iluggan.  the  President  of  the  Board,  for  the 
able,  dignified  and  impartial  niauner  in  which 
he  has  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  the 
Board. 

The  Board  adjourned  sine  die.

DEATH    OF   MR.   JOSEPH   HASTINGS. 


Mr.  Joseph  Hastings,  a  former  member  of 
the  Boston  police  force,  died  at  his  home,  1 
Hestia  park,  Roxbury,  on  Saturday,  Decem- 
ber 30, 1899. 

Mr.  Hastings  was  one  of  the  oldest  resi- 
dents of  the  Roxbury  District,  being  nearly 
eighty-five  years  of  age.  His  connection 
with  the  police  force  began  in  1858,  when 
he  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Roxbury 
force.  In  1866  Mr.  Hastings  was  made  City 
Marshal  of  Roxbury,  in  which  position  he 
served  until  that  city  was  annexed  to  Boston 
in  1868.  He  then  took  charge  of  the  Rox- 
bury end  of  the  new  Department  until 
Division  9  was  created,  when  he  became  a 
lieutenant,  afterwards,  in  1873  being  ap- 
pointed a  captain.  He  remained  in  charge 
of  Division  9  until  the  reorganization  of  the 
Department  in  1878,  when  he  was  made 
assistant  inspector  of  carriages,  retaining 
that  position  until  1893,  when  he  was  retired 
from  active  duty. 


DEATH   OF   MR.  EDMUND    B.   MYERS. 


The  death  of  Mr.  Edmund  B.  Myers,  for- 
merly ajuember  of  the  Boston  police  force, 
occurred  at  his  home,  227  Roxbury  street, 
Wednesday,  December  27,  ISO!). 

Mr.  Myers  was  a  native  of  Boston,  fifty- 
four  years  of  age  and  a  veteran  of  the 
Civil  War.  He  was  appointed  a  member  of 
the  police  force  in  1869  and  assigned  to 
special  duty  at  Station  4.  On  the  reorgani- 
zation of  the  Department  he  was  transferred 
to  Station  10  where  he  remained  until  1886. 
In  May  of  that  year  he  severed  his  connection 
with  the  police  force  and  had  since  been  en- 
gaged in  private  detective  work.

INAUGURAL  ADDRESS  OF  THE 
GOVERNOR. 


Following  are  extracts  from  the  Inaugural 
Address  of  Governor  Crane,  delivered  before 
the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  January  4, 
1900. 


The  gross  debt  of  the  State  is  divided  into 
two  classes  —  the  indebtedness  for  which  the 
whole  State  is  directly  liable,  and  the  indebt- 
edness for  the  payment  of  which  certain 
cities  and  towns  are  liable.  These  two 
classes  of  indebtedness  may  be  described  for 
convenience  as  the  actual  State  debt  and  the 
contingent  debt.  Prom  each  of  these  classes 
of  indebtedness  must  be  deducted  the  ac- 
cumulations in  the  sinking-funds  applicable 
to  them,  in  order  to  show  the  net  actual 
State  debt  and  the  net  contingent  debt.  The 
details  are  as  follows:

It  will  be  observed  that  the  largest  loan 
in  the  total  actual  State  debt  is  $8,000,000, 
for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings.  In  the 
beginning  the  Commonwealth's  share  in  the 
expense  was  limited  to  $500,000  per  annum, 
but  by  subsequent  legislation  this  provision 
was  repealed,  and  a  limit  of  $5,000,000  was 
established  as  the  total  indebtedness  which 
the  State  can  assume  at  one  time  for  grade 
crossing  purposes.  One  exception  has  been 
made  to  this  rule.  When  the  great  work  of 
abolishing  the  grade  crossings  on  the  Provi- 
dence Division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad,  in  Boston,  Hyde 
Park  and  Dedham,  was  undertaken,  the 
Legislature  passed  a  special  act,  authorizing 
the  Commonwealth  to  exceed  the  $5,000,000 
limit  by  an  extia  issue  of  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  $3,000,000.  This  explains  the 
total  issue  of  $8,000,000. 

The  next  largest  item  is  $6,185,000,  for 
the  construction  of  the  extension  of  the 
State  House  and  for  the  preservation  of  the 
Bulfinch  front. 

The  harbor  improvement  loan  of  $500,000 
is  the  Commonwealth's  contribution  in  aid 
of  the  development  of  the  commerce  of  the 
Port  of  Boston.  Of  this  loan,  $400,000  has 
been  appropriated  to  build  a  pier  and  dock 
on  the  Commonwealth's  property  at  South 
Boston,  and  $100,000  to  purchase  a  portion 
of  the  foreshore  of  the  harbor  at  East 
Boston. 

Of  the  Metropolitan  parks  loan,  series 
two,  $2,700,000,  issued  for  the  building 
of  boulevards  and  roadways,  one-half, 
namely,  $1,350,000,  is  assessed  upou  the 
State  at  large,  the  other  half  upon  the 
cities  and  towns  in  the  Metropolitan  parks 
district. 

From  the  total  actual  State  debt,  $21,- 
312,500,  is  to  be  deducted,  to  ascertain  the 
net  actual  State  debt,  the  sums  which 
have  accumulated  in  the  various  sinking- 
funds  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  loans 
enumerated.  The  sinking-funds  applicable 
to  the  total  actual  State  debt  arc:

The  interest  and  sinking-fund  require- 
ments for  the  armory  loan  are  assessed 
upon  the  cities  in  which  the  armories  are 
located,  namely,  Boston  (2),  Worcester, 
Lowell,  Fitchburg,  Lawrence,  Lynn,  Spring- 
field and  Fall  River. 

As  the  Commonwealth  derives  no  income 
from  the  50,000  shares  of  common  stock  of 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  those 
shares  have  not  been  carried  on  the  books 
of  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver-general  as  an 
asset. 

The  remaining  loans  enumerated  in  the 
contingent  debt  are  to  be  paid  from  assess- 
ments levied  on  the  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Metropolitan  parks,  sewerage  and  water  dis- 
tricts.

Deducting  the  $7,512,183.42  in  the  sink- 
ing-funds from  the  amount  of  the  total 
contingent  debt,  $42,525,000,  the  net  con- 
tingent debt  is  found  to  be  $35,012,816.58. 
Of  this  debt  $33,961,235.28  is  to  be  assessed 
on  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Metropolitan 
water,  sewer  and  parks  districts. 

The  lesson  which  the  figures  of  this  debt 
statement  teach  is  that  Massachusetts  has 
reached  a  limit  of  indebtedness  beyond 
which  she  should  not  go.  It  is  time  to  call 
a  halt.  In  looking  over  these  items,  it  will 
be  found  in  almost  every  instance  that  the 
object  is  a  worthy  one,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
the  Commonwealth  has  received  full  value 
for  the  moneys  expended.  The  question 
for  us  to  consider,  however,  is  not  the  pro- 
priety of  past  expenditures,  but  to  take  heed 
of  the  conditions  which  now  confront  us. 
The  Commonwealth  needs  a  breathing  spell 
for  financial  recuperation.  This  is  doubly 
true  of  the  Metropolitan  district. 

The  cities  and  towns  in  that  district  are 
just  beginning  to  feel  the  burdens  in  the 
way  of  taxation  which  the  great  enterprises 
undertaken  for  their  benefit  have  thrown 
upon  them.  It  was  necessary  that  there 
should  have  been  an  increased  water  supply, 
improved  drainage  and  sanitation,  and  it  was 
a  wise  foresight  that  projected  the  great 
parks  that  now  adorn  the  Metropolitan  dis- 
trict ;  but  the  time  has  come  when  no  new 
work  in  these  directions  should  be  author- 
ized. I  recommend  that  a  slop  be  made  at 
once  to  the  authorization  of  expenditures 
for  new  work  in  this  district.     I  cannot  too 


strongly  urge  this  matter  upon  your  atten- 
tion. Rigid  economy  must  be  exercised  in 
appropriations  and  expenditure 


■es. 


THE   METROPOLITAN  DISTRICT. 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
operations  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board. 
The  waters  of  the  south  branch  of  the 
Nashua  river,  which  have  been  made  avail- 
able by  the  new  works  constructed  by  the 
Board,  and  the  Cochituate  and  Sudbury  sup- 
plies, formerly  belonging  to  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, were  found  sufficient  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  Metropolitan  water  district, 
notwithstanding  the  excessive  drought  of  the 
past  year.  The  result,  however,  has  shown 
that  the  operations  of  the  Board  were  begun 
and  brought  to  their  present  stage  none  too 
soon.  The  yield  of  water  in  the  watersheds 
during  the  four  warmer  months  of  1899  was 
so  small  that,  had  not  the  additional  supply 
been  utilized  by  the  new  works,  various  por- 
tions of  the  Metropolitan  water  district 
would  have  suffered  severely  from  the 
scarcity  of  water. 

The  Town  of  Arlington  has  been  admitted 
into  the  district,  which  now  comprises  eight 
cities  and  eight  towns,  besides  the  Town  of 
Swampscott,  which  though  outside  of  the 
district  as  established,  is  supplied  with  water. 
The  population  of  the  district  as  now  con- 
stituted is  nearly  one-third  of  the  population 
of  the  State.  Including  the  cities  and  towns 
comprised  and  the  other  municipalities  made 
eligible  for  admission  under  the  terms  of  the 
act,  the  district  would  contain  a  population 
of  1,100,000. 

The  Metropolitan  park  loans  are  to  be  re- 
paid to  the  Commonwealth  by  a  sinking- 
fund  made  up  of  annual  payments  by  the 
thirty-seven  cities  and  towns  constituting 
the  Metropolitan  parks  district,  according  to 
an  apportionment  to  be  made  every  five  years, 
beginning  in  1900,  by  a  special  commission 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial 
Court.  From  this  arrangement  is  excepted 
one-half  of  the  loan  known  as  series  two, 
namely,  $1,350,000,  which  is  to  be  paid  by 
the  Commonwealth.  In  the  payment  of  the 
Nantasket  Beach  loan  of  $600,000,  the  Town 
of  Cohasset  is  joined  to  the  cities  and  towns 
which  constitute  the  Metropolitan  parks 
district. 

The  total  amount  assessable  on  these  cities 
and  towns  is  $8,075,000.  The  assessment 
each  year  must  be  provided  by  appropriation 
made  by  the  Legislature,  to  be  included  in 
the  annual  State  tax  of  the  cities  and  towns 
liable  to  make  payment.  Beginning  this 
year,  then,  the  cities  and  towns  in  the  Metro- 
politan parks  district  will  begin  to  discharge 
the  debt  they  have  assumed  for  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  this  great  park 
system. 

From  the  loans  issued  on  Metropolitan 
parks  account  there  remains  at  present  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver- 
general  $2,142,888.91.  I  am  advised  by  the 
Commission  that  this  balance  will  all  be  re- 
quired to  pay  for  lands  taken  or  in  process  of 
taking  and  for  work  of  construction  now 
decided  upon. 

By  act  of  the  Legislature  the  time  for 
beginning  payments  for  Metropolitan  parks 
expenditures  has  been  once  postponed;  but, 
with  the  work  of  acquirement  so  nearly  com- 
pleted, there  seems  now  to  be  no  good  reason 
why  payments  into  the  sinking-fund  should 
not  begin  this  year.     If   the  required  pay- 


ments are  found  to  be  too  severe  an  annual 
tax,  an  extension  of  the  number  of  years 
during  which  payment  shall  be  made  would 
appear  to  be  the  remedy,  rather  than  a  further 
postponement  of  the  time  for  beginning  to 
make  the  payments. 

The  three  large  Metropolitan  sewerage 
systems  (North,  Charles  river  and  Neponset 
valley)  are  now  fully  completed.  The  cost 
of  construction  of  these  systems  to  Septem- 
ber 30,  1899,  is  as  follows:  North  system, 
$5,262,397.68;  Charles  river,  $787,134.27; 
Neponset  valley,  $840,444.73.  It  is  believed 
that  the  balances  of  the  appropriations  now 
to  the  credit  of  these  systems  will  fully  pay 
all  liabilities  incurred,  except  possibly  such 
sums  as  may  eventually  be  recovered  in 
cases  now  pending  in  court  for  damages  for 
land  taken  for  sewer  purposes. 

The  high-level  sewer,  authorized  by  the 
Legislature  ot  1899,  to  relieve  the  Charles 
river  and  Neponset  valley  sewers,  is  the  only 
remaining  work  of  construction  in  the  hands 
of  the  Commission.  It  is  believed  that  no 
further  appropriation  will  be  required  for  the 
construction  of  this  sewer. 

BOSTON    HARBOR. 

The  growing  commerce  of  the  Port  of 
Boston  requires  greatly  increased  facilities. 
The  State,  through  its  Harbor  and  Land 
Commission,  has  spent  large  sums  of  money 
in  deepening  the  inner  harbor,  and  is  now 
building  a  pier  and  dock  at  South  Boston 
suitable  for  the  largest  steamships.  The 
channels  already  planned  by  the  National 
Government  are  not  adequate  to  accommo- 
date properly  the  large  steamships  now 
building,  and  Congress  should  be  called  upon 
by  the  Legislature  to  provide  for  the  harbor 
of  Boston  channels  well  buoyed  and  lighted, 
not  less  than  1,200  feet  wide  and  35  feet 
deep  at  mean  low  water  from  its  wharves  to 
the  sea. 

MUNICIPAL    LEGISLATION. 

I  renew  the  recommendation  of  my  pre- 
decessor, in  opposition  to  the  tendency  to 
appeal  to  the  Legislature  to  interfere  in 
municipal  affairs.  Cities  and  towns  should 
be  let  alone,  to  work  out  their  own  munici- 
pal problems.  It  is  in  the  end  no  kindness 
to  them  to  be  granted  authority  by  the  Com- 
monwealth to  assume  financial  burdens 
which  are  prohibited  by  general  laws.  A 
wiser  policy  would  be  to  compel  them  to  live 
within  their  means,  the  Legislature  inter- 
posing its  superior  authority  only  when  it  is 
clear  that  an  extraordinary  exigency  exists.

To  be  admitted  to  th's 
examination  a  candidate  must  be  a  graduate 
of  a  Boston  Normal  School,  or  a  graduate  of 
a  State  Normal  School  in  Massachusetts,  or  a 
college  graduate  who  has  completed  a  satis- 
factory course  of  study  in  pedagogy,  or  have 
had  one  year's  experience  in  teaching  school. 
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MASSACHUSETTS  LEGISLATURE  OF 
1900. 


The  one  hundred  and  twenty-first  General 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts convened  at  the  State  House  on 
Wednesday,  January  3,  1900. 

The  members-elect  of  the  Senate  as- 
sembled in  the  Senate  Chamber  at  11  o'clock, 
and  the  oaths  of  office  were  administered 
by  Governor  Wolcott.  The  Senate  organized 
by  the  election  of  George  E.  Smith,  of 
Everett,  President;  Henry  D.  Coolidge,  of 
Concord,  Clerk;  John  G.  B.  Adams,  of 
Lynn,  Sergeant-at-arms,  and  Rev.  Edmund 
Dowse,  of  Sherborn,  Chaplain. 

The  members-elect  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  assembled  in  the  Repre- 
sentatives' Chamber  at  11.10  o'clock. 
The  Governor  administered  the  oaths  of 
office,  and  the  House  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  James  J.  Myers,  of  Cambridge,  as 
Speaker;  James  W.  Kimball,  of  Lynn,  as 
Clerk,  and  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Waldron,  of 
Boston,  as  Chaplain.  John  G.  B.  Adams, 
of  Lynn,  was  elected  Sergeant-at-arms  on 
the  part  of  the  House. 

According  to  adjournment,  the  two 
1) ranches  of  the  General  Court  assembled  in 
their  respective  chambers  on  Thursday, 
January  4,  at  11  o'clock,  and  shortly  after- 
wards reassembled  in  joint  convention  in  the 
Representatives'  Chamber.  The  President 
of  the  Senate  administered  the  oaths  of 
office  to  the  Governor-elect  and  the  Lieuten- 
ant-governor-elect, after  which  Governor 
Crane  delivered  his  Inaugural  Address  (see 
page  13). 

The  joint  convention  was  then  dissolved, 
but  again  reassembled  for  the  purpose  of 
administering  the  oaths  of  office  to  the 
Councillors-elect.

UNITED      STATES       CIVIL     SERVICE 
EXAMINATIONS. 


The  United  States  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion announces  that  on  February  6  and  7, 
1900,  an  examination  will  be  held  in  this  and 
other  cities  where  it  has  a  Board  of  Exam- 
iners, for  the  position  of  local  inspector  of 
hulls,  steamboat  inspection  service.

The  Commission  also  announces  that  on 
February  6  and  7,  1900,  an  examination  will 
be  held  in  this  and  other  cities  for  the  posi- 
tion of  assistant  physician,  Government  Hos- 
pital for  the  Insane. 

The  Department  states  that  it  desires  eli- 
gibles who  shall  have  at  least  five  years' 
actual  experience  in  a  hospital  or  institution 
for  treatment  of  the  insane.  Age  limit, 
twenty  years  or  over. 

From  the  male  eligibles  resulting  from  this 
examination,  certification  will  be  made  to 
the  position  of  assistant  physician,  senior 
grade,  in  the  Goverment  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane, at  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  annum. 

These  examinations  are  open  to  all  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  who  comply  with 
the  requirements.  All  such  citizens  are  in- 
vited to  apply.  They  will  be  examined, 
graded  and  certified,  with  entire  impartiality 
and  wholly  without  regard  to  any  considera- 
tion save  their  ability  as  shown  by  the  grade 
attained  by  them  in  their  examination. 

Persons  desiring  to  compete  should  at  once 
apply  to  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission,Washington,  D.C.,  or  to  E.  E.  Steb- 
bins,  Secretary  Board  of  Civil  Service  Ex- 
aminers, Room  141 ,  Post  Office  building,  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  for  application  blanks  (Forms  304 
and  375),  which  should  be  properly  executed 
and  filed  with  the  Commission.

ASSESSING  OF   CERTAIN  HARVARD 
COLLEGE  BUILDINGS. 


Following  is  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  the  President  and  Fel- 
lows of  Harvard  College  vs.  Assessors  of 
Cambridge,  affirming  the  decision  of  the  Su- 
perior Court  in  a  suit  to  recover  back  taxes 
assessed  on  various  houses  used  for  college 
purposes: 

Morton,  J.  This  is  an  action  to  recover 
back  taxes  that  were  assessed  by  the  defend- 
ants on  certain  parcels  of  real  estate  belong- 
ing to  the  plaintiff  corporation,  situated  in 
Cambridge,  which  the  plaintiff  contends  were 
exempt  from  taxation  under  Public  Statutes, 
Chapter  11,  Section  5,  clause  3,  as  amended 
by  Statutes  1889,  Chapter  465.  The  case 
was  heard  by  a  Justice  of  the  Superior 
Court,  without  a  jury,  on  what  are  called 
agreed  facts,  but  which  we  interpret  as  au- 
thorizing the  Court  to  draw  such  inferences 
from  them  as  we  thought  they  justified,  and 
he  found  that  the  property  was  exempt  and 
found  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  entire  amount, 
and  reported  the  case  to  this  Court  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  present  the  question  of  the 
assessability  of  each  of  the  parcels. 

We  think  that  the  ruling  of  the  Superior 
Court  was  right,  and  that  all  of  the  property 
was  exempt  from  taxation. 

Many  of  the  principles  and  considerations 
and  authorities  applicable  to  this  case  have 
been  stated  and  referred  to  somewhat  at 
length  in  Trustees  of  Phillips  Academy  vs. 
Andover,  ante,  and  we  do  not  deem  it  neces- 
sary to  repeat  them  here. 

The  history  of  Harvard  College  and  like 
institutions  shows,  we  think,  that  from  the 
beginning,  dormitories  and  dining-halls  have 
been  furnished  by  the  college  for  the  use  of 
the  students  and  have  been  regarded  as 
devoted  to  college  purposes. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  effect  of  the  decis- 
ions in  Wesleyan  Academy  vs.  Wilbraham, 
99  Mass.  599,  and  Mt.  Herman  Boys' School 
vs.  Gill,  148  Mass.  139,  is  plainly  to  exempt 
property  applied  to  such  uses.  In  also  Yale 
University  vs.  New  Haven,  71  Conn.  316, 
and  State  vs.  Eoss,  24  N.  J.  L.  497. 

We  do  not  think  that  it  makes  any  differ- 
ence in  principle  that  the  college,  instead  of 
itself  furnishing  board  provides  a  place 
without  rent  or  compensation  in  any  form, 
or  a  lease  or  any  agreement,  for  a  fixed  term 
for  the  use  of  students  who  club  together 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  for  themselves, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  College,  food  at 
cost.  Property  so  used  is  occupied  for  the 
purposes  for  which  the  college  was  incor- 
porated. 

Many  particulars  are  stated  in  the  agreed 
facts  in  regard  to  No.  17  Kirkland  street, 
which  is  the  parcel  that  we  are  now  con- 
sidering, that  we  do  not  think  it  necessary  to 
refer  to,  as  it  seems  to  be  plain  that  the 
property  is  exempt  from  taxation. 

The  history  of  the  college,  and  of  the 
legislation  relating  to  it  also,  shows,  we 
think,  that  the  President's  home,  during 
the  earlier  years  of  the  college  at  any  rate, 
was  regarded  as  almost  if  not  quite  as  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  the  institution  as 
dormitories  and  dining-halls.  Public  money 
was  appropriated  by  the  General  Court  to 
build  it,  as  it  had  been  to  build  the  college 
buildings,  and  the  occupancy  of  it  was  con- 


sidered as  altogether  official.  The  present 
home  was  built  with  funds  giveu  expressly 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  dwelling-house 
for  the  President  and  his  successors  in  office, 
and  since  it  was  built  it  has  been  occupied 
by  them  and  their  families.  The  President 
pays  no  rent  or  compensation  for  use  and 
occupation  of  the  house,  and  has  no  lease, 
but  occupies  it  if  he  chooses,  so  long  as  he 
performs  the  duties  of  President.  It,  with 
several  other  of  the  houses  that  were  taxed, 
namely,  Nos.  11,  25  and  37  Quincy  street, 
this  being  17  Quincy  street,  are  now  and 
were  at  the  time  of  the  assessment  within 
the  college  grounds,  and  the  premises  are 
kept  in  order  and  repair,  including  grading, 
graveling  walks,  fertilizing,  and  repairing 
and  cleaning  furnace,  removal  of  ashes,  etc., 
under  the  direction  of  the  college  superin- 
tendent of  buildings  and  the  superintendent 
of  grounds,  and  at  the  college  expense. 

The  whole  lower  floor,  "  except  possibly 
the  kitchen,  is  used  for  class  day,  com- 
mencement and  other  receptions,  and  for 
many  hospitalities  incident  to  the  Presi- 
dent's functions."  The  hall  and  drawing- 
room  are  also  used  for  the  convenience  of 
the  college  and  the  President  for  meetings 
of  the  faculty  and  committees,  for  confer- 
ences with  university  officers  and  students, 
for  calls  on  university  business  and  for  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  corporation  at  which 
degrees  are  voted.  The  rest  of  the  house 
consists  of  the  usual  living  and  house- 
keeping rooms  and  chambers,  and  is  used  by 
the  President  and  his  family  as  a  dwelling- 
house. 

It  seems  to  us  that  on  these  facts  the 
dominant  or  principal  purpose  of  the  oc- 
cupancy by  the  President  cannot  fairly  be 
regarded  than  that  for  which  the  college  was 
incorporated,  and  that  the  Justice  of  the 
Superior  Court  who  heard  the  case  was 
justified  in  so  finding.  His  occupation  is 
official  as  the  head  of  the  university,  just  as, 
for  instance,  the  President  of  the  United 
States  occupies  the  "  White  House,"  and  it 
cannot  be  said  in  any  just  sense,  we  think, 
that  it  is  a  private  occupation  for  his  own 
benefit. 

The  remaining  six  houses  are  occupied  by 
professors,  those  of  whom  are  deans  each 
charged  with  a  portion  of  the  administrative 
duties  formerly  devolving  exclusively  on  the 
President.  Three  of  the  houses,  as  already 
observed  are  within  the  college  grounds.  All 
of  these  are  kept  in  order  and  repair  at  the 
expense  of  the  college  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  house  occupied 
by  the  President.  The  halls  and  drawing- 
rooms  in  all  of  them,  except  No.  37  Quincy 
street,  occupied  by  Professor  Langdell,  are 
used,  partly  for  the  convenience  of  the 
college  and  partly  for  that  of  the  pro- 
fessor for  different  college  uses  and 
purposes  incident  to  his  station  as  professor, 
chairman  of  committees,  dean  and  the  like. 
In  the  case  of  No.  11  Quincy  street,  the 
drawing-room  and  hall  are  used  by  the  pro- 
fessor for  regular  college  exercises  during 
the  college  year.  In  the  case  of  No.  16 
Quincy  street  the  professor  is  chairman  of 
the  Freshmen  Advisers  Committee  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  consisting  of 
about  twenty  persons,  and  he  has  a  great 
number  of  interviews  in  his  drawing-room 
with  students  and  parents.  In  the  case  of 
No.  25  Quincy  street,  the  college  in  1892 
made  additions  and  improvements  at  its  own 


expense  so  as  to  make  it  more  convenient 
for  the  transaction  of  college  business  and 
the  entertaining  of  guests  on  college  account. 
The  additions  are  used,  as  the  drawing-room 
and  hall  are  used,  for  different  college  pur- 
poses incident  to  the  several  duties  of  the 
occupying  professor.  The  parts  of  the 
houses  to  which  no  reference  has  been  made 
are  used  by  the  professors  and  their  families 
and  consist  of  the  usual  living  and  house- 
keeping rooms  and  chambers. 

Iu  the  fall  of  the  year  when  the  salaries  of 
the  professsors  are  voted  they  are  fixed  at 
certain  sums  "  and  the  use  of  the  house, 
$ 750  "  or  whatever  the  sum  may  be.  Other- 
wise the  professor  pays  no  rent  and  has  no 
other  agreement  for  his  use  and  occupation 
of  the  house,  but  uses  it  as  such  pro- 
fessor. 

We  think  it  was  competent  for  the  Justice 
of  the  Superior  Court,  who  heard  the  case,  to 
find  on  these  facts  that  the  principal  or  dom- 
inant consideration  in  regard  to  the  occupa- 
tion of  the  houses  by  the  several  professors 
had  reference  to  the  performance  of  their 
duties  in  the  offices  which  they  held  as  pro- 
fessors and  otherwise,  rather  than  to  the 
private  benefit  which  they  would  receive  in 
the  way  of  homes  for  themselves  and  their 
families,  and  that  he  was  justified  in  finding 
that  the  occupancy  was  for  the  purpose  for 
which  the  college  was  incorporated. 

This  case  is  distinguishable  we  think 
from  Williams  College  vs.  Williamstown,  167 
Mass.  611.  In  the  first  place  there  was  no 
question  in  that  case  as  to  the  taxation  of  a 
building  used  for  a  dormitory  and  dining-hall 
for  the  students.  In  the  next  place  the  occu- 
pation by  the  professor  in  this  case  clearly 
lacks  the  exclusive  character  which  it  was 
held  to  have  in  that  case.  In  the  third  place 
no  such  use  for  college  purposes  is  shown  to 
have  been  made  of  the  house  occupied  by  the 
professor  in  that  case  as  appears  in  this  case. 
In  the  fourth  place  the  sums  fixed  as  com- 
pensation for  the  use  of  the  house  in  that 
case  were  paid  and  received  as  rent  and  the 
Court  so  treated  it  in  the  opinion. 

In  this  case  the  sums  fixed  for  the  use  of 
the  houses  were  allowed  as  part  of  the  com- 
pensation for  services  as  professors,  thus 
tending  to  show,  as  said  in  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  vs.  Somerville  101  Mass. 
326,  that  "  the  occupation  was  one  merely 
by  reason  of  service "  that  the  value  put 
upon  the  use  of  the  house  was  merely  "a 
convenient  mode  of  adjusting  the  compen- 
sation .  .  .  and  not  the  income  or  fruit 
of  an  estate  granted."  Lastly  this  case 
seems  to  be  one  where  the  buildings  are 
occupied  "  with  the  permission  of  the  college 
and  without"  the  professors  "having  any 
estate  therein  or  paying  any  rent  therefor," 
in  which  case  it  was  said  in  River  vs.  Cam- 
bridge 2  Camb.  611,  the  buildings  would  be 
exempt  from  taxation. 

The  defendant  relies  on  Third  Congre- 
gational Society  vs.  Springfield,  147  Mass. 
396,  which  was  a  case  where  a  parsonage 
was  declared  to  be  unexempt.  The  Court 
held  that  religious  societies  did  not  come 
within  the  clause  that  we  have  been  con- 
sidering, but  within  the  seventh  clause,  and 
that  the  exemption  was  limited  to  houses  of 
religious  worship  only.  That  case  is  not 
applicable  to  this. 

We  think  that  the  judgment  of  the 
Superior  Court  should  be  affirmed. 

So  ordered. 
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PUBLIC   INSTITUTIONS  QUARTERLY 
CONFERENCE. 


Boston,  December  27,  1899. 

The  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Pub- 
lic Institutions  Conference  was  held  at 
Room  19,  City  Hall,  Wednesday,  December 
27,  1899,  at  3.30  o'clock. 

Present:  Mayor  Quincy;  Prof.  William  T. 
Sedgwick,  Institutions  Registrar;  Mrs.  Alice 
N.  Lincoln  and  Mr.  Ubert  K.  Pettingill, 
Pauper  Institutions  Trustees;  Mr.  Horatio  A. 
Lamb  and  Mrs.  George  F.  H.  Murray,  Trus- 
tees for  Children ;  Mr.  Thomas  Sproules,  of 
the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor;  Dr. 
Henry  C.  Baldwin,  of  the  Insane  Hospital 
Trustees,  and  Mr.  E.  C.  Marshall,  Penal 
Institutions  Commissioner. 

Mr.  Marshall,  for  the  Penal  Institutions, 
reported  as  follows: 

So  far  as  the  Penal  Institutions  are  con- 
cerned everything  is  going  on  well.  The 
population  at  the  present  time  is  quite  low; 
the  lowest  since  1893.  The  cause  of  the  de- 
crease is  mainly  the  fact  that  times  are  bet- 
ter, and,  possibly,  that  enlistments  for  the 
late  war  took  away  some  of  the  rough  ele- 
ment from  the  community.  The  new  hos- 
pital building  is  boarded  in,  and  work  is 
going  ahead  with  the  electric  lighting  and 
steam  heating  as  fast  as  possible. 

Professor  Sedgwick,  of  the  Institutions 
Registration  Department,  submitted,  through 
Mr.  Marshall,  the  following  report: 

The  work  of  the  Institutions  Registration 
Department  since  the  last  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence has  been  continued  along  the  usual 
lines,  with  extensions  in  certain  directions 
which  are  perhaps  worthy  of  record. 

At  the  request  of  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Trustees,  the  admissions  to  the  Institutions 
under  the  charge  of  the  latter  are,  for  the 
present,  placed  in  the  hands  of  this  Depart- 
ment, and  at  their  request  greater  care 
than  hitherto  has  been  taken  to  make  sure 
that  those  admitted  shall  be  really  either  the 
sick  or  deserving  poor.  To  this  end,  admis- 
sion has  been  steadily  refused  to  certain 
persons  whose  records  in  the  possession  of 
the  Department  show  them  to  belong  to  the 
class  of  able-bodied  vagrants,  with  the  result 
that  a  considerable  number  of  persons  who 
would  formerly  have  been  admitted  to  the 
Pauper  Institutions,  have  this  autumn  been 
refused  admission.  It  is  doubtless  partly 
because  of  this  fact  that  the  population  of 
Long  Island  is  much  lower  than  it  was  last 
year. 

There  is  also  reason  to  believe  that  the 
increased  insistence  on  faithful  labor  among 
the  inmates  at  Long  Island,  so  far  as  they 
are  able  to  supply  it,  is  tending  to  make  the 
Institutions  placed  there  less  popular  as  a 
winter  resort  for  the  vagrant  and  indolent. 
At  any  rate,  whatever  be  the  cause,  the 
population  of  Long  Island  during  the  past 
three  months  has  been,  and  now  is,  remark- 
ably low. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Institutions  Regis- 
trar that  the  assistance  afforded  in  this  case 
to  a  coordinated  Department  is  only  typical 
of  that  which  might  be  extended  in  greater 
or  less  degree  to  the  other  related  depart- 
ments, and  it  is  his  earnest  desire  that  the 
original   intent  of  the   statute   establishing 


"  separate  departments  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton for  the  care  of  children,  paupers,  insane 
persons  and  criminals,"  may  in  the  future 
be  more  and  more  fully  carried  out,  so  that 
it  shall  not  only  investigate  questions  re- 
lated to  settlements,  but  also  perform  such 
other  services,  in  relation  to  accounts  and 
statistics,  or  admissions  and  discharges,  as 
shall  materially  enhance  the  efficiency  and 
cooperation  of  all  the  coordinated  depart- 
ments. One  of  the  first  steps  to  be  taken 
in  this  direction  is  to  establish  in  this  De- 
partment a  central  bureau  of  registration 
and  statistics,  to  which  the  departments 
concerned  may  be  willing  to  contribute  data, 
and  from  which  they  may  expect  to  receive 
in  return  information  and  assistance.  Be- 
fore the  time  of  the  next  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence it  is  hoped  that  some  real  progress 
towards  making  such  relations  effective  may 
be  recorded.  The  Registrar  will  welcome 
suggestions  from  any  of  the  coordinated 
departments  looking  in  these  directions,  and 
respectfully  hopes  that  such  suggestions 
may  be  forthcoming. 

Mrs.  Lincoln,  for  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Trustees,  reported  as  follows: 

On  Monday,  October  2,  according  to  in- 
structions received  from  the  Mayor,  a  formal 
transfer  of  the  Institutions'  boat,  "  John 
Howard,"  was  made  to  this  Department. 
The  "  Howard  "  is,  as  formerly,  run  for  the 
benefit  of  the  three  departments,  but  in 
order  to  more  fully  meet  the  convenience 
of  the  visiting  staff  of  physicians,  who 
are  most  faithful  in  their  attendance  at  the 
Long  Island  Hospital,  the  direct  care  and 
management  of  the  boat  have  been  given  in 
charge  of  this  Board. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the 
Charlestown  Almshouse.  The  population 
there  numbers  about  100,  and  all  of  the 
inmates  are  in  comparatively  good  health. 
New  plumbing  has  been  provided  for  both 
the  men's  and  women's  wards,  and  is  a 
great  addition  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  Insti- 
tution.    Other  repairs  are  also  in  progress. 

At  Long  Island  a  fire-drill  has  been  estab- 
lished, and  it  is  believed  will  prove  a  source 
of  protection  to  the  officers  and  inmates  of 
the  Institution. 

The  Hospital  at  Long  Island  is  steadily 
increasing  in  value  and  efficiency.  The  full 
number  of  probationers  and  nurses  in  train- 
ing is  now  counted  as  thirty,  and  there  are 
five  head-nurses,  in  addition  to  the  super- 
intendent and  night  superintendent.  The 
working  force  in  the  hospital  has  been  im- 
proved by  the  addition  of  a  housekeeper, 
who  superintends  carefully  all  food  and  diets 
prepared.  Two  housemaids  have  also  been 
employed  to  care  for  the  wards  and  relieve 
the  nurses  from  some  of  their  more  arduous 
duties.  Every  effort  is  made  to  improve  the 
quality  of  the  nursing  and  to  place  this  hos- 
pital upon  a  level  where  it  will  compare  fav- 
orably with  any  similar  hospital  in  the  State. 
The  citizens  of  Boston  cannot  be  too  strongly 
urged  to  consider  the  value  and  necessity  of 
this  hospital  for  the  city's  chronic  sick  poor, 
who  cannot  be  permanently  cared  for  else- 
where. Probably  no  department  of  the  Long 
Island  Institution  is  more  valuable  than  this, 
and  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  at  an 
early  date  to  divide  the  hospital  expense  ac- 
count from  the  general  expense  account  for 
maintaining  the  Pauper  Institutions,  in  order 
that  it  may  be  clearly  shown  what  it  costs  to 
maintain  a  good  hospital  of  this  character. 


The  two  directions  in  which  an  increase 
in  buildings  is  both  necessary  and  desirable 
are  in  connection  with  the  hospital.  The 
need  of  a  nurses'  home  is  most  urgent. 
Some  of  the  nurses  are  at  present  accom- 
modated in  a  cottage  outside  the  hospital 
building,  and  even  within  its  walls  their  ac- 
commodations are  cramped  and  inadequate. 
For  nurses  engaged  in  the  arduous  duty  of 
caring  for  the  sick  during  many  hours  of  the 
day  and  night,  it  has  been  proved  conclu- 
sively that  the  best  possible  arrangement  is 
to  have  them,  when  off  duty,  free  to  go  to  a 
building  which  shall  be  detached  from  the 
scene  of  their  work. 

A  further  need,  and  one  which  is  even 
more  imperative,  is  that  there  shall  be  a 
separate  ward  for  tuberculosis  patients,  of 
whom  there  are  at  present  forty-five  in  this 
hospital.  The  perils  to  which  other  patients  in 
the  same  hospital  are  exposed  from  this  class 
of  patients  are  too  well  known  to  be  enumer- 
ated, and  it  is  hoped  that  if  sufficient  money 
can  be  provided  to  build  a  new  male  wing, 
one  portion  of  this  wing  can  be  devoted 
to  tuberculosis  patients  exclusively.  An- 
other feature  greatly  needed  in  the  Long 
Island  Hospital  is  the  provision  of  more 
single  rooms  for  isolating  the  cases  of  con- 
tagious disease,  which  from  time  to  time 
occur.  The  need  of  additional  accommoda- 
tion for  male  patients  has  been  repeatedly 
urged  by  the  visiting  staff  and  by  the  physi- 
cians in  charge  of  the  hospital. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  within  the 
year  the  bill  in  payment  for  sick  United 
States  soldiers,  cared  for  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  has  been  approved  by  the  Auditor 
of  the  War  Department,  and  that  the  amount 
($2,225),  when  received,  will  be  credited  to 
the  Pauper  Department. 

An  effort  has  been  made  in  the  Long 
Island  Institution  to  raise  the  quality  of  the 
service  and  promote  a  strong  esprit  de  corps 
among  the  officers.  Life  on  an  island  is  at 
best  more  or  less  lonely  for  both  officers  and 
inmates,  and  too  much  cannot  be  done  to 
arouse  and  stimulate  the  officers  to  an  in- 
terest in  their  work.  A  piano  has  been  pro- 
vided from  a  special  fund  for  the  inmates 
of  the  women's  building,  and,  through  the 
kindness  of  the  ladies  of  the  Guild  of  St. 
Elizabeth,  it  is  hoped  that  frequent  concerts 
may  be  held  there. 

A  further  change,  which  for  some  time 
has  been  under  contemplation,  has  been 
made  by  the  Trustees.  A  matron  has  been 
placed  in  charge  of  the  housekeeping  of  the 
men's  building.  The  Trustees  were  for- 
tunate in  securing  for  this  position  the 
services  of  Mrs.  Clark,  wife  of  the  Deputy 
Superintendent  of  Long  Island,  and  a  bene- 
ficial change  resulting  from  her  oversight 
of  the  men's  building  is  already  perceptible. 

On  November  20,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  Prof.  William  T.  Sedgwick,  an- 
nounced that  he  found  it  impossible,  owing 
to  the  pressure  of  other  duties,  to  continue 
the  work  of  the  Board,  and  his  resignation 
was  accepted  with  much  regret  by  the 
Trustees. 

The  question  of  a  matron  for  the  steamer 
"  J.  Putnam  Bradlee  "  has  been  frequently 
discussed  in  this  Department,  and  after 
several  conferences  with  the  Penal  Institu- 
tions Commissioner,  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Trustees  decided  to  request  the  Commis- 
sioner to  make  some  provision  for  a  woman 
to  serve  in  this  capacity,  it  being  difficult  to 
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see  how  such  a  woman,  appointed  by  one 
department,  could  satisfactorily  serve  under 
anoiher.  The  Penal  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner has  kindly  couseuted  to  comply  with 
this  request. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  power- 
house at  Long  Island,  the  system  of  heating 
and  ventilating  the  buildings  will  be  more 
satisfactory  than  ever  before. 

It  has  been  the  constant  endeavor  of  the 
Pauper  Institutions  Trustees,  in  cooperation 
with  the  Institutions  Registration  Depart- 
ment, to  make  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital 
ou  Long  Island  what  they  are  intended  to 
be  —  a  refuge  for  the  poor  and  deserving  of 
the  City  of  Boston.  To  this  end.  great  care 
has  been  taken  in  admitting  applicants,  and 
only  those  who  have  a  suitable  claim  upon 
the  city  as  its  wards  are  now  accepted. 
Probably  no  one  thing  will  conduce  more  to 
the  comfort  of  the  aged  and  infirm  poor  than 
the  elimination  of  numbers  of  the  turbulent 
"rounder"  class  who  have  been  too  much 
in  evidence  in  the  past  at  Long  Island. 

It  is  interesting  to  see  that  the  popula- 
tion has  decreased  very  perceptibly  this 
year,  the  total  number  of  persons  in  the 
almshouse  on  December  26  being  627,  of 
whom  211  are  hospital  patients.  The  aver- 
age population  at  Long  Island  in  December, 
1895,  was  666 persons;  iu  1896,790:  in  1897, 
806,  and  in  1898,  770  persons.  It  will  thus 
be  seen  that  the  figure  given,  namely  627, 
is  the  lowest  for  five  years  in  this  season. 

Dr.  Baldwin,  for  the  Insane  Hospital 
Trustees,  made  the  following  r>  port: 

The  city  has  to-day  1,650  insane  people 
under  its  care.  Five  hundred  of  these  are 
taken  care  of  at  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital 
and  1,150  are  in  State  institutions. 

The  Boston  Insane  Hospital  has  lived 
within  the  appropriation  of  $120,000  ibis 
year.  The  bills  for  the.  insane  in  State 
hospitals  for  this  yea.  have  amounted  to 
$186,746.01;  $7,579  was  paid  for  last  year's 
bills.  Our  appropriation  for  this  purp  >se 
was  $185,000;  so  that  we  have  lived  within 
our  appropriation  and  paid  off  about  $6,000 
worth  of  back  bills.  This  was  unexpected 
and  due  (1)  to  the  new  settlement  law,  by 
which  about  seventy  people  came  under 
State  care  who  had  previously  had  Boston 
settlements;  (2)  to  the  fact  that  it  was  im- 
possible to  move  at  once  the  hundred 
patients  necessary  for  the  closing  of  the 
"  A  "  building.  The  coming  year  we  shall 
need  a  large  appropriation  for  the  insaue  in 
State  institutions. 

The  new  law  regulating  the  hours  of  labor 
to  eight  will  probably  entail  increased  ex- 
pen-e  for  >alaiies. 

Mr.  Lamb,  for  the  Trustees  for  Children, 
made  the  following  report: 

On  December  25  we  had  under  our  care 
1,460  children.  Of  these,  200  were  in  the 
Parental  School;  boarded  in  families,  429; 
and  359  indentured;  at  the  House  of 
Keformatiom  and  Deer  Island,  122;  on  pro- 
bation at  their  homes,  148.  At  other  insti- 
tuiions  there  are  85  for  whom  we  pay  board. 

This  afternoon  our  Board  passed  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Marshall  for  his  courtesy  and 
assistance  to  us  in  relieving  us  of  the  care  of 
some  of  our  boys  while  rebuilding.  Since 
we  last  met  Mr.  Sumner  D.  Seavey  has  been 
placed  in  charge  of  the  House  of  Reforma- 
tion. He  is  proving  himself  an  excellent 
man.  It  has  been  necessary  to  do  a  great 
deal  of  work  there.     The  buildings  were  in 


a  rotten  condition.  After  getting  our  appro- 
priation, we  found  that  a  great  deal  of  work 
had  to  be  done  which  we  had  not  discovered 
when  making  our  estimates.  A  great  man}' 
of  the  beams  were  rotten,  and  much  work 
had  to  be  done  at  the  Superintendent's  house, 
but  I  think  that  we  have  kept  well  inside  of 
our  amount,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  take  those  boys  back  within 
two  weeks.  We  have  appointed  a  Mr. 
Phelan  head-teacher  or  principal  for  the 
school.  He  has  been  engaged  in  this  same 
work  at  the  Concord  Reformatory,  and 
comes  with  the  highest  recommendation. 

At  the  Parental  School  we  have  the  same 
old  story.  AVe  need  buildings  and  land. 
We  had  a  little  sum  of  money  that  was  in- 
tended to  be  used  for  grading  the  grounds, 
which  were  in  very  bad  shape,  and  we  used 
that  for  building  two  small  wooden  school- 
houses  which  have  been  of  the  greatest  use 
to  us,  enabling  us  to  take  out  boys  from  the 
two  lent s  which  we  had  previoush  provided. 
I  think  thai  these  eight  small  school  rooms 
that  we  have  built  will  enable  us  to  go  on, 
but  we  need  very  much  more  room  for  out- 
buildings. 

Dr.  Ba'dwin  then  said: 

Mr.  Major,  it  is  now  three  and  a  half 
years  since  this  conference  was  first  started 
as  y  ur  Honor's  Advisory  Committee,  and 
I  suppose  this  is  the  last  meeting  at  which 
we  shall  have  \ou  present  with  us.  I  should 
like  to  say  that  it  has  given  us  great  pleasure 
and  happiness  to  have  you  with  us,  and  your 
cooperation  has  been  of  great  help  i.o  us  in 
our  work.  I  should  like  to  move  a  vole  of 
thanks  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  for  bis 
kindness  and  courtesy  in  presiding  over  this 
conference. 

The  motion  was  put  by  Mr.  Marshall  and 
carried  unanimously  by  standing  vote.

POLICE    DEPARTMENT. 


The  following  order  has  been  promul- 
gated by  the  Board  of  Police: 

January  2,  1900. 
General  Order  No.  652. 

In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  made  by 
Mary  H.  Hanlon  against  l'alrolmen  James 
L.  Hogsett,  Frank  W.  Huckins,  Richard  F. 
Quirk,  Patrick  J.  Chambers  and  Jeremiah 
O'Keefe,  all  of  Division  4,  for  violation  of 
Rule  XXVI.  of  the  Police  Manual,  to  wit: 
Conduct  unbecoming  officers. 

(1.)  That  the  said  James  L.  Hog*ett  and 
Richard  F.  Quirk  did  on  September  2,  1899, 
unlawfully  arrest  your  complainant  and 
falsely  charged  her  with  the  crime  of  beiug 
a  "  common  night-walker." 

(2.)  That  the  said  James  L.  Hogsett  and 
Richard  F.  Quirk  did  on  September  2,  1899, 
unlawfully  bring  your  complainant  to  a 
police  station  in  the  City  of  Boston,  to  wit: 
Station  4,  and  there  caused  her  to  be  un- 
lawfully detained  and  imprisoned,  and  there 
falseiy  charged  her  with  the  crime  of  being 
a  "Common  night-walker." 

(3  )  That  the  said  James  L.  Hogsett  did 
appear  before  the  Justices  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  holdeu  at  said 
Boston,  for  the  transaction'  of  criminal  bu-i- 
ness,  on  the  fifth  day  of  September,  1899, 
and  did  falsely  charge  your  complainant  with 


being  a  "  common  night-walker,"  meaning 
that  she  habitually  walked  the  streets  for  (he 
purpose  of  prostitution,  and  on  said  fifth 
day  of  September,  1899,  did  sign  and  false'y 
swear  to  a  complaint  against  jour  complain- 
ant, in  which  complaint  she  is  named  Nellie 
Hanlon,  wherein  jour  complainant,  under 
said  name  of  Nellie  Hanlon,  is  falsely 
charged  with  habitually  walking  the  streeis 
for  the  purpose  of  prostitution,  and  with 
being  a  common  night-walker. 

(4.)  That  the  said  James  L.  Hoesett, 
Richard  F.  Quirk,  Frank  W.  Huckins, 
Patrick  J.  Chambers  and  Jeremiah  O'Keefe 
did  appear  before  a  Justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  holdeu  at  Bos- 
ton for  the  transaction  of  criminal  business, 
on  September  22  and  25,  1899,  and  gave 
evidence  in  support  of  the  complaint,  and 
said  evidence  was  untrue  and  given  with  a 
view  of  convicting  your  complainant. 

(5.)  That  the  said  James  L.  Hogsett, 
Richard  F.  Quiik,  Frank  W.  Huckins, 
Patrick  J.  Chambers  and  Jeremiah  O'Keeffe, 
did  appear  before  a  Justice  of  the  Municipal 
Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  holdeu  at 
Boston,  for  the  transaction  of  criminal 
business,  on  Sep'emner  22  ami  25,  1899,  and 
did  give  evidence  in  support  of  said  com- 
plaint, and  in  giving  said  evidence  they  did 
not  give  it  with  (he  sir  iciest  accuracy,  and 
they  over-talcd  certain  circumstances  and 
da'es,  with  a  view  of  convicting  your  com- 
plainant, and  they  did  not  tell  I  he  truth,  in 
giving  their  evidence  concerning  said  com- 
plaint. 

As  lo Patrolman  Huckins.  Quirk,  Chambers 
an  O'Keeffe,  on  ihe  charge  and  on  all  the 
specifications  ihe  Board  finds  them  not  guilty 
and  orders  the  complaint  !••  be  dismissed. 

As  lo  Patrolman  James  L.  Hogseti,lhe 
Boad  finds  hi  in  not  guilty  on  the  first,  second, 
third  and  fourth  specifications.  On  ihe  fifih 
specification,  the  Board  finds  ami  adjudges 
him  guilty,  and  sentences  him  to  be  dis- 
missid  from  the  police  force  of  ihe  City  of 
Boston. 


CALLAHAN  VS.  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 


Following  is  the  decision  of  Ihe  Supreme 
Court,  rendered  January  5,  in  the  case  of 
Michael  J.  Callahan  vs.  City  of  Boston,  con- 
cerning personal  labor  done  by  the  plaintiff 
while  working  under  contract  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  sewer  in  Dent  street,  West 
Roxbury: 

Holmks,  C.  J.  Il  is  not  denied  that  the 
defendant  is  liable  to  the  plaintiff  under 
Statutes  1892,  Chapter  270,  if  lhat  statute 
is  constitutional.  The  effect  of  lhat  act  is 
that  if  a  cily  or  town  sees  fit  voluntarily  to 
order  the  construction  of  public  works  owned 
by  it,  ihen  nolens  volens  it  must  assume  a 
part  of  ihe  responsibility  of  an  employer  to 
the  workmen  employed  by  ihe  contractor 
with  whom  it  deals.  It  is  intended  to  be  a 
milder  application  of  the  principle  of  the 
mechanics'  lien  laws.  We  see  no  constitu- 
tional objection  to  the  (lie  law.  It  is  a 
fannlar  type  of  statute  and  has  been  upheld 
heretofore.  Hart  vs.  Boston,  Revere  Beach 
and  Lynn  Railroad,  121  Ma-s.  510.  A  com- 
pulsory relation  of  master  and  servant  is  not 
unknown  even  to  the  Common  Law.  Ben- 
jamin vs.  Dockhans,  134  M;iss.  418.

FINANCES      OF    THE      STREET      DE- 
PARTMENT. 


The  following  communication  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  concerning  the 
finauces  of  the  Street  Department,  was 
transmitted  by  Mayor  Quincy  to  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  at  its  meeting  on  Saturday, 
December  30, 1899,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Public  Improvements.  (See  The 
City  Record,  Vol.  III.,  No.  1,  page  8): 

Street  Department. 

City  Hall,  December  29,  1899. 
Hon.  Josi-ah  Quincy,  Mayor. 

Sir:  I  hereby  respectfully  request  that 
you  forward  the  following  statement  to  the 
Finance   Committee  of   the   City    Council, 


with  the  request  that  transfers  be  made  to 
the  appropriation  sufficient  to  cover  the 
amount  of  the  expenditures  in  excess  of  the 
appropiialion. 

The  Department  will  end  the  year  sub- 
stantially as  follows.  I  cannot  make  the 
stati  ment  exact  as  there  is  stil!  one  mouth 
of  the  fiuancial  year  to  be  covered. 

The  Central  office,  Sewer,  Sanitary,  Street- 
cleauing,  Bridge,  Ferry,  Street-watering  and 
Boston  and  Cambridge  bridges  divisions  will 
end  the  year  with  the  appropriations  allowed. 

In  the  Paving  Division  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  snow  was  $50,000.  The  expendi- 
ture to  date  on  this  account  has  been 
$135,000;  and  you  will  remember  at  the 
time  of  the  unusual  storms  last  winter  you 
authorized  this  Department  to  expend  such 
additional  sum  as  might  be  absolutely 
necessary,  with  the  assurance  that  this  could 
be  carried  as  a  shortage  to  be  made  good 
when  transfers  of  surplus  income  could  be 
made. 

There  is  also  about  $8,000  of  ward  im- 
provement money,  which  should  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  general  ward  improvement 
account. 

The  Paving  Division  will  close  its  mainte- 
nance account  substantially  within  its  appro- 
priation, but  to  in  any  degree  properly  cover 
the  needs  of  the  city  a  much  larger  sum 
should  have  been  provided.  The  amount 
made  available  from  the  loan  bill  for  general 
improvements  this  year  was  so  inadequate  to 
the  needs  of  the  city  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  the  maintenance  money  was  used 
on  work  which  ordinarily  would  be  provided 
for  by  loan.  The  usual  appropriation  for 
ward  improvements  has  been  about  $800,- 
000.  Last  year  it  was  but  $348,000,  and 
this  year  it  was  but  $292,000,  of  which  only 
$75,000  was  available  for  general  work,  or 
but  $3,000  to  a  ward. 

In  order  to  live  within  this  appropriation 
it  has  been  necessary  to  leave  undone  much 
work  that  was  petitioned  lor  and  would  have 
been  proper  and  desirable. 

The  accounts  of  the  Department  there- 
fore can  be  closed  and  balanced  within 
the  appropriation,  with  the  exception  of 
the  snow  account  of  the  Paving  Divi- 
sion. To  cover  that  work  it  was  neces- 
sary to  transfer  Irom  the  paving  main- 
tenance $S5,000,  and  this  amount  is  now 
required  to  finish  the  financial  year  of  the 
Street  Department;  and  I  therefore  request 
that  a  transfer  of  that  amount  be  made  to 
the  snow  fund,  and  also  that  the  following 
balances  of  street  improvement  items  be 
transferred  to  the  general  street  improve- 
ment account:

DEATH     OF     EX-DISTRICT     CHIEF 
DUNBAR. 


Mr.  Joseph  Dunbar,  ex-District  Chief  of 
the  Boston  Fire  Department,  died  at  his 
home,  79  Thorndike  street,  Brookline,  early 
in  the  morning  of  January  3,  1900. 

Chief  Dunbar,  a  native  of  Boston,  was 
born  July  23,  1823.  After  leaving  school 
he  learned  the  shipwright  trade.  His  first 
connection  with  Eire  Department  matters 
dates  from  1839,  when  he  became  connected 
with  the  Franklin  Engine  Company  No.  7, 
of  Charlestown,  in  the  capacity  of  torch 
boy.  The  following  year  he  was  chosen  an 
active  member.  He  remained  with  that 
company  until  1843,  when  he  made  a  long 
voyage  to  China.  In  1848  he  located  at 
East  Boston  and  joined  Engine  Company 
9,  becoming  assistant  engineer  of  the  dis- 
trict in  1853.  Upon  the  reorganization  of 
the  Fire  Department  in  1873,  Mr.  Dunbar 
was  made  Chief  of  District  1,  East  Boston, 
which  position  he  held  until  June,  1889, 
when  he  was  retired.

Mr.  Boardman  was  born  at  Norwich,  Vt., 
May  19,  1834.  He  graduated  from  Dart- 
mouth College  in  1858,  and  in  1860  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Suffolk  bar.  From  1862  to 
1864  he  served  as  President  of  the  Board  of 
Enrolment  of  soldiers  for  the  Fourth  Con- 
gressional District.  During  1873,  1874  and 
1875  he  was  a  member  of  the  Boston  Com- 
mon Council,  being  President  of  that  body 
the  last  year.     In  this  same  year  Mr.  Board- 


man  received  the  Republican  and  Democratic 
nominations  for  Mayor,  but  was  defeated  at 
the  polls  by  Mayor  Cobb,  the  Citizens' 
candidate. 

From  1883  to  1885,  inclusive,  Mr.  Board- 
man  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts 
House  of  Representatives,  and  in  1887  and 
1888  he  served  as  a  member  and  President 
of  the  State  Senate. 

Mr.  Boardman  was  prominently  identified 
with  a  number  of  railroad  corporations,  and 
under  the  will  of  the  late  Robert  B.  Brigham 
was  one  of  the  trustees  for  the  establishment 
of  the  Brigham  Hospital  for  Incurables.

In  case  the  city 
desires  authority  from  the  Commonwealth 
for  the  taking  of  land  under  the  law  of  emi- 
nent domain,  or  to  adopt  a  general  policy 
applicable  to  such  cases,  the  co-operation  of 
the  City  Council  is  desirable  and  hereby  in- 
vited.

committee  and  unite,  if  possible,  on  a  general 
bill  to  be  submitted  to  the  State  Legislature.

Sir:  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
conditions  existing  in  relation  to  the  South 
Ferry  head-house,  East  Boston.  The  entire 
ferry  equipment  is  now  in  first-class  condi- 
tion, including  the  slips  and  drops,  head- 
houses  and  boats,  with  the  exception  of  the 
South  head-house f  East  Boston  side.  Nearly 
four  years  ago,  when  Mayor  Quincy  came 
into  office,  this  matter  was  taken  in  hand. 

At  that  time  it  was  proposed  to  greatly 
enlarge  the  entire  facilities  by  building  three 
slips  in  place  of  two,  and  an  effort  was  made 
to  secure  a  landing  at  some  point  near 
Rowe's  wharf.  Finding  it  impossible  to  ac- 
complish this,  the  scheme  was  changed  and 
plans  were  drawn  for  the  new  head-house, 
with  a  view  to  using  the  other  slip  facilities 
as  located  at  present. 

This  first  plan  showed  a  taking  from  the 
National  Dock  and  Warehouse  Company. 
On  investigation,  the  cost  of  such  taking 
was  found  to  be  too  great,  and  it  was  neces- 
sary to  again  revise  the  plans,  this  time 
making  a  taking  from  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad  Company.  Mr.  John  C.  Cobb,  act- 
ing for  the  Mayor,  undertook  the  negotia- 
tions with  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad 
Company,  and  it  appeared  that  the  land 
which  the  city  desired  could  be  obtained  for 
$30,000.  On  this  assumption,  the  architects 
revised  the  plans  for  the  head-house,  bids 
were  called  for,  but,  pending  the  conclusion 
of  the  arrangements  with  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  the  contract  was  never 
awarded. 

When  the  matter  came  finally  before  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  railroad  company, 
they  voted  against  it;  and  the  only  course 
now  open  to  the  city,  if  it  is  your  wish  that 
the  matter  be  proceeded  with,  is  to  ask 
authority  from  the  Legislature  to  make  a 
taking. 

The  present  conditions  are  such  that  it  is 
only  fair  to  the  people  of  East  Boston  that 
this  matter  be  taken  up  and  settled  in  some 
way,  so  that  better  accommodations  may  be 
provided :  and  I  respectfully  call  it  to  your 
attention  for  such  action  as  you  may  deem 
proper.

The  appropriation  now  available  for  the 
construction  of  sewerage  works  is  about 
$23,000.  Under  the  act,  sewerage  works 
are  provided  for  from  January  1,  and  I 
would  state  that  the  pay-roll  of  the  Sewer 
Division  for  construction  work  is  about 
$8,000  per  week,  and  it  is  therefore  neces- 
saiy  that  action  be  taken  on  this  appropria- 
tion before  the  twelfth  of  January,  or  it  will 
be  necessary  to  suspend  all  work  on  the  con- 
struction of  sewerage  works  until  such  time 
as  an  appropriation  is  provided.

Sir:  I  have  already  advised  you  that  the 
balance  of  the  sewerage  works  loan  carried 
over  from  January  1  will  be  exhausted  by 
the  pay-roll  of  this  week,  ending  Thursday 
night;  and  as  there  is  no  way  in  which  con- 
struction work  in  this  Division  can  be  legally 
carried  on,  it  becomes  necessary  to  shut 
down  and  lay  off  the  men  until  such  time  as 
action  is  taken  by  the  City  Council  authoriz- 
ing the  annual  loan  for  sewerage  works.  I 
have  therefore  issued  orders  that  all  men  on 
construction  work  in  the  Sewer  Division  be 
notified  that  their  services  will  not  be  re- 
quired after  the  close  of  business  Thursday 
night,  the  eleventh  instant,  until  further 
notice. 

This  will  involve  some  six  hundred  men.

Dear  Sir:  I  beg  to  hand  you  herewith  a 
report  of  the  Sewer  Division,  in  answer  to 
your  request  for  information  regarding  the 


necessity  of  future  sewerage  works,  and  the 
work  at  present  under  way.  I  also  forward 
Document  No.  70,  1899,  with  work  that  was 
called  for  at  that  time  checked  on  the  mar-' 
gin,  as  to  present  condition,  whether  con- 
structed, in  progress,  or  not  yet  undertaken. 

You  will  note  from  the  statement  that 
there  is  a  demand  for  sewerage  works  over 
and  beyond  the  amount  that  can  be  provided 
under  the  regular  appropriation  of  $1,000,- 
000.  It  is,  of  course,  not  necessary,  or  even 
possible,  that  all  this  work  should  be  under- 
taken the  coming  year,  but  the  statement 
shows  the  great  importance  of  the  prompt 
passage  by  the  City  Council  of  the  order  au- 
thorizing the  expenditure  of  $1,000,000  for 
the  year  commencing  January  1,  1900. 

I  would  add  further  that  these  estimates 
are  based  on  the  original  figures  which  con- 
templated the  nine-hour  day.  The  additional 
cost  occasioned  by  the  acceptance  of  the 
statute  making  eight  hours  the  labor  day  is 
not  and  cannot  be  taken  into  account  until  a 
fair  test  of  its  operation  has  been  made.

Work  on  the  list  for  this  winter, 
which  is  for  work  that  has  been  ordered. 

(3.)  The  most  important  work  for  the 
balance  of  the  year. 

(4.)  Estimates  for  the  Bennington-street 
boulevard,  with  the  amount  that  we  propose 
to  expend  during  the  present  year. 

Before  answering  any  of  these  questions, 
I  would  state  that  the  following  money  is 
practically  tied  up,  of  the  million  dollars,  as 
follows: 

$125,000  —  Which  represents  the  payment 
on  the  contract  of  the  I.  P.  Morris  Company 
and  the  Bethlehem  Steel  Company  for  the 
ensuing  year,  for  work  to  be  done  on  Pump 
No.  5  sewerage  works,  Calf  Pasture. 

$75,000  —  For  the  finishing  of  work  under 
contract  at  Moon  Island  and  at  the  main 
drainage  works  at  Calf  Pasture. 

$15,000  —  For  the  assessment  office,  which 
is  under  control  of  the  Street  Commissioners. 

$15,000  —  For  payment  of  surveyors  in 
charge  of  the  Street  Commissioners,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  surveys  of  takings  for 
sewers. 

$100,000  — Reserved  for  the  Street  Com- 
missioners for  the  settlement  of  claims  for 
land  takings  and  damages  caused  by  the  con- 
struction of  sewers. 

$75,000  —  For  payment  of  5  per  cent,  and 
15  per  cent,  held  back  on  contracts,  and  for 
bills  incurred  during  the  month  of  January, 
1900. 

$50,000  —  For  the  payment  of  contracts 
now  in  the  process  of  construction. 

$75,000  —  For  the  payment  of  engineers 
who  are  to  be  used  by  this  Division  in  the 
planning  and  supervision  of  sewerage  works 
during  the  coming  year. 
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These  items  will  make  a  total  of  $530,000, 
leaving  a  balance  of  $470,000  for  actual 
sewerage  works.

At  Calf  Pasture,  Lockwood  Manufacturing 
Company  are  finishing  their  contract  in  the 
improving  of  the  pumping  plant  at  this 
point. 

The  above  work  is  practically  all  the  work 
that  we  have  under  construction  at  this  time, 
and  the  estimate  to  finish  is  based  on  the 
figures  at  the  first  of  January,  and  are  rough 
and  only  approximate. 

Of  course,  there  is  small  work  in  all  these 
districts  that  I  have  not  mentioned,  such  as 
the  construction  of  catch-basins  and  the  ex- 
tensions of  the  culverts;  the  rebuilding  of 
the  intercepter  at  Glover's  Corner,  which  is 
the  main  intercepter  for  sewers  for  the  whole 
of  Dorchester  and  Neponset-river  valley 
above  this  point;  and  it  is  impossible  to  give 
an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this,  as  we  cannot 
decide  how  much  will  have  to  be  done  until 
we  have  made  a  thorough  examination.

The  above  is  the  list  of  streets  that  has 
been  passed  upon  up  to  the  present  time, 
and  our  calculations  were  to  have  these 
streets  built  with  our  own  men  as  fast  as 
this  could  be  done.  In  this  list  are  all ' '  323  ' ' 
streets  that  this  division  has  any  record  of. 

I  understand  that  the  Street  Commission- 
ers have  laid  out,  or  are  about  to  lay  out 
quite  a  number  of  streets  that  come  under 
the  $1,600,000  loan  of  last  year.  None  of 
these  streets  are  included  in  this  list  as  I 
understand.  I  would  state  that  what  we 
would  consider  the  most  important  for  the 
balance  of  the  year  to  be  done,  would  be 
covered  in  this  list,  as  I  think  that  this 
amount  of  streets  would  more  than  cover 
the  available  money  we  have  for  building 
streets  during  the  ensuing  year. 

I  would  state  also  that  there  are  probably 
before  this  division  at  the  present  time,  more 
than  $2,000,000  worth  of  petitions  for  sewers 
and  surface  drains,  and  for  alterations  and 
rebuildings  of  the  sewerage  system,  which 
have  been  advocated  by  this  division. 

The  amount  of  money  on  Bennington- 
street  boulevard  to  be  expended  this  year  is 
almost  impossible  to  make  allowance  for,  as 
we  are  unable  to  tell  at  the  present  time  how 
much  of  this  avenue  we  will  be  able  to  get 
at,  but  it  ought  to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$50,000,  as  an  estimate  to  construct  the 
sewers  on  this  boulevard  is,  in  round  num- 
bers, $80,000.  Of  course,  in  this  Benning- 
ton-street  boulevard,  no  mention  is  made  of 
the  construction  of  the  intercepting  sewer  to 
take  the  drainage  from  the  Bennington- 
street  boulevard,  Orient  Heights,  to  the 
pumping  station  of  the  Metropolitan  sewer- 
age works  on  Chelsea  street,  at  Chelsea 
creek.  This  interceptor,  I  understand,  has 
been  virtually  abandoned  on  account  of  the 
great  cost  it  would  put  this  division  to;  and 
money  will  be  asked  for  the  building  of  this 
and  the  other  two  intercepters  in  East  Bos- 
ton by  a  loan  from  the  Legislature,  which 
asks  for  $1,000,000  outside  the  debt  limit. 

I  think  myself  that  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant pieces  of  work  to  be  done  this  year 
is  the  building  of  the  Stony  brook  channel, 
from  the  Boston  Belting  Company  to  the 
Back  Bay  Fens;  and  the  construction  of  this 
channel  includes  the  house  drains,  so  as  to 
intercept  the  sewage  from  flowing  into  these 
channels.  The  estimate  for  the  construc- 
tion of  this  part  of  the  channel  was  some- 
thing like  $250,000. 

I  would  also  advocate  the  building  of  what 
is  known  as  "  the  foul-water  channel  "  from 
the  new  Stony  brook  channel  to  the  old 
Stony  brook  channel  on  the  Back  Bay  Fens. 
The  estimate  to  merely  build  the  channel 
was  $50,000. 


Also  one  of  the  most  necessaay  pieces  of 
sewerage  work  in  the  city  would  be  the  ex- 
tension of  what  is  called  the  West  Roxbury 
low  level  sewer  through  the  Stony  brook 
valley,  so  as  to  furnish  house  drainage. 
This  was  originally  designed  to  follow  on  the 
haunch  of  the  Stony  brook  conduit;  but  on 
account  of  the  condition  of  the  city  finances 
it  may  be  some  time  before  this  can  be  ex- 
tended up  the  valley,  so  that  it  could  be  of 
use  to  the  people.  I  think  it  would  be  well 
to  start  this  at  Washington  street  and  Keyes 
street,  as  the  intention  is  to  ask  for  money 
to  build  Stony  brook  channel  to  this  place; 
and  in  building  the  channel,  we  would  carry 
the  West  Roxbury  low  level  sewer  to  this 
point. 

Also,  it  would  be  well,  wherever  we  have 
made  takings  for  the  extension  of  our  large 
surface  drains,  to  excavate  a  channel  through 
them  to  as  great  a  depth  as  possible,  so  as  to 
give  relief  to  these  districts. 

I  also  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  what  is  known  as  the  "  Gold- 
smith brook,"  in  West  Roxbury,  to  the  park 
during  the  coming  season.  Also  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  extending  what  is  known  as  the 
"Franklin  Field  Fork,"  Canterbury  Branch 
of  Stony  brook,  corner  of  Callendar  street 
and  Lyons  street,  through  Lyons  street  to 
the  Park,  and  around  the  park  to  Blue  Hill 
avenue.

General  Order  No.  653. 

January  3,  1900. 

I.  In  the  matter  of  the  complaint  made

McDonald,  of  Division  2,  for  violation  of 
Rule  XXVI.  of  the  Police  Manual,  the 
Board  finds  the  said  Patrolman  McDonald 
not  guilty  and  orders  the  complaint  to  be 
dismissed.

II.  Patrolman  Clark  T.  Tripp,  of  Divi- 
sion 9,  having  performed  faithful  service  in 
the  Police  Department  for  twenty-seven 
years,  and  having  arrived  at  the  age  of  sixty- 
five  3'ears,  it  is,  therefore,  hereby  ordered, 
His  Honor  the  Mayor  having  approved  the 
same,  that  the  said  Patrolman  Clark  T.  Tripp 
be  retired  from  active  service  aud  placed 
upon  a  pension-roll  with  pay  at  the  rate  of 
$600  per  annum,  being  one-half  of  the 
amount  of  compensation  received  by  him  in 
the  office  from  which  he  is  retired. 

III.  This  order  will  take  effect  at  roll- 
call,  5.45  o'clock,  this  afternoon.

Children's  Institutions  Department. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  records 
of  recent  meetings  of  the  Children's  Insti- 
tutions Trustees: 

On  November  23,  1899,  it  was  voted  that 
the  shoe-shop  at  Eainsford's  Island  be  opened 
to  fill  orders  for  the  House  of  Reformation 
and  the  Parental  School,  and  that  $100 
worth  of  leather  be  bought  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  of  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

It  was  also  voted  that  a  special  committee 
of  two,  beside  the  Chairman,  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair  to  consider  the  subject  of 
manual  training  at  Rainsford's  Island.  The 
Chair  appointed  Dr.  Putnam  and  Mr.  Bruen. 

On  December  13,  1899,  it  was  voted  that 
the  question  of  preparing  the  annual  budget 
for  1900  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee for  consideration  and  report. 

Voted,  That  Mr.  O'Hare  be  authorized  to 
arrange  for  the  removal  of  the  organ  from 
Marcella  street  to  Rainsford  Island  at  a  sum 
not  exeeding  $135,  this  to  include  the  setting 
up  and  putting  in  order.

FREEMAN   VS.  CITY  OF   BOSTON. 


Following  is  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  Michael  Freeman  vs. 
City  of  Boston,  in  which  the  rulings  of  the 
Superior  Court  Judge  denying  a  motion  for 
a  new  trial  were  sustained: 

Holmes,  C.  J.  It  does  not  appear  that 
the  Judge  exceeded  his  powers  in  refusing  a 
new  trial,  whether  he  went  on  the  ground 
that  the  newly  discovered  evidence  was  only 
cumulative,  or  on  the  ground  of  its  relative 
imporance,  or  rather  unimportance,  upon  a 
general  view  of  his  whole  case.  He  may 
also  have  found  his  photographs  would  he 
uninstructive  and  misleading.  See  B-ehan 
vs.  Williams,  123  Mass.  366.

The  following  bills  and  resolves  concern- 
ing the  City  of  Boston  have  been  presented 
to  the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  and  have 
been  referred  to  appropriate  committees: 

In  the  House  of   Representatives. 

House  Bill  No.  22  was  introduced  on  leave 
by  Mr.  Engstrom,  of  Boston;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Manufactures.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  regulate  the  Price  of  Gas  in  the 

City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  gas  for  illuminating  or 
heating  purposes  shall  hereafter  be  sold  in 
the  City  of  Boston  at  a  price  exceeding 
seventy-five  cents  per  one  thousand  cubic 
feet  of  gas. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  not  effect  contracts 
made  before  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this 
act. 

Sect.  3.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  and 
the  Superior  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  bill  brought  by  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners,  or  by  the 
Attorney-general,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  by  any  consumer  of  gas 
in  said  city. 

Sect.  4.  This  |act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

Resolve  relative  to  the  Assumption  of  Pos- 
session of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Rail- 
road by  the  Commonwealth. 
Resolved,  That  the  Governor  and  Council 
be  requested  to  ascertain  and  report  to  the 
Legislature  what  legal  measures  it  would  be 
necessary  to  take  to  enable  the  Common- 
wealth to  assume  possession  of  the  road  of 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company, 
and  all  its  franchise,  property,  rights  and 
privileges,  as  provided  for  by  Section  6  of 
Chapter  153  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1832, 
by  Section  5  of  Chapter  70  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1839,  and  by  Section  4  of  Chapter  270 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1807,  or  under  any 
other  powers  reserved  to  the  Commonwealth 
by  law,  with  estimates  as  to  what  would  be 
the  probable  cost  of  so  doing. 


House  Bill  No.  36  accompanies  the  petition 
of  William  Bliss;  it  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Railroads.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  authorize  the  Lease  of  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad  to  the  New  York  Cen- 
tral and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  consent  of  the  Common- 
wealth is  hereby  given  to  the  contract  and 
lease  of  the  railroad,  franchises  and  property 


of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company 
and  to  a  supplemental  contract  in  connection 
therewith  for  the  sale  of  certain  of  its  assets, 
which  contracts  were  made  and  entered  into 
between  the  directors  of  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad  Company  and  the  directors 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  on  the  fifteenth  day  of 
November  in  the  year  1899,  and  which  Avere 
severally  approved  and  adopted  by  the  votes 
of  stockholders  owning  more  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  stock  of  each  of  said  corpora- 
tions which  was  represented  and  voted  upon 
in  person  or  by  proxy  at  special  meetings 
called  separately  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  By  giving  the  consent  aforesaid, 
the  Commonwealth  does  not  waive  or  re- 
lease any  rights  which  are  reserved  to  it 
under  the  charter  of  the  Boston  and  Albany 
Railroad  Company  or  under  the  charters  of 
any  of  its  constituent  or  leased  lines,  or 
under  any  general  law. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  37  accompanies  the  petition 
of  William  A.  Gaston;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Street  Railways.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  Appeals  in  case  of  the 
Taking  of  Land   or  Private  Property  by 
the   Boston   Elevated   Railway    Company 
and   to   confirm   its   Takings  of  Land  or 
Private  Property  in  the  County  of  Suffolk. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  has  heretofore 
taken  or  shall  hereafter  take  land  or  private 
property,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  11  of  Chapter  548  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1894,  either  party,  if  dissatisfied  with  the 
estimate  of  the  County  Commissioners  or 
the  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston,  acting 
as  County  Commissioners  for  Suffolk  County, 
may  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  the 
estimate  is  made,  apply  for  a  jury  in  the 
Superior  Court  in  the  county  in  which  such 
land  or  private  property  is  situated,  to  assess 
the  damages  occasioned  by  such  taking,  and 
upon  such  application,  the  proceedings  shall 
be  the  same  as  are  provided  for  the  recovery 
of  damages  in  the  laying  out  of  highways. 

Sect.  2.  The  locations  of  the  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  in  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  filed  by  said  company  with  the 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston,  are  hereby 
ratified  and  confirmed  as  valid  locations  and 
takings  to  all  intents  and  purposes  of  the 
lands  described  in  said  locations  and  in  the 
plans  accompanying  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  Its 
passage. 

House  Bill  No.  97  was  introduced  on  leave 
by  Mr.   Watson  of  Boston:    it  was  referred

An  Act  relative  to  the  Establishment  of  Gas 

and  Electric  Light  Plants  by  the  City  of 

Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  following  question  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Boston 
at  the  city  election  in  the  present  year: 
"  Shall  the  City  of  Boston  purchase  or  con- 
struct gas  and  electric  light  plants,  and  fur- 
nish gas  and  electricity  for  lighting,  heating 
and  other  purposes  to  the  citizens  ?  " 

Sect.  2.  If  the  foregoing  question  receives 
the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
voters  voting  upon  it,  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  proceed  with  all  reasonable  diligence  to 
purchase  or  construct  gas  and  electric  light 
plants,  and  to  furnish  the  citizens  with  gas 
and  electricity  for  lighting,  heating  and  other 
purposes,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  370  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1891, 
and  of  all  acts  in  amendment  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Resolve  No.  99  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Carey  of  Haverhill;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Railroads.     It  is  entitled: 
Resolve  relative  to  the  Purchase  of  the  Bos- 
ton and  Albany  Railroad  by  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  the  charter  of 
the  corporations  establishing  the  railroads 
now  composing  the  Boston  and  Albany  Rail- 
road and  in  the  charter  of  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad  Company  that  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  may  purchase 
the  said  railroads  and  all  the  franchises, 
property,  rights  and  privileges  of  said  cor- 
porations at  a  price  to  be  ascertained  as  pro- 
vided for  in  said  charters;  and, 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  said  properties 
are  likely,  unless  taken  by  the  Common- 
wealth, to  pass  into  the  hands  and  control  of 
a  foreign  corporation,  and  other  strong  rea- 
sons render  it  advisable  that  the  Common- 
wealth shall  exercise  its  right  to  buy  said 
properties  and  hold  them  in  the  interests  of 
the  people;  it  is  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  be,  and  hereby  are,  directed 
to  ascertain  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  amount 
for  which  the  Commonwealth  has  the  right 
to  purchase  said  properties,  and  shall  report 
without  delay  said  amount,  together  with 
plans  and  terms  and  a  system  of  administra- 
tion for  the  operation  of  said  railroads  by 
the  Commonwealth  or  temporarily  by  such 
lessees  as  it  may  select,  together  with  all 
facts  necessary  for  the  information  of  the 
Commonwealth  relative  to  the  purchase  of 
said  railroads  by  it  and  the  operation  of  the 
same,  or  to  enable  said  purchase  and  opera- 
tion to  be  carried  into  effect. 


House    Bill     No.    114    accompanies    the 
petition  of  Freeman    O.   Emerson;    it   was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Election  Laws. 
It  is  entitled: 
An    Act     relative     to   the    Nomination    of 

Mayor  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  Senators 

in  the  County  of  Suffolk. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  nomination  of  a  candi- 
date for  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
every  nomination  of  a  candidate  for  Senator 
in   the  several  Suffolk  districts,  to  be  made 


by  a  political  party  which  at  the  preceding 
State  election  polled  for  Governor  3  pet- 
cent,  of  the  entire  votes  cast  in  the  State 
for  that  office,  shall  be  made  only  by  direct 
plurality  vote  at  party  caucuses  held  for  the 
nomination  of  a  candidate  for  Mayor  in  the 
several  wards  of  said  city,  or  for  the  nom- 
ination of  a  candidate  for  Senator  in  the 
several  wards  and  towns  in  which  the  can- 
didates are  to  be  voted  for  at  the  election 
thereof,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  name 
of  a  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Mayor  or 
Senator,  who  in  the  aggregate  of  all  the  votes 
cast  for  Mayor  in  the  several  wards  of  the 
city  or  for  Senator  in  the  several  wards  and 
towns  comprising  the  senatorial  district,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  receive  the  highest 
number  of  votes  so  cast  shall  have  his  name 
placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  the  nominee 
of  such  party  for  Mayor  of  said  city  or  for 
Senator  in  such  district,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sect.  2.  Nomination  papers  for  the  nom- 
ination of  Mayor  to  be  voted  for  at  such 
caucuses  shall  contain  the  signatures  of  not 
less  than  five  registered  voters  of  each  ward 
of  the  city,  each  voter  to  be  a  member  of  the 
political  party  holding  such  caucuses. 

Sect.  3.  The  nomination  papers  of  every 
candidate  for  Senator  to  be  voted  for  at  a 
caucus  in  the  City  of  Boston,  or  in  any  city 
or  town  in  the  County  of  Suffolk  which  has 
adopted  the  provisions  of  Chapter  548  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1898,  shall  contain  the  sig- 
natures of  not  less  than  five  registered  voters 
of  each  ward  of  a  city  and  of  each  town  in 
the  senatorial  district  for  which  the  nom- 
ination is  to  be  made,  each  voter  to  be  a 
member  of  the  political  party  holding  such 
caucus. 

Sect.  4.  The  name  of  every  candidate  for 
Senator  to  be  voted  for  at  such  caucuses 
shall  be  printed  on  a  separate  ballot  in  all 
wards  and  towns  other  than  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  All  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
the  preparation  of  ballots  and  to  caucuses 
and  elections,  and  the  votes  cast  therein, 
applicable  to,  and  not  inconsistent  with,  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  ballots 
and  caucuses  for  the  nomination  of  Mayor 
and  Senators  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  6.  All  ballots  and  returns  for  such 
candidates  shall  be  returned  to  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton as  ballots  and  returns  of  elections  in 
said  city  are  returned,  and  said  Board  shall 
have  the  same  powers  and  perform  the  same 
duties  in  relation  to  the  counting,  tabulating 
and  determining  the  results  of  the  votes  cast 
at  such  caucuses  for  such  candidates  as  they 
have  iu  relation  to  the  votes  cast  at  elections 
in  the  several  precincts  of  said  city;  and  said 
Board  shall  place  on  the  official  ballots  to  be 
used  at  municipal  elections  in  said  city  the 
names  of  all  candidates  for  Mayor  nominated 
as  aforesaid,  and  shall  certify  and  file  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  cer- 
tificates of  nomination  of  all  candidates  for 
Senator  nominated  as  aforesaid;  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  place 
on  the  proper  official  ballots  to  be  used  at 
State  elections  the  names  of  all  candidates 
for  Senator  nominated  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  7.  The  member  of  the  State  com- 
mittee of  any  such  political  party  for  each 
Suffolk  senatorial  district  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  delegates  elected  to  attend  the  annual 
Stale  convention  of  such  party  who  are  resi- 
dents of  such  district  or  substitutes  for  such 
residents. 


Sect.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  160  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Isaac  P.  Hutchinson  and  others; 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Law. 
It  is  entitled: 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Appointment  of  a 
Police  Commissioner  and  a  Board  of  Ex- 
cise Commissioners  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council,  shall  appoint  a  citizen  of  Boston  to 
the  office  of  Police  Commissioner  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  who  shall  be  sworn 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 
Said  Police  Commissioner  shall  be  vested 
with  all  power  and  authority  over  the  police 
officers  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  is  now 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Police  of  said  city, 
and  shall  perform  all  duties  relating  to  the 
police  affairs  of  the  City  of  Boston  now  per- 
formed by  said  Board  of  Police.  His.  term 
of  office  shall  be  three  years  from  the  first 
Monday  of  January,  1901,  but  he  may  be 
removed  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council  for  such  cause  as 
the  Governor  shall  deem  sufficient  and  shall 
express  in  the  order  of  removal. 

Sect.  2.  The  annual  salary  of  the  said  Com- 
missioner shall  be  $4,000,  which  shall  be 
paid  in  equal  monthly  instalments  from  the 
treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  3.  The  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council,  shall  appoint  four  citizens  of  Boston , 
and  they  shall  be  so  selected  that  two  shall 
always  be  of  the  political  parties  which  at 
the  annual  State  election  next  preceding 
their  appointment  cast  the  largest  vote  for 
Governor,  and  two  will  be  of  the  political 
party  which  cast  the  next  largest  vote  for 
Governor,  who  shall  have  been  residents  and 
legal  voters  therein  five  years  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  their  appointment,  who 
shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Excise  for  said 
city,  and  who  shall  be  sworn  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office.  One  member 
of  said  Board  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Governor  as  Chairman,  and  three  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum.  Their  terms  of  office  shall 
be  so  arranged  and  designated  at  the  time  of 
appointment  that  the  term  of  one  member 
shall  expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  January. 
1901;  one  on  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
1902;  one  on  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
1903;  and  one  on  the  first  Monday  of  Janu- 
ary, 1904.  The  full  term  of  office  after  these 
dates  shall  be  four  years,  and  all  vacancies 
occurring  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council.  A  member  of 
said  Board  may  be  removed  by  the  Governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Council, 
for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient 
and  shall  express  in  the  order  of  removal. 
The  Board  of  Excise  shall  appoint  a  clerk 
who  shall  be  sworn,  who  shall  keep  record 
of  all  proceedings,  issue  all  notices  and  attest 
such  papers  and  orders  as  said  Board  shall 
direct,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  three 
years;  but  he  maybe  removed  by  said  Board 
for  such  cause  as  it  shall  deem  sufficient  and 
shall  express  in  its  order  of  removal  after 
hearing  has  been  given  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  4.  The  Board  of  Excise  shall  have 
authority  to  grant  and  issue  annually  li- 
censes to  persons  applying  for  the  same  for 
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the  purpose  of  exposing,  selliug  aud  keeping 
for  sale  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  said  Board  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  authority  now  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Police  for  the  City  of  Boston,  by  the  Stat- 
utes of  the  Common  wealth,  or  by  the  ordi- 
nances, by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of 
said  city  for  the  purpose  of  granting  and 
issuing  licenses  for  the  sale  of  spirituous 
and  intoxicating  liquors. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  of  Police  shall  detail 
such  number  of  police  officers  as  said  Board 
of  Excise  may  desire,  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  at  any  one  time,  to  the  exclusive  service 
and  direction  of  said  Board  of  Excise,  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  laws  and  ordi- 
nances relating  to  the  management  aud 
conduct  of  the  business  carried  on  under 
licenses  issued  by  said  Board  of  Excise  as 
enumerated  in  Section  2  of  this  act.  Such 
officers  so  detailed  shall  continue  to  perform 
the  duties  aforesaid  until  dismissed  by  said 
Excise  Board;  but  no  police  officer  so  de- 
tailed by  said  Board  of  Police  for  service 
under  above  provision  shall  serve  more  than 
thirty  consecutive  days  at  any  one  time. 

Sect.  6.  The  annual  salary  of  the  Chair- 
man of  said  Board  of  Excise  shall  be  $4,500 
that  of  the  other  members  $4,000,  of  its 
clerk,  $3,000,  which  shall  be  paid  monthly 
from  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  7.  The  City  of  Boston  shall  provide 
suitable  rooms  and  accommodations  for  said 
Board  of  Excise  as  said  Board  shall  require. 
All  expenses  for  the  maintenance  and  all 
incidental  expenses  incurred  in  the  admini- 
stration of  the  duties  of  the  said  Board  of 
Excise  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  8.  The  Board  of  Excise  shall  make 
a  detailed  report  of  its  doings  quarterly  to 
the  Mayor  of  said  city,  and  annually  to  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
month  of  December.  The  records  of  said 
Board  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth aud  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
or  by  such  officials  as  may  be  designated  by 
them. 

Sect.  9.  In  all  matters  to  be  decided  by 
said  Board  of  Excise  a  vote  of  three  mem- 
bers shall  be  decision  of  the  matter  in  ques- 
tion; if  iu  any  case  two  of  said  members 
shall  vote  iu  the  affirmative  on  any  matter  so 
coming  before  said  Board  for  decision  and 
two  shall  vote  in  the  negative,  any  member 
of  said  Board  shall  have  the  the  right  to  call 
in  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the  Citj'  of 
Boston,  who,  after  hearing  the  matter  iu 
controversy,  shall  cast  the  deciding  vote. 

Sect.  10.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed;  pro- 
vided, that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
effect  any  prosecution  pending  or  any  default 
incurred  before  this  act  takes  effect. 


House  Bill   No.   161   was   introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Engstrom  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to 
incur  Indebtedness  outside  its  Debt  Limit 
to  erect  School-houses  in  Ward  Twenty- 
two  in  said  city. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  two  school  buildings  in 
Ward  22  of  said  city,  may  incur  indebted- 
ness from  time  to  time  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  $250,000  beyond  the  limit  of  in- 


debtedness fixed  by  law  for  said  city,  and 
for  said  purpose  the  City  Treasurer  of  said 
city  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  Mayor  of  said  city  may  re- 
quest, bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
not  exceeding  said  amount,  to  bear  interest, 
payable  semi-annually,  at  such  rates,  not 
exceeding  4  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  said  city.  Said  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  and  disposed 
of  in  such  amounts,  in  such  modes  and  at 
such  times  and  prices  as  the  City  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  shall  from 
time  to  time  determine.  The  Sinking-fund 
Commissioners  of  said  city  shall,  upon  the 
issue  of  any  of  the  said  bonds  or  certificates 
of  indebtedness,  establish  a  sinking-fund, 
and  determine  the  amount  to  be  paid  thereon 
each  year,  so  that  the  fund  shall  be  sufficient 
with  its  accumulations  to  extinguish  the  debt 
at  maturity,  and  the  Treasurer  of  said  city 
shall  pay  to  said  Commissioners  any  price 
received  by  the  city  in  the  negotiation  of  any 
such  bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness. 

Sect.  2.  The  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  have  full  power  and 
control  of  the  design,  construction,  erection 
and  furnishing  of  said  school  buildings, 
which  will  be  erected  with  the  proceeds  of 
the  loan  herein  authorized. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 


House   Bill   No.   179  was   introduced   on 
leave  by  Mr.  Borofsky  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the   Committee  on  Election  Laws.     It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act   relative   to  the    Chairman   of    the 

Board  of  Aldermen  in  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  Chapter  355  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1899  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  first  paragraph  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  The 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  consist  of  fourteen  members.  The 
Chairman  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of 
the  city  at  large.  He  shall  have  no  vote  at 
meetings  of  the  Boai-d,  except  in  case  of  a 
tie  vote,  and  then  he  shall  have  a  casting 
vote.  His  salary  shall  be  $2,500  per  annum. 
The  remainder  of  the  Board  shall  be  elected 
in  districts  composed  as  follows: 

Sect.  2.  Section  2  of  said  chapter  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  at  the  begin- 
ning thereof  the  following:  The  qualified 
voters  of  the  whole  city,  at  every  annual 
municipal  election,  shall  give  in  their  ballots 
for  a  qualified  voter  of  the  city  for  Chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the  candidate 
receiving  the  greatest  number  of  ballots  shall 
be  elected  Chairman  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  2.  The  qualified  voters  of  the 
whole  city,  at  every  annual  municipal  elec- 
tion, shall  give  in  their  ballots  for  a  qualified 
voter  of  the  city  for  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen;  and  the  candidate  receiving 
the  greatest  number  of  such  ballots  shall  be 
elected  Chairman.  The  qualified  voters  of 
each  district  at  every  annual  municipal  elec- 
tion shall  give  in  their  ballots  for  qualified 
voters  of  the  district  for  aldermen,  to  the 
number  to  be  elected  therein  as  hereinbefore 
specified,  and  the  candidate  receiving  the 
greatest  number  of  such  ballots  shall  be 
elected  alderman,  except  that  in  the  fourth 
district  and  in  the  niuth  district  the  person 


receiving  the  greatest  number  of  such  ballots, 
and  the  person  receiving  the  next  greatest 
number  of  such  ballots,  shall  be  elected 
aldermen.

after  the  word  "  for,"  in  the  first  line  thereof 
the  word  —  district  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 

Section  4.  Nominations  for  candidates  for 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be 
made  in  party  conventions  in  the  same  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law  for  nominating  candi- 
dates for  Mayor;  and  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
in  the  same  manner  prescribed  by  law  when 
a  nomination  for  Mayor  becomes  vacant. 
Every  nomination  of  a  candidate  for  district 
alderman  to  be  made  by  a  political  party 
which  at  the  preceding  State  election  polled 
for  Governor  3  per  cent,  of  all  the  votes  cast 
in  the  State  for  that  office,  shall  be  made  by 
direct  plurality  vote  at  party  caucuses  held 
in  the  several  wards  in  the  districts  in  which 
the  candidates  are  to  be  voted  for  at  the 
election,  and  the  name  of  the  person  who  in 
the  aggregate  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  a  dis- 
trict for  alderman  receives  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  such  votes,  shall  have  his  name  placed 
on  the  official  election  ballot  as  the  candidate 
of  the  party  for  alderman  of  that  district,  ex- 
cept that  in  the  fourth  and  ninth  districts 
provided  for  by  this  act  the  person  receiving 
the  greatest  number  of  such  votes  and  the 
person  receiving  the  next  greatest  number  of 
such  votes  shall  have  their  names  so  placed. 

Sect.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 


House   Bill   No.   180  was   introduced   on 
leave  by  Mr.  Borofsky  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Election  Laws.     It  is 
entitled: 
An   Act   relative   to   the    President  of   the 

Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  members  of 
the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
now  provided  for  by  law,  there  shall  be 
elected  by  the  voters  at  large  at  every  annual 
municipal  election  a  member  who  shall  be 
the  President  of  the  Common  Council,  hav- 
ing all  the  powers  and  duties  now  belonging 
to  that  office,  except  that  he  shall  have  no 
vote  at  the  meetings  of  the  Council,  save  in 
case  of  a  tie,  and  then  he  shall  have  the 
casting  vote.  His  salary  shall  be  $1,500  per 
annum. 

Sect.  2.  The  qualified  voters  of  the  City 
of  Boston  at  every  annual  municipal  electiou 
shall  give  in  their  ballots  for  a  qualified 
voter  of  the  city  for  President  of  the  Com- 
mon Council;  and  the  candidate  receiving 
the  greatest  number  of  such  ballots  shall  be 
the  President  of  the  Common  Council  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Sect.  3.  Nominations  for  candidates  for 
President  of  the  Common  Council  shall  be 
made  in  party  conventions  in  the  same  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law  for  nominating  candi- 
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dates  for  Mayor;  and  vacancies  shall  be  filled 
in  the  same  manner  prescribed  by  law  for 
nominating  candidates  for  Mayor;  and  va- 
cancies shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner 
prescribed  by  law  when  a  nomination  for 
Mayor  becomes  vacant. 

Sect.  4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  192  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  James  F.  Dickey;    referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Insurance.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Boston  Life  As- 
surance Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  William  Cogswell,  Henry  B. 
Dillenback,  James  F.  Dickey  and  George 
W.  Anderson,  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  made  a  corporation  by 
the  name  of  Boston  Life  Assurance  Com- 
pany, to  be  located  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  said  corporation  is  hereby  granted  all 
the  powers,  rights  and  privileges,  and  is 
made  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions 
and  liabilities  set  forth  in  all  general  laws 
now  or  hereafter  in  force  applicable  to 
domestic  life  insurance  corporations,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act. 

Sect.  2.  There  shall  be  an  original  guar- 
anty capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  of 
$500,000  divided  into  shares  of  $100  each, 
at  least  one-half  of  which  shall  be  subscribed 
and  paid  in  money  before  the  said  corpo- 
ration shall  go  into  operation  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  insurance.  The  balance  of 
the  said  stock  may  be  subscribed  and  called 
in  by  the  directors  from  time  to  time  when 
they  deem  it  necessary  or  expedient. 

Sect.  3.  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  cor- 
poration eight  directors  shall  be  chosen  by 
the  subscribers  to  the  guaranty  capital 
stock,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
stead.  At  all  subsequent  elections  of  direc- 
tors, the  number  shall  be  such  as  may  be 
provided  by  by-law  of  the  corporation,  and, 
in  case  of  no  provision  on  this  subject,  the 
number  shall  be  eight;  one-half  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  by  the  subscribers  to  the 
guaranty  capital  stock,  and  the  other  half  by 
the  assured,  voting  in  separate  bodies.  The 
directors  shall  all  be  either  stockholders  or 
assured,  and,  on  ceasing  to  be  such,  shall 
cease  to  hold  such  office. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  the  net  surplus  of  the 
said  corporation  shall  be  sufficient  for  the 
purpose,  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to 
an  annual  dividend  of  eight  per  cent,  and, 
in  case  of  such  dividend  not  being  made  in 
any  one  3'ear,  it  shall  be  made  good  at  a 
subsequent  period  when  the  net  surplus 
shall  be  sufficient  therefor. 

Sect.  5.  After  providing  for  risks,  losses, 
incidental  expenses  and  dividends  as  afore- 
said, the  directors  shall  set  apart  one-fourth 
of  the  estimated  net  surplus  as  a  reserve 
fund  to  be  applied  to  the  redemption  of  the 
guaranty  capital  stock  in  whole  or  in  part  as 
the  assured  may  by  vote  direct,  whenever 
after  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the 
time  of  the  organization  of  the  company  the 
amount  of  such  fund  shall  be  sufficient  for 
the  purpose,  and  the  assured  shall  so  vote. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  redemption  and  ex- 
tinction of  the  guaranty  capital  stock  under 
the  provisions  of  the  fifth  section,  the  direc- 
tors shall  be  chosen  by  the  assured.

(2.)  In  reply  to  your  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Department  could  be 
done  away  with  as  a  separate  department,  I 
would  say  that  there  must  be  some  branch 
or  division  of  a  city  department  to  look  after 
our  city  lighting,  to  see  that  the  various 
contracts  for  lighting  are  performed  accord- 
ing to  their  terms,  to  examine  applications 
of  citizens  and  taxpayers  for  the  erection  of 
lights  of  various  kinds,  to  investigate  orders 
from  the  city  government  for  the  erection 
and  maintenance  of  lights  and  to  put  in  the 
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lights  when  necessary  to  properly  light  the 
growing  sections  of  the  city,  and  to  perform 
many  other  necessary  duties  connected  with 
our  street  lighting. 

In  order  to  properly  perform  this  work  I 
believe  a  force  equal  to  the  above  should  be 
permanently  employed  by  the  city. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Department 
could  be  consolidated  with  the  Street  Depart- 
ment, and  made  a  division  thereof.

Dear  Sir:  As  this  Department  is  not 
required  under  the  new  gas-lighting  contract 
to  repair  the  street  lanterns  now  in  use,  it 
would  seem  best  to  dispose  of  certain  ma- 
terials used  in  such  repairs,  and  possibly  the 
machines  and  tools  at  the  repair-shop. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  lantern  material 
and  stock  in  process  of  construction  might 
possibly  be  disposed  of  to  some  lantern  manu- 
facturer, who  would  be  able  to  make  use  of 
the  same. 

Four  of  the  seven  horses  in  use  should  be 
disposed  of  by  sale  or  transfer  to  other  de- 
partments, also  such  of  the  wagons,  har- 
nesses, pungs,  and  other  equipment  as  are 
not  now  needed. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  retain  one  draft 
horse  and  wagon  for  the  purpose  of  teaming 
posts,  etc.,  to  new  locations  and  the  two 
horses,  carriages,  sleighs,  etc.,  that  have 
been  used  by  me  and  my  assistants  in  locat- 
ing and  inspecting  lamps,  will  still  be 
necessary. 

As  the  Department  will  require  the  use  of 
only  a  portion  of  the  repair-shop  and  stable, 
it  is  suggested  that  such  part  as  is  not  needed 
could  be  rented  to  the  Rising  Sun  Street 
Lighting  Company,  if  they  should  care  to 
make  arrangements  to  occupy  a  portion  of 
the  building  for  repair  purposes,  etc. 

There  are  several  barrels  and  boxes  of  old 
oil  founts  and  chimneys,  etc.,  that  should 
also  be  disposed  of. 

I  would  also  respectfully  call  your  atten- 
tion to  three  letters  (see  reports  of  proceed- 
ings of  City  Council  from  January  to  June, 
1899,  inclusive,  pages  664  and  685,)  sent  to 
Mayor  Quincy,  on  October  25,  1899,  and  on 
file  in  your  office,  regarding  the  disposal  of 
the  old  gas  lanterns.

Pauper  Institutions  Department. 

28  Court  Square,  January  1,  1900. 

The  sixty-sixth  regular  meeting  of  the 
Pauper  Institutions  Trustees  was  held  at  28 
Court  square  on  Monday,  January  1,  1900, 
at  10.30  A.M. 

Present:  Mrs.  Lincoln  and  Miss  Morse, 
Messrs.  Rutan,  Dobbins,  Pettingill,  and 
Hunnewell. 

The  question  of  assuming  the  expense  of 
supporting  a  certain  patient  at  the  Rutland 
Hospital  for  Consumptives  was  discussed, 
and  it  was 

Voted,  That  this  Board  shall  not  assume 
the  expense  of  any  patients  admitted  to  the 
Rutland  Hospital  for  Consumptives,  except 
in  cases  where  the  original  investigation  and 
direct  application  for  admission  to  the  Hospi- 
tal has  been  made  by  this  Board. 

A  communication  from  the  City  Clerk  was 
read,  transmitting  the  following  order  which 
had  been  approved  by  the  Mayor,  December 
23,  1899. 

Ordered,  That  the  sums  received  by  the 
city  from  the  government  of  the  United 
States  for  the  care  of  soldiers  at  Long  Island 
be  credited  to  the  appropriation  for  Pauper 
Institutions  Department,  Boston  Almshouse 
and  Hospital,  Long  Island. 

A  letter  from  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Charlestown  Almshouse  was  read,conce.ning 
the  policy  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  the 
character  of  the  inmates  of  the  Charlestown 
Almshouse.  The  question  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Registration  and  Special 
Cases. 

A  letter  from  the  Penal  Institutions  Com- 
missioner was  read,  in  reference  to  the  em- 
ploy men  t  of  a  matron  on  the  "  J.  Putnam 
Bradlee,"  stating  that  he  "  will  include  in 
his  estimate  for  the  coming  year  an  amount 
sufficient  to  cover  the  salary  of  the  person 
that  is  requested  to  be  employed." 

A  letter  from  the  Superintendent  of  Long 
Island  was  read,  reporting  the  immediate 
need  of  a  now  omnibus. 

Voted,  That  the  question  of  providing  a 
new  omnibus  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  with  power.

Voted,  That  the  rules,  as  previously  pre- 
pared for  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital,  Long 
Island  be  adopted. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  F.  W.  Howard,  Chief 
of  the  Architectural  Division  of  the  En- 
gineering Department  was  read,  giving 
estimates  of  cost  of  certain  contemplated 
improvements  at  Long  Island. 

Voted,  That  the  question  of  the  comple- 
tion of  the  power-house  (to  include  the 
alteration  of  the  coal-shed  on  the  wharf)  be 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  with 
power. 

Voted,  That  the  question  of  providing  a 
suitable  tie-up  for  cattle  at  Long  Island  be 
referred,  with  power,  to  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds. 

Voted,  That  an  appropriation  for  a  home 
for  nurses  be  included  in  the  request  for 
special  loans  to  be  made  by  this  Department. 
Mrs.  Lincoln  reported  on  the  hearing 
before  the  Mayor  on  December  30,  at  12  M., 
of  the  case  of  a  farmer  who  had  been  em- 
ployed at  Long  Island. 

The  Superintendent  of  Long  Island  came 
before  the  Board. 

The  question  as  to  what  class  of  employees 
was  covered  by  the  Mayor's  request  (iu 
Circular  No.  69)  that  the  length  of  a  day's 
work  for  "  laborers,  workmen  and 
mechanics"  should  be  fixed  at  eight  hours, 
was  raised.  The  Superintendent  was  re- 
quested to  consult  the  Law  Department  on 
this  matter. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Howard,  Chief  of  the 
Architectural  Division  of  the  Engineering 
Department,  was  read,  stating  that  he  had 
accepted,  for  the  Pauper  Trustees  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  work  performed  by 
Woodbury  &  Leighton  under  their  contract 
dated  July  6,  1899,  for  the  erection  of  the 
new  power-house,  Long  Island,  and  enclos- 
ing certificate  in  their  favor,  amounting  to 
$4,563.43  (which  pays  them  to  85  per  cent, 
of  their  contract,  balance  payable  in  thirty- 
five  days). 

Voted,  That  the  Chairman  be  authorized 
to  sign  draft  for  the  sum  of  $4,563.43,  pay- 
able to  Woodbury  &  Leighton. 

Mrs.  Lincoln  reported  that  in  accordance 
with  a  suggestion  from  the  Mayor,  a  transfer 
had  been  made  between  the  terms  of  office 
of  Mr.  Pettingill  and  herself,  by  which  Mr. 
PettinghTs  term  is  to  end  on  April  30,  1901, 
and  Mrs.  Lincoln's  term  on  April  30, 
1902. 

As  this  change  necessitated  the  re-election 
of  a  Chairman,  a  formal  ballot  was  taken, 
and  Mrs.  Lincoln  was  elected  Chairman  of 
the  Board. 

Voted,  That  the  Chairman  appoint  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  three  members  of  the 
Board  to  call  upon  Mayor  Hart,  today, 
shortly  after  his  inauguration.

LEGISLATIVE     BILLS. 


The  following  bills  and  resolves  concern- 
ing the  City  of  Boston  have  been  introduced 
in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  and  have 
been  referred  to  appropriate  committees: 

In  the  Senate. 

Senate  Bill  No.  19  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  George  M.  W.  Hall  and  others  for 
legislation  authorizing  the  formation  and  dis- 
bursement of  a  public  school  teachers'  retire- 
ment fund  in  the  City  of  Boston;  referred  to 
Committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs.  It  is  en- 
titled: 
An   Act  to  Provide  for  the  Formation  and 

Disbursement  of  a  Public  School  Teachers' 

Retirement  Fund  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  a 
teachers'  retirement  fund  shall  be  created 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  shall  consist  of: 

(a)  A  permanent  fund,  made  up  of  dona- 
tions and  legacies  specifically  given  to  said 
permanent  fund,  and  a  sum  set  apart  by  the 
board  of  trustees. 

(b)  A  general  fund,  made  up  of  donations 
and  legacies  not  specifically  given  to  said 
permanent  fund,  amounts  retained  from  the 
salaries  of  teachers  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  the  interest  derived  from  said 
permanent  fund.  The  geneial  fund  may  be 
drawn  upon  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  by 
said  board  of  trustees,  in  its  discretion. 

Sect.  2.  The  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools  in  the  City  of  Boston,  three  female 
teachers  and  three  male  teachers,  also  of 
said  city,  and  holding  positions  in  the  public 
schools  as  instructors,  and  four  members  of 


the  School  Committee  of  said  city,  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  trustees.  The  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Schools  shall  hold  office  in 
said  board  ex-officio,  and  the  other  ten  mem- 
bers shall  be  chosen  as  follows:  At  the  first 
annual  meeting  of  the  school  teachers  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  who  are  included  in  this  act, 
which  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Saturday  of 
October,  in  the  year  1900,  there  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  one  female  teacher  who 
shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one 
female  teacher  who  shall  hold  office  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  one  female  teacher  who 
shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
one  male  teacher  who  shall  hold  office  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  one  male  teacher  who 
shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and 
one  male  teacher  who  shall  hold  office  for  a 
term  of  three  years,  and  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  in  each  case  for 
an  election.  Said  meeting  shall  be  called  by 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Schools 
after  due  and  sufficient  notice  to  all  the 
school  teachers  in  the  City  of  Boston  in- 
cluded in  this  act,  at  such  hour  and  place  as 
he  shall  designate.  Annually  thereafter,  at 
a  meeting  duly  called  by  said  board  of 
trustees,  on  the  last  Saturday  in  October, 
one  female  teacher  and  one  male  teacher 
shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner,  for  a 
term  of  three  years.  At  the  first  regular 
meeting  of  the  said  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  in  October,  1900,  the  said 
School  Committee  shall  elect  two  of  its 
number  to  be  members  of  said  board  of 
trustees  for  a  period  of  one  year,  and  two  of 
its  number  to  be  members  of  said  board  for 
a  period  of  two  years;  and  annually  there- 
after at  the  first  meeting  in  October,  said 
School  Committee  shall  elect  two  of  its 
number  to  be  members  of  said  board  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  Said  board  shall  or- 
ganize by  adopting  rules  of  its  own,  not  in- 
consistent with  this  act,  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  its  membership  shall  have 
power  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

Sect.  3.  Said  board  shall  have  control  of 
said  retirement  fund,  investing  the  same 
only  in  such  securities  as  savings  banks  are 
authorized  by  law  to  invest  in.  Said  board 
shall  receive  and  consider  all  applications 
for  annuities  under  this  act,  and  shall  de- 
termine, direct  and  order  payment  of  the 
same.  Said  board  shall  keep  full  and  com- 
plete records  of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments on  account  of  this  fund,  and  a  com- 
plete list  of  all  annuitants,  and  shall  make  a 
report  of  the  same  at  each  annual  meeting 
of  the  teachers  in  October.  All  necessary 
and  proper  expenses  incurred  by  said  board 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  paid  out  of  said  retirement  fund,  as 
voted  by  said  board.    The  members  of  said 
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board  shall  serve  without  compensation.  If 
at  any  time  any  member  of  said  board  shall 
cease  to  hold  a  position  as  member  of  the 
School  Committee  of  said  city,  or  as  teacher 
in  the  public  schools  respectively,  his  or  her 
membership  in  said  board  shall  thereupon 
immediately  cease. 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Treasurer  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  be 
the  custodian  of  said  retirement  fund,  and 
shall  make  payments  therefrom  as  ordered 
by  said  board.  He  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation for  his  services  and  clerk-hire,  not 
exceeding  $1,500  per  year,  as  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  determine,  and  said  sum  so 
determined  shall  be  appropriated  for  that 
purpose  by  the  School  Committee  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  Beginning  with  the  monthly  pay- 
ments in  November,  1900,  the  City  Treas- 
urer of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  reserve 
from  the  salary  of  each  teacher  who  has 
come  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
sum  of  S3,  and,  in  each  and  every  alternate 
monthly  payment  thereafter  shall  reserve 
the  same  sum,  and  shall  pay  the  sums  so  re- 
served into  the  school  teachers'  retirement 
fund,  as  hereiu  provided. 

Sect.  6.  The  City  Treasurer,  upon  vote 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  pay  out  of 
said  retirement  fund,  in  monthly  payments, 
such  an  annuity  to  any  teacher,  who  shall 
retire,  or  be  discharged  from  the  service  of 
the  city,  as  the  fund  will  allow  and  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  determine;  but  in  no 
case  shall  a  teacher  receive  such  annuity  un- 
less said  teacher  has  taught  thirty  years,  and 
of  said  thirty  years  at  least  ten  in  the  public 
day  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston,  except  as, 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  7.  The  City  Treasurer,  upon  vote 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  pay  out  of  said 
retirement  fund,  in  monthly  payments,  such 
an  annuity  to  any  teacher  who  has  taught 
not  less  than  two  years  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
although  less  than  thirty  years  in  the  aggre- 
gate, as  the  fund  will  allow;  and  said  board  of 
trustees  shall  determine,  if  such  teacher  has 
become  incapacitated  for  teaching,  and  has 
been  discharged  from  the  service  of  the  City 
of  Boston:  provided  that  a  certificate  of  such 
incapacity  be  furnished  by  the  attending 
physician  and  a  physician  sent  by  the  board 
of  trustees;  and  further  provided,  that  the 
annuity  shall  cease  when  the  disability  ceases. 

Sect.  8.  All  annuities  shall  be  uniform  in 
amount,  whether  the  annuitants  are  retired 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  6  or  Section 
7,  except  as  provided  in  Section  9  of  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  No  annuity  shall  be  paid  to  any 
teacher  till  such  teacher  shall  contribute,  or 
shall  have  contributed  to  said  fund,  a  sum 
equal  to  all  the  assessments  for  thirty  years, 
viz.:  $540;  but  should  any  retiring  teacher  be 
unable  to  pay  the  full  amount  of  assessments 
as  above  before  receiving  an  annuity,  the 
board  of  trustees  may  at  its  discretion  pay  to 
such  retiring  teacher  such  monthly  pay- 
ments as  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  the 
needs  of  such  teacher  may  require. 

Sect.  10.  Any  teacher  who  shall  have 
been  a  contributing  member  for  two  years 
or  more,  who  shall  retire  from  the  service  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  shall,  upon  application 
within  three  months  after  date  of  such  retire- 
ment, receive  one-half  of  the  total  amount 
paid  by  such  teacher  into  said  fund. 

Sect.  11.  This  act  shall  be  binding  upou 
all  teachers  entering   the  service  of  the  City 


of  Boston  after  it  goes  into  effect,  and  upon 
such  of  the  teachers  in  the  service  of  said 
city  at  the  time  of  its  enactment  as  may 
thereafter  elect  to  come  under  its  provisions, 
and  notice  in  writing  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  signed  by  the  teacher  so  electing 
shall  be  conclusive  as  to  said  election. 

Sect.  12.  The  terra  "teacher"  in  this 
act  shall  include  all  supervisors,  superintend- 
ents of  instruction,  principals  and  regular 
instructors  in  the  public  day  schools. 

Sect.  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

Resolved,  That  the  grant  made  by  the 
City  of  Boston,  by  its  Street  Commissioners, 
to  Nathaniel  Hathaway,  of  Southold,  in  the 
Stale  of  New  York,  and  Anna  H.  Swift,  of 
Dartmouth,  in  the  County  of  Bristol  and 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  their  heirs, 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  a  per- 
petual license,  irrevocable  and  ruuning  with 
the  land,  to  maintain  upon  Summer  street 
in  the  City  of  Boston  the  foundations  of  a 
building  or  buildings,  in  pursuance  with  the 
terms  of  a  certain  contract  by  and  between 
Francis  Hathaway  and  Thomas  F.  Richard- 
son and  the  New  England  Railroad  Com- 
pany, recorded  iu  the  Suffolk  County  Reg- 
istry of  Deeds,  book  1825,  page  228,  which 
said  grant  is  dated  December  19,  1899,  and 
is  recorded  in  Suffolk  County  Registry  of 
Deeds,  book  2653,  page  106,  is  hereby  con- 
firmed and  made  valid.

It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Define  the  Authority  of  the  Board 

of  Park   Commissioners   of    the   City  of 

Boston  as  to  the  Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir 

Grounds. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  274 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1899,  shall  not  be 
construed  as  applying  to  Evergreen  cemetery, 
nor  as  giving  to  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  the  custody, 
care  or  control  of  any  lands  owned  by  the 
City  of  Boston,  within  the  boundaries  speci- 
fied in  the  first  section  of  said  chapter  and 
used  for  the  purposes  of  a  cemetery,  nor  as 
giving  to  said  Board  the  power  to  take  for 
park  purposes  any  such  lands  as  are  now  or 
as  may  be  hereafter  used  for  cemetery  pur- 
poses. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  28  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  the  Old  Colony  Trust  Company  for 
authority  to  hold  real  estate;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs.  It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Authorize  the  Old  Colony  Trust

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Old  Colony  Trust  Com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  to  hold  real  estate 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  suitable  for  the  trans- 
action of  its  business,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding $1,000,000. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 


Senate  Bill  No.  32  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  T.  Witt  for  legislation  author- 
izing the  improvement  of  certain  lands  of  the 
Commonwealth  at  East  Boston  by  the  con- 
struction of  sea-walls,  piers  and  docks;   re- 
ferred  to  the   Committee   on   Harbors  and 
Public  Lands.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Construction  of 
Sea-walls,   Piers    and    Docks  on   Certain 
Lands  at  East  Boston,  owned  by  the  Com- 
monwealth. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  powers  here- 
tofore granted  to  the  Board  of  Harbor  and 
Land  Commissioners,  said  Board  is  hereby 
authorized  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$500,000,  for  the  filling  and  improvement  of 
the  lands  and  flats  at  East  Boston  which  have 
been  taken  by  the  said  Board  under  the  auth- 
ority of  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1897;  for  dredging  said  flats  and  excavating 
channels;  for  the  construction  of  sea-walls, 
piers  and  docks  on  or  adjacent  to  said  lands 
and  flats ;  and  for  such  other  purpofles«.sriu  the. 
judgment  of  the  Board,  shall  be  best  .calcu- 
lated to  improve  said  lands  and  flats  for  use 
in  connection  with  maritime  commerce. 

All  contracts  made  by  the  Board  for  any  of 
the  purposes  aforesaid  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council. 

Sect.  2.  To  meet  the  expenses  incurred 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  Treas- 
urer and  Receiver-general  is  hereby  author- 
ized, with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and 
Council,  to  issue  scrip  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
$500,000,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  forty 
years.  Said  scrip  or  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness shall  be  issued  as  registered  bonds,  or 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  and  shall 
bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  4  per 
cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually  on 
the  first  days  of  January  and  July  in  each 
year;  shall  be  redeemable  at  maturity  in  the 
gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  or  its  equiva- 
lent; shall  be  designated  on  the  face  thereof 
Harbor  Improvement  Loan;  shall  be  counter- 
signed by  the  Governor,  and  shall  be  deemed 
a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. Said  scrip  or  certificates  shall 
be  sold  in  such  installments  as  the  Governor 
and  Council  may  determine,  by  public  adver- 
tisement, to  the  lowest  bidder,  at  not  less 
than  the  par  value  thereof,  or  in  such  other 
manner  as  the  Governor  and  Council  may 
determine  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
Commonwealth;  and  the  Treasurer  and  Re- 
ceiver-general shall  apportion  to  a  sinking- 
fund  from  year  to  year  an  amount  sufficient, 
with  the  accumulations  of  said  fund,  to  ex- 
tinguish at  maturity  the  debt  incurred  by 
said  bonds.  The  amount  necessary  to  meet 
the  annual  sinking-fund  requirements  and  to 
pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  and  be  made  a  part  of  the  annual 
State  tax  levy,  and  an}'  premium  over  the 
par  value  of  said  bonds  received  from  the 
sale  thereof  shall  form  part  of  the  sinking- 
fund  for  their  redemption. 
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Sect.  3.  The  loan  issued  under  the  author- 
ity of  this  act  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  a 
part  of  the  loan  authorized  by  Chapter  513 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1897,  and  one  sink- 
ing-fund shall  be  maintained  for  the  retire- 
ment at  maturity  of  all  the  bonds  issued 
under  the  authority  of  this  act  and  under 
the  authority  of  Chapters  486  and  513  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1897.

The  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  take  by  purchase  or  otherwise 
the  ponds  known  as  Uowning's  pond  and 
Chandler's  pond  and  the  lands  under  and 
adjacent  thereto,  situaied  partly  in  the 
Brighton  district  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
partly  in  the  City  of  Newton,  and  if  they 
deem  proper,  to  fill  any  part  or  the  whole  of 
either  or  both  of  said  ponds,  and  to  hold  the 
same  as  a  part  of  the  park  system  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Treasurer  of  said  city, 
on  request  of  said  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners, approved  by  the  Mayor,  may  from 
time  to  time  issue  and  sell  bonds  of  said 
City  of  Boston  to  the  amount  of  $200,000, 
and  to  hold  the  proceeds  thereof  to  pay  the 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  the  bonds  so  issued  not 
to  be  considered  in  determining  the  debt 
limit  of  said  city.

Harris    Collection     of     the    Charleslown

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library 
shall  have  power  to  remove  from  the  Charles- 
town  branch,  Boston  Public  Library,  such 
books,  papers,  periodicals,  etc.,  known  as 
the  "  Harris  Collection,"  to  the  Central 
Library;  said  Trustees  may  also  spend  the 
interest  of  the  Harris  fund, under  conditions 
of  the  bequest,  for  books  for  this  collecti  >n 
in  the  Central  Library:  provided,  that  said 
Trustees  shall  agree  to  spend  at  time  of  trans- 
fer a  sum  equal  to  the  present  accumulated 
interest  from  Harris  fund,  for  new  books  to 
replace  those  taken;  and  provided,  also,  that 
a  sum  shall  be  spent  by  said  Trustees  each 
year  equal  to  the  yearly  interest  of  the  Harris 
bequest  for  books  for  the  Charlestown  branch.

All  agreement  to  the  contrary  of  the  fore- 
going appearing  in  the  articles  of  annexation 
of  the  Citv  of  Charlestown  to  the  City  of 
Boston  is  herewith  repealed.

Whereas,  The  stockholders  of  the  Boston 
and  Albauy  Railroad  have  agreed  to  lease 
their  property  to  a  foreign  corporation,  and 
have  applied  to  the  General  Court  to  con- 
firm and  ratify  this  act;  and 

Whereas,  Resolves  have  been  introduced 
at  the  present  session  looking  to  a  purchase 
by  the  Commonwealth  of  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad,  and  to  its  operation  by  the 
Common wealih,  it  is 

Resolved,  That  the  following  two  ques- 
tions shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  at  the 
next  State  election:

House  Bill  No.  224  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Edward  H.  Dockam;  referred  to  the 
Committee   on  Metropolitan  Affairs.

An  Act  relative  to  Subways  and  Tunnels  in 

the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  22  of  Chapter  548  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1894  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  in  lines  four  and  five,  the 
words  "  or  of  Washington  street  between 
Dock  square  and  Eliot  street," — so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Section  22.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  occupauou 
of  any  other  part  of  Boston  Common  lor  any 
of  the  purposes  named  in  this  act,  or  of 
Tremont  street,  between  Scollay  square  and 
Eliot  street,  or  of  Copley  square  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  except  as  specifically  mentioned 
in  this  act.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorize  except  by  purchase  the  taking  of 
land  of  any  railroad  company. 

Sect.  2.  Section  26  of  said  Chapter  548  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

Section  26.  Said  Boston  Transit  Commis- 
sion shall  construct  a  tunnel  or  tunnels  of 
sufficient  size  for  two  railway  tracks  with 
approaches,  entrances,  sidings,  stations  and 
connections  therefor,  and  for  the  running  of 
railway  cars  therein,  from  a  point  or  points 
at  or  near  Scollay  square  or  Adams  square 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  where  a  suitable  con- 
nection may  be  made  with  the  subway  or 
subways  provided  for  by  this  act  to  a  point 
on  or  near  Maverick  square  in  that  part  of 
Boston  called  East  Boston,  where  a  suitable 
connection  with  surface  tracks  may  be 
made. 

Sect.  3.  The  Boston  Transit  Commission 
shall  construct  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  sub- 
way or  subways  of  sufficient  size  for  two  rail- 
way tracks  with  approaches,  entrances,  sid- 
ings, stations  and  connections  therefor,  and 
for  the  running  of  railway  cars  therein, 
through  and  under  Washington  street,  or 
other  public  or  private  lands  ad  joining  or  near 
said  street  from  a  point  or  points  within  one 
thousand  two  hundred  feet  of  the  juuetion

of  Eliot  and  Washington  streets,  through  and 
under  said  Washington  street  to  Adams 
square  in  said  City  of  Boston;  thence  through 
and  under  Adams  square  and  Washington 
street,  connecting  with  other  subways  as 
constructed  at  Cornhill  and  at  Hanover 
street ;  thence,  as  already  provided  for,  to 
Causeway  street. 

House   Bill   No.   260   was   introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Harrington  of  Boston;  refrrred 
to  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Law.     It  is  en- 
titled: 
An  Act  relative  to  Granting  Liquor  Licenses 

in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Police  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  any  other  authorized  body, 
may  grant  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  the  City  of  Boston,  in  accordance 
with  existing  provisions  of  the  law,  subject 
to  the  following  limitations  and  restrictions: 

First.  There  shall  be  printed  upon  all 
ballots  used  in  the  municipal  elections  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  all  of  the  twenty-five  wards 
an  interrogatory  in  the  following  form: 


Shall  licenses  for  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  be  granted  in 
this  ward? 


Second.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at 
any  municipal  election  in  any  of  the  twenty- 
five  wards  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be 
against  the  granting  of  licenses,  the  Board  of 
Police,  or  other  authorized  body,  shall  grant 
no  licenses  in  said  ward  for  the  year  next 
ensuing,  nor  until  a  majority  of  the  votes 
cast  in  said  ward  shall  be  in  favor  of  license. 

Third.  But  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
shall  be  for  license,  then  the  Board  of  Police, 
or  other  authorized  body,  may  grant  licenses 
under  the  same  enditions  and  with  the  same 
restrictions  as  those  prevailing  before  the 
passage  of  this  act. 

House  Bill  No.  293  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Manassah  E.  Bradley;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Cities.

House  Bill  No.  295  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  James  F.  Biiss;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Election  Laws.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Registration  of  Voters 

in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Election  Commissioners 
of  the  City  of  Boston  shall,  in  esich  year  at 
least  five  days  previous  to  the  first  day  of 
May,  send  by  mail  addressed  to  the  person 
in  charge  of  every  dwelling-house,  hotel  or 
apartment-house  at  the  number  and  name  of 
street   where    said   building   is   situated,  a 
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document,  to  be  dated  the  first  day  of  May  of 
the  year  when  it  is  sent,  containing  inquiries 
as  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  upward  of  said  building,  in  regard 
to  the  date  and  place  of  their  birth,  date  and 
place  of  naturalization,  if  naturalized,  occu- 
pation, height,  weight,  residence  previous  to 
the  first  day  of  May,  length  of  residence  at 
the  present  abode,  with  blank  spaces  for 
answers  to  said  inquiries,  to  be  filled  out  by 
the  said  inhabitants  and  signed  b}'  them. 

Sect.  2.  The  false  answering  of  any  of 
the  above  inquiries  shall  be  a  misdemeanor, 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  Said  document  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  stamped  envelope  addressed  to 
the  said  Election  Commissioners  for  return 
of  the  said  document  when  filled  out.  Said 
person  in  charge  of  said  building  shall  cause 
the  said  document  to  be  filled  out.  shall  cer- 
tify to  the  correctness  of  the  same  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  and  shall 
mail  it  to  the  Election  Commissioners  not 
later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  following 
the  date  of  the  document. 

Sect.  4.  Said  person  in  charge,  if  proved 
to  have  certified  knowingly  to  a  false  state- 
ment in  said  document,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  $25.  and  if  he  neglects  to  mail  said 
document  by  the  said  fifteenth  day  of  May, 
he  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $10. 

Sect.  5.  Said  document  shall  be  in  the 
following  form  and  of  sufficient  length  to 
contain  at  least  signatures,  and  shall 

have  printed  at  its  head,  above  the  date,  the 
following:  "  The  person  in  charge  of  build- 
ing number  street,  Boston,  on  receiv- 
ing this  document,  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
filled  out  and  signed  by  occupants  of  the 
said  building,  if  the  said  document  applies 
to  any  of  them,  calling  their  attention  to  the 
fact  that  any  false  answer  under  their  signa- 
ture will  make  them  liable  to  arrest  and  to 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25.  Said  person  in 
charge  of  said  building  must  have  the  said 
document  filled  out,  must  certify  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  same  to  the  best  of  his  know- 
ledge and  belief,  under  his  signature,  and 
mail  the  same  to  the  Election  Commissioners, 
in  the  envelope  enclosed  for  this  purpose, 
not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  fol- 
lowing the  date  of  the  document.  And  the 
said  person  in  charge,  if  proved  to  have 
knowingly  certified  to  a  false  statement  in 
the  said  document,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  $25,  and  if  he  neglects  to  mail  the  docu- 
ment as  above,  he  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  $10.

national  election,  the  voter  must,  in  addition 
[  to  the  present  requisites,  have  been  a  resi- 
;  dent  in  one  habitation  iu  that  precinct  con- 
;  tinuously  for  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to 
the  first  day  of  May  in  that  year;  and  if  in 
any  year  he  shall  not  have  had  such  a  resi- 
dence in  the  precinct  where  he  is  then  liv- 
ing, he  shall  vote  in  the  precinct  where  he 
was  registered  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  the 
preceding  year. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  298  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  S.  Sullivan;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  to  Provide  for  a  High  School  Build- 
ing in  the  Charlestown  District  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  To  pay  the  cost  of  construct- 
ing and  furnishing  a  high  school  building  in 
the  Charlestown  district  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  of  taking  land  therefor,  the  Treas- 
urer of  said  city  shall  from  time  to  time  at 
the  request  of  the  School  Committee  of  said 
city,  issue  and  sell  negotiable  bonds  of  said 
city  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $300,000, 
which  shall  not  be  reckoned  in  estimating 
the  legal  debl  limit  of  said  city.

Resolve  to  Confirm  the  acts  of  Charles  W. 

Whittier  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Resolved,  That  all  acts  done  by  Charles 
W.  Whittier,  of  Boston,  as  a  justice  of  the 
peace  between  the  twenty-sixth  day  of 
March,  1896,  and  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
June,  1899,  are  hereby  confirmed  and  made 
valid  to  the  same  extent  as  though  he  had 


been  during  that  time  qualified  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  said  office.

That  the  Commercial  Wharf  Company  and 
its  successors  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  acquire,  have,  hold 
and  possess  in  fee  simple,  leasehold  or  other- 
wise, any  or  all  of  the  real  estate,  wharves, 
docks  and  other  structures  situated  east  of 
Atlantic  avenue  in  Boston,  between  the  land, 
wharf  and  flats  of  the  Lewis  Wharf  Corpora- 
tion and  the  land,  wharf  and  flats  of  the 
owners  of  T  wharf,  so  called,  and  further  to 
|  acquire,  have,  hold  and  possess  all  the  rights, 
easements,  privileges  and  appurtenances  be- 
longing, or  which  may  be  used  in  connection 
with  such  real  estate,  wharves,  docks  and 
other  structures. 


House   Bill  No.   325   was   introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  McCarthy  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Cities.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  to  Catherine  C.  Dodge, 
widow  of  Enos  E.  Dodge,  late  a  member  of 
the  Police  Department  of  said  city,  the  bal- 
ance of  the  salary  to  which  he  would  have 
been  entitled  had  he  lived  and  continued  to 
serve  as  a  police  officer  until  the  close  of  the 
financial  year  1899. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill   No.    326   was   introduced    on 
leave  by  Mr.  William  E.  Mahoney   of  Bos- 
ton; referred  to  the  Committee  on  Metropol- 
itan Affairs.

An  Act  relative  to  the  Metropolitan  Water 

Board. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Metropolitan 
Water  Commissioners,  for  the  Common- 
wealth, shall  hold  as  the  property  of  the 
Commonwealth  all  the  water-pipes  and  other 
property  used  for  water  purposes  owned  by 
the  City  of  Boston  outside  of  its  limits,  and 
shall  pay  to  said  city  the  value  of  said  pipes 
and  other  property  as  determined  by  a  board 
of  three  commissioners  appointed  on  the  pe- 
tition of  said  Board  or  the  Mayor  of  said  city 
by  the  Superior  Court  of  the  County  of  Suf- 
folk. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  337  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  J.  F.  McCarthy;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Pensioning  of  War 

Veterans  who  are  Members  of  the  Fire 

Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Fire  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston   shall,  at  his  own  request, 
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retire  from  active  service  and  place  upon  a 
pension-roll  any  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment who  has  performed  faithful  service  in 
said  Department,  if  the  member  making  said 
request  served  either  as  a  soldier  or  as  a 
sailor  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  and 
received  an  honorable  discharge,  provided 
said  member  has  had  twenty  years  active 
service  in  said  Department. 

Sect.  2.  The  amount  of  the  annual  pen- 
sion allowed  to  any  person  retired  under  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall  be 
one-half  the  amount  of  compensation  re- 
ceived by  him  at  the  lime  of  such  retirement, 
the  same  to  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  in 
addition  to  and  not  in  repeal  of  any  act  now 
in  force  relative  to  pensioning  members  of 
said  Fire  Department.

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston,  by  its 
City  Council,  may  take  and  hold  by  purchase 
or  otherwise  all  such  real  estate  within  the 
part  of  said  city  known  as  East  Boston 
which  it  may  deem  advisable  for  the  erection 
and  establishment  of  a  hospital.  The  pro- 
ceedings for  taking  such  land  by  eminent 
domain  and  for  the  ascertainment  of  damages 
shall  be  the  same  as  provided  by  law  in  the 
case  of  the  taking  of  land  for  highways  by 
said  city. 

The  City  Treasurer  of  said  city 
to  pay  the  expenses  incurred  for  the  lands 
taken  and  the  buildiugand  furnishing  of  the 
hospital  shall,  lrom  time  to  time,  as  ordered 
by  the  City  Council,  issue  and  sell  negotiable 
bonds  of  said  city  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing $100,000  outside  of  the  debt  limit  of  said 
city.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  payable 
semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  January 
and  July  of  each  year;  shall  be  registered  or 
with  interest  coupons  attached,  be  sold  and 
disposed  of  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
times  and  prices  and  in  such  amounts  and  at 
such  rates  of  interest,  not  exceeding  4  per 
cent,  per  annum, and  for  such  terms  not  less 
than  thirty  nor  more  than  forty  years,  as 
the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
shall  from  lime  to  time  determine. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Treasurer  shall  hold  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds  in  the  treasury  of 
said  city  and  pay  therefrom  the  expenses  for 
land  and  for  the  building  thereon;  provided, 
however,  that  he  shall  pay  over  to  the  Board 
of  Commissioners  of  Sinking-funds  of  said 
city  any  premiums  received  by  him  in  the 
sale  of  said  bonds,  and  said  Commissioners 
shall  place  all  amounts  so  paid  by  said  Treas- 
uivr  in  a  sinking-fund  for  the  payment  of 
the  bonds  hereby  authorized. 

Sect.  4.  Said  hospital  when  completed 
shall  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  City  Hospital  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  355  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  J.  Emery  Harriman;  referred  to  the 


Commiitee    on    Mercantile    Affairs.     It  is 

entitled: 

An   Act   to   Incorporate    the   Marine   Park 

Tower  Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

J.  Emery  Harriman,  jr.,  his  associates 
and  assigns,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  the  Marine  Park  Tower 
Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  maintaining  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
radial  elevator  tower;  and  authorizing  the 
said  corporation  to  carry  passengers  by 
means  of  motor  road  vehicles,  to  and  from 
said  tower,  over  the  pier  and  through  adjoin- 
ing parkways;  also,  by  means  of  elevators  or 
otherwise,  convey  passengers  to  the  top  of 
the  tower;  and  authorizing  said  company  to

and  for  places  of  amusement,  recreation 
and  pleasure.

Section  1.  The  Lexington  and  Boston 
Street  Railway  Company  may  construct,  op- 
erate and  maintain  its  railway  over  private 
property,  with  the  consent  of  the  owners  of 
said  property,  and  may  acquire  land,  by  pur- 
chase or  lease,  for  such  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 


House  Bill  No.  371  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Edmund  D.  Codman;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Railroads.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Authorize  I  he  Fitchburg  Railroad 

Company   to   take    Lands   in    Boston    for 

Freight  Purposes. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Fitchburg  Railroad  Com- 
pany may  at  any  time  within  one  year  from 
the  passage  of  this  act  take  for  the  purposes 
of  a  freight  station  and  for  terminal  facilities 
all  the  land  in  that  part  of  Boston  formerly 
called  Charlestown,  bounded  and  enclosed  by 
the  Charlestown  branch  of  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad,  the  Hoosac  tunnel  docks,  so  called, 
the  Harbor  Commissioners'  line  and  the  new 
Charles  river  bridge  or  avenue,  with  the  right 
to  close  all  streets,  lanes,  courts  and  highways 
of  every  kind  and  description  now  in  anywise 
crossing  or  upon  the  said  premises. 

Sect.  2.  In  the  exercise  of  the  powers 
granted  by  this  act  said  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Company  and  any  person  or  corporation  who 
shall  sustain  any  damage  in  their  property 
shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  rem- 
edies and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  duties, 
liabilities  and  restrictions  provided  by  the 
general  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  in  a  like 
case. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 


House   Bill   No.   375  was   introduced   on 
leave  by  Mr.  Minton  of  Boston;   referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.

An   Act  relative   to   the    Improvement    of 

Stony  Brook  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  Treasurer  of  the  City 
of  Boston  from  time  to  time  at  the  request 
of  the  Mayor  of  said  city  shall  issue  bonds  of 
said  city  to  a  total  amount  not  exceeding 
$350,000  and  this  sum  shall  not  be  considered 
in  determining  Ihe  debt  limit  of  said  city. 
The  proceeds  of  the  bonds  so  issued  shall  be 
used  for  the  extension  of  the  improvement 
of  the  channel  of  Stony  brook  in  said  city. 


House  Bill  No.  386  accompauies  the  peti- 
tion of  Edward  H.  Dockam  and  others;    re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on   Manufactures. 
It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  regulate  the  Price  of  Gas  in  that 

portion  of  the  City  of  Boston  known   as 

East  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  gas  for  illuminating  or 
heating  purposes  shall  hereafter  be  sold  in 
that  portion  of  the  City  of  Boston  known  as 
East  Boston  at  a  price  exceeding  $1  per 
thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas. 

Sect.  2.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  and 
the  Superior  Court  shall  have  Jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  bill  brought  by  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  light  Commissioners,  or  by  the 
Attorney-general,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  by  any  consumer  of  gas 
in  said  city. 

House  Bill  No.  397  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Samuel  H.  Mitchell;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  to  Authorize  and  Direct  the  Metro- 
politan Park  Commission  to  Acquire  Ful- 
ler's Wharf  in  Brighton  as  a  Part  of  the 
Charles  River  Reservation. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows, 

Section  1.  The  Metropolitan  Park  Com- 
mission, created  by  Chapter  407  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1893,  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  eminent 
domain  Fuller's  wharf,  on  Western  avenue, 
in  the  Brighton  district  of  Bosion,  adjacent 
to  Western  avenue-bridge  across  the  Charles 
river,  together  with  all  rights  in  said  river 
appurtenant  thereto,  as  a  part  of  the  Charles 
river  reservation. 

Sect.  2.  To  meet  the  expenses  incurred 
under  the  authority  of  this  act,  the  Treas- 
urer and  Receiver-general  shall  issue  scrip 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  bonds  to 
the  amount  of  $40,000  as  an  addition  to  the 
Metropolitan  Parks  Loan.  The  siuking- 
fuud  already  established  by  law  shall  also  be 
maintained  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing 
scrip,  certificates  or  bonds  issued  under  the 
authority  of  this  act.  Any  premiums  real- 
ized on  the  sale  of  said  scrip  or  certificates 
or  bonds  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  the  loan  hereby  authorized  as 
it  occurs.  Said  scrip  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness or  bonds  shall  be  issued  and  the 
said  sinking-fund  assessed  or  collected  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  said  Chap- 
ter 407  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1893  and  acts 
in  addition  thereto  and  amendment  thereof, 
including  Chapter  419  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1899.

SCHOOL    COMMITTEE. 


A  regular  meeting  of  the  School  Committee 
was  held  in  the  School  Committee  chamber, 
Mason-street  building,  at  7.30  P.M.,  Tuesday, 
January  23, 1900,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Present:  All  the  members  except  Mr. 
Burrill. 

The  Superintendent  presented  the  follow- 
ing: 

The  resignations  of  seven  teachers  which 
were  accepted;  the  appointments  of  three 
temporary  teachers,  which  were  placed  on 
file;  the  reappointments  of  three  lemporary 
teachers,  which  were  laid  over  under  the 
rule  and  the  confirmation  of  three  teachers, 
which  were  laid  over  under  the  rule. 

Leaves  of  absence  were  granted  to  seven- 
teen teachers. 

The  appointments  of  eight  special  assistant 
teachers  were  laid  over  under  the  rule  as 
were  also  the  appointments  of  fourteen 
teachers  on  probation,  except  tbe  appoint- 
ment of  W.  Allen  Sylvester,  to  be  assistant 
instructor  in  Manual  Training  schools,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Manual 
Training. 

The  transfers  of  three  teachers  were  laid 
over  under  the  rule.  The  appointments  of 
seven  teachers  in  evening  schools  were  ap- 
proved under  suspension  of  the  rules;  the 
reappointments  of  five  teachers  were  laid 
over  under  the  rule,  as  were  also  the  appoint- 
ments of  two  teachers  on  probation. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, leave  of  absence  was  granted  Sarah 
R.  Wentworth,  assistant,  grammar  school,  in 
the  Sherwin  District,  to  date  from  February 
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1,  1900,  on  half  pay,  under  a  suspension  of 
the  rules;  and  her  resignation  was  accepted, 
to  take  effect  February  1,  1901;  leave  of 
absence  was  also  granted  to  Ada  M.  Fitts, 
assistant,  grammar  school,  in  the  Hyde  Dis- 
trict, under  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  from 
March  1  to  July  1,  1900. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Kenney,  it  was 
Ordered,    That    an    additional    ungraded 
class  be  allowed  in  the  Wells  District,  making 
three  in  all. 
Mr.  Aldrich  presented  the  following:

Mr.  Merritt  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legisla-

LEGALITY  OP  ELECTION   OF   PRESI- 
DENT  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL. 


NEXT  MEETING  OF  THE   BOARD   OF 
ALDERMEN. 


At  its  meeting  on  Tuesday,  January  30, 
1900,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  voted  to  ad- 
journ till  Monday,  February  5,  1900,  at 
3  P.M. 


Following  is  the  opinion  of  Attorney- 
general  Knowlton,  in  which  an  information 
against  Daniel  J.  Kiley,  President  of  the 
Common  Council,  on  the  ground  that  he 
was  unlawfully  elected  to  that  office,  is 
refused: 

This  was  an  application  to  the  Attorney- 
general  for  the  filing  of  an  information 
against  the  respondent,  alleging  that  he  was 
unlawfully  appointed  to  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent of  the  Common  Council,  and  that  he 
holds  such  office  in  violation  of  law. 

There  is  no  doubt  of  the  authority  of  the 
Attorney-general  to  file  such  an  informa- 
tion. Dillon  on  Corporations,  Section  272. 
Attorney-general  vs.  Sullivan,  163  Mass. 
446.  The  office  of  the  President  of  the 
Common  Council,  which  is  created  by  the 
city  charter  (Siatute  1854,  Chapter  448,  Sec- 
tion 54),  the  incumbent  of  which  may  under 
some  circumstances  become  Acting  Mayor 
(Statute  1882,  Chapter  182),  is  undoubtedly 
a  public  office,  the  title  to  which  can  prop- 
erly be  tried  by  quo  warranto. 

The  information  alleges,  and  the  relators 
offered  before  me  to  prove: 

(1.)  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
members-elect  the  senior  member  took  the 
chair,  and,  after  calling  the  Council  to  order, 
entertained  and  declared  carried  a  motion  to 
adjourn,  after  which  no  proceedings  of  the 
Council  could  be  had  excepting  upon  a  new 
summons. 

(2.)  That  after  such  adjournment  the 
respondent,  without  election  or  right,  as- 
sumed the  chair,  and  directed  the  roll  to  be 
called  for  the  election  of  a  President,  in 
which  roll-call  but  twenty-seven  members 
responded,  a  quorum  being  thirty-eight. 

(3.)  That  such  a  pretended  election  was 
void,  less  than  a  quorum  being  present,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  the  respondent 
announced  that  other  members-elect  were 
present  in  the  room  sufficient  to  constitute  a 
quorum  of  the  whole  Council. 

If  the  above  propositions  were  the  only 
ones  to  be  considered,  I  should  feel  it  my 
duty  to  sign  the  information.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  the  Attorney-general  should 
be  satisfied  that  the  information  which  he  is 
called  upon  to  sign  can  be  maintained.  If  the 
questions  raised  by  it  are  doubtful,  and  the 
matter  is  one  of  public  importance,  it  is  his 
duty  to  sign  the  information,  even  though  he 
may  be  of  opinion  that  it  cannot  be  main- 
tained, for  the  reason  that  the  questions  in- 
volved cannot  otherwise  be  determined.  I 
am  of  opinion  that,  but  for  other  considera- 
tions to  which  I  shall  hereafter  refer,  one  of 
the  questions  submitted  by  the  information 
would  be  of  sufficient  public  importance, 
and  so  doubtful,  as  to  make  it  a  fit  subject 
for  judicial  determination. 

I  do  not  think  the  rights  of  the  mem- 
bers-elect were  concluded  by  the  alleged 
adjournment  declared  by  the  senior  member. 

The  undisputed  facts  are  that  having 
called  the  Council  to  order,  he  entertained  a 
motion  to  adjourn,  put  it  to  vote  without 
count,  declared  it  carried,  and,  although  at 
once  and  seasonably  the  result  of  the  vote 
was  doubted  by  one  of  the  members,  he  re- 
fused to  entertain  the  doubt  and  left  the 
chair. 


I  think  this  proceeding  was  in  violation  of 
one  of  the  first  principles  of  parliamentary 
law,  which  requires  sufficient  verification  of 
a  vote.  A  member  disputing  the  result  of 
the  uncounted  vote  could  not  be  heard  to 
doubt  the  result  of  such  a  vote  until  it  had 
been  declared.  He  had  the  right  seasonably 
to  express  such  a  doubt  and  to  insist  that 
there  be  a  count.  No  such  opportunity  was 
given,  for  the  presiding  officer  left  the  chair 
immediately  and  refused  to  act  upon  the 
request. 

Moreover,  it  was  the  business  of  the 
Council  to  organize.  The  member  who  as- 
sumed the  chair  had  no  greater  rights  in  the 
matter  than  any  other  member.  It  is  only 
by  courtesy  that  the  senior  member  presides 
at  an  organization.  If  he  abandons  that 
duty,  the  members  have  a  right  to  select 
some  other  person  to  take  the  chair  and 
complete  the  business  for  which  the  Council 
is  met.  The  rights  of  the  Council  did  not 
cease  by  the  abdication  of  the  person  who 
had  assumed  the  chair;  and,  whatever  may 
be  said  of  the  propriety  and  good  taste  of 
the  respondent  in  assuming  the  chair  and 
proceeding  with  the  organization  of  the 
Council,  I  have  no  doubt  of  his  legal  right 
so  to  do;  at  least,  until  he  was  displaced  by 
the  election  of  some  other  person  as  tem- 
porary presiding  officer. 

The  proceedings,  however,  under  which 
he  claims  to  have  been  elected,  were,  to  say 
the  least,  of  doubtful  validity.  Statute  of 
1899,  Chapter  170,  requires  that  the  election 
of  the  President  of  the  Common  Council 
shall  be  by  a  viva  voce  vote,  "  each  member 
who  is  present  answering  to  his  name  when 
it  is  called  ...  or  declining  to  vote,  as 
the  case  may  be."  More  than  a  majority  of 
the  members-elect  failed  to  respond  to  their 
names,  and  the  number  who  voted,  all  votes 
being  for  the  respondent,  was  much  less 
than  a  quorum.  Such  an  election  would  be 
valid  if  a  quorum  were  in  fact  present,  the 
number  of  votes  cast  being  more  than  one- 
half  of  all  who  were  present;  but  the  only 
evidence  of  such  quorum  was  the  statement 
of  the  respondent,  while  occupying  the 
chair,  that  there  were  present  in  the  room 
enough  members,  in  addition  to  those  who 
voted,  to  make  a  quorum.  That  this  was  so 
is  strenuously  denied  by  the  relators,  and, 
if  this  were  the  only  question  in  the  case, 
I  should  certainly  feel  it  my  duty  to  permit 
the  question  to  be  raised  by  this  information. 

In  a  case  somewhat  similar  in  its  circum- 
stances in  the  national  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, the  presiding  officer  named  the 
persons  whom  he  declared  lo  be  present,  and 
thus  made  their  presence  a  matter  of  record. 
It  is,  at  least,  questionable  whether,  without 
such  a  record,  it  would  be  competent  for  a 
presiding  officer  to  declare  the  presence  of  a 
quorum  and  make  his  declaration  conclusive 
evidence  of  the  fact  of  a  quorum. 

But  it  appeared  at  the  hearing  that  a  sub- 
sequent meeting  of  the  Council  was  called  by 
the  Mayor  on  the  eleventh  day  of  January. 
At  this  meeting  a  yea  and  nay  vote  was 
passed  approving  the  records  of  the  previous 
meeting.  These  records  were  made  and 
duly  signed  by  one  O'Kane,  who  had  been 
the  duly  elected  Clerk  of  the  previous  Com- 
mon Council,  and  who,  it  is  claimed,  under 
the  ordinances  of  the  city,  held  over  until 
the  election  of  a  new  Clerk. 

The  records  were  approved  without  read- 
ing.    I   do   not  deem    this   of  importance, 
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however,  for  it  was  the  right  of  any  member 
to  have  the  records  read,  aud  failure  to  do  so 
must  be  taken  to  impute  knowledge  of  what- 
ever they  contained  to  the  members  who 
voted  to  approve  the  same.  More  than  a 
quorum  of  the  whole  number  of  members  of 
the  Common  Council  voted  to  approve  the 
records  of  the  first  meeting.  The  records  so 
approved  set  forth  the  yea  and  nay  vote  un- 
der which  the  respondent  claims  to  have 
been  elected,  and  the  declaration  of  the  pre- 
siding officer  that  other  members  were  pres- 
ent sufficient  to  make  a  quorum  of  the  whole 
Council.  The  respondent  has  since  acted  as 
President  of  the  Council  without  further  ob- 
jection, and  measures  of  financial  import- 
ance have  been  passed  by  the  body  so  or- 
ganized. I  am  of  opinion  I  hat  this  vote  must 
be  taken  as  a  ratification  of  whatever  irregu- 
larities existed  in  the  original  election.  The 
ultimate  purpose  of  all  parliamentary  regu- 
lations is  to  ascertain  and  register  the  will  of 
the  majority.  In  whatever  manner  that  will 
is  conclusively  ascertained,  the  result,  in  my 
judgment,  must  be  taken  to  be  the  act  of  the 
entire  body. 

It  is  claimed,  however,  that  Statutes 
1899,  Chapter  170,  requite  a  viva  voice  vote, 
and  that  it  does  not  appear,  even  by  the 
records  approved,  that  such  a  vote  was 
taken  at  a  meeting  when  a  .quorum  was 
present.  But  this  statute  relates  only  to  the 
manner  of  voting,  and  does  not  touch  the 
questions  raised. 

A  majority  of  the  Council,  by  the  approval 
of  the  recoids  declaring  a  quorum  present, 
have  said  that  such  a  quorum  was  present. 
This  being  so,  and  the  vote  having  been 
taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  the  purpose  of  the  statute  has 
been  fulfilled. 

It  is  also  contended  thatO'Kane  could  not 
hold  over,  and  was  not  authorized  to  act  as 
Clerk  until  election  by  the  Council  of  1900. 
Without  discussing  the  merits  of  this  ques- 
tion, it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  he  was  de 
facto  Clerk,  and  was  recognized  as  such, 
and,  under  the  familiar  principles  of  law 
applicable  to  such  subjects,  his  acts  have  all 
the  force  of  a  Clerk  de  jure  until  they  are 
directly  impeached  by  a  proceeding  brought 
to  test  the  legality  of  his  office.  This  is  not 
such  a  proceeding,  for  it  is  aimed,  not  at  the 
legality  of  his  election,  but  at  that  of  an 
officer  claiming  to  have  been  elected  at  the 
meetings  in  which  he  was  acting  as  Clerk 
de  facto. 

No  public  purpose  can  be  served  by  this 
information.  A  clear  majority  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  has  expressed,  in  the  most  con- 
clusive way,  their  desire  that  the  respondent 
shall  continue  to  act  as  President  of  the 
Council.  There  is  no  other  claimant  to  the 
office  whose  rights  are  lost  by  failure  to  file 
this  information.  On  the  contrary,  I  assume 
that  even  in  case  the  information  should 
accomplish  its  purpose  of  ousting  the 
respondent,  he  would  immediately  be  re- 
elected. There  is  no  cloud  thrown  upon  the 
proceedings  of  the  Council  by  reason  of  his 
incumbency  of  the  office,  for  it  is  well  set- 
tled that  the  acts  of  an  officer  de  facto  are 
binding  and  effectual  until  he  is  ousted  by 
judgment  of  a  court  or  competent  jurisdic- 
tion. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  I  am  of  opinion 
that  it  is  my  duty  to  refuse  the  application.

ficates. Applicants  must  be  between  21  and 
50  years  of  age  and  tree  irom  any  serious 
disability.  It  will  not  be  necessary  for  appli- 
cants to  appear  at  any  place  for  examination. 

The  Commission  also  announces  the  fol- 
lowing examinations  to  be  held  in  this  and 
other  ci'ies  in  the  United  States  where  it  has 
a  Hoard  of  Examiners:

BOSTON    HARBOR. 


The  recent  annual  report  of  the  State  Board 
of  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners  is  of 
much  interest,  particularly  that  portion  of  it 
relating  to  Boston  Harbor,  in  which  previous 
statements  as  to  the  urgent  need  of  wider 
and  deeper  channels  from  the  Navy  Yard  to 
the  sea  are  reiterated.  Congress  has  already 
authorized  the  completion  of  a  channel  1,200 
feet  wide  and  30  feet  deep  through  Broad 
Sound  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $450,000,  but 
the  lowest  bid  for  the  contract,  so  far  re- 
ceived, is  in  excess  of  the  sum  appropriated 
for  the  work. 

It  is  now  recommended  that  35  feet  be  the 
minimum  depth  of  main  harbor  channels  and 
the  report  states  that  "  if  early  action  cannot 
be  had  by  Congress  on  this  matter  of  vital 
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importance  to  the  growing  commerce  of  this 
port,  then  it  naturally  becomes  a  question  of 
moment  to  be  considered  by  the  Legisla- 
ture." 

It  is  also  recommended  that  structures  be 
built  on  the  southerly  side  of  Bird  Island 
flats  in  order  to  provide  addilional  anchorage 
ground  for  vessels  awaiting  a  permanent 
berth  at  the  wharves. 


DEATH  OF  HON.  OLIVER  H.  DURRELL- 


The  death  of  Hon.  Oliver  H.  Dun-ell,  of 
the  firm  of  Brown,  Durrell  &  Co.  of  Boston, 
and  member  of  the  Governor's  Council  from 
the  Third  District,  occurred  at  his  home  in 
Cambridge,  Wednesday  evening,  January 
31,  1900. 

Mr.  Durrell  was  born  at  East  Cambridge 
about  fifty  years  ago.  He  was  one  of  Boston's 
foremost  business  men,  the  firm  of  which  he 
was  a  member  having  been  established  in 
1872,  and  enjoying  the  highest  reputation  in 
the  business  world. 

In  religious  and  charitable  affairs,  Mr. 
Durrell  was  especially  prominent.  He  had 
but  recently  resigned  as  President  of  the 
Cambridge  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  with  which  he  had 
been  connected  for  many  years.  It  was 
mainly  through  his  efforts  that  the  new 
building  of  the  Association  was  erected  two 
years  ago  at  a  cost  of  $150,000. 

At  the  State  election  of  1899  Mr.  Durrell 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Governor's 
Council  from  the  Third  District.

The  following  bills  and  resolves  concern- 
ing the  City  of  Boston  have  been  introduced 
in  the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  and  have 
been  referred  to  appropriate  committees: 

In  the  Senate. 

Senate  Bill  No.  36  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Edgar  I.  Aldrich  and  others,  for 
legislation  authorizing  the  City  of  Boston  to 
borrow  money  beyond  the  debt  limit,  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  additional  school 
accommodations  in  said  city;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to 
Incur  Indebtedness  Beyond  its  Debt  Limit 
for  the  Purpose  of  Building  and  Furnish- 
ing Additional  School-houses  and  Taking 
Land  Therefor. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  to  pay  the  expenses  of  building  and 
furnishing  of  additional  school-houses  in 
said  city,  and  of  taking  land  therefor,  shall 
from  time  to  time,  on  the  request  of  the 
School  Committee  of  said  city,  issue  and 
sell  negotiable  bonds  of  said  city,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  $1,000,000  in  the 
year  1900,  and  $500,000  in  each  of  the  four 
following  years,  which  shall  all  be  outside 
of  the  debt  limit,  and  in  addition  to  the 
bonds  heretofore  authorized  to  be  issued  for 
similar  purposes.  The  proceeds  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  408  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1895. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  50  was  introduced  on  leave 
by  Senator  Ross,  of  Suffolk;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled:

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows:    ^^s^ 

Section  1.  Chapter  256  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1896,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "  members,"  in  the  first  line 
of  said  section,  the  words  —  and  call  substi- 
tutes who  have  received  the  pay  of  call 
members  —  so  that  said  section  "shall  read  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  All  call  members  and  call  sub- 
stitutes who  have  received  the  pay  of  call 
members  in  the  Boston  Fire  Department, 
who  have  served  three  or  more  successive 
years  iu  said  service,  shall  upon  application 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners  be  placed 
upon  the  eligible  list  for  appointment  as 
permanent  men,  without  any  further  ex- 
amination. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  may  at  his  dis- 
cretion appoint  such  men  on  the  permanent 
force  at  the  same  salary  as  the  permanent 
man  who  has  served  three  or  more  years  in 
said  service.

An  Act  to  Authorize   the  East  Boston  Dry 
Dock  Company  to  Extend  its  Marine  Rail- 
way Beyond  the  Harbor  Line  at  East  Bos- 
ton. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  East  Boston  Dry  Dock 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  extend, 
maintain  and  operate  its  marine  railway  for 
a  distance  not  exceeding  seventy-five  feet 
beyond  the  harbor  line  at  East  Boston,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  19  of  the 
Public  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  63  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  J.  C.  Bennett  and  others,  that  the 
State  Highway  Commission  may  be  author- 
ized  and   instructed   to  construct  a  certain 
portion  of  the  State  highway  known  as  the 
North  Shore  road;  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Metropolitan  Affairs.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Construction  of  a 
Portion  of  the  State  Highway  between  the 
City  of   Boston    and    the    City    of   Lynn, 
known  as  the  North  Shore  Road. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Massachusetts  Highway 
Commission     is     hereby     authorized     and 
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instructed  to  construct  in  the  year  1900  so 
much  of  the  State  highway  as  is  laid  out 
between  the  bridge  authorized  by  Chapter 
547  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1898  over  Saugus 
river,  between  the  City  of  Lynn  and  the 
Town  of  Revere  and  Commercial  street  in 
said  Lynn,  as  per  plans  made  by  said  State 
Highway  Commission,  on  file  in  the  City 
Clerk's  office  of  said  City  of  Lynn,  dated 
April  27,  1899,  and  August  24,.  1899. 

Sect.  2.  The  Massachusetts  Highway 
Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  expend 
a  sum  not  exceeding  $100,000  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  portion  of  said  State  high- 
way in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
existing  laws  relative  to  the  construction  of 
State  highways. 

Sect.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  meeting  ex- 
penses that  may  be  incurred  under  Section

general  is  authorized  to  proceed  in  the

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Section  3  of  Chapter  421  of 
the  Acts  of  1899  is  hereby  amended  by  in- 
serting in  the  seventh  line  thereof  after  the 
word  "  specified  "  the  following  —  a  petition 
for  the  assessment  of  damages  by  reason  of

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 


Senate  Bill  No.  76  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  John  H;  Colby  for  legislation  to  pro- 
vide for  the  laying  out  and  construction  of 
Carleton  street,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  taken 
from  the  files  of  last  year;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Laying  Out  and 

Construction  of  Carleton  street  in  the  City 

of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners of  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  may  lay  out  and 
order  the  construction  of  a  street  for  so 
much  of  the  distance  between  Yarmouth 
street  aud  Massachusetts  avenue  as  said 
Board  shall  deem  the  public  necessity  and 
convenience  require,  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  of  said  city,  or  such  officer  as  the 
Mayor  shall  designate  therefor,  shall  forth- 
with construct  said  street,  and  the  connec- 
tions and  intersections  of  other  streets  with 
the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  widths  and 
lines  as  so  laid  out  and  on  such  grades  and 
with  such  covering,  sidewalks,  edgestones 
and  other  particulars  of  construction  as  he 
shall  deem  proper. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Board  shall,  after  said  street 
shall  have  been  consti'ucted,  determine  the 
cost  incurred  in  such  laying  out  and  con- 
struction, including  the  expenses  of  taking 
land  and  all  other  doings  therefor,  and  shall 
assess  a  proportional  share  of  said  cost  upon 
the  real  estate,  whether  a  part  thereof  is 
taken  for  said  street  or  whether  situated  on 
said  street  or  otherwise,  which  said  Board 
shall  adjudge  receives  any  benefit  and  ad- 
vantage from  such  laying  out  and  construc- 
tion beyond  the  general  advantage  to  all 
real  estate  in  said  city  to  the  extent  of  the 
total  amount  of  such  adjudged  benefit  and 
advantage,  and  the  portion  of  said  expense 
not  so  paid  shall  be  borne  by  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Sect.  3.  Except  as  otherwise  specified 
herein,  Sections  2,  3,  5, 6,  7  and  8  of  Chapter 


51,  Public  Statutes,  shall  apply  to  said  laying 
out  and  construction,  and  to  such  assess- 
ments; but  in  determining  the  damages 
sustained  by  the  taking  of  any  part  of  an 
estate,  no  allowance  shall  be  made  by  way 
of  set  off  for  benefit  done  to  the  remainder 
of  such  estate. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  85  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  William  H.  Lott  for  legislation  rela- 
tive to  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  for  enlarging  their  powers;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Cities.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Street  Commissioners 

of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Street  Commissioners  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  continue  to  consti- 
tute a  board  to  be  known  as  the  Street  Com- 
missioners of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  they 
shall  hereafter  be  selected  from  the  two 
leading  political  parties  and  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  follows: 
One  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  and  thereafter,  as  said  terms  expire, 
one  Commissioner  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
term  of  three  years;  each  term  aforesaid 
shall  begin  with  the  first  day  of  May  of  the 
current  year,  and  the  term  of  each  Commis- 
sioner appointed  thereafter  shall  begin  with 
the  first  day  of  May  of  the  year  in  which  the 
term  of  the  Commissioner  whom  he  succeeds 
expires.  Every  Commissioner  shall  hold 
office  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  until 
his  successor  is  appointed  and  approved,  but 
may  be  removed  at  an}'  time  by  the  Mayor 
with  the  approval  of  the  Governor;  each 
Commissioner  shall  be  paid  a  salary,  the 
Chairman  at  the  rate  of  $7,500  per  annum, 
and  each  of  the  other  Commissioners  at  the 
rate  of  $6,000  per  annum,  to  be  paid  from 
the  treasury  of  said  city. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Board  shall  have  charge  of 
the  department  of  said  city  known  as  the 
Street  Laying-out  Department,  and  all  acts 
and  ordinances  relating  to  departments  of 
said  city  and  the  officers  and  employees 
thereof  shall,  so  far  as  applicable  and  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  apply  to  said 
Department  and  the  officers  and  employees 
thereof. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Street  Commissioners,  in 
addition  to  the  powers  which  they  now 
exercise,  shall  have  all  the  powers  relating 
to  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  of  the 
City  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen  or  Com- 
mon Council  of  said  city  relating  to  the  care 
of  streets  and  sewers,  the  placing  of  posts, 
wires,  pipes,  lamps,  signs  and  other  struc- 
tures in,  over,  under  or  projecting  into 
streets;  the  charge,  maintenance  and  care  of 
ferries,  bridges  and  public  buildings.  Said 
Board  shall  appoint  a  City  Engineer,  a 
Superintendent  of  Streets  and  other  em- 
ployees, define  their  duties  and  fix  their 
compensation. 

Senate  Bill  No.  87  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  William  H.  Lott,  for  legislation  to 
provide  for  the  selection  of  presiding  officers 
and  clerks  of  the  two  branches  of  the  city 
government  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  to 
provide   for   the   appointment   of   the   City 
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Clerk  of  said  city  by  the  Mayor;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled. 
An    Act   relative   to  the  Presiding  Officers 

and  Clerks  of  the  Common  Council  and  of 

the    Board    of  Aldermen   of   the  City  of 

Boston  and  to  the  City  Clerk  of  said  City. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Each  branch  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil of  the  City  of  Boston,  after  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  City  Government,  shall  by  vote 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  thereof 
choose  a  presiding  officer  to  serve  during  the 
yearensuiug  unless  otherwise  determined  by 
such  votes;  until  a  presiding  officer  is  so 
chosen  the  member  who  has  previously 
served  the  greatest  number  of  terms  in  such 
branch,  or  in  case  no  member  has  so  served, 
the  clerk  of  that  branch  shall  preside  and 
business  may  be  transacted  as  if  a  presiding 
officer  chosen  as  aforesaid  presided ;  and  if  a 
presiding  officer  shall  not  be  so  chosen  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  January  the  Mayor  shall 
on  said  fifteenth  day  designate  the  member 
who  shall  serve  as  presiding  officer  for  the 
year  and  appoint  all  committees  of  that 
branch  and  all  joint  committees  without  any 
confirmation  or  approval  being  required. 

Sect.  2.  Each  branch  of  the  City  Council 
shall  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  mem- 
bers thereof  choose  a  clerk,  who  shall  be 
sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  shall  serve  until  his  succes- 
sor is  elected  by  a  similar  vote  and  sworn. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Clerk  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Aldermen;  shall  have 
charge  of  the  City  Clerk  Department  and  all 
laws  relating  to  departments  of  said  city,  and 
the  officers  and  employees  thereof  shall,  so 
far  as  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  apply  to  the  City  Clerk  and  the  de- 
partment in  his  charge. 

Sect.  4.  If  the  City  Clerk  and  Assistant 
City  Clerk  are  for  any  cause  unable  to  act, 
the  Mayor  shall  appoint  a  City  Clerk  pro 
tempore,  to  serve  until  the  City  Clerk  or 
Assistant  City  Clerk  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  City  Clerk. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 


Senate  Bill  No.  89  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  H.  Innes  for  legislation  to 
provide  for  primary  elections  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Elec- 
tion Laws.  It  is  entitled: 
An   Act   to  Provide  for  Primary  Elections 

in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  asked  of  each 
citizen  applying  for  registration  as  a  voter  in 
the  City  of  Boston  hereafter  the  following 
question:  "  In  the  caucus  of  which  political 
party  do  you  desire  to  vote  ?  " 

The  answer  to  said  question  shall  be  re- 
corded. 

The  City  Committee  of  each  political  party, 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  in 
the  year  1900,  shall  forward  to  the  registrars 
of  voters  a  list  of  those  who  desire  to  partici- 
pate in  their  respective  party  primary  elec- 
tions. If  both  parties  shall  send  to  the 
Election  Commissioners  the  name  of  the 
same  voter,  no  designation  shall  be  placed 
against  the  name  of  said  person,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Any  person  against 
whose  name  no  designation  appears,  may  at 
any  time  within  ten  days  before  any  primary 


election  be  registered  as  a  voter  in  the  polit- 
ical party  of  his  choice. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Election  Com- 
missioners to  furnish  to  the  election  officers 
at  the  primary  elections,  hereinafter  provided 
for,  voting  lists  which  shall  contain  upon 
them  appropriate  designations  to  indicate  in 
which  party  primary  the  voter  desires  to  par- 
ticipate. Only  such  persons  so  registered 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  said  election,  and 
no  one  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  any  politi- 
cal party  other  than  that  in  which  he  is  reg- 
istered. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  participate  in  the 
selection  of  the  candidates  of  more  than  one 
political  party  during  the  same  calendar  year. 
Any  voter  may,  on  or  before  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember in  any  year,  appear  before  the  regis- 
trars and  request  that  the  designation  against 
his  name  be  changed,  and  such  change  shall 
thereupon  be  made,  and  shall  appear  upon 
the  voting  list  used  at  said  primary  elections. 

Sect.  3.  The  sixth  Tuesday  prior  to  every 
State  election  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  pri- 
mary election  day.  The  fourth  Tuesday  prior 
to  the  city  election  in  the  City  of  Boston  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  primary  election  day. 
All  candidates  now  nominated  and  all  dele- 
gates now  elected  by  any  political  party  at 
the  caucuses  now  provided  for  by  law  sh;ill 
be  elected  at  the  primary  elections  herein 
provided  for. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Election  Commissioners 
shall  prepare  ballots  to  be  used  at  said  elec- 
tion in  accordance  with  Section  117  of  Chap- 
ter 548  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1898,  except 
that  the  official  ballot  of  each  political  party 
shall  be  printed  upon  a  different  colored 
paper.  The  number  of  said  ballots  shall  be 
determined  as  now  provided  for  by  law. 
Voting  shall  proceed  in  the  several  voting 
precincts  of  each  ward  in  accordance  with 
the  methods  observed  at  elections,  except 
that  the  voter  shall  receive  only  the  official 
ballot  of  the  political  party  in  which  he  is 
registered  as  acting. 

Sect.  5.  The  ballots  cast  at  said  elections, 
and  the  returns  for  candidates  voted  for 
thereat  shall  be  returned  to  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  of  said  city  as 
ballots  and  returns  of  elections  in  said  city 
are  returned,  and  said  Board  shall  have  the 
same  power  and  perform  the  same  duties  in 
determining  the  results  of  elections  in 
the  several  precincts  of  said  city;  said 
Board  shall  place  on  the  official  ballot  the 
names  of  all  candidates  nominated  at  said 
primary  elections,  and  shall  send  to  each 
duly  elected  delegate  certificates  of  his  elec- 
tion which  are  now  provided  shall  be  sent 
to  said  delegates  by  the  clerk  of  any  caucus. 

Sect.  6.  In  case  of  a  failure  to  nominate 
in  any  district  by  reason  of  a  tie  vote,  or  of 
the  death  or  ineligibility  of  any  candidate 
only  as  aforesaid  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  the  City  Committee  of  such  political  party 
shall  forthwith  call  together  in  convention 
all  the  members  of  the  ward  committees  in 
the  wards  comprising  said  district.  Said 
chairman  and  secretary  shall  act  as  chairman 
and  secretary  respectively  of  the  convention 
but  shall  have  no  right  to  vote  by  virtue  of 
their  offices.  The  secretary  shall  call  the 
roll  of  the  convention  and  each  member 
shall  rise  and  announce  for  whom  he  votes. 
The  candidate  receiving  the  majority  of  all 
the  votes  so  cast  shall  be  declared  the  nom- 
inee of  the  party  for  that  district,  and  the 
chairman  and  secretary  of  the  convention 


shall  forthwith  certify  the  fact  to  the  Board 
of  Election  Commissioners,  who  shall  place 
his  name  upon  the  official  ballots. 

Sect.  7.  The  election  officers  appointed 
by  the  Election  Commissioners  to  serve  at 
elections  shall  act  at  said  primary  elections, 
and  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
which  they  receive  for  acting  at  an  election. 

Sect.  8.  The  polls  at  said  primary  elec- 
tions shall  be  opened  at  12  o'clock  noon, 
and  shall  close  at  8  o'clock  post  meridian. 

Sect.  9.  All  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
political  conventions,  nominations,  caucuses 
and  elections,  the  filing  of  nomination 
papers,  to  the  preparation  of  ballots  and  to 
the  votes  cast  at  elections  and  caucuses, 
applicable  to  and  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  those  shall  apply  to  the  primary 
elections  herewith  provided  for. 

Sect.  10.  Sections  127  and  128  of  Chapter 
548  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1898,  and  all 
other  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 


Senate  Bill  No.  110  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  T.  Witt  that,  in  the  event  of 
the  Commonwealth  consenting  to  the  lease 
of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company 
to  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company,  one  of  the  conditions 
of  such  lease  shall  be  the  abolition  of  cer- 
tain grade  crossings  in  East  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Railroads.  It  is  en- 
titled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Lease  of  the  Boston 

and  Albany  Railroad  Company  to  the  New 

York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 

Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  consent  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  the  lease  of  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad  Company  to  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  Com- 
pany is  on  the  express  condition  that  said 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company  shall  forthwith  remove  the 
tracks  of  said  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad 
Company  in  East  Boston,  between  Marginal 
and  Curtis  streets,  and  extend  them  from 
Curtis  street  substantially  to  or  near  the 
westerly  line  of  Wood  Island  park,  and 
thence,  keeping  westerly  or  westerly  and 
southerly  of  said  park,  on  either  the  easterly 
or  westerly  side  of  the  Boston,  Revere 
Beach  and  Lynn  Railroad,  to  its  tracks  on 
Marginal  street,  without  crossing  any  other 
railroad  tracks  or  any  highway  at  grade,  and 
laying  its  tracks  and  building  the  highways 
over  the  same  in  such  places  and  directions 
and  at  such  grades  as  the  present  commis- 
sioners on  the  East  Boston  grade  crossings 
appointed  by  the  Superior  Court  of  Suffolk 
County,  or  such  successors  thereof  as  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  court  to  fill  any  vacancy, 
may,  after  notice  and  hearing,  prescribe. 

Sect.  2.  All  general  acts  relating  to  the 
abolishing  of  grade  crossings  of  railroads  and 
highways  shall,  so  far  as  applicable  and  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  apply  to  the  carry- 
ing out  of  this  act  aud  the  proceedings  and 
report  of  said  commissioners,  and  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  prescriptions  and  findings  in 
said  report. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  115  accompanies  the  pe- 
tition  of    David    Greer  for   legislation    to 
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establish  a  public  market  and  public  forum 
iu  the  City  of  Boston;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It  is  entitled : 
An  Act  to  Establish  a  Public  Market   and 

Public  Forum  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  public 
market  and  public  forum  to  meet  the  wants 
of  said  city,  is  hereby  authorized  to  purchase 
such  land  in  the  territory  now  bounded  by 
Church  street,  Columbus  avenue  and  Berke- 
ley street  in  said  city,  as  he  may  deem 
necessaiy  for  such  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  To  meet  the  expenses  incurred 
under  this  act  the  City  Treasurer  of  said  city 
shall  from  time  to  time,  at  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,issue  to  the  total  amount  of  $5,000,000, 
notes,  bonds  or  scrip  of  said  city,  payable  at 
such  time,  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from 
their  date,  and  bearing  interest  at  such 
rates,  not  exceeding  4  per  cent,  per  annum, 
such  interest  being  payable  at' such  times  as 
shall  be  fixed  by  said  Treasurer;  and  such 
notes,  bonds  or  scrip  shall  not  be  reckoned 
in  estimating  the  legal  debt  limit  of  said  city. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  acceptance  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston. 


In  the  House  of   Representatives. 

House  Bill  No.  411  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  S.  Sullivan;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Street  Bailways.     It  is  enti- 
tled: 
An  Act  l-elative  to  the  Fares  charged  by  any 

Street  Railway  operating   in   the  City  of 

Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  fares  charged  by  any 
street  railway  company  operating  in  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  not,  on  week  days,  exceed 
three  cents  for  each  passenger  between  the 
hours  of  5  and  8  ante  meridian,  and  5  and  8 
post  meridian,  and  between  11  ante  meridian 
and  2  post  meridian. 

The  fares  for  children  on  week  days  shall 
not  exceed  three  cents  for  each  child  of 
school  age  who  is  a  member  of  some  school; 
and  for  the  use  of  such  children,  ten  tickets, 
or  a  ten-ride  ticket,  shall  be  sold  for  twenty- 
five  cents. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House     Resolutions    No.   417   were   pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Minton  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Federal  Relations.  They 
are  entitled: 
Resolutions  relative  to  an  Appropriation  by 

the  Congress  of  the  United  States  for  the 

Improvement  of  Boston  Harbor. 

Whereas,  Large  sums  of  money  have  been 
expended  by  the  Commonwealth  in  the 
development  of  a  system  of  docks  in  Boston 
harbor;  and 

Whereas,  To  obtain  the  full  benefit  of  the 
said  system  it  is  necessary  that  the  channel 
of  Boston  harbor  shall  be  widened  and  deep- 
ened; and 

Whereas,  This  improvement  would  be  of 
advantage  not  only  to  Boston  and  Massachu- 
setts but  also  to  all  New  England;  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  is  hereby  requested  to  appro- 
priate a  sum  sufficient  for  this  purpose;  and 
that  the    Senators   and   Representatives  in 


Congress  from  this  State  are  requested  to 
use  all  reasonable  endeavors  toward  this  end. 
Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions 
be  sent  to  the  Senate  and  to  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States,  and  to 
the  Senators  and  Representatives  from  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

House   Bill   No.  420  was   introduced   on 
leave  by  Mr.  Minton  of  Boston;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Manufactures.     It  is   en- 
titled: 
An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Price  of  Gas  in  the 

City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  gas  for  illuminating  or 
heating  purposes  shall  hereafter  be  sold  in 
the  City  of  Boston  at  a  price  exceeding  50 
cents  per  1,000  cubic  feet  of  gas. 

Sect.  2.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  and 
the  Superior  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  bill  brought  by  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners,  or  by  the 
Attorney-general,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  by  any  consumer  of  gas 
in  said  city. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or 
association  selling  gas  iu  violation  of  this 
act  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $100  nor  mere  than  $1,000  for  each 
offence. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  434  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Alden  G.  Alley;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Election  Laws.     It  is  entitled: 
An   Act   to   Further  Define  the  Duties   of 

Boards   of    Registrars    of    Voters    in   all 

Cities  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  every  city  in  the  Common- 
wealth, except  the  City  of  Boston,  there 
shall  be  a  board  of  four  Election  Commis- 
sioners. Said  Commissioners  shall  be  citizens 
and  voters  of  the  city  in  which  they  are  to 
serve.  The}'  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Board 
of  Aldermen.  Such  Election  Commissioners 
shall  take  the  place  of  the  present  election 
boards  known  as  registrars  of  voters. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Election  Commissioners 
shall  be  so  selected  that  each  of  the  two 
leading  political  parties  shall  have  equal  rep- 
resentation thereon,  and  one  member  shall 
annually  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May 
in  the  year  of  his  appointment. 

Sect.  3.  In  cities  where  the  City  Clerk 
is  now  a  member  of  the  board  of  registrars 
of  voters,  the  Mayor  shall  in  the  year  1900 
appoint  one  Election  Commissioner  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  and  one  Commissioner 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  each  year 
thereafter  one  Commissioner  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the 
conditions  provided  in  Section  2  of  this 
act. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Election  Commissioners 
shall  elect  their  own  chairman  and  clerk  and 
such  other  assistants  as  they  may  require. 

Sect.  5.  The  salaries  of  the  Commission- 
ers and  their  employees  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  6.  Said  Election  Commissioners 
shall  annually,  in  the  month  of  September, 


or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  appoint  as 
election  officers  for  each  voting  precinct  one 
warden,  one  deputy  warden,  one  clerk,  one 
deputy  clerk,  four  inspectors  and  four 
deputy  inspectors,  who  shall  be  qualified 
voters  in  the  ward  of  which  such  precinct 
forms  a  part.  They  may  in  like  manner  ap- 
point two  inspectors  and  two  deputy  inspect- 
ors in  addition. 

Sect.  7.  Such  election  officers  shall  be 
appointed  so  as  equally  to  represent  the  two 
leading  political  parties,  except  that  without 
disturbing  the  equal  representation  of  such 
parties  not  more  than  two  such  election 
officers  not  representing  either  of  them  may 
be  appointed.  The  warden  shall  be  of  a 
different  political  party  from  the  clerk,  and 
not  more  than  one-half  of  the  inspectors 
shall  be  of  the  same  political  party.  In 
each  case  the  principal  officer  and  his  deputy 
shall  be  of  the  same  political  party.  Every 
election  officer  shall  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
November  succeeding  his  appointment,  and 
until  his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified, 
or  until  his  removal.  An  election  officer 
may  be  removed  by  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  after  a  hearing  upon  written 
charges  of  incompetence  or  of  official  mis- 
conduct preferred  by  not  less  than  six  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  ward  in  which  the  officer 
is  appointed  to  act. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  as 
an  Election  Commissioner  who  holds  an 
office  by  election  or  appointment,  the  salary 
of  which  is  payable  from  the  city  treasury. 

Sect.  9.  Registrars  of  voters  serving  at 
the  time  this  act  is  adopted  shall  be  allowed 
to  serve  out  the  term  for  which  they  were 
appointed,  except  in  the  case  of  city  clerks. 

Sect.  10.  Said  Election  Commissioners 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  and  exercise 
such  other  rights  and  privileges  as  have 
hitherto  been  vested  in  the  registrars  of 
voters. 

Sect.  11.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  435  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Eben  Moody  Boynton;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Street  Railways.     It   is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Extend  the  Time  for  Building 

the  Boston,  Quincy  and  Fall  River  Bicycle 

Railway. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  16  of  Chapter  527  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1897,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  141  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1899,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  all 
of  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

Section  16.  All  rights  and  privileges 
granted  under  this  act  for  the  purpose  of 
building  a  railway  between  Boston  and  Fall 
River  shall  be  forfeited,  except  as  to  any  por- 
tion of  said  railway  built  if  twenty  miles  of 
said  railway  are  not  built  before  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  in  the  year  1901.  If 
twenty  miles  of  said  railway  shall  have  been 
built  before  said  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, then  all  rights  and  privileges  under  this 
act  shall  extend  until  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  in  the  year  1902  as  to  the  re- 
mainder of  the  route  between  Boston  and 
Fall  River. 
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Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  441  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Jonathan  B.  L.  Bartlett;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It 
is  entitled: 

An  Act  to  Require  the  Metropolitan  Park 
Commission  to  Rebuild  the  Bridge  over  the 
Neponset  River  between  Blue  Hills  Park- 
way in  the  Town  of  Milton  and  Mattapan 
Square  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Metropolitan  Park  Coin- 
mission,  created  by  Chapter  407  of  the  Acts 
of  1893,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  the 
boulevard  known  as  Blue  Hills  parkway  with 
Blue  Hill  avenue,  in  that  part  of  Boston 
known  as  Mattapan,  and  of  acquiring  and 
reconstructing  the  present  Mattapan  bridge 
over  the  Neponset  river  and  maintaining 
said  new  bridge,  is  hereby  further  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  the  full  extent  of  the 
Commonwealth's  power  of  eminent  domain, 
and  in  addition  to  all  other  provisions  of  laAV 
it  enabling  to  take  and  acquire  in  the  name 
and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Commonwealth  by 
the  exercise  hereunder  of  any  of  the  powers 
authorized  by  said  act  and  by  Chapter  288  of 
the  Acts  of  1894  and  acts  in  addition  to  and 
amendment  of  said  acts,  all  the  right,  title 
and  interest  of  the  public  or  any  corporation 
or  individual  in,  to  or  concerning  land  and 
rights  in  land,  including  so  much  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  of  the  bed  and  waters  of  the 
Neponset  river  and  of  the  location  of  the 
railroad  compauy  near  by,  known  as  the  Old 
Colony  Railroad  Company,  leased  to  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road Company,  or  however  else  it  may  be 
designated, and  the  present  bridge  and  rights 
therein  between  said  Blue  Hills  parkway, 
within  the  Town  of  Milton,  and  said  Blue 
Hill  avenue  in  said  City  of  Boston;  provided, 
however,  that  said  Board  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  operation  of  said  railroad  company 
during  a  period  of  six  months  from  the  time 
of  taking  or  acquiring  any  portion  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Board  may  remove  the  pres- 
ent bridges  and  structures  over  said  river  or 
any  branch  thereof  between  the  portion  of 
said  parkway  already  constructed  and  said 
avenue,  and  may  build,  erect  and  maintain 
in  place  thereof  as  a  part  of  said  parkway 
such  suitable  bridges  or  other  structures  as 
it  may  deem  best  for  all  the  purposes  for 
which  said  parkway  and  said  avenue  and  said 
bridges  may  now  or  hereafter  be  legally  used, 
and  may  keep  the  same  in  repair  and  estab- 
lish such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  use  thereof  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  deem  necessary. 

Sect.  3.  If  any  portion  of  the  present  lo- 
cation and  property  of  any  railroad  company 
is  taken  hereunder,  said  railroad  company, 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  and  facilita- 
ting the  purposes  of  this  act  and  all  acts 
in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
112  of  the  Public  Statutes  and  of  all 
general  laws  then  in  force  relating  to  the 
fixing  of  the  route  of  railroads,  to  the  laying 
out  of  the  same,  and  the  taking  of  lands  and 
payment  of  damages  therefor,  to  take  and 
acquire  a  new  location  and  necessary  land 
and  rights  in  land  within  said  City  of  Boston 
and  not  a  part  of  the  lands  taken  or  acquired 
by  said  Commission  or  by  said  city  as  an  open 


space,  boulevard  or  public  street,  and  also  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  new  line 
of  railroad  in  place  of  the  portion  of  its  loca- 
tion and  railroad  taken  or  acquired  as  afore- 
said. 

Sect.  4.  The  Commonwealth  shall  com- 
pensate said  railroad  company  for  all  dam- 
ages sustained  and  expenses  incurred  by  it 
by  reason  of  any  acts  done  under  authority 
of  this  act,  the  same  to  be  determined  by 
agreement  between  said  company  and  said 
Board,  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  then  to 
be  determined  by  a  commission  of  three  dis- 
interested persons  to  be  appointed  by  the 
justice  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  or  by 
a  jury  in  the  Superior  Court  for  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  and  in  either  case  upon  petition 
of  any  interested  party. 

Sect.  5.  Said  Park  Commission  shall  have 
the  same  power  to  determine  the  value  of 
and  assess  upon  real  estate  the  amount  of 
betterments  accruing  to  said  real  estate  by 
reason  of  any  taking  by  it  hereunder  which 
is  conferred  upon  it  in  regard  to  takings  and 
under  said  acts  and  acts  in  addition  to  and 
amendment  of  said  acts. 

Sect.  6.  To  meet  expenses  incurred  under 
the  authority  of  this  act  the  Treasurer  and 
Receiver-general  shall  issue  scrip  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness,  or  bonds,  to  the 
amount  of  $75,000,  in  addition  to  the  Metro- 
politan Parks  Loan,  series  two.  The  sink- 
ing-fund already  established  bylaw  shall  also 
be  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  extinguish- 
ing scrip,  certificates  or  bonds  issued  under 
the  authority  of  this  act.

Said  scrip  or  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  or  bonds  shall  be 
issued  and  said  sinking-fund  assessed  and 
collected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  said  Chapter  288  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1894  and  of  Chapter  550  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1896,  and  of  Chapter  419  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1899. 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

The  County  Commissioners  of 
the  County  of  Norfolk  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  provide,  furnish  and  maintain  a  suit- 
able room  or  suitable  rooms  and  accommo- 


dations in  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  use  of 
the  Probate  Court  of  said  Norfolk  County, 
for  the  hearing  and  trial  of  such  contested 
cases  arising  in  said  court,  as  the  parties 
thereto  or  their  counsel  shall  desire  to  have 
heard  and  tried  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  478  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of    Eliza  M.   Newell;    referred   to   the 
Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Exempt  the  Estate  No.  13  Comp- 

ton  Street  in  the  City  of  Boston  from  the 

Operation  of  the  Building  Laws. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  parcel  of  land  with 
the  buildings  thereon,  situated  in  Boston, 
being  the  estate  numbered  13  Compton 
street,  formerly  Chapman  street,  bounded 
and  described  as  follows,  to  wit:  Southerly 
on  Compton  street  thirty  and  seventy-seven 
one-hundredihs  feet,  westerly  on  land*  now 
or  formerly  of  Slater  by  a  line  running 
through  the  middle  of  a  brick  partition  wall 
about  fifty-three  and  one  one-hundreth  feet, 
northerly  by  the  middle  line  of  a  four-foot 
passageway  thirty  and  ninety-eight  one- 
hundredths  feet,  and  easterly  on  land  of 
owners  unknown  and  land  formerly  of  Han- 
cock fifty-three  and  seventy-nine  one-hun- 
dredths  feet,  is  hereby  exempted  from  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  419  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1892,  and  of  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  additional  thereto,  and  relieved 
from  the  operation  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  495  accompanies  petition 
of  Nathaniel  B.  Knox;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Liquor  Law.     It  is  entitled: 
An    Act    to    Regulate    the  Distribution   of 

Licenses    for    the    Sale    of     Intoxicating 

Liquors  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  licenses  for  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  drinks  in  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  issued  and  take  effect  on  the  first 
day  of  May  in  each  year. 

Sect.  2.  Before  the  first  day  of  May  of 
each  year  the  Board  of  Police  Commission- 
ers of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  ascertain  from 
the  official  count  of  votes  for  and  against 
licensing  the  sale  of  iutoxicating  drinks  in 
Boston  at  the  last  preceding  election,  the 
wh'«le  number  of  votes  cast  in  each  ward  in 
favor  of  said  license,  providing  the  majority 
of  all  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  The  number  of  licenses  issued 
in  any  ward  shall  be  such  a  part  of  the 
whole  number  of  licenses  to  be  issued  in  the 
entire  city  as  the  number  of  votes  cast  in 
said  ward  in  favor  of  the  licensing  of  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  drinks  iu  the  City  of 
Boston  is  to  the  whole  number  of  votes  so 
cast  in  said  city;  provided,  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  petitions  for  license  have  been  pre- 
sented to,  and  are  satisfactory  to  said  Board. 
and  in  no  ward  shall  the  number  of  licenses 
issued  exceed  the  above  proportion. 

Sect.  4.  No  license  shall  be  issued  for  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  drinks  in  any  ward 
which  does  not  cast  1,000  or  more  votes  in 
favor  of  the  licensing  of  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating drinks  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
last  preceding  election. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.

House  Bill  No.  499  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Daniel  V.  Mclsaac;    referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.     It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to 

Incur   Indebtedness  Outside  of   its   Debt 

Limit  to   Erect  a  Municipal   Building  in 

South  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  municipal  building  in 
South  Boston,  to  provide  suitable  quarters 
for  the  municipal  court,  a  branch  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library,  a  ward-room,  and 
such  other  offices  and  quarters  as  may  be 
required  for  municipal  purposes,  may  incur 
indebtedness  from  time  to  time  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  $250,000  beyond  the  limit  of 
indebtedness  fixed  by  law  for  said  city,  and 
for  said  purpose  the  City  Treasurer  of  said 
city  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  Mayor  of  said  city  may  re- 
quest, bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness 
not  exceeding  said  amount,  to  bear  interest, 
payable  semi-aunually,  at  such  rates,  not 
exceeding  4  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  said  city.  Said  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  and 
disposed  of  in  such  amounts,  in  such  modes 
and  at  such  times  and  prices  as  the  City 
Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine.  The 
Sinking-fund  Commissioners  of  said  city 
shall,  upon  the  issue  of  any  of  the  said 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness,  estab- 
lish a  sinking-fund,  and  determine  the 
amount  to  be  paid  thereon  each  year,  so  that 
the  fund  shall  be  sufficient  with  its  accumu- 
lations to  extinguish  the  debt  at  maturity, 
and  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  shall  pay  to 
said  Commissioners  any  price  received  by 
the  city  in  the  negotiation  of  any  such  bonds 
or  certificates  <>f  indebtedness. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  515  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Daniel  V.  Mclsaac;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Railroads.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Extend  the  Time  for  Filing  Peti- 
tions for  the  Assessment  of  Damages  Ac- 
cruing from  the  Location  and  Construction 
of  Railroads  under  the  Provisions  of  the 
Act  to  Provide  for  a   Union  Station   for 
Passengers    on    Railroads    entering    the 
Southerly  Part  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  time  within  which  any 
party  suffering  damages  whose  land  is  not 
taken  may  file  his  petition  in  the  Superior 
Court  for  damages  accruing  from  a  change 
of  grade  occasioned  by  the  location  and  con- 
struction of  any  railroad  by  any  railroad 
company  other  than  the  Terminal  Company, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  516  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1896,  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion 23  of  said  chapter,  is  hereby  extended 
to  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  1900. 
But  interest  shall  not  be  reckoned  upon 
damages  in  such  cases  before  the  petition 
is  filed. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  516  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Edward  F.  Coolidge;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Street  Railways.  It  is  en- 
titled: 


An  Act  relative  to  the  Boston  and  Suburban 

Express  Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  3  of  Chapter  324  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1895  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the 
following:  Street  railway  companies  may 
furnish  to  said  corporation  power,  trackage 
and  other  necessary  facilities  for  transporting 
mails,  parcels  and  express  matter  over  their 
lines  —  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby 
authorized  to  carry  on  the  business  of  trans- 
porting merchandise,  freight,  express  mat- 
ter, and  the  United  States  mail,  and  to 
contract  with  individuals,  the  government 
<>f  the  United  States,  or  any  company  duly 
incorporated  within  this  Commonwealth,  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  on  said  business,  as 
aforesaid;  and  any  such  company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  contract  with  it  for  said  pur- 
pose. Street  railway  companies  may  furnish 
to  said  corporation  power,  trackage  and 
other  necessary  facilities  for  transporting 
mails,  parcels  and  express  matter  over  their 
lines. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  528  was  introduced  on  leave 
by  Mr.  Russell  of   Boston;    referred  to  the 
Committee    on  Metropolitan  Affairs.     It  is 
entitled: 
An   Act  to  Revise  the  Charter  of   the  City 

of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Children's,  Pauper,  Penal 
and  Institutions  Registration  Departments 
are  hereby  abolished,  and  in  their  stead  is 
created  a  Charities  and  Corrections  Depart- 
ment to  be  under  the  charge  and  control  of 
an  officer,  who  shall  be  styled  Charities  and 
Corrections  Commissioner. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Charities  and  Corrections 
Department  shall  include  the  institutions  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  County  of  Suffolk 
that  are  now  under  the  charge  and  control  of 
the  Children's,  Pauper  and  Penal  Institutions 
Department  and  said  Charities  and  Correc- 
tions Department  shall  have,  exercise  and 
perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  that  are 
now  had,  exercised  and  performed  by  the 
Children's,  Pauper,  Penal  and  Institutions 
Registration  Departments. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Charities  and  Corrections 
Department  shall  embrace  three  divisions,  as 
follows:  Charities  Division,  which  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  an  officer,  to  be  styled 
Assistant  Charities  Commissioner,  who  shall 
have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers 
and  duties  relating  to  the  poor  and  indigent 
of  said  city  that  are  now  vested  in  the  Boards 
of  Trustees  for  Children's  and  Pauper  In- 
stitutions Departments  of  said  city.  Cor- 
rections Division,  which  shall  be  under  the 
charge  of  an  officer,  to  be  styled  Assistant 
Corrections  Commissioner,  who  shall  have, 
exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and 
duties  relating  to  those  lawfully  confined, 
detained  or  cared  for,  except  such  as  are 
lawfully  committed  to,  or  detained  in,  in- 
stitutions established  for  the  care  and  custody 
of  the  insane,  to  wit:  Such  powers  and 
duties  as  are  now  had,  exercised  and  per- 
formed with  regard  to  subjects  for  correction 
by  the  Children's  and  Penal  Institutions 
Departments  of  said  city.  Registration  Di- 
vision, which  shall  be  under  an  officer,  to  be 
styled  Charities  and   Corrections  Registrar, 


who  shall  investigate  all  questions  relating  to 
the  settlement  of  paupers  and  insane  persons 
or  to  the  agency  for  discharged  prisoners,  or 
to  the  rights,  duties  or  liabilities  connected 
therewith,  and  report  thereon  to  the  divisions 
or  departments  interested  therein,  and  said 
Registrar  shall  perform  such  service  relating 
to  the  accounts  and  collection,  registration 
and  tabulation  of  statistics  relating  to  said 
divisions  or  departments  as  may  be  required 
of  it  by  the  Mayor,  or  by  the  officers  in 
charge  of  divisions  or  departments  interested 
thereto. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Charities  and  Corrections 
Commissioner  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  said  city  without  confirmation  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  for  a  term  of  three 
years,  at  an  annual  salary  of  $6,000,  or  such 
other  sum  as  the  City  Council  may  by  ordi- 
nance prescribe,  and  said  Commissioner 
shall  be  a  citizen  and  resident  of  Boston, 
and  shall  not  be  removed  during  his  term 
except  upon  proven  charges  at  a  full  hear- 
ing to  be  given  by  the  Mayor,  and  at  such 
hearing  said  Commissioner  shall  have  the 
right  to  be  present  and  to  be  represented  by 
counsel. 

Sect.  5.  Said  Charities  and  Corrections 
Commissioner  shall,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  appoint  the  two  assistants  and 
registrar,  designated  in  Section  3  aforesaid, 
and  a  secretary,  all  of  whom  must  be  citi- 
zens and  residents  of  Boston;  but  their 
appointment  shall  be  exempt  from  the  laws 
relating  to  Civil  Service  in  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  cities  and  towns  thereof. 

Sect.  6.  Said  Charities  and  Corrections 
Commissioner  shall  also,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  appoint  an  agent  who,  under 
the  direction  of  the  said  Commissioner, 
shall  make  in  open  market  all  purchases  of 
goods,  materials  and  supplies,  except  such 
as  are  not  annually  contracted  for,  as  are 
necessary  for  the  proper  equipment  and 
maintenance  of  the  Charities  and  Corrections 
Department;  and  such  agent  shall  not  be  re- 
moved except  upon  proven  charges  at  a  full 
hearing  to  be  given  by  the  Mavor,  and  at 
such  hearing  said  agent  shall  have  the  right 
to  be  present  and  to  be  represented  by  coun- 
sel. « 

Sect.  7.  Any  officers  or  employees  of  the 
Children's,  Pauper,  Penal  and  Institutions 
Registration  Departments,  whose  tenure  of 
office  may  be  affected  by'  this  act  or  the  car- 
rying out  thereof,  may  be  appointed  to 
similar  positions  in  said  city  at  any  time 
within  six  months  of  the  passage  of  this  act 
without  Civil  Service  examination  or  enrol- 
ment. 

Sect.  8.  No  veteran  holding  office  in  any 
of  said  departments,  or  who  shall  hold  office 
in  the  Charities  and  Corrections  Department, 
shall  be  removed  except  upon  proven  charges 
at  a  full  hearing  to  be  given  by  the  Mayor, 
and  at  such  hearing  the  veteran  shall  have 
the  right  to  be  present  and  to  be  represented 
by  counsel. 

Sect.  9.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed;  and-  all  ordinances  and 
parts  of  ordinances  of  said  city,  so  far  as 
they  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  are  hereby  annulled;  and  said 
City  Council  shall  not  appoint  any  officers  or 
pass  anyr  ordinances  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  10.  This  act,  so  far  as  it  provides 
for  the  appointment  of  officers  hereunder, 
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shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  but  it  shall 
take  full  effect  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1900. 


House   Bill,  No.    537    was   introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Pearce  of  Fitchburg;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs. 
It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Authorize  the  Taking  of  Down- 

ing's   Pond  and  Chandler's  Pond  by  the 

Metropolitan  Park  Commission. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Metropolitan 
Park  Commissioners  is  hereby  authorized  to 
take  by  purchase  or  otherwise  the  ponds 
known  as  Downing's  pond  and  Chandler's 
pond  and  lands  under  and  in  the  vicinity 
thereof  which  they  may  deem  suitable  for  a 
public  park,  situated  partly  in  the  Brighton 
district  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  partly  in 
the  City  of  Newton,  and,  if  they  deem 
proper,  to  fill  any  part  or  the  whole  of  either 
or  both  of  said  ponds,  and  to  hold  the  same 
as  a  part  of  the  Metropolitan  park  syslem. 

Sect.  2.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth, on  request  of  said  Board  of  Metro- 
politan Park  Commissioners,  approved  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  may  from  time  to 
lime  issue  and  sell  bonds  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  the  amount  of  $200,000  and  hold 
the  proceeds  thereof  to  pay  the  expenses  in- 
curred in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

House  Bill  No.  540  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Emerson,  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Probate  and  Insol- 
vency.    It  is  entitled: 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Disposition  of  Fees 
for   the   Solemnization   of    Marriages   re- 
ceived by  the  City  Registrar  or  Assistant 
City  Registrar  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  fees  received  by  the  City 
Registrar  or  Assistant  City  Registrar  of  the 
City  of  Boston  for  the  solemnization  of  mar- 
riages by  them  under  authority  of  Chapter 
387  of  the  Acts  of  1899  shall  be  paid  by  said 
City  Registrar  or  Assistant  City  Registrar 
into  the  treasury  of  said  city. 


•  House  Resolve  No.  545  accompanies  the 
petition   of   Woodbury   and    Leighton    and 
others;   referred  to  the  Committee  on  Cities. 
It  is  entitled: 
Resolve  relative  to  the   Building  known  as 

the  Westminster  Chambers  in  the  City  of 

Boston. 

Resolved,  That  the  building  known  as  the 
Westminster  Chambers,  situated  at  the  cor- 
ner of  St.  James  avenue  and  Trinity  place 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  on  land  described  in 
Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1898, 
may  be  maintained  at  the  height  at  which  it 
is  now  constructed;  provided,  that  the  same 
be  carried  to  no  greater  height. 


House  Bill  No.  551  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Frank  H.  Monks;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Harbors  and  Public  Lands. 
It  is  entitled: 

An  Act  to  Promote  the  Location  and  Con- 
struction of  Freight  Tracks  on  the  Com- 
monwealth Flats  in  South  Boston. 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Harbor  and 
Land  Commissioners  may  grant  locations  to 
any  railroad  company  authorized  to  do  busi- 
ness in  this  Commonwealth,  whether  now  or 
hereafter  organized,  for  tracks  to  be  used 
exclusively  for  freight  purposes,  upon,  along 
and  across  any  part  of  the  surface  of  the 
"  filled  Commonwealth  flats,"  so-called,  situ- 
ated in  that  part  of  Boston  called  South 
Boston,  including  any  portion  of  said  flats 
laid  out  as  streets,  but  not  accepted  as  such 
by  the  City  of  Boston.  And  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston  may  grant 
locations  for  such  tracks  upon,  along  and 
across  anjr  portion  of  said  flats  which  have 
been  accepted  as  streets  by  said  city.  And 
said  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners  and 
said  Board  of  Aldermen  may,  with  respect 
to  those  portions  of  said  tracks  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions,  impose  terms  and 
conditions  as  to  the  method  of  construction 
to  be  used  in  building  such  tracks,  the  sub- 
sequent maintenance  of  the  same,  the  extent 
to  which  and  the  time  during  which  freight 
cars  may  be  moved  thereon,  the  kind  of 
motive  power  to  be  used,  and  the  speed  at 
which  said  cars  may  be  moved  on  said  tracks, 
either  as  a  part  of  an  original  order  or  grant 
of  location  or  subsequently. 

Sect.  2.  Said  "  filled  Commonwealth 
flats,"  so-called,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act,  are  bounded  and  described  as  follows, 
namely: 

Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  northerly  cor- 
ner of  First  street  and  B  street  in  said  South 
Boston ;  thence  running  north-easterly  by  the 
north-westerly  line  of  said  B  street  to  the 
Harbor  Commissioners'  line;  thence  running 
easterly  and  south-easterly  by  said  Harbor 
Commissioners'  line  to  the  entrance  of  the 
channel  or  water-way  reserved  by  said  Board 
of  Harbor  and  Land  Commissioners  aud 
called  the  "  reserved  channel";  thence  run- 
ning westerly  and  south-westerly  by  the  line 
of  the  north-easterly  wall  of  said  reserved 
channel  and  south-westerly  by  the  north-east- 
erly line  of  E  street  to  the  easterly  corner  of 
First  street  and  E  street;  thence  running 
north-westerly  by  the  north-easterly  line  of 
said  First  street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Board  of  Harbor  and  Land 
Commissioners  shall  have  the  same  right  to 
revoke  the  location  of  said  tracks  in  those 
portions  of  said  territory  which  at  the  time 
of  said  revocation  have  not  been  accepted  as 
streets  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  Board 
of  Aldeimen  of  said  city  shall  have  the 
same  right  to  revoke  the  locations  of  said 
tracks  in  those  portions  of  said  territory 
which  at  the  time  of  said  revocation  have 
been  accepted  as  streets  by  said  city,  as  said 
Board  of  Aldermen  now  has  or  may  here- 
after have  with  respect  to  the  revocation  of 
locations  of  street  railway  tracks  in  said  city. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Board  of  Harbor  and  J. ami 
Commissioners  may,  if  they  deem  such  ac- 
tion for  the  interest  of  the  Commonwealth, 
for  a  nominal  or  such  other  consideration  as 
they  may  deem  reasonable  and  proper  under 
the  circumstances  of  each  case,  release,  for 
the  Commonwealth  and  its  assigns,  any  rail- 
road company  proposing  and  agreeing  to 
locate,  construct,  maintain  and  use  tracks  on 
said  Hats,  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  of 
and  from  any  and  all  liability  for  damages 
to  the  adjoining  land  by  reason  of  said 
location,  construction,  maintenance  and  use 
of  tracks. 


House  Bill  No.  561,  accompanies  the  pe- 
tition of  Thomas  J.  Lydon;  referred  to  the 
Committee   on    Metropolitan  Affairs.     It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Rebuild  Broadway  Bridge  in  the 

City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  Engineer  of  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  rebuild  Broadway  bridge,  so- 
called,  across  Fort  Point  channel  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  the  approaches  thereto,  with 
such  grades  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  2.  The  New  England  [Railroad 
Company  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said 
city,  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  cost 
of  said  rebuilding,  the  amount  which  it 
would  have  been  obliged  to  pay  in  for  raising 
said  bridge  in  the  manner  recently  author- 
ized by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city 
on  the  petition  of  said  railroad;  and  the  City 
Treasurer  of  said  city,  from  time  to  time, 
on  the  request  of  said  Mayor,  shall  issue 
bonds  of  said  city  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing $300,000  outside  of  the  debt  limit 
thereof,  and  hold  the  proceeds  to  pay  the 
the  expenses  incurred  therefor. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  acceptance  by  the  City  Council. 


House  Bill  No.  567  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of    Thomas  N.  Hart;    referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An   Act   relative   to    the    Building   at    the 

Corner  of  St.  James  Avenue  and  Trinity 

Place  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  building  situated  at  the 
corner  of  St.  James  avenue  and  Trinity 
place  in  the  City  of  Boston,  near  Copley 
square  in  said  city,  may  be  maintained,  with 
walls  and  roofs,  at  the  height  at  which  they 
are  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act, 
anything  in  the  provisions  of  Chapter  452 
of  the  Acts  of  1898,  to  the  contrary,  notwith- 
standing. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  568  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Thomas  W.  Hinkley;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An    Act   to    Authorize   the  City  of  Boston 

to  pay  a  Sum  of  Money  to  the   Widow  of 

William  J.  Ryan. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc., as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  to  the  widow  of  William 
J.  Ryan,  late  lieutenant  of  Fire  Engine 
Company  No.  7,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
remainder  of  the  salary  to  which  lie  would 
have  been  entitled  had  he  lived  and  con- 
tinued to  perform  his  duties  as  such  lieu- 
tenant until  the  first  day  of  January  in  the 
year  1900. 

Sect  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

House  Bill  No.  576  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  the   Boston   Mutual   Lite  Insurance 
Company;    referred    to   the    Committee    on 
Insurance.     It  is  entitled: 
An    Act   to  Authorize    the    Boston    Mutual 

Life  Insurance  Company  to   establish   a 

Guaranty  Capital. 
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Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Mutual  Life  In- 
surance Company,  a  corporation  existing 
and  doing  business  under  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
establish  a  guaranty  capital  of  not  less 
than  $100,000,  nor  more  than  $200,000, 
divided  into  shares  of  $100  each,  which  shall 
be  invested  in  the  same  securities  in  which 
insurance  companies  are  now  required  by 
law  to  invest  their  capital. 

Sect.  2.  Each  shareholder  of  said  guar- 
anty capital  shall,  at  all  meetings  of  the 
corporation,  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  he  holds  not  in  excess  of  one-tenth  of 
said  capital. 

Sect.  3.  The  stockholders  of  (he  guaranty 
capital  shall  be  entitled  to  such  annual  divi- 
dends, not  exceeding  8  per  cent.,  payable 
from  the  net  surplus,  as  may  have  been 
agreed  upon  in  the  subscription  thereof. 
The  company  may  redeem  its  guaranty  capi- 
tal by  appropriation  of  net  surplus  for  that 
purpose  whenever  its  members  so  vote. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  579  accompanies  petition 
of  James  Burton  and  others;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Labor.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Hiring  of  Laborers 

by  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  in  the  carrying  on 
of  any  public  work  by  the  City  of  Boston  the 
said  city  engages  any  contractor  to  furnisb 
laborers  for  the  use  of  the  said  city  in  carry- 
ing on  said  work,  and  said  city  is  to  pay  to 
said  contractor  a  stipulated  sum  per  day  for 
the  use  of  each  of  said  laborers,  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  the  said  contractor  is  to  pay 
the  said  laborers  out  of  said  sum,  the  said 
contractor  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Clerk  of  said  City  of  Boston  a  written 
statement  under  oath,  subscribed  by  said 
contractor,  stating  the  number  of  men  so 
furnished  by  him,  the  rate  per  day  paid  to 
him  by  the  city  for  the  use  of  said  men,  and 
the  rate  of  wages  per  day  paid  by  him  to  the 
said  men. 

Sect.  2.  Any  contractor  who  fails  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  sec- 
tion, or  who  fails  to  pay  his  laborers  as  set 
forth  in  the  statement  filed  by  him  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100. 


House  Bill  No.  598  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  John  Humphrey;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  Kelative  to  the  Appointment  of  Pilots 

and     Pilot     Commissioners     for    Boston 

Harbor. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  2  of  Chapter  70  of  the 
Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  The  Governor,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council,  shall  appoint  a 
Commissioner  of  Pilots  for  the  harbor  of 
Boston,  who  shall  hold  office  for  three  years 
unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Governor. 

Sect.  2.  Section  3  of  said  chapter  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  3.  Said  Commissioner  shall  grant 
commissions  for  pilots  for  the  harbor  of  Bos- 
ton to  such  persons  as  he  may  deem  com- 
petent for  the  purpose.     He  may  suspend  or 


revoke  the  commission  of  any  pilot  upon  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  misconduct,  careless- 
ness or  neglect  of  duty.  He  shall  see  that 
the  laws  and  regulations  for  pilotage  within 
the  harbor  of  Boston  are  duly  observed  and 
executed,  shall  receive  and  hear  complaints 
by  and  against  pilots  for  the  harbor  of  Bos- 
ton and  shall  examine  into  and  decide  the 
same. 

Sect.  3.  Section  4  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  substituting:  Commissioner  — 
for  "  Commissioners  "  in  the  first  line  there- 
of. 

Sect.  4.  Section  5  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  by  substituting:  Commissioner  — 
for  "  Commissioners  "  in  the  second  line  and 
in  the  fourth  and  fifth  lines  thereof. 

Sect.  5.  Section  6  of  said  chapter  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  6.  Out  of  the  sums  so  paid  to  the 
Commissioner,  he  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation, together  with  such  allowance  for 
office  rent,  clerk-hire  and  incidental  ex- 
penses as  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and 
cousent  of  the  Council  shall  fix  and  the  sur- 
plus, if  any,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  Commonwealth. 


House  Bill  No.  606  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  the  Citizens'  Association  of  Boston; 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan 
Affairs.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  Additional  Subways 

in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Transit  Commis- 
sion may  construct  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
subway  or  subways  of  sufficient  size  for  two 
or  four  railway  tracks,  with  approaches, 
entrances,  sidings,  stations  and  connections 
therefor,  and  for  the  running  of  railway  cars 
thereon,  from  a  point  or  points  within  one 
thousand  feet  of  the  junction  of  Washing- 
ton street  and  Broadway  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, through  and  under  the  public  streets, 
and  through  and  under  other  public  and 
private  lands  easterly  of  the  existing  sub- 
way, to  a  point  or  points  within  Haymarket 
square,  or  wiihin  one  thousand  feet  fr  >m 
said  square;  and  said  Commission  may  in  its 
discretion  construct  said  subway  or  subwa>s 
with  special  reference  to  making  a  suitable 
connection  at  or  near  the  junction  of  Wash- 
ington street  and  Court  street,  or  at  such 
other  point  under  or  near  Court  street,  as  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Commission  may  be 
suitable  for  such  connection  with  the  sub- 
way from  Cambridge  street,  authorized  by 
Chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  and  also 
with  special  reference  to  the  connection  at 
some  suitable  point  with  the  tunnel  from 
East  Boston,  if  built;  and  said  Commission 
may  in  its  discretion  connect  said  subway  or 
subways  with  the  existing  subway  at  Hay- 
market  square,  or  at  such  other  point  as  the 
Commission  may  deem  suitable  for  such 
connection.  Said  Commission  is  authorized 
in  its  discretion  to  construct  said  subway  or 
subways  in  such  manner  as  to  permit,  by 
extension  thereof  or  otherwise,  a  suitable 
connection  between  said  subway  or  subways, 
or  between  the  existing  subway  and  the 
South  terminal  station,  or  with  surface  or 
elevated  railway  lines  adjacent  to  said 
station. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Commission  shall  not  begin 
the  work  of  constructing  any  of  said  sub- 
ways until  it  has  filed  in  the  office  of  the 


City  Engineer  of  said  city  a  plan  signed  by 
said  Commission  showing  the  route  or  loca- 
tion of  the  part  of  a  subway  which  it  pro- 
poses to  construct.  Any  such  plan  so  filed 
may  be  altered  at  any  time  by  a  new  plan 
signed  and  filed  in  like  manner. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Commission  may  locate  and 
construct  such  subways,  approaches,  tracks, 
sidings,  stations,  entrances  and  connections 
where  it  deems  best  within  the  limits  afore- 
said, and  may  place  the  entrances  to  the 
portions  of  said  subways  intended  for  one 
railway  at  points  along  the  aforesaid  routes 
distinct  and  different  from  the  entrances  to 
the  portions  intended  for  another  railway; 
and  shall  so  conduct  the  work  of  construc- 
tion that  all  streets  and  places  under  or  near, 
which  a  subway  is  constructed  shall  be  open 
for  traffic  between  8  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  6  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Commission  may  for  the 
purposes  of  this  act  use  public  ways  and 
lands  subject  to  the  limitations  herein  con- 
tained; may  take  for  the  City  of  Boston,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  in  fee,  any  lands,  in- 
cluding the  buildings  thereon,  which  said 
Commission  may  deem  necessary  for  said 
purposes;  may  take  for  said  city,  by  pur- 
chase or  otherwise,  easements  or  estates  or 
rights  in  lands,  including  the  right  to  go 
under  the  surface  thereof,  or  through  or 
under  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  thereon; 
and  any  such  taking  in  fee  or  otherwise  may 
be  made  whether  the  lands  taken  or  other- 
wise affected  are  held  under  or  by  title  de- 
rived under  eminent  domain  or  otherwise. 
A  taking  under  this  section  of  an  easement 
or  other  estate  or  right  in  a  given  parcel  of 
real  estate,  whether  such  parcel  consists  of 
unimproved  land  or  of  land  and  buildings, 
may  be  confined  to  a  portion  or  section 
of  such  parcel  fixed  by  horizontal  planes  of 
division,  below  or  above,  or  at  the  surface  of 
the  soil,  and  in  such  case  no  taking  need  be 
made  of  upper  or  lower  portions  or  sections 
except  of  such  easements  therein  as  said 
Commission  may  deem  necessary. 

Sect.  5.  Said  Commission,  to  make  any 
takiug  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  shall 
cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds 
for  the  County  of  Suffolk  a  description  of  the 
lands,  easements,  estates  or  rights  to  be 
taken,  as  certain  as  is  required  in  a  common 
conveyance  of  land,  with  a  statement  that 
the  same  are  taken  under  the  authority  of 
this  act,  which  description  and  statement 
shall  be  signed  by  said  Commission,  and  the 
lands,  easements,  estates  or  rights  described 
in  said  description  shall  upon  such  recording 
be  taken  for,  and  shall  vest  in,  said  city. 

Sect.  6.  Said  Commission  may  remove 
the  buildings  from  any  and  all  lauds  taken 
by  it,  and  may  sell  or  lease,  for  improvement 
or  otherwise,  any  part  of  or  estate  or  interest 
in  any  lands  or  rights  so  taken,  whenever  the 
same  shall  in  the  opinion  of  said  Commis- 
sion cease  to  be  required  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  and  the  proceeds  of  any  such  sale  or 
lease  made  before  the  expiration  of  two  years 
from  the  date  of  completion  of  the  construc- 
tion of  said  subway  may  be  credited  to  the 
subway  account.  Any  person  or  corporation 
acting  under  authority  of  this  act  may  enter 
into  and  upon  any  lands,  and  may  make 
surveys  and  examinations  and  place  and 
maintain  marks  therein,  and  may  do  all 
other  acts  thereon  incidental  to  such  sur- 
veys, examinations  and  placing  and  main- 
taining marks. 
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Sect.  7.  Said  Commission  may  agree  with 
any  person  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid,  as 
damages  sustained  by  him,  for  any  property 
taken  or  injured  by  said  Commission  under 
authority  of  this  act  or  of  any  act  in  amend- 
ment hereof,  and  if  any  such  person  cannot 
agree  with  said  Commission  as  to  the  dam- 
ages so  sustained,  such  damages  may  be  de- 
termined by  a  jury  in  the  Superior  Court  for 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  on  petition  therefor  of 
said  Commission  or  of  said  person  against 
said  city,  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said 
court  within  one  year  after  such  taking,  or 
the  property  is  so  injured,  and  judgment 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  determination  of 
such  jury,  and  costs  shall  be  taxed  and  ex- 
ecution issued  in  favor  of  the  prevailing  party 
as  in  civil  cases. 

Sect.  8.  Said  Commission  may,  on  or  be- 
fore the  completion  of  said  subways,  grant 
locations  for  tracks  to,  and  for  tracks  in,  said 
subways  to  be  used  by  any  street  or  elevated 
railway  company  or  companies.  Said  Com- 
mission shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  .Railroad  Commissioners,  fix  by 
contract  the  terms  and  conditions  and  rates 
of  compensation  for  the  locations  for  said 
tracks  in  any  of  said  subways,  and  for  the 
use  thereof  by  any  street  or  elevated  railway 
company  or  companies  during  a  term  of  years 
not  exceeding  twenty. 

Sect.  9.  Said  Commission  may,  if  it  deems 
expedient,  construct  any  portion  or  the 
whole  of  the  tracks  in  said  subway  or  sub- 
ways, and  may  electrically  or  otherwise  equip 
the  same,  and  may  in  the  name  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  enter  into 
contracts  with  any  surface  or  elevated  rail- 
way company  or  companies,  which  shall  be 
binding  upon  the  contracting  company  or 
companies  and  upon  the  city  and  its  officers 
and  boards,  for  locations  for  tracks  and  other 
rights  in  any  part  or  all  of  said  subway  or 
subways,  on  such  terms  and  conditions,  and 
containing  such  stipulations  and  provisions 
for  the  security  of  said  City  of  Boston, 
the  Commonwealth,  and  all  other  parties, 
including  such  contracting  company  or  com- 
panies, as  to  said  Commission  or  a  majority 
thereof  shall  seem  just  and  reasonable. 

Sect.  10.  Said  Commission  may  order 
to  be  removed  from  the  streets  of  said 
city  any  tracks  which  in  its  opinion  have 
been  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  construc- 
tion of  said  subway  or  subways,  and  which 
are  above  said  subway  or  subways,  or  within 
a  distance  of  500  feet  of  the  entrance  or  lo- 
cation of  said  subway  or  subways,  and  sur- 
face tracks  shall  not  be  laid  or  maintained  in 
that  part  of  any  street  from  which  said  Com- 
mission may  have  ordered  such  tracks  re- 
moved, as  herein  provided.  Said  Commis- 
sion may  order  the  temporary  removal  or 
relocation  of  any  surface  tracks  in  or  on  any 
land  or  way  through  or  under  or  near  which 
any  subway  or  railway  aforesaid  is  to  be 
built,  also  the  removal  or  relocation  of  any 
conduits,  pipes,  wires  or  poles  of  any  person 
or  corporation,  which  it  deems  to  interfere 
with  the  construction  or  operation  of  any 
such  subway  or  railway,  and  the  person  or 
corporation  owning  such  tracks  wires  or 
other  property  shall  comply  with  said  orders. 
Auy  person  or  corporation  using  or  author- 
ized by  law  to  use  wires  along  the  route 
of  any  such  subway  may  place  them 
therein  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms 
as    said    Commission    may    approve.     Said 


Commission  shall  also  designate  locations  in 
or  adjoining  said  subways  for  sewers,  gas- 
pipes,  water-pipes,  conduits  and  electric 
wires;  and  may  fix  the  terms  and  conditions 
and  rates  of  compensation  to  be  paid  for  such 
locations  and  the  use  thereof. 

Sect.  11.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  the  request 
of  said  Commission  issue  and  sell  at  public 
or  private  sale,  bonds,  registered  or  with  in- 
terest coupon  attached,  as  he  may  deem  best, 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  said  city,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  $6,000,000.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  designated  on  their  face, 
Rapid  Transit  Loan,  shall  be  for  the  term  of 
forty  years,  and  at  rates  of  interest  not  ex- 
ceeding 4  percent,  per  annum,  as  said  Treas- 
urer shall  determine,  payable  semi-annually. 
The  debt  incurred  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  be  included  in  determin- 
ing the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  said  city.  The 
proceeds  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  to  meet 
all  damages,  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  said 
Commission.  The  interest  on  the  debt  in- 
curred for  the  construction  of  the  subway  or 
any  part  thereof  shall  be  considered  as  part 
of  the  cost  of  the  construction  until  such  sub- 
way or  part  thereof  is  open  for  use. 

Sect.  12.  The  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Sinking-funds  for  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
establish  a  sinking-fund  for  the  payment  of 
the  bonds  issued  under  this  act.  All  premi- 
ums received  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds,  all 
moneys  or  securities  deposited  with  the 
Treasurer  of  said  city  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  forfeited  to  said  city  shall  be 
paid  into  said  sinking-fund.  All  rents,  per- 
centages or  other  annual  compensation  re- 
ceived from  any  person  or  corporation  for 
any  use  of  any  of  said  subways  or  adjacent 
locations  or  for  any  use  of  any  lands  or  rights 
taken  under  authority  of  this  act  shall  be  an- 
nually used  by  the  said  Treasurer,  first,  to 
meet  any  deficiency  in  the  sinking-fund  re- 
quirements for  said  bonds,  after  the  pay- 
ments hereinbefore  provided  for  have  been 
made;  second,  to  meet  the  interest  on  said 
bonds  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  as  a  part  of 
the  general  revenue  of  said  city  for  the  main- 
tenance of  its  public  parks. 

Sect.  13.  Said  Commission  may,  in  its 
discretion,  take  in  fee  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise such  lands  as  may  be  necessary  or  desir- 
able to  effect  a  connection  or  junction  with 
any  elevated  or  surface  railway  or  railways 
within  500  feet  of  the  location  of  said  subway 
or  subways  as  constructed  by  said  Commis- 
sion. 

Sect.  14.  The  term  of  office  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Boston  Transit  Commission  is 
hereby  extended  for  two  years  from  the  first 
day  of  July  in  the  year  1902.  The  powers, 
duties  and  compensation  of  said  Commission 
and  of  the  members  thereof  during  said  term 
of  two  years,  shall  be  the  same  as  are 
specified  and  provided  in  Chapter  548  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1894,  and  in  acts  in  amend- 
ment thereof  or  in  addition  thereto;  and  any 
vacancy  occurring  in  said  Commission  shall 
be  filled  in  the  manner  provided  in  said 
Chapter  548.  Said  compensation  and  the 
expenses  incurred  by  said  Commission  shall 
be  paid  as  provided  in  said  Chapter  548  and 
in  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition 
thereto. 

Sect.  15.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect 
unless  it  shall  be  accepted  by  a  majority  of 
the   voters   of  said  city,  voting  thereon  at 


some  special  election  called  by  the  Mayor  of 
said  city,  or  at  some  State  or  municipal  elec- 
tion designated  by  said  Mayor,  such  election 
to  be  held  during  the  year  1900,  provided 
that  said  Com  mission  may,  prior  to  said 
acceptance,  make  necessary  borings  and  do 
such  other  experimental  work  as  may  be 
reasonably  necessary  for  carrying  out  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  said  Commission 
may  apply  any  balance  of  appropriations  in 
their  hands,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  such 
work,  or  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  may  issue 
and  sell  bonds  as  provided  in  Section  11 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  such  work,  if  re- 
quested so  to  do  by  said  Commission. 


House  Resolve  No.  608  accompanies  the 
petition  of  James  E.  Leach;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Probate  and  Insolvency.     It 
is  entitled: 
Resolve   to   Confirm   the  Acts  of  James  E. 

Leach  as  a'  Justice  of  Peace. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  acts  of  James  E. 
Leach,  of  Boston,  as  justice  of  the  peace  be- 
tween the  tenth  day  of  November  in  the 
year  1899,  and  the  first  day  of  January  in 
the  year  1900,  are  hereby  confirmed  and 
made  valid. 

House  Bill  No.  621   accompanies  the  peti- 
tion  of  Francis  A.  Harris;  ref erred  to  the 
Committee  on  Counties.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  Expenses  of  Medical  Ex- 
aminers and  other  County  Officers. 
Beit  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  County  Commissioners  of 
the  several  counties,  and  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men of  the  City  of  Boston  acting  as  Counly 
Commissioners  for  the  County  of  Suffolk, 
may  authorize,  to  the  amount  stated  in  their 
votes,  the  payment  of  office  and  other  inci- 
dental expenses  incurrred  by  medical  ex- 
aminers, district  attorneys  and  other  county 
officers  in  performing  the  duties  of  their 
offices,  and  any  votes  heretofore  passed  au- 
thorizing the  payment  of  auy  such  ex- 
penses are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  622  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Richard  L.  Gay  ;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Election  Laws.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  Caucuses  in  the  City  of 

Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  but  one  caucus 
prior  to  the  Stale  election  and  one  caucus 
prior  to  the  city  election  in  each  year  iu  the 
City  of  Boston,  at  such  times  and  places  as 
shall  be  fixed  and  notified  by  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  of  said  city,  and 
such  caucuses  shall  be  for  all  political  parties, 
and  for  such  caucuses  nominations  shall  be 
made  and  ballots  for  each  such  party  pre- 
pared as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  cau- 
cuses in  said  city,  and  selection  and  appoint- 
ment of  officers  for  and  the  proceedings  at 
such  caucuses,  the  counting  of  ballots,  de- 
claring results,  and  preserving  and  recount- 
ing ballots  shall  be  the  same  as  now  provided 
by  law  for  elections  in  said  city,  and  all  laws 
relating  to  caucuses  and  elections  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  so  far  as  applicable,  not  inconsist- 
ent herewith,  shall  apply  to  caucuses  held 
under  this  act. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 
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House  Bill  No.  631  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Emerson  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Cities.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Pensioning  of  War 

Veterans  who  are  Members  of  the  Police 

Force  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Police  for  the 
City  of  Boston  shall,  at  his  own  request, 
retire  from  active  service  and  place  upon  a 
pension-roll  any  member  in  good  standing, 
of  the  Police  Department,  who  served  either 
as  soldier  or  sailor  in  the  War  of  the  Re- 
bellion and  received  an  honorable  discharge, 
provided  that  said  officer  has  arrived  at  the 
age  of  sixty  years,  or  has  had  twenty  years 
active  service  in  said  Department. 

Sect.  2.  The  amount  of  the  annual  pen- 
sion allowed  to  any  person  retired  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  one-half  of 
the  compensation  received  by  him  at  the 
time  of  such  retirement,  the  same  to  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  in 
addition  to  and  not  in  repeal  of  any  act  now 
in  force  relative  to  pensioning  members  of 
the  said  force. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
acceptance  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

House  Bill  No.  640  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  McNary  of  Boston;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It 
is  entitled: 

An  Act  to  Provide  for  Establishing  a  Play- 
ground to  Meet  the  Wants  of  Wards  15 
and  16  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Park  Commission- 
ers of  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  playground  to  meet  the  wants 
of  Wards  15  and  16  of  said  city,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  purchase,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  of  said  city,  land  for  a  playground 
embracing  some  533,900  square  feet,  more 
or  less,  bounded  northerly  by  Columbia  road, 
easterly  by  the  westerly  line  of  street,  now 
or  formerly  known  as  Atlantic  street  pro- 
duced across  Columbia  road;  southerly  by 
tide-flats  lands  owned  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  westerly  by  Columbia  road. 

Sect.  2.  To  meet  the  expenses  incurred 
under  this  act  the  City  Treasurer  of  said  city 
shall  from  time  to  time,  at  the  request  of  the 
Mayor,  issue  to  the  total  amount  cf  not  ex- 
ceeding $200,000,  notes,  bonds  or  scrip  of 
said  city,  payable  at  such  time,  not  exceeding 
thirty  years  from  their  date,  and  bearing  in- 
terest at  such  rates  not  exceeding  4  percent. 
per  annum,  and  such  interest  being  payable 
at  such  times  as  shall  be  fixed  by  said  Treas- 
urer; and  such  notes,  bonds  or  scrip  shall  be 
within  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  said  city. 
Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  acceptance  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

House   Bill  No.  654   was   introduced   on 
leave  by  Mr.  Michael  J.  Sullivan  of  Boston; 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 
It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Advertising  of  Legal 

Notices  in  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  City 

of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  notices  or  advertisements 
relating   to   contracts   or   other   matters  re- 


quired by  law  to  be  made  in  newspapers  by 
the  City  of  Boston,  or  the  officers  or  depart- 
ments thereof,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  so 
made  if  made  in  the  weekly  publication  of 
said  city,  entitled  The  City  Record. 

Sect.  2.  All  notices  required  by  law  or  by 
court  of  other  authority  to  be  advertised  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  the  County  of 
Suffolk  or  in  the  City  of  Boston,  or  printed 
therein,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  so  advertised 
if  advertised  in  said  publication. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  660  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  E.  Stratton;  referred  to  the 
Committee   on  Metropolitan    Affairs.     It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to 

Incur     Indebtedness    Outside    the    Debt 

Limit  for  the  purpose   of  Completing  its 

Public  Parks. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  complete 
the  public  parks  of  said  city,  other  than 
playgrounds;  and  to  pay  the  cost  thereof, 
including  payments  for  land,  the  Treasurer 
of  said  city  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  re- 
quest of  the  Mayor,  issue  bonds  of  the  city 
to  the  amount  of  $250,000.  Said  bonds 
shall  not  be  reckoned  in  determining  the 
debt  limit  of  said  city:  provided,  however, 
that  no  part  of  said  bonds  shall  be  used  for 
the  payment  of  land  not  already  taken  or 
purchased. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  668  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion   of   Thomas   Arthur;     referred   to    the 
Committee  on  Railroads.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Crossings  of  Rail- 
roads and  Public  Ways  in  East  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Commission  appointed  by 
the  Superior  Court  for  the  County  of  Suffolk 
upon  the  petition  of  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men of  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  390  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1899,  if  it  determine  that  the  public 
interests  require  the  abolition  of  the  grade 
crossings  or  any  of  them  referred  to  in  said 
act,  may  decide  that  the  tracks  of  the  rail- 
roads referred  to  in  said  act,  or  any  portion 
of  them  be  relocated,  the  existing  locations 
of  said  railroads  or  any  portion  of  them  be 
discontinued,  and  the  tracks  of  said  railroads 
or  either  of  them  or  any  part  of  them  relo- 
cated according  to  the  recommendations  and 
plans  submitted  by  the  State  Board  on  Docks 
and  Terminal  Facilities  appointed  under 
Chapter  291  of  the  Acts  of  1895,  or  in  such 
other  manner  as  said  Commission  may  decide. 
Sect.  2.  The  foregoing  provisions  shall 
be  considered  as  an  amendment  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  3  of  said  Chapter  390  of 
the  Acts  of  1899;  but  nothing  herein  shall 
affect  the  other  provisions  of  said  Chapter 
390. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  679  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion  of  B.   B.  Whittemore:  referred   to  the 
Committee  on  Education.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Establish  a  School-house  Depart- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston. 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  School-house  Depai'tment 
of  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  established, 
to  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board  of  three 
commissioners,  all  of  whom  shall  be  citizens 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  school-house  commissioners,  and  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  School  Committee  of 
said  city. 

During  the  current  year  one  of  said  com- 
missioners shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  beginning 
on  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  1900; 
and  hereafter  in  the  year  in  which  any  term 
shall  expire  a  commissioner  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  three  years,  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  of  ap- 
pointment. Any  vacancy  occurring  among 
said  commissioners  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment of  a  commissioner  as  aforesaid  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term. 

The  members  of  said  board  shall  each  re- 
ceive such  salary  as  said  city  may  by  ordi- 
nance provide. 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  266  of  the  Acts 
of  the  year  1885,  and  all  other  acts  relating 
to  the  departments  of  the  City  of  Boston  or 
the  officers  or  employees  thereof,  except  as 
otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  appli- 
cable to  said  departments  and  the  officers 
and  employees  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  school-house  commissioners 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
authority  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and 
limitations  now  held  by  or  imposed  upon  the 
School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston,  re- 
lating to  the  purchase,  design,  construction, 
erection,  alteration,  repair  and  furnishing  of 
all  school  buildings  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  the  procuring  by  purchase  or  otherwise 
of  lands  for  school  purposes;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  land  shall  be  purchased  or  taken 
for  school  purposes  except  upon  a  request  of 
the  School  Committee  designating  the  limits 
of  territory  within  which  the  land  is  to  be 
acquired;  and  provided,  further, that  no  new 
school-house  shall  be  constructed  and  no  ad- 
dition to  or  alteration  upon  any  existing 
school-house  shall  be  made  until  the  plans 
therefor  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
appointment  of  said  commissioners  shall 
take  effect  upon  its  passage,  and  for  all  other 
purposes  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day 
of  June,  1900.      

House  Bill  No.  688  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  A.  Neuert;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs.  It  is  en- 
titled: 

An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Creation  and  Dis- 
bursement of  a  Public   School  Janitors' 
Retirement  Fund  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  the  City  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  reserve  from  the  salary  of  each  jan- 
itor of  the  public  schools  of  said  City  of 
Boston  two  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  each 
monthly  payment  due  said  janitor,  in  each 
and  every  month  thereafter,  and  shall  pay 
over  said  sums  so  reserved  into  a  school  jan- 
itors' retirement  fund,  to  be  held  and  man- 
aged as  herein  provided.  Said  City  Treasurer 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  said  retirement  fund 
and    shall    make    payments    therefrom    as 
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ordered  from  time  to  time  by  the  board  of 
trustees  of  said  retirement  fund  herein  pro- 
vided for. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  con- 
sist of  five  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  jauitors  of  the  public  schools 
of  the  City  of  Boston  from  their  own  num- 
ber, in  the  following  manner:  In  the  month 
of  September,  1900,  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  all  the  school  janitors  then  in  the 
service  at  such  hour  and  place  as  he  shall 
designate,  for  the  election  of  three  trustees 
from  their  own  number,  one  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  one  to  serve  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  and  one  to  serve  for  the  term 
of  three  years.  Such  election  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast 
shall  in  each  case  be  necessary  for  an  elec- 
tion. Annually  thereafter  in  the  month  of 
September,  at  a  meeting  of  the  janitors  called 
by  the  board  of  trustees,  one  janitor  shall  be 
elected  in  the  same  manner  for  a  term  of 
three  years  as  trustee.  At  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  School  Committee  of  said  City  of  Bos- 
ton, in  September  of  each  year,  Ihe  President 
of  said  School  Committee  shall  designate  two 
members  of  said  Committee  to  serve  as  mem- 
bers of  the  said  b^ard  of  trustees  for  the  term 
of  one  year.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
in  the  board  of  trustees  so  constituted,  if  the 
vacancy  be  that  of  a  janitor  member  of  said 
board,  the  remaining  members  of  said  board 
may  fill  said  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term, 
but  if  the  vacancy  be  that  of  a  School  Com- 
mittee member  the  President  of  the  School 
Committee  shall  designate  a  member  of  that 
Committee  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  Said  board  may  organize  and 
adopt  rules  not  inconsistent  with  this  act. 

Sect.  3.  Said  board  of  trustees  may  receive 
and  manage  any  funds  given  it  by  gift,  contri- 
bution or  otherwise,  investing  the  same  or 
any  surplus  of  its  retirement  fund  at  any  time 
only  in  such  securities  as  savings  banks  are 
authorized  to  hold,  and  may  from  time  to 
time  pay  over  the  income  or  principal  thereof 
to  the  City  Treasurer  for  disbursement  as 
hereinafter  provided;  shall  receive  and  con- 
sider all  applications  for  annuities  under  this 
act,  and  shall  determine  the  amount  thereof 
and  order  payment  of  the  same;  shall  keep 
full  and  complete  records  of  its  receipts  and 
disbursements,  and  a  complete  list  of  annui- 
tants, and  shall  make  a  report  of  the  same 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  janitors  called 
by  the  board  in  September  of  each  year. 
All  necessary  and  proper  expenses  incurred 
by  said  board  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  said  retire- 
ment fund  by  the  City  Treasurer  on  requisi- 
tion of  said  board.  The  members  of  said 
board  shall  serve  without  compensation.  If 
at  any  time  any  member  of  said  board  shall 
cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  said  city  or  a  janitor  in  the  public 
schools  respectively,  his  or  her  membership 
in  said  board  shall  at  once  eud. 

Sect.  4.  The  City  Treasurer  upon  vote 
and  requisition  of  said  board  of  trustees 
shall  pay  out  of  said  retirement  fund,  in 
monthly  payments,  such  an  annuity  to  any 
janitor  who  shall  retire  or  be  discharged 
from  the  service  of  the  city,  as  the  fund  will 
allow,  and  said  board  of  trustees  shall  deter- 
mine said  annuity,  not  to  exceed  in  any  case 
one-half  of  the  salary  received  by  said  jani- 
tor at  the  time  of  said  retirement  or  dis- 
charge, provided  that  no  janitor  shall  receive 


such  annuity  unless  he  or  she  has  served  as 
janitor  of  a  Boston  public  school  for  at  least 
twenty-five  years,  or  shall  have  reached  the 
age  of  sixty-five  years  at  the  time  of  his  or 
her  retirement  or  discharge,  and  in  case  of 
such  retirement  or  discharge  after  reaching 
the  age  of  sixty-five  years,  shall  have  served 
at  least  ten  years  as  janitor  in  the  public 
schools,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  5.  Any  janitor  who  retires  or  is 
discharged  after  two  years  subsequent  to  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall,  upon  application 
to  said  board  of  trustees  within  three  months 
from  his  or  her  retirement  or  discharge,  pro- 
vided, he  or  she  has  been  a  public  school 
janitor  of  said  city  for  at  least  two  years 
previous  to  such  retirement  or  discharge, 
receive  from  said  retirement  fund  such  sum 
as  said  board  of  trustees  shall  determine  and 
order  to  be  paid  by  said  City  Treasurer,  but 
not  in  any  case  to  exceed  one-half  the 
amount  reserved  from  his  or  her  salary  by 
the  City  Treasurer  under  this  act. 

Sect.  6.  No  annuity  under  this  act  shall 
be  paid  to  any  janitor  who  retires  or  is  dis- 
charged within  two  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act.     ' 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  apply  to  all  janitors 
of  the  public  schools  of  the  City  of  Boston 
who  are  in  the  service  of  said  city  at  the 
time  of  its  enactmeut,  and  to  all  such  jani- 
tors as  enter  such  service  after  its  enactment. 

Sect  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

DEATH  OF  CAPT.  HORACE  M.  FORD. 


The  death  ex-Captain  Horace  M.  Ford,  of 
the  Police  Department,  occured  at  his  home 
25  Arnold  street,  on  Friday,  February  9,

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LEGISLATIVE    BILLS. 


The  following  bills  concerning  the  City  of 
Boston  have  been  introduced  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature,  and  have  been  referred 
to  appropriate  committees: 

In  the  House  of   Representatives. 

House  Bill  No.  217  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  George  W.  Johnson;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Mercantile  Affiairs:  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Johnson  Build- 
ings. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Sect.  1.  George  W.  Johnson,  Edward  C. 
Johnson,  Wolcott  H.  Johnson,  their  associ- 
ates and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corpo- 
ration by  the  name  of  Johnson  Buildings, 
for  the  purpose  of  holding,  managing,  im- 
proving and  leasing  the  real  estate  in  the 
City  of  Boston  on  Federal  street  and  on 
Summer  street  lately  belonging  to  Charlotte 
A.  Johnson,  deceased  and  by  her  last  will 
and  testament  devised  in  trust;  and  such 
other  real  estate  adjoining  or  near  to  the 
said  real  estate  lately  of  the  said  Charlotte 
A.  Johnson,  deceased  as  ihey  may  hereafter 
purchase,  and  of  performing  all  other  legal 
acts  which  may  be  necessary  for  accomplish- 
ing such  objects;  with  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  and  subject  to  the  duties,  liabilities 
and  conditions  set  forth  in  all  general  laws 
which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  in  force 
applicable  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  sell  or  mort- 
gage any  portions  or  the  whole  of  any  real 
estate  which  it  is  allowed  by  this  act  to  hold. 
Sect.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  not  exceed  $2,000,000.  The 
shares  shall  be  of  the  par  value  of  $100  each, 
and  no  shares  shall  be  issued  except  for  cash 
actually  paid  in  or  property  actually  con- 
veyed, and  the  value  of  such  properly  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Corporations. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House   Bill   No.  638    was  introduced    on 
leave  by  Mr.  McNary  of  Boston;  referred  to 
the  Committee  ou  Metropolitan  Affairs.     It 
is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  Parkways  in  the  City  of 

Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston,  acting  under 
the  provisions  of  Chapter  323  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1891  and  acts  in  amendment  thereof 
or  in  addition  thereto,  and  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  b'mds  and  certificates  authorized  to  be 
issued  for  laying  out,  locating  anew, altering, 
widening  and  constructing  highways  under 
said  provisions,  shall  locate  and  order  to  be 
cunsiructed,  over  public  ways  and  private 
lands,  the  way  connecting  Franklin  park  and 
Marine  park,  known  as  Columbia  road,  from 
Mercer  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  street 
now  or  formerly  known  as  Atlantic  street, 
pmduced  across  said  Columbia  road  at  a 
width  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  ten 
feet;  and  the  same  shall  be  constructed  under 
the  provisions  of  said  acts. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Board  may  designate  a  cer- 
tain part  or  parts  of  said  public  way  to  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 


missioners of  said  city  as  a  parkway,  and 
said  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  shall,  after 
the  construction  thereof,  have  the  charge 
and  control  of  such  parkway,  as  if  the  same 
had  been  placed  in  its  charge  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  300  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1893. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners, with  the  concurrence  of  said  Board 
of  Park  Commissioners  and  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  shall  specify  to  the  Treasurer  of 
said  city  the  amount  required  for  carrying 
out  so  much  of  the  order  of  said  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners  as  applies  to  the  part 
or  parts  of  said  way  to  be  used  as  a  parkway 
as  aforesaid ;  and  said  Treasurer  in  issuing 
said  bonds  and  certificates  shall  cause  the 
same  to  the  amount  so  specified,  to  be  desig- 
nated on  their  face  as  Public  Park  Loan,  and 
the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  expended  and 
deemed  arid  considered  as  expenditures  for 
public  park  purposes. 


House  Bill  No.  678  accompanies  the 
petition  of  Samuel  B.  Capen;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Education.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  School  Committee  of 

the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  City  of 
Boston  qualified  to  vote  for  its  School  Com- 
mittee shall,  at  the  annual  municipal  elec- 
tion in  the  year  1900,  elect  from  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  city  nine  persons,  either  men  or 
women,  to  constitute  the  School  Committee 
of  said  city;  the  three  persons  voted  for 
who  shall  have  received  the  largest  number 
of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years  beginning  with  the  first  Monday 
of  January  following:  the  three  persons  who 
shall  have  received  the  next  largest  number 
of  votes  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two 
years  beginning  with  said  day;  and  the 
three  persons  who  shall  have  received  the 
next  largest  number  of  votes  shall  hold  office 
for  the  term  of  one  year  beginning  with  said 
day;  in  case  two  or  more  persons  voted  for 
shall  have  received  an  equal  number  of 
votes,  those  who  are  the  seniors  by  age  shall, 
for  the  division  into  said  classes,  be  classified 
as  if  they  had  received  the  largest  number 
of  votes.  Thereafter  the  voters  qualified  to 
vote  for  School  Committee  shall,  at  the 
annual  municipal  election  in  each  year,  elect 
from  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  three  mem- 
bers of  the  School  Committee  for  the  term 
of  three  years,  in  place  of  those  whose  terms 
expire.  The  members  of  said  School  Com- 
mittee shall  serve  without  pay.  They  shall 
annually  meet  and  organize  on  the  first  Mon- 
dav  in  January.  The  unexpired  term  of 
office  of  every  member  of  the  existing  School 
Committee  shall  terminate  immediately  upon 
the  first  organization  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee herein  provided  for. 

Sect.  2.  The  School  Committee  provided 
for  in  this  act,  except  as  is  otherwise  pro- 
vided by,  or  is  consistent  with  this  act,  shall 
exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
now  exercised  and  performed  by  the  School 
Committee  of  said  city;  shall  succeed  to  said 
School  Committee's  corporate  lights  and 
duties,  and  shall  have  the  powers  and  dis- 
charge the  duties  which  may  hereafter  be 
imposed  by  law  upon  the  School  Committees 
of  cities  and  towns.  It  may  meet  at  such 
times  and  places  as  it  may  provide;  may, 
when   a  majority  of  all   the   members  are 


present,  hold  meetings  for  the  transaction  of 
business;  and  may  establish  such  school  dis- 
tricts as  are  deemed  necessary.  Said  School 
Committee  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the 
members  thereof  shall  elect  a  superintendent 
of  schools,  a  business  director,  an  auditing 
clerk,  a  secretary  and  a  messenger;  shall  fix 
their  compensation,  and  may  require  them 
to  perform  other  duties  in  addition  to  those 
required  of  them  by  this  act.  The  officers 
elected  by  the  School  Committee  as  herein 
provided  shall  continue  in  office  until  they 
resign  or  are  removed  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  all  the  members  of  the  School  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  The  superintendent  of  schools, 
the  assistant  superintendents  appointed  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  thirty  masters  or 
teachers,  or  such  larger  number  as  the 
School  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
provide,  elected  from  and  by  the  teachers  of 
the  public  schools  of  said  city,  not  including 
temporary  teachers,  shall  constitute  the 
school  faculty.  The  School  Committee  shall 
adopt  rules  for  the  election  of  the  faculty, 
so  that  every  grade  of  instruction  and  every 
school  that  does  not  fall  within  any  such 
grade  shall  be  represented.  The  school 
faculty  shall  serve  without  extra  compensa- 
tion, shall  consider  all  educational  subjects, 
including  such  as  are  disciplinary  and  sani- 
tary, and  shall  make  such  reports  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  School  Committee  as  the 
faculty  may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  4.  The  superintendent  of  schools 
shall  have  the  general  charge  and  super- 
vision of  the  teachers  and  teaching  and  of 
the  school  attendance  officers.  He  shall 
have  the  determination  of  the  courses  of 
s'udy,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  a  committee  of  five  appointed  by  him 
annually  from  the  school  faculty,  the 
selection  of  the  text-books  and  the  apparatus 
to  be  used  in  teaching.  He  shall  appoint 
six  assistant  superintendents  or  such  larger 
number,  and  such  number  of  directors, 
masters  and  teachers  and  school  attendance 
officers  as  the  School  Committee  shall  from 
lime  to  time  authorize.  He  may  promote 
teachers  and  may  dismiss  any  officer  or  teacher 
at  his  discretion;  provided,  however,  that  all 
such  appointments,  promotions  and  dis- 
missals shall  be  reported  to  the  School 
Committee,  and  shall  stand  as  final  unless 
disapproved  by  the  School  Committee  by  a 
majority  vote  of  all  the  members  thereof 
within  two  weeks  after  the  report  is  made; 
and  provided,  further,  that  no  teacher  or 
school  attendance  officer  shall  be  appointed 
until  after  examination  and  certification  by 
the  assistant  superintendents,  acting  as  a 
board.  The  superintendent  may  upon  the 
application  of  anv  person  for  a  certificate  as 
a  teacher,  and  ihe  examination  and  approval 
of  such  applicant  by  the  assistant  superin- 
tendents, acting  as  a  board,  issue  such 
certificate  to  the  applicant.  All  teachers 
employed  at  the  time  of  the  organization 
provided  for  in  this  act  shall  continue  in 
office  until  they  resisrn  or  are  removed  as 
herein  provided.  The  superintendent  of 
schools  may  be  present  and  speak,  lull  not 
vote,  at  all  meetings  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  its  Bub-commi  tees.  The  school 
attendance  officers  may  be  either  men  or 
women,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  the 
powers  and  duties  now  imposed  by  law, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  imposed  by  law, 
upon  truant  officers  or  school  attendance 
officers. 
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Sect.  5.  The  business  director,  under 
the  direction  of  the  School  Committee,  shall 
have  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  school 
buildings,  and  cause  them  to  be  kept  in  a 
clean  condition;  shall  purchase  all  supplies 
required  by  the  School  Committee,  the 
schools  or  the  officers  and  employees  elected 
by  the  School  Committee  or  appointed  by 
any  such  officer;  shall  have  the  appoint- 
ment, direction  and  removal  of  the  janitors, 
engineers  and  other  persons  whom  he  shall 
require  to  assist  him  in  performing  his 
duties;  provided,  however,  that  all  such 
appointments,  promotions  and  dismissals 
shall  be  reported  to  the  School  Committee, 
and  shall  stand  as  final  unless  disapproved 
by  the  School  Committee  by  a  majority  vote 
of  all  the  members  thereof  within  two  weeks 
after  the  report  is  made;  and,  provided, 
further,  that  the  principals  of  schools  be 
given  by  the  School  Committee  defined  rights 
in  the  supervision  of  jauitors  and  engineers. 
He  shall  not  expend  for  all  such  purposes  a 
greater  sum  than  shall  have  been  authorized 
in  gross  by  the  School  Committee.  The 
business  director  shall,  before  entering  upon 
his  duties,  give  a  bond  approved  by  said 
School  Committee,  for  a  sum  of  not  less  than 
$10,000,  with  sufficient  surety  or  sureties, 
running  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  condi- 
tioned to  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

Sect.  6.  The  auditing  clerk  shall  examine 
all  bills  contracted  under  authority  of  the 
School  Committee,  and,  if  found  to  be  in- 
curred under  such  authority  and  to  be  legal 
and  correct,  shall  appi-ove  them  and  lay 
them  before  the  Chairman  of  the  School 
Committee  for  his  approval,  and  thereafter 
deliver  them  into  the  City  Treasurer  for 
payment. 

Sect.  7.  The  assistant  superintendents 
shall  perform  their  duties  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  superintendent  of  schools.  They 
shall  have  charge,  under  his  direction,  of  all 
examinations  of  applicants  for  appointment 
as  teachers,  of  applicants  for  certificates  of 
qualification  as  teachers,  and  of  school  at- 
tendance officers. 

Sect.  8  Each  of  the  officers  elected  by 
the  School  Committee  may  appoint  such 
assistants  and  employees  as  the  School  Com- 
mittee may  from  time  to  time  authorize; 
and  such  officers  may,  except  as  herein  pro- 
vided, remove  such  appointees  at  pleasure. 

Sect.  9.  The  office  of  supervisor  of  schools 
in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  cease  to  exist 
upon  the  appointment  of  assistant  superin- 
tendents as  herein  provided. 


House  Bill  No.  689  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  John  C.  Cobb  and  others;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Mercantile  Affairs.     It 
is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  South  Bay  Wharf 

and  Warehouse  Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  John  C.  Cobb,  Charles  W. 
Leatherbee,  E.  Clarence  Hovey  and  Peter 
B.  Bradley,  their  associates  and  successors, 
are  hereby  made  a  corporation  under  the 
name  of  the  South  Bay  Wharf  and  Ware- 
house Company,  with  all  the  powers  and 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities  and  re- 
strictions which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
in  force  applicable  to  corporations  organized 
under  Chapters  105  and  106  of  the  Public 
Statutes. 


Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  is  authorized  to 
purchase,  hold,  lease,  sell  and  mortgage  real 
estate  in  the  City  of  Boston,  to  build  docks, 
wharves,  warehouses,  factories  and  other 
buildings  and  to  construct  driveways,  tracks 
and  lighters,  and  to  operate  any  of  the 
same;  to  receive  merchandise  and  freight 
for  shipment  by  transportation  companies, 
and  to  receive  freight  from  such  companies 
for  delivery  to  consignees. 

Sect.  3.  Said  corporation  shall  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  the  use  of  its  facilities  for 
receiving  and  delivering  merchandise  and 
freight  to  the  public  or  to  any  transporta- 
tion company  on  fair  and  reasonable  terms, 
and  any  transportation  company  which  can 
reasonably  join  with  it  in  giving  improved 
facilities  for  the  transportation  and  delivery 
of  merchandise  and  freight  to  the  public 
shall  so  join  on  fair  and  reasonable  terms. 

Sect.  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  $300,000,  divided  into 
shares  of  $100  each,  and  may  be  increased 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purposes  herein 
set  forth.  The  shares  shall  be  paid  for  in 
cash  at  par,  or  in  property  at  valuation 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Corpora- 
tions.

An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Construction  of 

Additional  Subways  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Subway  Commission  shall 
construct  new  and  enlarge  and  alter  the 
present  subways  and  may  take  by  right  of 
eminent  domain  such  land  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  construct  approaches,  stations  and 
entrances  to  the  additional  subways  herein 
provided  for,  and  also  all  lands  through  which 
the  new  subways  herein  described  or  the 
extensions  or  alterations  of  present  sub- 
ways may  pass,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and 
said  new  and  enlarged  subways  shall 
when  completed  be  leased  under  the  same 
conditions  as  the  system  now  being  opera- 
tive; provided  that  all  leases  of  all  subways 
shall  expire  upon  the  same  date;  and,  provi- 
ded, that  the  acts  of  the  Subway  Commission 
in  entering  upon,  altering  or  enlarging  the 
present  system  shall  not  constitute  a  breach 
of  contract,  but  the  damage  sustained  by 
lessee  may  be  fixed  by  and  upon  appeal  to  a 
court  of  equity. 

Sect.  2.  The  subway  connection  from  the 
East  Boston  tunnel  shall  extend  through 
Hanover  street  by  double  track  subway  to 
Washington  street,  thence  by  sub-sub- 
way across  Washington  street,  at  which 
point  the  northerly  and  west-bound  track 
shall  be  carried  to  the  location  of  the  present 
southerly  track  on  Hanover  street,  thence- to 
Scollay  square,  to  Brattle  street,  to  Washing- 
ton street  to  location  of  present  westerly 
track,  thence  to  sub-subway  and  connect 
with  east  bound  track  to  East  Boston  tunnel. 

Sect.  3.  The  present  westerly  south-bound 
track  at  Haymarket  square  shall  be  discon- 
tinued on  Washington  streeet  and  carried 
by  single-track  subway  through  Sudbury 
street  to  Court  street  connecting  with 
proposed   south-bound  track  through  Court 


street  from  Cambridge,  thence  through 
Scollay  square  to  and  connecting  with 
present  south-bound  track  on  Tremont 
street.  This  track  is  to  be  used  jointly 
by  elevated  trains  from  Charlestown 
and  Cambridge. 

Sect.  4.  The  cars  now  passing  up  Han- 
over street  and  around  Scollay  square  loop 
shall  be  continued  up  Washington  street  by 
way  of  present  middle  track  to  Cornhill  to 
Scollay  square,  to  Hanover  street  northerly 
track,  to  Washington  street  and  by  sub-sub- 
way to  and  connect  with  present  westerly 
north-bound  track.  The  north-bound  eleva- 
ted trains  to  Cambridge  shall  be  at  corner 
of  Tremont  street  and  Court  street,  switched 
to  this  north-bound  track  in  Scollay  square, 
leaving  at  corner  of  Hanover  street  and  pro- 
ceeding by  sub-subway  under  Sudbury  street 
track  to  and  through  Court  street  to  Cam- 
bridge. 

Sect.  5.  North-bound  cars  on  Huntington 
avenue  and  west-bound  on  Dartmouth 
street  shall  pass  through  St.  James  avenue 
to  incline  on  land  held  by  Providence  divi- 
sion of  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad,  thence  by  subway  to  Providence 
street,  to  Park  square,  to  Boylston  street,  to 
Tremont  street  and  by  sub-subway  loop  at 
or  near  Mason  street  returned  to  point  of 
beginning;  this  subway  shall  be  double- 
tracked  and  may  be  used  by  Berkeley  street 
cars  if  desired,  and  upon  its  completion  the 
surface  tracks  in  front  of  Public  Library 
and  also  those  diagonally  crossing  Copley 
square  shall  be  removed. 

Sect.  6.  The  level  below  surface  now  had 
in  sub-subway  at  corner  of  Tremont  and 
Boylston  streets  shall  be  maintained  through 
Tremont  street  and  deflecting  slightly  to 
avoid  present  sub-subway  at  corner  of 
Shawmut  avenue  and  Tremont  street,  this 
depressed  track  shall,  by  passing  under  pre- 
sent incline  from  Shawmut  avenue  side,  con- 
nect with  proposed  location  of  elevated  road 
and  be  used  by  south-bound  elevated  trains. 

The  north-bound  elevated  trains  will  pass 
to  the  eastward  of  this  track  until  the  loca- 
tion of  present  north-bound  track  is  reached, 
thence  upon  this  track  through  Tremont 
street,  and  in  no  case  shall  elevated  trains 
interfere  with  access  of  surface  cars  to  sub- 
way. 

Sect.  7  North-bouud  Tremont  street  and 
Shawmut  avenue  cars  shall  enter  subway  at 
Pleasant  street  and  pass  through  Tremont 
street  on  track  overhead  of  south-bound 
track  for  elevated  trains,  thence  to  Boylston 
street,  to  Boylston  place,  under  private  land, 
across  Eliot  street  through  Warrenton  street 
to  private  land  occupied  by  Children's  Mis- 
sion, to  and  through  present  sub-subway  on 
Tremont  street  and  returning  to  surface  at 
Pleasant  street. 

Sect.  8.  North-bound  cars  on  Washing- 
ton street  and  Broadway  extension  shall 
pass  into  a  subway  by  incline,  starting  at  a 
point  at  or  near  corner  of  Pine  and  Wash- 
ington street,  thence  under  Washington 
street,  to  Milk  street,  to  Post  Office  square, 
to  Congress  street,  to  State  street,  to  a  street 
east  of  Devonshire  street,  to  Adams  square, 
to  Washington  street  and  back  to  point  of 
beginning.  A  sufficient  footway  shall  be 
provided  through  and  under  Brattle  street  for 
the  use  of  passengers  desiring  to  change  to 
elevated  trains  for  Cambridge. 

Sect.  9.  The  corporation  leasing  the  sub- 
ways shall    provide    transfer  stations    and 
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furnish  checks  to  passengers  at  all  loops  and 
junctions,  the  system  of  such  transfers  and 
checks  to  be  subject  to  approval  of  Sub- 
way Commission  and  furnished  free  of 
charge. 

Sect.  10.  The  City  Treasurer  of  Boston 
shall  issue  bonds  under  the  same  conditions 
as  required  in  previous  subway  legislation, 
and  the  total  expenditure  under  this  act 
shall  not  exceed  $8,000,000. 

Sect.  11.  The  term  of  office  of  the  Sub- 
way Commission  is  hereby  extended,  to 
cease  on  the  first  day  of  Mav  in  the  year 
1905.

Section  1.  Section  2  of  Chapter  540  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1898  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "  said,"  in  line 
three  thereof,  the  words  —  boundary  roads 
or — and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  re- 
lating," in  line  four  thereof,  the  words  —  to 
said  parts  of  ways  and  —  also  by  insert- 
ing after  the  word  "  upon,"  in  line  six 
thereof,  the  words  —  lands  abutting  upon 
any  such  public  park,  parkway,  or  boulevard, 
or  any  of —  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  2.  Said  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  power  to  plant  trees,  place 
seats,  standpipes,  drinking  fountains,  and 
works  of  art  on  said  boundary  roads  or  parts 
of  ways,  and  may  establish  reasonable  rules 
and  regulations,  relating  to  said  boundarj' 
roads  or  parts  of  ways  and  to  the  displacing 
of  advertisements,  and  to  the  height  and 
character  of  fences  placed  upon  lands  abut- 
ting upon  any  such  public  park,  parkway,  or 
boulevard,  or  any  of  said  parts  of  ways,  as 
they  shall  deem  the  public  interests  require. 


House  Bill  No.  713  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Harvey  W.  Walker;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Probate  and  Insolvency.     It 
is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Abolish  Fees  for  Dog  Licenses  in 

the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  105  of  Chapter  102  of 
the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  the  first  sentence  thereof  the 
following  sentence:  In  the  City  of  Boston 
in  said  county  no  part  of  the  said  moneys 
received  for  licenses  shall  be  retained  to  the 
use  of  any  officer,  board  or  person  —  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Section  105.  In  the  County  of  Suffolk  all 
moneys  received  for  licenses  or  recovered  as 
fines  or  penalties  under  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  relating  to  dogs  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  city  or  town  in 
which  said  licenses  are  issued  or  said  fines 
or  penalties  recovered.  In  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton in  said  county  no  part  of  the  said  moneys 
received  for  licenses  shall  be  retained  to  the 
use  of  any  officer,  board  or  person.  All 
claims  for  damage  done  by  dogs  in  Suffolk 
County  shall  be  determined  by  appraisers  as 
specified  in  Section  98,  and,  when  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  Selectmen  of 
the  city  or  town  where   the    damage    was 


done,  shall  be  paid  in  full  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  January  of  each  year  by  the 
Treasurer  of  such  city  or  town,  if  the  gross 
amount  received  by  him  and  not  previously 
paid  out  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
relating  to  dogs  is  sufficient  therefor;  other- 
wise such  amount  shall  be  divided  pro  rata 
among  such  claimants  in  full  discharge  of 
their  claims. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

House  Bill  No.  726  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  William   S.   McNary;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Railroads.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  for  the  Purchase  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  the  Road,  Franchise,  Property, 
Rights'  and  Privileges  of  the  Boston  and 
Albauy  Railroad  Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Commonwealth  hereby 
purchases  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Rail- 
road Company  its  road,  and  all  its  franchise, 
property,  rights  and  privileges  pursuant  to 
the  right  reserved  to  the  Commonwealth  in 
Section  17  of  Chapter  270  of  the  Acts  of 
1867. 

Sect.  2.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
ascertain  the  amount  of  capital  paid  in  to 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company 
and  to  the  several  corporations  composing 
it,  the  times  of  the  payment  thereof  by  the 
stockholders  of  said  corporations,  respect- 
ively, and  the  amount  net  profit  thereon  of 
10  per  cent,  a  year  from  the  times  of  said 
payments,  and  to  report  the  same  to  the 
Governor  and  Council.  The  Governor  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  to  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  the 
sum  so  reported  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners to  be  due  in  accordance  with  said 
Section  17  of  Chapter  270  of  the  Acts  1867, 
or  any  sum  less  than  the  said  sum  so  found. 
If  the  said  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad 
Company  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  any  sum 
which  the  Governor  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council  shall  determine 
to  be  due  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act  the  Governor  shall  cause  to  be  filed  by 
the  Attorney-general  of  the  Commonwealth 
a  bill  or  information  setting  forth  the  terms 
of  this  act  and  the  proceedings  had  there- 
under, and  thereupon  the  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  determine  the  amount  to  be  paid 
by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  purchase 
herein  provided. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  said  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad 
Company  shall  have  been  determined  in 
accordance  with  Section  2  of  this  act,  the 
Treasurer  and  Receiver-general  shall  issue, 
on  request  of  the  Governor  and  Council, 
negotiable  bonds  in  the  name  and  behalf  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  under  its  seal  to  the 
amount  so  found  to  be  due  and  payable  to 
the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company, 
said  bonds  to  be  designated  on  the  face 
thereof  the  Boston  and  Albany  Loan.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith 
of  the  credit  of  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
countersigned  by  the  Governor,  shall  have 
the  principal  and  interest  made  payable 
thereon  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  or  its  equivalent,  shall  bear  interest 
semi-annually  on  the  first  days  of  January 
and  July  of  each  year,  shall  be  registered  or 


with  interest  coupons  attached,  shall  be  pay- 
able within  such  terms,  less  than  thirty  or 
more  than  forty  years,  and  shall  bear  such 
rates  of  interest,  not  exceeding  4  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  be  issued  and  disposed  of 
in  such  amounts  and  in  such  modes  and  at 
such  times  and  prices  as  the  Treasurer  and 
Receiver-general,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  shall  from  time  to  time  determine. 
Said  Treasurer  shall,  on  issuing  any  of  said 
bonds ,  establish  a  sinking-fund  and  determine 
the  amount  to  be  paid  thereto  each  year, 
sufficient,  with  its  accumulations,  to  extin- 
guish the  debt  at  maturity. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Treasurer  shall  apply  the 
proceeds  from  the  sales  of  said  bonds  to  the 
amount  found  due  and  payable  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  2  to  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad  Company,  or  to  such  agents 
as  said  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion may  by  the  vote  of  its  stockholders 
direct. 

Sect.  5.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners is  hereby  directed,  as  soon  as  may  be 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  and  before  pro- 
ceeding to  the  performance  of  the  duties 
provided  in  Section  2  of  this  act,  to  report 
to  the  Legislature  its  recommendation  for 
the  acceptance  by  the  State  of  the  delivery 
of  said  railroad  property  to  the  Common- 
wealth, and  its  suggestions  as  to  the  opera- 
tion or  further  conduct  of  the  business  of 
said  railroad. 

Sect.  6.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners and  the  Governor  and  Council  are 
hereby  authorized  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  imposed  by  this  act  to  employ  such 
clerks,  stenographers,  experts  or  other 
agents,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by 
this  act,  and  the  sum  of  $10,000  is  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  ex- 
penses so  incurred. 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect 
until  it  shall  be  accepted  by  a  majority  of 
the  voters  of  the  Commonwealth  voting 
thereon  at  the  election  of  State  officers  in 
the  year  1900.       

House  Bill  No.  729  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Henry  C.  Long;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Railroads.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Enlarge  the  Board  of  Railroad 

Commissioners  and  to  purchase  the  Boston 

and  Albany  Railroad. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Governor,  Attorney-gen- 
eral, Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the  Com- 
monwealth shall  hereafter  be  members  of 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  ex- 
officio,  and  said  Board  thus  enlarged  to  seven 
members  shall  take  control  over  and  have 
full  charge  of  all  the  interests  in  railroads 
and  railroad  property  of  every  nature  and 
description  now  belonging  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  hereafter  to  be 
acquired  by  it. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Board  shall  ascertain  as 
soon  as  possible  the  lowest  price  which  the 
Commonwealth  must  pay  to  secure  the  Bos- 
ton and  Albany  Railroad,  all  its  franchises, 
property,  rights  and  privileges  under  exist- 
ing laws  and  charters;  that  as  soon  as  said 
Board  ascertains  said  price,  and  providing 
said  price  is  not  greater  than  the  market 
value  of  said  railroad  on  January  1,  1900, 
said  Board  shall  issue  bonds,  payable  by  the 
Commonwealth  and  bearing  interest  not 
greater  than  3  per  cent.,  nor  running  more 
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than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue, 
for  the  full  amount  required  for  the  pur- 
chase of  said  railroad,  its  franchises,  prop- 
erty, rights  and  privileges  as  ascertained  by 
said  Board,  and  shall  sell  said  bonds  at  such 
times  and  in  such  amounts  as  said  Board 
may  deem  wise,  within  ninety  days  after  the 
issue  thereof,  and  shall  purchase  and  take 
possession  of  said  railroad,  all  of  its  fran- 
chises, property,  rights  and  privileges  within 
six  months  after  the  issue  of  said  bonds,  for 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts. 

Sect.  3.  After  the  purchase  of  said  rail- 
road by  the  Commonwealth  it  shall  be  main- 
tained and  operated  by  the  Commonwealth 
under  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners 
as  enlarged  by  this  act. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Board  shall  have  power  to 
make  contracts  covering  a  period  not 
greater  than  one  year,  but  it  shall  not  have 
power  to  make  any  exclusive  contracts  or 
grant  any  special  privileges  to  any  person  or 
corporation  or  combination  of  persons  or  cor- 
porations; to  make  rules  for  the  maintenance 
and  operation  of  said  railroad  and  for  the 
control  and  management  of  all  oiher  railroad 
interests  and  property  owned  by  the  Com- 
monwealth, and  to  do  all  other  things 
reasonably  necessary  to  the  successful  man- 
agement of  said  railroad,  interests  and  prop- 
erties. 

Sect.  5.  All  employees  acting  under  said 
Board  shall  be  engaged  and  work  under  the 
rules  of  the  Civil  Service  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Sect.  6.  The  income  from  said  railroad, 
interests  and  properties  shall  be  paid  into 
the  State  treasury,  and  all  payments  made 
by  said  Board  acting  in  its  official  capacity 
shall  be  made  by  orders  on  the  Suite  treas- 
ury signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of 
said  Board. 

Sect.  7.  Five  per  cent,  of  the  gross  re- 
ceipts of  said  railroad  shall  be  set  aside  as  a 
sinking-fund  to  pay  said  bonds  as  they  be- 
come due.  If  the  amount  of  the  sinking- 
fund  should  exceed  $5,000,000  all  in  excess 
of  that  amount  may  be  used  in  the  purchase 
of  bonds  issued  for  the  payment  of  said  road, 
at  such  a  price  as  may  be  of  advautage  to 
the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  8.  For  a  period  of  ten  years  from 
the  date  of  purchasing  said  railroad  one- 
third  of  the  net  annual  income  shall  be  de- 
voted to  the  upbuilding  of  the  commercial 
interests  of  the  State  in  such  way  as  the 
legislature  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

Sect.  9.  Said  Board  >hall  not  enter  into 
any  contract  with  any  person  or  corporation 
or  combination  of  persons  or  corporations  to 
carry  freight,  passengers  or  baggage  over 
said  railroad  in  any  capacity  unit  ss  said 
Board  fixes  a  maximum  rate  charge  which 
shall  not  be  exceeded,  and  reserves  the  right 
to  alter  said  rate  at  any  time  on  sixty  d<iys' 
notice,  and  to  regulate  the  movements  of  all 
engines  and  trains  upon  said  railroad. 

Sect.  10.  Said  Board  shall  make  a  full  re- 
port of  its  doings  to  the  Legislature  annually, 
together  with  such  recommendations  as  they 
deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the  people. 

Sect.  11.  All  existing  laws  in  conflict 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  to  Amend    Section   1   of   Chapter 
353  of  the  Acts  of  the  Year  1892,  relative 
to    Pensioning    Members    of    the    Police 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1  of  Chapter  353  of  the  Acts  of 
1892  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the 
words:  and  shall  at  his  own  request  retire 
from  such  service  and  place  upou  a  pension- 
roll  any  member  of  such  force  who  has  per- 
formed faithful  service  in  said  Department 
for  a  period  not  less  than  twenty-five  years, 
after  the  words,  "  age  of  sixty-five  years," 
in  line  eight  of  said  section,  so  that  the 
same  as  amended,  may  read: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Police  of  the 
City  of  Boston  may  at  his  own  request  retire 
from  active  service  and  place  upon  a  pension- 
roll  any  member  of  the  Police  Department 
who  has  performed  faithful  service  in  said 
Department  for  a  period  not  less  than  twenty 
years,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  said 
officer  is  incapacitated  for  useful  service  on 
said  force,  and  said  Board  shall  retire  from 
such  service  and  place  upon  a  pension-roll 
any  member  of  said  force  who  has  arrived 
at  the  age  of  sixt\-five  years,  and  shall  at 
his  own  request  retire  from  such  service  and 
place  upon  a  pension-roll  any  member  of 
such  force  who  has  performed  faithful  ser- 
vice in  said  Department  for  a  period  not  less 
than  twent)-five  years,  or  any  member  who 
shall  be  certified  to  said  Board  in  writing  by 
the  physician  to  the  Board  of  Health  of  said 
city,  as  being  permanently  incapacitated, 
either  mentally  or  physically,  by  injuries 
sustained  in  the  actual  performance  of  duty, 
from  further  performing  duty  as  such  mem- 
ber; provided,  however,  that  no  officer  shall 
be  retired  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
unless  such  action  is  approved  in  writing  by 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and,  pro- 
vided, that  soldiers  and  sailors  who  served 
during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  and  who 
have  received  an  honorable  discharge  shall 
not  be  retired  at  the  age  of  sixty-five  years 
except  at  their  own  request.

All  conveyances  in  which  the 
motive  power  is  gas,  naphtha,  steam  or 
electi icily  and  which  are  operated  in  the 
streets  of  the  City  of  Bo-ton  for  carrying 
passengers  or  freight  shall  be  provided  with 
a  fender. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

An  Act  relative  to  the  Election  of  Aldermen

Chapter  355  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  of 
1899  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in 
line  fourteen  of  said  Section  1  the  words, 
"  seven,  nine  and  thirteen,"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words — nine,  ten  and 
twelve  —  respectively:  by  striking  out  in 
line  sixteen  the  word  "  ten  "  and   inserting 


in  place  thereof  the  word  —  eighteen;  by 
striking  out  in  line  twenty-two  the  words 
"  twelve  and  eighteen,"  and  by  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  —  seven  and  thirteen

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Constables  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  hereafter  be  appointed  and  removed 
by  the  Board  of  Police  of  said  city  instead  of 
by  the  Mayor  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House   Bill   No.  756   was   introduced   on 
leave  by  Mr.  Harrington  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs. 
It  is  entitled: 
An   Act    relative    to    the   Appointment   of 

Street    Commissioners    of    the     City    of 

Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Street  Commissioners  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  be  selected  from  the  two  leading 
political  parties,  and  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  subject  after 
the  expiration  of  one  week  to  confirma- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city, 
one  to  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  one  to  be  appointed  for  the  term  of 
two  years,  and  one  to  be  appointed  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  each  term  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  of 
appointment.  Said  Board  shall  have  charge 
of  the  Street  Laying-out  Department  of 
said  city,  and  all  acts  and  ordinances  relat- 
ing to  officers,  boards  and  departments  of 
said  city  and  the  employees  thereof  shall, 
except  as  they  may  be  amended  or  repealed, 
so  far  as  applicable  and  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  apply  to  said  Commissioners  and 
the  department  under  their  charge  and  the 
employees  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House    Bill    No.  758    was   introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Burlen  of  Boston ;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions. 
It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Care  and  Support 

of  the  Insane  by  the  Commonwealth. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Commonwealth,  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  January  in  the.  year 
1902,  shall,  by  the  State  Board  of  Insanity, 
have  the  care,  control  and  treatment  of  all 
insane  persons  who  are  now  cared  for  by  the 
Commonwealth  or  by  any  city  or  town  in  the 
Commonwealth  or  any  board  or  officers 
thereof  or  who  may  hereafter  be  committed 
to  the  care  of  the  Commonwealth;  insane 
persons  may  hereafter  be  committed  to  the 
care  of  the  Commonwealth,  as  they  may  be 
committed  to  receptacles  for  the  insane; 
and  no  city  or  town  shall  hereafter  establish 
any  asylum  or  other  institution  for  the  care 
of  the  insane,  or  after  said  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary be  liable  for  the  board,  care,  treatment 
or  act  of  any  insane  person. 
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Sect.  2.  The  Commonwealth,  from  and 
after  said  first  day  of  January,  shall  own  in 
fee  the  land  and  buildings  now  owned  by 
the  Cily  of  Boston  in  the  West  Roxbury  dis- 
trict thereof  and  used  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane,  and  the  insane  persons 
now  cared  for  by  the  Insane  Hospital 
Trustees  of  said  city  shall  thereafter  be 
under  ihe  care,  control  and  treatment  of  the 
Commonwealih  by  said  State  Board  as  afore- 
said; said  Board  shall  forthwith  take  by 
purchase  or  otherwise  all  the  land  in  said 
West  Roxbury  district,  bounded  by  Blue 
Hill  avenue,  Canterbury  street,  Walk  Hill 
street,  and  a  line  fixed  by  said  State  Board 
on  or  near  Wellington  Hill;  shall  increase 
the  number  or  enlarge  the  buildings  used 
for  the  insane  on  said  land  so  that  they  will 
be  sufficient  to  care  for  all  insane  persons 
now  under  charge  of  said  Trustees  and  such 
others  as  said  Board  may  deem  desirable; 
shall  forthwith  take  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise a  tract  of  land  and  buildings  and  chat- 
tels thereon  suitable  for  farming  purposes  to 
contain  not  less  than  2,000  acres  and  to  be 
approved  by  ihe  Governor  and  Council; 
shall  establish  on  the  land  a  receptacle  for 
the  care,  control  and  treatment  of  the 
chronic  insane,  said  land  and  receptacle  to 
be  known  as  the  State  Insane  Colony;  and 
said  Board  may  take  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise the  whole  or  any  part  of,  or  the  use  of, 
any  lands  or  buildings  owned  by  any  city  or 
town  atid  used  for  the  care  or  treatment  of 
the  insane,  and  the  Commonwealth  shall 
own  in  fee  all  lands  and  parts  of  lands  taken 
as  aforesaid  other  than  those  the  use  of 
which  is  taken. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Board,  as  soon  as  may  be 
after  said  first  day  of  January,  shall  trans- 
fer and  remove  all  insane  persons  who  are 
cared  for  by  any  city  or  town  or  any  board 
or  officers  thereof,  to  the  State  hospitals, 
asylums,  insane  colony,  or  other  institution 
under  the  charge  of  said  Board  and  used 
solely  for  the  care  or  treatment  of  the 
iusane,  may  thereafter  transfer  and  remove 
such  insane  persons  from  one  such  institu- 
tion to  another,  and  may  place  at  board  any 
insane  person  who  is  dependent  upon  public 
charity. 

Sect.  4.  The  Governor,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  after  the 
Slate  Board  of  Insanity  shall  have  acquired 
the  land  for  said  colony,  shall  appoint  a 
board  to  be  known  as  Trustees  for  the  State 
Insane  Colony,  two  of  whom  may  be  women, 
one  trustee  to  be  appointed  for  the  term  of 
five  years,  two  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  two  for  the 
term  of  two  years  and  one  for  the  term  of 
one  year,  each  term  beginning  with  the  first 
Wednesday  of  February  in  the  year  of  ap- 
pointment, and  thereafter  Trustees  to  be 
appointed  as  said  terms  expire,  for  the  term 
of  five  years,  the  term  of  each  Trustee  be- 
ginning with  the  first  Wednesday  of  Febru- 
ary in  the  year  in  which  the  term  of  the 
Trustee  whom  he  is  to  succeed  expires. 
Any  Trustee  may,  by  the  Governor  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Council,  be  re- 
moved, or  a  new  Trustee  appointed  for  the 
balance  of  a  term  in  the  place  of  any 
Trustee,  or  to  fill  any  vacancy. 

Sect.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  obtain  plans 
of  such  buildings  as  they  deem  necessary 
for  said  coJony,  and  submit  the  plans  to  the 
Slate  Board  of  insanity  for  their  approval; 
shall  upon  the  approval  of  said  plans  by  said 


State  Board  construct  and  equip  the  build- 
ings; shall  have  the  charge  and  control  of 
said  colony  and  the  care,  control  and  treat- 
ment of  the  inmates  thereof  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  said  Slate  Board  of  Insanity; 
and  shall  appoint  a  Superintendent  who 
shall  be  a  physician,  and  such  other  officers 
and  assistants  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
define  their  duties  and  fix  their  compi-n-a- 
tiou,  and  may  remove  auy  of  ihem  at  pleas- 
ure; said  Trustees  for  the  time  beiug  sliall 
constitute  a  corporation  under  the  nanie  of 
Trustees  of  the  State  Insane  Coony;  said 
corporation  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties  applicable  to  such 
corporations;  shall  take  and  hold  real  and 
personal  property  given  for  the  benefit  of 
the  insane  to  the  Trustees  or  to  the  Com- 
monwealth or  to  any  institution  of  the 
Commonwealth;  shall  expend  the  property 
or  ihe  income  thereof  as  required  by  the 
giver,  or,  if  none  is  so  required,  for  such 
additional  laud  or  buildings  for  said  colony, 
or  such  other  things  for  the  care  of  the 
iusane,  as  the  Board  may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  6.  Said  State  Board,  to  make  any 
taking  as  aforesaid,  other  than  by  purchase, 
shall  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  for  the  county  and  district  within 
which  the  lands  are  situated  a  description 
thereof  with  a  statement  signed  by  said 
Board,  or  a  majority  thereof,  that  the  same 
are  taken  for  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
care  of  the  insane,  and  such  recording  shall 
constitute  the  taking;  said  Board  shall  cause 
to  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  for 
the  County  of  Suffolk  a  similar  statement  of 
the  lands  in  West  Roxbury  hereby  taken  for 
the  Commonwealth;  the  Commonwealth 
shall  pay  all  damages  sustaiued  by  any  city, 
town  or  person  by  such  takings,  the  same  to 
be  determined  by  agreement  or  arbitration 
by  said  Board  and  the  Mayor  of  the  city, 
Selectmen  of  the  town,  or  person,  owning  the 
properly,  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  shall  be 
determined  by  a  jury  at  the  bar  of  the 
Superior  Court  for  ihe  county  in  which  the 
lands  are  situated  as  damages  for  the  taking 
of  lands  for  highways  are  determined,  on 
petition  of  such  Mayor,  Selectmen  or  owner 
tiled  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  court 
within  one  year  after  such  taking  and  not 
afterward. 

Sect.  7.  Said  State  Board  of  Insanity 
may  expend  for  the  taking  of  land  for  said 
State  Insane  Colony  not  exceeding  $25,000; 
and  said  Trustees  of  the  State  Insane  Colony 
may  expend  for  erecting  buildings  and  for 
completing  and  furnishing  said  colony  not 
exceeding  $50,000,  and  said  sums  arc  hereby 
appropriated  for  said  purposes. 

Sect.  8.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  87  of 
the  Public  Statutes,  of  Chapter  433  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1898,  and  of  all  other 
general  or  special  acts  relating  to  the  insane 
or  institutions,  or  payment,  for  the  care  or 
treatment  of  the  insane  shall,  so  far  as  appli- 
cable and  not  inconsistent  herewith,  apply 
to  said  State  Board  and  said  Trustees  and  to 
the  institutions,  and  payment,  for  the  care 
aud  treatment  of  the  insane  by  the  Com- 
monwealth, provided  for  in  this  act. 


House  Bill  No.  775  accompanies  ihe  peti- 
tion of  E.  Mertain  Hatch:  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Election  Laws.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  Registration  of  Voters  in 

the  City  of  Boston. 


Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  44  of  Chapter  548  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1898  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

In  Boston  the  Election  Commissioners  shall 
enter  in  the  g<  neral  registers,  in  addition  to 
the  particulars  otherwise  required  in  this  act, 
the  facts  whether  the  voter  is  manied  or 
single,  the  residence  of  his  family,  the  per- 
son or  persons  with  whom  he  resided  on  the 
preceding  first  day  of  May  and  at  the  time 
of  registration.  Said  information  shall  be 
entered  in  the  general  registers  of  Boston  in 
columns  headed  "  Married  or  single,"  "  Resi- 
dence of  family,"  "  With  whom  residing  May- 
first,"  "  With  whom  residing  at  dale  of  regis- 
tration," and  the  headings  of  the  general 
registers  in  Boston,  and  the  blank  books  pro- 
vided for  the  Cily  of  Boston  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Commonwealth  under  this  section 
shall  be  arranged  accordingly  —  so  as  to  read 
as  follows: 

Section  44.  They  shall  keep  in  general 
registers  records  of  all  persons,  male  and 
female,  registered  as  qualified  to  vote  in  the 
city  or  town.  They  shall  enter  therein  the 
name  of  every  voter  written  in  full,  or  instead 
thereof  the  surname  and  first  Christian  name 
or  that  name  by  which  he  is  generally  known, 
written  in  full,  aud  the  initial  of  every  other 
name  which  he  may  have,  and  also  his  age, 
place  of  birth,  residence  on  the  preceding 
first  day  of  May,  or  at  the  time  of  becoming 
an  inhabitant  of  the  city  or  town  after  said 
day,  the  date  of  his  registration  and  his 
residence  at  such  date,  his  occupation  and 
the  place  thereof,  the  name  and  location  of 
the  court  which  has  issued  to  him  letters  of 
naturalization  and  the  date  thereof,  if  he  is  a 
naturalized  citizen,  and  any  other  particulars 
necessary  fully  to  identify  him. 

The  general  registers  shall  have  uniform 
headings  in  substantially  the  following  form, 
and  blank  books  suitable  for  the  purpose 
shall  be  provided  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  at  cost  to  registrars  applying 
for  them.

dingly.

Section  1.  Section  24  of  Chapter  548  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1898  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  of  said  section  the 
following: 

The  Commissioners  of  Prisons  of  Massa- 
chusetts, the  Penal  Institutions  Commis- 
sioner of  the  City  of  Boston,  the  Pauper 
Institutions  Trustees  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
the  Insane  Hospital  Trustees  of  the 
the  City  of  Boston,  ten  days  before  every 
State  election  and  ten  days  before  every 
city  election  in  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
transmit  to  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners of  Boston  the  names  of  all  persons 
then  confined  in  the  institutions  under  their 
charge,  respectively  committed  from  Boston 
in  the  County  of  Suffolk  within  one  year 
prior  thereto,  whose  term  of  confinement 
expires  after  the  date  of  such  election,  with 
the  last  known  residence  of  each  person  if 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  giving  ward, 
street  and  number.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  J.  Emery  Harriman,  jr.,  his 
associates  and  assigns  are  hereby  made  a 
corporation  by  the  name  of  the  First  Motor 
Vehicle  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing and  maintaining  in  the  City  of 
Boston  a  radial  elevator  tower;  and  author- 
izing the  said  corporation  to  carry  passengers 
by  means  of  motor  road  vehicles  to  and  from 
said  tower,  over  the  pier  at  Marine  park  and 
through  adjoining  parkways;  also  by  means 
of  elevators  or  otherwise,  convey  passengers 
to  the  top  of  the  tower;  and  authorizing  said 
company  to  maintain  an  amphitheatre,  an 
observatory,  and  places  for  refreshment, 
amusement,  games  and  entertainment;  and 
to  authorize  the  purchase  or  lease  from  the 
City  of  Boston  or  other  persons  or  corpora- 
tions, land,  buildings,  and  locations  neces- 
sary for  the  generation  of  power,  and  for 
such  other  purposes  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  equipment  and  maintenance  of  said 
business,  and  for  places  of  amusement, 
recreation  and  pleasure.

An  Act  relative  to  the  Water  Department  of 

the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets 
of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  establish  a  division 
of  his  Department  to  be  known  as  the  Water 
Division,  and  shall  appoint  a  deputy  super- 
intendent of  water  to  have  charge  of  such 
division,  as  other  deputy  superintendents  are 
appointed  by  him,  and  said  Superintendent 
of  Streets  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be 
subject  to  all  the  duties  now  imposed  by  law 
upon  the  Water  Commissioner  of  said  city 
and  may  require  said  deputy  superintendent 
of  water  to  perform  such  thereof  as  he  may 
deem  proper.  The  ordinances  of  said  city 
relating  to  the  Water  Department  shall  re- 
main in  force  until  amended  or  repealed, 
and  the  powers  therein  conferred  upon  the 
Water  Commissioner  shall  be  exercised  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sect.  2.  The  office  of  Water  Commis- 
sioner and  the  Water  Department  of  said 
city  are  hereby  abolished.

An    Act    relative   to   the   System   of  Play- 
grounds for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  Chapter  412  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1898,  as  amended  by 
Section  1  of  Chapter  279  of  the  Acts  of  1899, 
is  amended  by  striking  out  the  whole  of  said 
section,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  a  comprehensive  system 
of  playgrounds  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  dif- 
ferent parts  of  said  city,  is  hereby  authorized 
to  take  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  land  for 
playgrounds  in  such  different  locations,  not 
exceeding  twenty  in  number,  as  they  may 
deem  best  adapted  for  the  purpose.

The  Governor  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  Council  shall,  at  his  own  re- 
quest, retire  from  active  service  and  place 
upon  a  pension-roll  any  medical  examiner  of 
the  County  of  Suffolk  who  has  performed 
faithful  service  as  said  medical  examiner  for 
a  period  not  less  than  twenty-five  years. 

Sect.  2.  The  amount  of  the  annual  pen- 
sion allowed  to  any  person  retired  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  one-half  of  the 
amount  of  compensation  received  by  him  at 
the  time  of  such  retirement,  the  same  to  be 
paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  county. 

Sect.  3.  The  Governor  is  hereby  author- 
ized in  case  of  emergency  to  call  upon  any 
person  so  pensioned  for  temporary  service 
as  medical  examiner,  and  during  such  service 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  full  pay.

TO    THE    COMMON    COUNCIL. 


A  regular  meeting  of  the  Common  Council 
was  held  in  the  Council  Chamber,  City  Hall, 
on  Thursday,  February  8,  1900,  at  7.45 
P.M.,  President  Kiley  in  the  chair. 

The  following  message  from  the  Mayor 
was  received: 

Appropriations    and    Tax    Orders   for 
1900-1901. 

Office  of  the  Mayor, 

City  Hall,  February  8,  1900. 
To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council: 

Gentlemen:  Iu  submitting  the  annual 
budget,  I  express  satisfaction  that  the  subject 
of  estimates  and  appropriations  goes  to  the 
city  government  proper,  and  I  trust  that  good 
use  wilt  be  made  of  the  power  vested  in  you, 
vindicating  the  cause  of  popular  government. 
By  passing  the  annual  appropriation  at  a 
reasonably  earby  da}',  after  due  consideration, 
and  in  a  fair  spirit,  without  logrolling  and 
useless  contention,  the  City  Council  will 
commend  itself  to  public  opinion,  and  the 
expediency  of  restoring  a  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  will  be  avoided. 

At  best  the  City  Council  may  introduce 
petty  changes  in  the  bill  offered  herewith, 
the  amount  available  being  limited  by  law, 
and  imperatively  required  for  expenditures 
not  easily  reduced.  In  fact  the  reasonable 
requirements  of  the  public  service,  each  item 
justified  and  demanded  by  sound  policy, 
exceed  the  sum  available  for  distribution. 
Your  labor  will  not  consist  in  favoring  this 
or  that  department,  but  in  finding  out  which 
items  can  be  pared  down  with  the  least 
danger.  It  is  idle  to  think  that  the  sum  of 
$780,000   allotted    for    paving    approaches 
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requirements;  $1,780,000  would  be  nearer 
the  mark,  but  cannot  be  allowed  for  reasons 
of  law.  The  tax  limit  laid  down  by  the  law 
makes  a  just  appropriation  bill  impossible. 

Attention  is  invited  to  the  amounts  re- 
quired for  interest  and  sinking-fund.  The 
total  in  the  present  estimates  is  $5,245,135. 
The  requirements  of  the  Metropolitan  dis- 
tricts are  not  mentioned.  Treating  these  as 
a  debt  requirement,  which  seems  proper, 
perhaps,  and  adding  items  of  a  like  nature, 
especially  armory  and  grade-crossing  loans 
ordered  by  the  Commonwealth,  the  current 
financial  year  may  witness  an  expense  of 
fully  $6,000,000  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
interest  and  sinking-funds,  to  take  care  of 
what  we  owe  and  shall  certainly  pay.  Our 
water  debt  calls  for  $1,018,831.  In  addition 
we  pay  our  share,  to  say  the  least,  of  the 
Metropoliton  water  debt.  Last  year  this 
item  was  $411,861.54. 

I  conclude  that  Boston  cannot  live 
properly  within  the  tax  limit  laid  down  by 
the  law,  and  that  our  debt  has  reached  alarm- 
ing proportions.

Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily 
money  to  meet  the  appropriations  aforesaid, 
the  Citj'  Treasurer  issue  and  sell,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  may  deem 
best,  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness of  the  City  of  Boston,  not  exceed- 
ing $7,000,000  in  the  total,  in  anticipation 
of  the  taxes  of  the  current  municipal 
year;  that  all  such  bonds,  notes  or  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  be  dated  the  day  the 
money  for  the  same  is  received,  be  made 
payable  with  the  interest  there  m  at  the  office 
of  the  City  Treasurer  within  the  current  mu- 
nicipal year,  from  the  taxes  of  said  year, 
and  bear  interest  from  their  date  until  the 
same  are  made  payable  at  such  rate  as  said 
Treasurer  shall  deem  proper. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  City  Council,  and  all 
taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  pro- 
portion of  the  Slate  lax  of  the  year  1!)00,  or 
of  any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  October,  1900;  that  all  such 
taxes  paid  after  the  first  day  of  November, 
1900,  bear  interest  from  and  including  said 
day  until  paid,  at  the  rate  of  6  percent,  per 
annum  up  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1901, 
and  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  annum 
after  and  including  said  first  day  of  January, 
except  that  taxes  assessed  upon  shares  of 
stock  of  national  banks  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  12  per  cent,  per  annum  from  and 
including  said  first  day  of  November  until 
paid;  and  that  all  interest  which  shall  have 
become  due  on  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and 
be  a  part  of  such  taxes. 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Auditor,  from  time 
to  time,  during  the  year,  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mavor,  make  transfers  within 
'any  department  from  the  appropriation  for 
current  expenses  of  one  division  of  a  depart- 


ment to  the  appropriation  for  current  ex- 
penses of  any  other  division  of  the  same  de- 
parment;  and  may,  with  the  further  approval 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  make  transfers 
from  the  reserved  fund  to  any  appropriation 
for  current  expenses  of  a  department;  and 
that  said  Auditor  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  between  December  1,  1900,  and 
February  1,  1901,  make  transfers  from  any 
appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation,  and 
apply  any  of  the  income  aud  taxes  not  dis- 
posed of  in  closing  the  accounts  for  the  finan- 
cial year. 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  expenses 
payable  during  the  financial  year  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  February,  1900,  of  per- 
forming the  duties  and  exercising  the  powers 
devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or  by  vote 
of  the  City  Council  during  the  year,  upon 
the  City  of  Boston  or  the  County  of  Suffolk, 
or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof,  and  to 
meet  their  respective  obligations  for  interest 
on  debt,  sinking-fund  requirements  and  ma- 
turing debt  not  provided  for  by  sinking-fund, 
the  respective  sums  of  money  hereinafter 
specified  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  several  departments,  and  for 
the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  fur  Water 
Department,  current  expenses,  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  Stale  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895  and  acts 
in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for 
the  interest  and  sinking-fund  requirements 
for  loans  is-ued  for  water  purposes,  be  met 
by  the  income  from  said  works;  that  the 
other  appropriations  hereinafter  specified 
be  met  out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the 
treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  January 
31,  1900,  exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by 
loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements 
of  any  statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropri- 
ation, and  by  the  income  of  the  financial 
year  beginning  February  1,  1900,  and  by 
taxes  to  the  amount  of  $10,794,110,  and  that 
said  amount  be  raised  by  taxation  on  the 
polls  and  estates  taxable  in  the  City  of 
Boston.

Voted,  That  the  Board  confirm  the  action 
of  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds 
and  l he  Finance  Committee  in  authorizing 
the  work  on  the  coal  bunkers,  dynamo 
foundation  and  extra  valves,  for  the  new 
power-house  at  Long  Island. 

Voted,  That  the  action  of  the  Chairman, 
in  authorizing  the  Superintendent  to  enn-loy 
one  engineer  for  the  new  power-house  at 
Long  Island  for  one  week  be  confirmed. 

A  communication  from  the  Mayor,  under 
date  of  January  12,  was  read,  requesting 
that  wages  and  salaries  in  the  Pauper  De- 
partment be  established  at  the  same  rate 
which  obtained  previous  to  any  changes  made 
on  or  after  December  1,  1899.

The  Superintendent  suggested  that  a  boy  be 
hired  for  general  inside  work  at  the  Alms- 
house, to  assist  in  the  care  of  the  store-room, 
at  a  salary  of  about  $15  per  month. 

Voted,  That  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Charlestown  Almshouse  have  authority  to 
engage  a  boy  as  stated  above,  at  a  salary  of 
$15  per  month. 

The  Superintendent  of  Long  Island  came 
before  the  Board. 

In  order  that  there  should  be  no  delay  in 
the  appointment  of  any  physician  whom 
the  visiting  medical  staff  might  recommend, 
it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Long 
Island  be  authorized  to  engage  temporarily 
a  second  medical  assistant,  at  a  salary  of 
$40  per  month. 

The  Superintendent  reported  the  need  of 
one  additional  engineer  and  one  fireman,  or 
two  engineers,  at  Long  Island,  because  it  is 
now  necessary  to  run  the  steam  plant  in  the 
new  power-house  as  well  as  the  plant  in  the 
old  buildings.

Voted,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Long 
Island  have  authority  to  complete  these 
rooms  and  to  purchase  furniture  for  them  at 
an  expense  not  exceeding  $140. 

The  Superintendent  also  reported  that  it 
might  be  necessary  to  hire  from  three  to  five 
men  for  two  or  three  days  to  cut  ice. 

Voted,  That  the  Superintendent  of  Long 
Island  be  authorized  to  employ  temporary 
service  of  any  kind  for  a  period  not  exceeding 


one   week,  to  meet  the   needs  of  an  emer- 
gency.

The  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  have 
issued  the  following  notice  to  the  public: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Boston  Public  Library, 
recognizing  the  position  occupied  by  the 
institution  in  the  educational  system  of  the 
city,  and  desiring  to  render  the  Library  in

The  following  bills  concerning  the  City  of 
Boston  have  been  introduced  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature,  and  have  been  referred 
to  appropriate  committees: 

In  the  Senate. 

Senate  Bill  No.  6  accompanies  the  petition 
of  James  Means  and  others  that  they  may  be 
incorporated  as  the  Boston  and  Brockton 
Electric  Freight  Company;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Street  Railways.  It  is  enti- 
tled: 

An   Act    to    Incorporate    the    Boston    and 

Brockton  Electric  Freight  Company. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Means,  Moses  A.  Pack- 
ard, Charles  C.  Merritt,  William  H.  Mc- 
Klwain  and  James  J.  Dowd,  their  associates 
and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
under  the  name  of  the  Boston  and  Brockton 
Electric  Freight  Company,  for  the  purpose 
of  owning,  operating,  and  maintaining  freight 
cars  and  freight  motors,  and  of  the  trans- 
portation  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise 
over  certain  electric  railways  of  Massachu- 
setts. 

Sect.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  not  exceed  $150,000,  of  which 
sum  $25,000  iu  cash  shall  be  paid  into  the 


treasury  before  said  corporation  shall  begin 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Sect.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  cor- 
poration may  be  increased  from  time  to  time 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  re- 
quirements of  the  general  law  controlling  the 
issue  of  capital  stock  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
street  railway  corporations. 

Sect.  4.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  run  cars  and  motors  over  the  lines 
hereinafter  mentioned  during  such  hours  of 
each  day,  and  at  such  speed  as  may  be  au- 
thorized by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  or  Select- 
men of  the  cities  and  towns  through  which 
the  cars  pass,  and  such  Board  of  Aldermen 
and  Selectmen  shall  have  power  to  establish 
such  regulations  iu  reference  to  the  operation 
of  the  business  of  said  corporation  as  are 
provided  for  street  railways  by  Chapter  113 
of  the  Public  Statutes  so  far  as  they  apply  to 
said  corporation. 

Sect.  5.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
apply  to  the  following  line  of  street  railways: 
Beginning  at  the  most  northerly  end  of  At- 
lantic avenue  in  the  City  of  Boston,  thence 
by  the  shortest  line  of  street  railway  now 
constructed  to  Neponset  bridge,  thence  by 
the  line  of  the  Quincy  and  Boston  Street 
Railway  to  Holbrook,  thence  by  the  Brockton 
Street  Railway  to  Brockton,  and  thence 
through  said  Brockton  over  the  Main  street 
line  of  said  company  to  its  southern  terminus 
at  Campello. 

Sect.  6.  Said  corporation  may  for  the 
aforesaid  purposes  enter  into  hauling  con- 
tracts with  the  corporations  owning  the  street 
railways  herein  specified,  and  may  buy  the 
right  to  take  electricity  from  their  trolley 
wires;  but  in  case  of  a  disagreement  in  re- 
gard to  the  price  of  this  right  to  take  elec- 
tricity from  said  wires  there  shall  be  no 
appeal. 

If  the  price  cannot  be  agreed  upon,  said 
Boston  and  Brockton  Electric  Freight  Com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  to  use  independ- 
ent motors  and  motor  cars. 

Said  corporation  may,  within  its 
authorized  limits,  and  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act,  enter  upon  and  use  any  part  of  the 
tracks  of  any  street  railroad  within  the  limits 
defined  in  Ibis  act,  and  if  the  corporations 
cannot  agree  upon  the  manner  and  condi- 
tions of  such  entry  and  use,  or  the  compen- 
sation to  be  paid  therefor,  the  same  shall  be 
determined  in  the  same  manner  as  that  pro- 
vided for  street  railway  companies  by  the 
provisions  of  the  fiftieth  section  of  Chapter 
113  of  the  Public  Statutes. 

Sect.  8.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  make  and  collect  such  charges  for  the 
transportation  of  freight  as  it  may  from  time 
to  time  deem  expedient;  provided,  that  said 
charges  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the 
general  laws  covering   the  transportation  of 


freight  by  steam  railroads  so  far  as  the  same 
may  be  applicable  thereto. 

Sect.  9.  Said  corporation  shall  be  subject 
to  the  restrictions  and  liabilities  now  imposed 
upon  street  railway  companies  by  general 
law,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  thereto; 
and  shall  also  be  liable  to  any  or  all  of  the 
companies  over  whose  tracks  its  cars  are 
run,  for  any  damages  arising  through  the 
negligence  of  its  agents  or  servants,  or  for 
any  damages  to  the  property  of  any  or  all  of 
said  companies  arising  on  account  of  operat- 
ing said  freight  cars  and  motors  on  the  lines 
of  said  company  or  companies;  provided, 
that  in  cases  where  there  is  no  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  Boston  and  Brockton 
Electric  Freight  Company,  or  its  agents  or 
servants,  then  if  the  damages  cannot  be 
agreed  upon,  they  shall  be  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  after 
due  hearing  upon  petition  of  either  party; 
and  their  award  shall  be  final. 

Sect.  10.  Said  corporation  may  lease  or 
purchase  land  along  the  line  where  its  cars 
are  operated,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
thereon  buildings,  shops,  stations  and  car- 
houses  which  may  be  necessary,  or  for  the 
convenience  of  the  public,  in  carrying  on  the 
business  of  said  corporation;  and  said  cor- 
poration shall  have  the  right  to  build  spur 
tracks  to  connect  said  land  with  the  main  line, 
and  it  shall  also  have  the  right  to  build  side 
tracks  and  turn-outs  and  to  strengthen  the 
main  lines  over  which  its  cars  are  operated; 
provided,  that  all  such  work  of  laying  tracks 
and  strengthening  the  road-bed  shall  be  done 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  street  railway 
company  owning  the  main  line  where  such 
improvements  are  to  be  made;  and  subject 
also  to  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  of  the 
towns,  or  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  the  cities  wherein  such  improvements  are 
to  be  made. 

Sect.  11.  The  corporate  powers  conferred 
by  this  act  shall  cease  unless  within  two  years 
from  the  date  of  its  passage  said  corporation 
shall  be  actively  engaged  in  business  under 
the  powers  conferred  hereby. 

Sect.  12.  This  act  shall  take  affect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  84  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Charles  H.  Innes  for  legislation  to 
enlarge  the  powers  of  the  School  Committee 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Cities.  It  is  entiiled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Power  of  the  School 

Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

The  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  have  authority  under  Chapter  53  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1S77,  to  receive  and 
to  hold   all  sums   of   money,  and  real  and 
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personal  estate,  which  has  heretofore  or  may 
hereafter  be  given,  granted,  bequeathed  or 
devised  for  the  benefit  of  teachers  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 


Senate  Bill  No.  86  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  William  H.  Lolt  for  legislation  rela- 
tive to  the  Assessors  of  the  City  of  Boston ; 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Cities.  It  is 
entitled : 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Assessors  of  the  City 

of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Assessors  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  three  in  number  and  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  subject 
after  the  expiration  of  one  week  to  confirma- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  one  to  be 
appointed  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  one  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  and  as  the  term  of  each  expires 
one  to  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  the  terms  of  the  first  three  beginning 
with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  current  year 
and  the  term  of  every  other  Assessor  begin- 
ning with  the  first  day  of  May  of  the  year  in 
which  the  term  of  the  Assessor  whom  he 
succeeds  expires. 

Said  Assessors  shall  constitute  a  Board, 
and  shall  have  charge  of  the  Assessing  De- 
partment of  said  city  and  shall  appoint  at 
least  forty  first  assistant  assessors,  each  to 
have  charge  of  an  assessment  district,  and 
such  assistant  assessors,  not  less  than  two  for 
each  Assessor,  and  such  other  employees  as 
the  Board  may  determine;  and  all  acts  relat- 
ing to  departments  of  said  city  and  the  offi- 
cers and  employees  thereof,  and  all  acts 
relating  to  Assessors  of  towns  or  cities, 
and  all  special  acts  relating  to  Assessors  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  so  far  as  applicable  and 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  apply  to 
said  Assessors  and  said  Department. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  Assessors  shall 
have  charge  of  an  assessment  district  and 
shall  be  provided  with  an  office  therein  in 
which  he  shall  daily  conduct  the  business 
assigned  to  him  by  the  Board,  and  shall  have 
associated  with  him  and  under  his  direction 
a  clerk  and  at  least  two  second  assistant 
assessors  and  such  other  employees  as  the 
Board  may  determine;  and  there  shall  be 
allowed  and  paid  for  salaries  and  expenses 
of  said  Department  during  the  current  year 
such  sum  as  the  Board  shall  deem  necessary 
and  the  Mayor  shall  approve,  and  for  every 
year  thereafter  such  sum  as  the  City  Council 
shall  appropriate. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 


Senate  Bill  No.  90  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  John  A.  Keliher  for  legislation  pro- 
viding for  nominating  Senators  in  Suffolk 
County  by  direct  plurality  vote;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Election  Laws.  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Nomination  of  Sena- 
tors in  the  County  of  Suffolk. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  nominations  of  candi- 
dates for  Senators  in  the  several  Suffolk 
districts,  to  be  made  by  a  political  party 
which  at  the  preceding  State  election  polled 
for  Governor  3  per  cent,  of  the  entire  votes 
cast  in  the  State  for  that  office,  shall  be  made 
only  by  direct  plurality  vote  at  party  cau- 


cuses held  in  the  several  wards  and  towns  in 
which  the  candidates  are  to  be  voted  for  at 
the  election  thereof;  and  all  provisions  of 
law  relating  to  caucuses  and  elections  and  to 
the  votes  cast  therein  not  inconsistent  here- 
with shall  apply  to  caucuses  for  the  nomina- 
tions of  officers  aforesaid  and  to  the  votes 
cast  at  such  caucuses. 

Sect.  2.  The  names  of  candidates  for 
Senator  to  be  voted  for  at  such  caucuses 
shall  be  printed  on  a  separate  ballot  in  all 
wards  and  towns  other  than  Boston,  and  all 
ballots  and  returns  for  such  candidates  shall 
be  returned  to  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  as  ballots  and 
returns  of  elections  in  said  city  are  returned. 
Sect.  3.  The  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners of  said  city  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  perform  the  same  duties  in  relation  to 
the  counting,  tabulating  and  determining  the 
results  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  caucuses  for 
the  nomination  of  such  candidates  as  they 
have  in  relation  to  the  votes  cast  at  elections 
in  the  several  precincts  of  said  city,  shall  cer- 
tify and  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth certificates  of  nomination  of  all 
canditates  for  Senator  nominated  as  afore- 
said; and  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth shall  place  on  the  official  ballots  to  be 
used  at  State  elections  the  names  of  all  can- 
didates for  Senator  certified  to  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  4.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  and  in  such 
cities  and  towns  in  Suffolk  County  as  have 
adopted  the  provisions  of  Chapter  507  of  the 
Acts  of  1895,  nomination  papers  for  the  nomi- 
nation of  a  candidate  for  Senator  to  be  voted 
for  at  a  caucus  shall  contain  the  signatures 
of  not  less  than  fifty  registered  voters  of  the 
Senatorial  district  wherein  the  nomination  is 
to  be  made,  and  members  of  the  political 
party  whose  caucus  is  to  be  held. 

Sect.  5.  The  member  of  the  State  com- 
mittee for  each  Suffolk  Senatorial  district 
shall  hereafter  be  selected  by  the  delegates 
elected  to  attend  the  annual  State  conven- 
tion of  such  political  party  who  are  residents 
of  such  district  or  substitutes  for  such  resi- 
dents. 

Sect.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  103  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Arthur  A.  Maxwell,  that  the  City  of 
Boston  may  be  authorized  to  incur  indebted- 
ness outside  the  debt  limits  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  the  Stony  brook  improvements; 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan 
Affairs.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Improvement  of  Stony 

Brook  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  City  Treasurer  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  from  time  to  time,  at  the  request 
of  the  Mayor  of  said  city  shall  issue  bonds  of 
said  city  to  a  total  amount  not  exceeding 
dollars,  not  more  than  $350,000 
of  which  shall  be  issued  in  any  one  year,  and 
this  sum  shall  not  be  considered  in  determin- 
ing the  debt  limit  of  said  city.  The  pro- 
ceeds of  the  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  used  for 
the  extension  and  completion  of  theimprove- 
of  the  channel  of  Stony  brook  in  said  city. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  117  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of 
the  City  of  Boston  for  authority  to  transfer 
the  Harris  collection  of  books  from  the 
Charlestown  Public  Library  to  the  Central 


Library  building,  taken  from  the  files  of  last 
year;  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Libraries. 
It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Bequest  of  the  late 

Charlotte  Harris  to  the  Charlestown  Public 

Library. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston  are  here- 
by authorized  to  keep  in  the  Central  Library 
building  in  the  City  of  Boston,  all  books 
heretofore  or  that  may  hereafter  be  purchased 
under  the  legacy  in  the  will  of  the  late  Char- 
lotte Harris  to  the  Charlestown  Public  Li- 
brary; but  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorize  anything  to  be  done  contrary  to 
the  terms  of  said  will. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

In  the  House  of   Representatives. 

House  Bill  No.  2  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  George  S.  Mumford;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Banks  and  Banking.  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  City  Trust  Com- 
pany. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Charles  F.  Adams,  2d, 
Gordon  Dexter,  Frederic  J.  Bradlee,  Regi- 
nald Gray,  Henry  P.  King,  George  S.  Mum- 
ford,  Richard  M.  Saltonstall,  their  associates 
and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corpora- 
tion by  the  name  of  the  City  Trust  Company, 
with  authority  to  establish  and  maintain  a 
safe  deposit,  loan  and  trust  company  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  with  all  the  powers  and  privi- 
leges and  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities 
and  restrictions  set  forth  in  all  general  laws 
which  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  in  force 
relating  to  such  corporations. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

House  Bill  No.  587  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Horace  K.  Osborne;  referred  to  the 
Committee   on   Metropolitan  Affairs.     It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Construction  of 

an  Esplanade  on  Charles  River. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  construct 
and  complete  an  esplanade  on  Charles  river, 
between  Cambridge  street  and  Massachusetts 
avenue,  and  said  Board  may  take  in  fee  any 
lands  which  they  may  deem  necessary  to  en- 
able them  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  Said  esplanade  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
feet  in  width,  except  at  the  angle  in  said 
river  near  the  Union  Boat  Club-house, 
where  a  sufficient  curve  may  be  constructed, 
and  no  buildings  shall  be  erected  on  said 
esplanade. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Commissioners  may  ex- 
pend for  the  purposes  of  constructing  said 
esplanade  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding 
$500,000. 

Sect!  3.  The  cost  of  constructing  said 
esplanade  shall  be  paid  one-fourth  by  the 
abutters  on  said  esplauade  and  three-fourths 
by  said  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  4.  The  Treasurer  of  said  City  of 
Boston  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  request  of 
the  Mayor,  issue  bonds  of  said  city  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  and  the  same  shall  not  be 
taken  into  account  in  determining  the  debt 
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limit  of  said  city,  said  bonds  to  run  for  a 
term  of  fifty  years,  and  said  city  shall  pay  in 
each  and  every  year  to  a  sinking-fund  to  be 
created  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  said 
bonds  2  per  cent,  per  annum  of  the  amount 
said  city  is  to  pay.  The  cost  assessed  on  the 
abutters  on  said  esplanade  shall  be  assessed 
pro  rata  according  to  the  number  of  linear 
feet  on  said  river  belonging  to  each  person. 
Where  streets  belonging  to  said  city  shall 
end  at  said  river  the  said  city  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  an  abutter  and  shall  pay  in  addi- 
tion to  the  three-fourths  aforesaid  their 
proportionate  part  as  abutters. 

Sect.  5.  Said  Park  Commissioners  shall 
assess  one-fourth  of  the  cost  of  constructing 
said  esplanade  on  the  abutters  thereof,  the 
same  to  be  alien  on  said  abutting  land  until 
the  same  is  paid,  and  said  city  may  collect 
the  same  by  the  same  process  as  is  now 
pursued  in  the  collection  of  taxes. 

Sect.  6.  Upon  the  completion  of  said 
esplanade  said  Park  Commissioners  shall 
keep  and  maintain  in  repair  said  esplanade 
and  roadway  adjoining  the  same,  and  shall 
file  with  the  City  Treasurer  a  certificate  set- 
ting forth  the  cost  of  said  esplanade,  to- 
gether with  the  names  of  said  abutters  and 
the  amount  of  the  assessment  or  charge  to 
be  paid  by  each  and  referring  to  a  plan  of 
the  said  esplanade  on  file  in  their  office, 
which  plan  shall  show  the  frontage,  the 
name  of  the  owner  and  the  amount  of 
assessment  on  each  estate  abutting  on  said 
river. 

Sect.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing 
said  esplanade  material  may  be  taken  from 
the  bed  of  said  river  sufficient  for  the 
purpose. 

Sect.  8.  On  the  written  request  of  any 
abutter  made  within  three  months  of  the 
notification  of  his  assessment,  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  City  of  Boston  may  apportion 
such  assessment  or  charge  into  such  number 
of  annual  payments  not  exceeding  five  as 
said  abutter  shall  state  in  such  request  and 
he  shall  then  collect  such  assessments  ac- 
cordingly. Iuterest  shall  be  charged  on 
such  sums  remaining  unpaid  at  the  rate  of  5 
per  cent,  per  annum.  Nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
payment  at  any  time  in  one  payment,  not- 
withstanding its  prior  apportionment,  of 
any  balance  on  any  assessment  or  assess- 
ments then  remaining  unpaid,  but  interest 
shall  be  paid  on  said  balance  at  the  rate  of  5 
per  cent,  per  annum  to  the  date  of  such  pay- 
ment. 

Sect.  9.  The  assessment  or  charge  afore- 
said shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  the  estate, 
which  shall  continue  for  two  years  after 
such  certificate  is  made  and  filed  and  de- 
mand made  as  provided  aforesaid,  and  said 
assessment,  together  with  interest  at  5  per 
cent,  per  annum  may,  with  incidental  costs 
and  expenses,  be  levied  by  sale  of  such 
estate  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  suf- 
ficient to  discharge  the  assessment  and  in- 
tervening charges.  If  the  assessment  is  not 
paid  within  three  months  after  the  service 
of  said  notice,  or  if  apportioned  within  three 
months  after  any  portion  or  part  has  become 
due,  such  sale  and  all  proceedings  connected 
therewith  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same 
manner  as  sales  for  the  non-payment  of 
taxes  and  in  the  same  manner.  Such  assess- 
ment or  part  thereof  may  also  be  collected 
by  an  action  of  contract  in  the  name  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  against  the  owner  of  such 


estate  brought  at  any  time  within  two  years 
after  the  same  has  become  due. 

Sect.  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  600  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion  of    Charles   S.   Sullivan   and   another; 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 
It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Appointment  of  Court 

Officers  in  the  Municipal    Courts   in    the 

County  of  Suffolk. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  457 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1895  are  hereby  ex- 
tended and  made  applicable  to  each  of  the 
other  municipal  courts  in  the  County  of  Suf- 
folk, and  the  powers  and  duties  conferred 
by  said  acts  upon  the  justices  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  ex- 
ercised and  performed  so  far  as  each  of  the 
said  other  municipal  courts  is  concerned 
by  the  standing  justice  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  639  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  McNary  of  Boston;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It 
is  entitled: 

An  Act  to  Direct  the  Boston  Transit  Com- 
mission   to   widen  Pleasant  Street  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Transit  Commis- 
sion shall  widen  Pleasant  street  in  the  City 
of  Boston  between  Washington  street  and 
Shawmut  avenue  to  such  width  and  on  such 
lines  that  the  same  shall  be  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible a  continuation  of  Broadway  in  said  city. 
Sect.  2.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  the  re- 
quest of  said  Commission,  issue  and  sell  at 
public  or  private  sale,  bonds,  registered  or 
with  interest  coupon  attached,  as  he  may 
deem  best,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  said 
city,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
dollars.  Said  bonds  shall  be  designated  on 
their  face,  Rapid  Transit  Loan,  shall  be  for 
the  term  of  forty  years,  and  at  rates  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  3|  per  cent,  per  annum, 
as  said  Treasurer  shall  determine,  payable 
semi-annually.  The  debt  incurred  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  in- 
cluded in  determining  the  limit  of  indebted- 
ness of  said  city.  The  proceeds  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  used  to  meet  all  damages, 
costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  this  act  by 
said  Commission.

The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
empowered  to  establish  and  maintain,  or 
contribute  to  the  establishment  and  main- 
tenance of  an  institution,  the  object  of  which 
shall  be  to  give  practical  instruction  in  in- 
dustrial occupations  and  their  allied  arts  and 
sciences. 


House  Bill  No.  687  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Joseph  E.  Buswell;    referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Liquor  Law.    It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Number  of  Liquor 

Licenses   which   may  be  Issued  by  Cities 

and  Towns. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  At  the  annual  municipal  and 
town  elections  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the 
Commonwealth,  excluding  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, there  shall  be  placed  upon  the  official 
ballot,  to  be  voted  upon,  the  following  ques- 
tion :  Shall  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  be  unlimited  ? 

Sect.  2.  In  case  a  city  or  town  votes  to 
issue  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  in  case  also  the  aforesaid  ques- 
tion is  answered  in  the  affirmative  by  a 
majority  of  the  voters  voting  thereon  in 
such  city  or  town,  then  licenses  to  sell  in- 
toxicating liquors  in  such  city  or  town  shall 
not  be  limited  by  the  laws  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  said  election  in  respect  to  the 
number  of  licenses  to  sell  intoxicating 
liquors  that  may  be  granted  by  cities  and 
towns. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

An  Act  relative  to  the  Parks,  Parkways  and 

Boulevards  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc  ,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  extreme  height  to  which 
buildings  may  be  erected  upon  any  parkway, 
boulevard  or  public  way  on  which  a  park 
borders  shall  be  seventy  feet  exclusive  of 
such  roofs,  steeples,  towers,  domes,  cor- 
nices, parapets,  balustrades,  sculptured  orna- 
ments, chimneys  and  ventilators  as  the 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  of  said  city 
may  approve,  and  any  person  injured  in  his 
property  by  any  limitation  as  to  the  height 
or  appearance  of  any  such  building  under 
authority  of  this  act  may  have  his  damages 
determined  therefor  in  the  same  manner  as 
damages  for  the  taking  of  land  for  highways 
in  said  city  are  determined,  and  costs  shall 
be  taxed  and  execution  shall  be  issued  as  in 
civil  cases. 

Sect.  2.  Said  Board  may  in  the  manner 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  462  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1893 
establish  a  building  line  at  any  point  not 
more  than  twenty-five  feet  distant  from  any 
boundary  line  of  a  parkway,  boulevard  or 
public  way  on  which  a  park  borders. 

Sect.  3.  Said  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  power  to  plant  trees,  place 
seats,  standpipes,  drinking-fountains  and 
works  of  art  on  any  boundary  road  of  any 
public  park  or  in  any  parkway  or  boulevard 
now  or  hereafter  placed  under  the  charge  of 
said  Board  or  any  part  of  a  connection  with 
such  road,  parkway  or  boulevard  within  the 
distance  of  five  hundred  feet  therefrom,  and 
may  establish  reasonable  rules  and  regula- 
tions relating  to  such  roads,  parkways,  boule- 
vards and  parts  of  ways  and  to  the  display- 
ing of  advertisements  aud  to  the  height  and 
character  of  fences  placed  upon  land  abutting 
upon  any  public  park,  parkway,  boulevard  or 
part  of  way. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 
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House  bill  No.   723  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion   of   Thomas   N.    Hart;  referred   to  the 
Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  Back  Street  in  the  City 

of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  Engineer  of  the  City 
of  Bostou,  with  the  consent  of  the  Boston 
and  Koxbury  Mill  Corporation,  may  grade 
and  cover  with  asphalt  or  other  material 
Back  street  in  the  City  of  Boston,  from 
Brimmer  street  to  the  sluiceway,  so  called, 
or  any  part  thereof,  and  may  place  and  main- 
tain a  fence  upou  the  wall  supporting  said 
street  or  any  part  thereof;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  no  expense  shall  be  incurred  in 
carrying  out  said  improvement  until  the  City 
Council  of  oaid  city  shall  appropriate  sufficient 
money  to  pay  the  expense  of  any  work  to  be 
done,  as  estimated  by  said  City  Engineer, 
and  that  the  doing  of  said  work  shall  not 
render  the  city  liable  for  any  defect  or  want 
of  repair  in  said  street  or  fence. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

House  Bill  No.  772  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Albert  Geiger  and  others;    referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An   Act    relative   to    the    Construction    of 

Tenement  Houses  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  24  of  Chapter  419  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1802,  as  amended  by 
Section  3  of  Chapter  413  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1897,  and  by  Section  1  of  Chapter  228 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1898,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  the  words  "  every 
tenement  or  lodging-house  "  in  the  seventh 
line,  the  words  "  more  than  four  stories  in 
height,"  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  24.  Every  building  hereafter 
erected  over  seventy  feet  in  height  shall  be 
a  first  class  building,  and  this  provision  shall 
apply  to  all  buildings  hereafter  increased  in 
height  to  over  seventy  feet.  Every  building 
hereafter  erected  or  enlarged,  or  converted 
1o  use  as  a  hotel,  shall  be  a  first  class  build- 
ing, and  every  tenement  or  lodging-house, 
more  than  four  stories  in  height,  hereafter 
erected,  shall  be  a  first  class  building.  Every 
permanent  building  hereafter  erected  as  a 
school-house  within  the  building  limits  shall 
be  a  first  class  building. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

House  Bill  No.  804  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  "Boston  Traveler "  and  others;  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Railroads.  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  to  Authorize  Persons  qualified  to 
Vote  for  Governor  to  Vote  at  the  next 
State  Election  on  the  Question  of  the 
Purchase  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Rail- 
road by  the  Commonwealth. 
Be  it  enacted;  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  All  persons  qualified  to  vote 
for  Governor  shall  at  the  next  State  election 
have  an  opportunity  to  express  their  opinion 
by  voting  "Yes"  or  "No"  in  answer  to 
the  following  question:  "Is  it  expedient 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to 
purchase  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  "? 
Sect.  2.  The  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth shall,  prior  to  said  election,  cause  to 
be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  the  following 


words:  "  Is  it  expedient  for  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  to  purchase  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  "? 

Sect.  3.  Ballots  prepared  as  above  pro- 
vided shall  be  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  cities  and  towns  in 
the  same  manner  that  ballots  are  furnished 
for  use  in  the  elections  of  State  officers,  and 
the  ballots  shall  be  counted  and  returned  in 
the  same  manner  as  ballots  for  the  election 
of  State  officers. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  548  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1898,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  Revise  and 
Codify  the  Laws  relating  to  Elections,"  and 
acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition 
thereto  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 


House  Bill  No.  825  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Patrick  A.  Collins;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Service.

An  Act  relating  to  the  Probate  and  In- 
solvency Court  for  the  County  of  Suffolk.

Section  1.  The  judges  of  the  Probate 
and  Insolvency  Court  for  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  appoint 
a  stenographer  within  and  for  said  County 
of  Suffolk,  and  the  said  stenographer  shall 
be  sworn  as  an  officer  of  the  court.  The 
stenographer  so  appointed  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  $2,500,  to  be  paid  by  said 
county. 

Sect.  2.  Said  stenographer  shall  attend 
the  sessions  of  said  court,  and  when  re- 
quested by  the  presiding  justice  of  said  court 
shall  take  stenographic  notes  of  the  evidence 
and  the  rulings  of  the  presiding  justice 
given  in  any  trial  in  said  court.  Said 
stenographer,  when  requested  by  the  pre- 
siding justice  or  by  either  party,  shall  fur- 
nish to  said  justice  or  to  the  party  desiring 
the  same  a  transcript  from  such  notes,  fully 
written  out,  of  such  part  of  the  testimony, 
rulings  or  charge  as  may  be  desired,  upon 
payment  of  ten  cents  a  hundred  words  for 
each  copy  so  furnished.  Transcripts  fur- 
nished the  presiding  justice  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  paid  for  at  the  same  rate  by  said 
county,  upon  a  voucher  certified  by  said 
justice. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  830  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Foster  of  Boston;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Agriculture.  It  is  en- 
tilled: 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Appointment  of  In- 
spectors of  Milk  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  Chapter  57  of  the 
Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  insert- 
ing in  the  first  line  after  the  word  "  cities," 
the  words:  Except  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
also  inserting  after  the  word  "  office  "  in  the 
fourth  line  the  following:  The  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  annually  appoint  one  or  more 
persons  to  be  inspectors  of  milk  for  the  City 
of  Boston  who  shall  be  sworn  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office.  Such  in- 
spector or  inspectors  appointed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  authority  now  given  to  other 
inspectors  of  milk  by  virtue  of  said  chaptei 
or  of  any  other  act  now  or  hereafter  in  force 
relating  to  the  inspection  and  sale  of  milk. 


Such  iuspector  or  inspectors  appointed  by 
the  State  Board  of  Health  shall  receive  such 
compensation  as  the  Governor  and  Council 
shall  approve.  There  shall  be  appropriated 
for  the  salary  and  expenses  of  the  inspector 
or  inspectors  of  milk  of  the  City  of  Boston 
and  his  assistants,  and  for  the  running  ex- 
penses of  his  office  such  sum  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor  and  Council  —  so 
that  the  same  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of 
cities,  except  the  City  of  Boston,  shall,  and 
the  Selectmen  of  towns  may,  annually  ap- 
point one  or  more  persons  to  be  inspectors  of 
milk  for  their  respective  places,  who  shall  be 
sworn  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office. 

The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  annually 
appoint  one  or  more  persons  to  be  inspectors 
of  milk  for  the  City  of  Boston,  who  shall  be 
sworn  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office.  Such  inspector  or  inspectors 
appointed  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  as 
aforesaid  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
authority  now  given  to  other  inspectors  of 
milk  by  virtue  of  said  chapter  or  of  any  other 
act  now  or  hereafter  in  force  relating  to  the 
inspection  and  sale  of  milk.  Such  inspector 
or  inspectors  appointed  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  receive  such  compensation  as 
the  Governor  and  Council  shall  approve. 
There  shall  be  appropriated  for  the  salary 
and  expenses  of  the  inspector  or  inspectors 
of  milk  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  his  assist- 
ants and  for  the  running  expenses  of  his 
office  such  sum  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Governor  and  Council.  Each  inspector  shall 
publish  a  notice  of.  his  appointment  for  two 
weeks  in  a  newspaper  published  in  his  city 
or  town,  or  if  no  newspaper  is  published 
therein  he  shall  post  up  such  notice  in  two 
or  more  public  places  in  such  city  or  town. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House    Bill   No.   832    was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Foster  of  Boston;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Opening  of  Streets  in 

the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
the  City  of  Boston  may  establish  reasonable 
charges  for  permits  for  opening  the  streets 
of  said  city  not  exceeding  $2  for  any  such 
permit,  and  may  establish  other  reasonable 
charges  for  the  use  of  the  streets  for  man- 
holes, pipes,  conduits  and  their  appliances. 

Sect.  2.  Every  person  or  corporation 
using  any  wire,  pipe,  conduit,  opening  or 
structure  in  or  under  the  public  streets  of 
said  city  shall  forthwith  furnish  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  a  plan  and  profile 
of  the  same,  satisfactory  to  said  Superin- 
tendent, on  such  paper  that  blueprints  can 
be  made  therefrom. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House   Bill   No.   844   was   introduced   on 
leave   by   Mr.    Harrington   of    Boston;    re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Public  Service. 
It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Membership  of  the 

Metropolitan  Commissions. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  members  of  any  Metro- 
politan  Commission    shall    as    their   terms 
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expire  be  succeeded  by  other  members  ap- 
pointed as  follows: 

The  two  members  whose  terms  shall  first 
expire  shall  be  succeeded  by  two  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton subject  after  the  expiration  of  one  week 
to  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
of  said  city.  The  other  member  shall  be 
succeeded  by  a  member  appointed  by  a  con- 
vention consisting  of  the  Mayor  of  each 
city  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  each  town  in  the  district  for 
which  the  commissioners  of  whom  such 
member  is  one  were  originally  appointed. 

Sect.  2.  All  Metropolitan  commissions 
shall  hereafter  consist  of  three  members 
constituted  as  follows: 

New  members  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
three  whose  terms  shall  first  expire,  and  no 
member  shall  be  appointed  for  those  whose 
terms  shall  thereafter  expire;  but  all  such 
members  shall  hold  office  until  their  terms 
expire  unless  removed  as  provided  by  law.

All  future  appointments  to 
positions  on  the  various  Metropolitan  com- 
missions shall  be  made  from  the  two  parties 
casting  the  largest  vote  at  the  previous  State 
election. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House   Bill   No.   848   was   introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Dean    of  Wakefield;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Railroads.     It  is  enti- 
tled: 
An   Act    to   Regulate   Passenger  Fares  on 

Railroads  within  the  Suburban  District  of 

the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  railroad  corporation 
whose  road  runs  out  from  Boston  shall  fur- 
nish a  ticket  containing  not  exceeding  twelve 
rides  at  a  rate  not  greater  than  one  cent  a 
mile  or  fraction  thereof,  within  the  suburban 
district  of  Boston,  excepting  that  the  mini- 
mum fare  shall  be  five  cents. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July 
1  of  this  year. 

House  Bill  No.  851  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Mooney  of  Boston;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Street  Railways.

The  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  build  forthwith  and  to  operate  an  elevated 
railway  from  Roxbury  crossing,  so  called, 
being  the  junction  of  Tremont  street  and 
Columbus  avenue  and  Roxbury  street  in  said 
Boston,  through  Tremont  street  to  Castle 
street,  and  over  the  tracks  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  and  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  to  Corning 
street,  thence  across  said  Corning  street  to 
and  upon  and  across  said  private  property  to 
other  private  property  of  said  Boston  Ele- 
vated Railway  Company  on  or  near  Porter 


street  to  the  subway,  near  or  under  Pleasant 
street  in  said  Boston;  said  railway  to  be 
built  and  operated  in  accordance  with  exist- 
ing laws  relating  to  the  said  corporation  and 
to  elevated  railways. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  86G  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Joseph  Milieu  and  others;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An    Act     relative     to     the    Limitation     of 

Height  of   Second  Class  Buildings  in  the 

City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  24  of  Chapter  419  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1892,  as  amended  by 
Section  3  of  Chapter  413  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1897,  and  by  Section  1  of  Chapter  228 
of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1898,  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting,  in  the  seventh  line, 
after  the  words  "  hereafter  erected,"  the 
words  over  forty-eight  feet  in  height,  so  as 
read  as  follows: 

Section  24.  Every  building  hereafter 
erected  over  seventy  feet  in  height  shall  be 
a  first  class  building,  and  this  provision  shall 
apply  to  all  buildings  hereafter  increased  in 
height  to  over  seventy  feet.  Every  building 
hereafter  erected  or  enlarged,  orcouverted  to 
use  as  a  hotel,  shall  be  a  first  class  building, 
and  every  tenement  or  lodging-house  here- 
after erected  over  forty-eight  feet  in  height 
shall  be  a  first  class  building. 

Every  permanent  building  hereafter  erected 
as  a  school-house  shall.be  a  first  class  build- 
ing. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  867  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Albert  Geiger  and  others;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Cities.  It  is  entitled: 
An    Act   relative   to    the    Construction    of 

Cellars  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  31  of  Chapter  419  of 
the  Acts  of  the  year  1892,  as  amended  by 
Section  13  of  Chapter  443  of  the  Acts  of  the 
year  1894,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  the  fourteenth  line  the  words  "  no  part  of 
which  is  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling,"  so  as  to 
read  as  follows: 

Section  31.  The  cellar  of  every  dwelling 
hereafter  built  on  filled  or  made  land,  or 
where  the  grade  or  nature  of  the  ground  re- 
quires, shall  be  sufficiently  protected  from 
water  and  damp  by  a  bed  at  least  two  inches 
thick  over  the  whole,  of  concrete,  cement 
and  gravel,  tar  and  gravel,  or  asphalt,  or  by 
bricks  laid  in  cement.  The  space  between 
any  floor  and  the  cellar  bottom  shall  be  well 
ventilated.  No  cellar  or  basement  floor  of 
any  building  shall  be  constructed  below  the 
grade  of  twelve  feet  above  mean  low  water; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men may,  by  license,  subject  to  revocation 
by  them  at  any  time  for  sufficient  reason  of 
public  health,  authorize  cellar  or  basement 
floors  to  be  constructed  in  buildings  so  much 
below  said  grade  as  they  may  designate  in 
such  license.  All  metal  foundations  and  all 
constructional  iron  work  under  ground  shall 
be  protected  from  dampness  by  concrete,  in 
addition  to  two  coats  of  red  lead  or  other 
material  approved  by  the  inspector. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 


House  Bill  No.  876  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  James  Keenan;  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Election  Laws.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Election  of  Caucus 

Officers  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  At  all  caucuses  in  the  City  of 
Boston  the  whole  ticket  shall  be  voted  for 
by  marking  a  cross  (X)  in  a  circle  at  the 
head  of  the  ticket.  The  caucus  officers 
shall  consist  of  one  for  each  precinct  in  the 
ward,  and  two  additional  officers  for  clerk 
and  warden  who  shall  not  be  voted  for  as 
such  by  popular  vote,  but  as  hereinafter 
prescribed. 

Sect.  2.  When  there  is  a  contest  for 
caucus  officers  in  which  there  are  two  or 
more  tickets  to  be  voted  for,  the  caucus 
officers  shall  be  selected  from  the  two  tickets 
having  received  the  highest  number  of  votes, 
in  the  following  manner:  From  the  first 
names  of  the  list  on  each  ticket  shall  be 
taken  a  number  of  names  which  shall  bear 
the  same  proportion  to  the  whole  number  of 
caucus  officers  to  be  elected  as  does  the 
number  of  votes  cast  for  each  ticket  to  the 
whole  number  of  votes  cast  for  both  tickets, 
and  in  case  there  be  an  equal  number  cast 
for  each  ticket  when  the  number  of  caucus 
officers  to  be  voted  for  is  odd,  the  number 
selected  from  each  ticket  shall  be  the  same. 

Sect.  3.  The  majority  representation  may 
elect  from  their  number  the  warden,  the 
minority  the  clerk.  In  the  event  of  a  tie 
vote  and  of  the  minority  and  majority  fail- 
ing to  agree,  both  sides  shall  send  to  the 
Election  Commissioners  two  names  for  war- 
den or  clerk,  and  the  Election  Board  shall 
decide  by  lot  who  shall  be  warden  or  clerk; 
and  then  the  side  which  failed  to  receive  the 
officer  sought  through  the  Election  Board 
shall  select  the  other  officer.

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  When  a  vessel  bound  to  or 
from  Hingham.  East  Weymouth,  Quincy, 
Quincy  Point,  Weymouth,  East  Braintree  or 
Nantasket  is  in  tow  of  a  tug-boat  com- 
manded by  or  in  charge  of  a  duly  authorized 
pilot,  the  provi>ions  of  Section  39  of  Chapter 
70  of  the  Public  Statutes,  as  amended  by 
Chapter  252  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1884, 
shall  not  apply  to  such  pilot. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  882  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Isaac  P.  Hutchinson;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Liquor  Law.    It  is  eutitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Appointment  of 

a  Board  of  Excise  for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Governor  of  the  Common- 
wealth, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council,  shall  appoint  three  citizens  of  Bos- 
ton who  shall  have  been  residents  and  legal 
voters  therein  five  years  immediately  preced- 
ing the  date  of  their  appointment,  who  shall 
constitute  a  board  of  excise  for  said  city,  and 
who  shall  be  sworu  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  tbxir  office.     One  member  of  said 
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board  shall  be  designated  by  the  Governor 
as  chairman,  and  two  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  Their  terms  of  office  shall  be  so 
arranged  and  designated  at  the  time  of  ap- 
pointment that  the  term  of  one  member  shall 
expire  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1901 ; 
one  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1902; 
and  one  on  the  first  Monday  of  January, 
1903.  The  full  term  of  office  after  these 
dates  shall  be  three  years,  and  all  vacancies 
occurring  after  the  passage  of  this  act  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Governor  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council.  A  member  of 
said  board  may  be  removed  by  the  Gover- 
nor with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Council  for  such  cause  as  he  shall  deem 
sufficient  and  shall  express  in  the  order 
of  removal.  The  board  of  excise  shall  ap- 
point a  clerk  who  shall  be  sworn,  who 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings, 
issue  all  notices  and  attest  such  papers  and 
orders  as  said  board  shall  direct,  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  three  years;  but  he  may  be 
removed  by  said  board  for  such  cause  as  it 
shall  deem  sufficient  and  shall  express  in  its 
order  of  removal. 

Sect.  2.  The  board  of  excise  shall  have 
authority  to  grant  and  issue  annually 
licenses  to  persons  applying  for  the  same  for 
the  purpose  of  exposing,  selling  and  keeping 
for  sale  spirituous  and  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  said  board  shall  have  all  the  powers 
and  authority  now  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Police  for  the  City  of  Boston,  by  the  statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth,  or  by  the  ordinances, 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  said  city 
for  the  purpose  of  granting  and  issuing 
licenses  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  and  intoxi- 
cating liquors.  The  board  of  excise  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  grant  and  issue 
licenses  regulating  and  restraining  theatrical 
exhibitions,  public  shows  and  public  amuse- 
ments, billiard  and  pool  tables,  bowling 
alleys,  innholders  and  victuallers,  auction- 
eers, hawkers  and  pedlers,  newsboys,  boot- 
blacks etal.,  minors  now  licensed  at  City 
Hall,  carriages  and  wagons  and  other 
vehicles,  itinerant  musicians,  pawnbrokers 
and  dealers  in  second-hand  articles  and  old 
junk;  and  all  the  powers  in  relation  to 
licensing  said  theatrical  exhibitions,  public 
shows  and  public  amusements,  billiard  and 
pool  tables,  bowling  alleys,  innholders  and 
victuallers,  auctioneers,  hawkers  and  pedlers, 
carriages,  wagons  and  other  vehicles,  itiner- 
ant musicians,  pawnbrokers  and  dealers  in 
second-hand  articles  and  old  junk,  news- 
boys, bootblacks,  etc.,  minors  now  licensed 
at  City  Hall,  now  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  in  the 
Board  of  Police  for  the  City  of  Boston  by 
the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  ordi- 
nances, by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
City  or  Boston,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  ves- 
ted in  said  board  of  excise. 

Sect.  3.  The  Board  of  Police  shall  detail 
such  number  of  police  officers  as  said  board 
of  excise  may  desire,  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  at  any  one  time,  to  the  exclusive  service 
and  direction  of  said  board  of  excise,  for  the 
purpose  of  enforcing  the  laws  and  ordinances 
relating  to  the  management  and  conduct 
of  the  business  carried  on  under  licenses 
issued  by  said  board  of  excise  as  enumerated 
in  Section  2  of  this  act.  Such  officers  so 
detailed  shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties 
aforesaid  until  dismissed  by  said  excise 
board ;  but  no  police  officer  so  detailed  by  said 
board  of  police  for  service  under  above  pro- 


vision shall  serve  more  than  thirty  consecu- 
tive clays  at  any  one  time. 

Sect.  4.  The  annual  salary  of  the  chair- 
man of  said  board  of  excise  shall  be  $4,500; 
that  of  other  members  $4,000;  of  its  clerk, 
$2,500;  which  shall  be  paid  monthly  from 
the  treasury  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  The  board  of  excise  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Governor  and  Council  shall  be 
provided  with  such  rooms  as  shall  be  con- 
venient and  suitable  for  the  performance  of 
its  duties,  the  rent  of  which  shall  be  paid  by 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  City  of  Boston 
shall  provide  all  such  suitable  accommoda- 
tions for  said  board  of  excise  as  said  board 
shall  require.  All  expenses  for  the  main- 
tenance and  all  incidental  expenses  incurred 
in  the  administration  of  said  board  of  excise 
shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  6.  The  board  of  excise  shall  make  a 
detailed  report  of  its  doings  quarterly  to  the 
Mayor  of  said  city,  and  annually  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  month 
of  December.  The  records  of  said  board 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  to  such  per- 
sons as  may  be  designated  by  them. 

Sect.  7.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed,  pro- 
vided that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
affect  any  prosecution  pending  or  any  default 
incurred  before  this  act  takes  effect. 

Sect.  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 


House  Bill  No.  883  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion  of   Henry  C.    Baldwin,    Chairman    of 
Trustees;    referred   to  the    Committee    on 
Cities.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to 

take  Additional  Land  for  the  Purpose  of 

Caring  for  the  Insane. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  take  in 
fee  by  purchase  or  otherwise  for  said  city 
for  the  purpose  of  caring  for  the  insane,  all 
that  section  of  land  in  the  West  Roxbury 
district  of  said  city  bounded  by  Blue  Hill 
avenue,  Canterbury  street,  Walk  Hill  street 
and  a  Hue  fixed  by  said  Board  on  or  near 
Wellington  Hill,  and  to  make  any  such  tak- 
ing, other  than  by  purchase,  said  Board  shall 
cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  Registry  of 
Deeds  for  the  County  of  Suffolk  a  statement 
signed  by  said  Board,  or  a  majority  thereof, 
that  the  lands  are  taken  for  the  city  for  in- 
sane hospital  purposes;  said  recording  shall 
constitute  the  taking,  and  the  title  to  the 
laud  so  taken  shall  vest  in  the  city. 

Sect.  2.  Said  city  shall  pay  all  damages 
sustained  by  the  taking,  the  same  to  be  de- 
termined by  agreement  or  arbitration  by  the 
owner  of  said  land  and  said  Board  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  and  if 
they  cannot  agree  they  shall  be  determined 
by  a  jury  at  the  bar  of  the  Superior  Court 
for  Suffolk  County,  as  damages  for  the 
taking  of  land  for  highways  are  determined, 
on  petition  of  the  owner  or  Mayor  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  court  within 
one  year  after  such  taking  and  not  after- 
ward. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  Treasurer  of  said  city, 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  and  the  damages  in- 
curred by  said  taking,  shall  issue  from  time 
to  time,  on  the  request  of  the  Mayor  of  said 


city,  bonds  of  said  city,  outside  the  debt 
limit  thereof  j  and  hold  the  proceeds  in  the 
treasury  of  said  city  to  pay  said  damages 
and  expenses. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  893  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Thomas  H.  Green;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Manufactures.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Price  of  Gas  in  that 

Part   of    the    City   of   Boston    known    as 

Charlestown. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  gas  for  illuminating  or 
heating  purposes  shall  hereafter  be  sold  in 
that  part  of  the  City  of  Boston  known  as 
Charlestown  at  a  price  exceeding  ninety 
cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  of  gas. 

Sect.  2.  The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  and 
the  Superior  Court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act 
by  bill  brought  by  the  Board  of  Gas  and 
Electric  Light  Commissioners,  or  by  the 
Attorney-general,  or  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  or  by  any  consumer  of  gas 
in  said  city. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

House  Bill  No.  914  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Henry  D.  Yeaton;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Service.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Exempt  the  City  of  Boston  from 

the  Provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  Laws. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston  is  hereby 
exempt  from  the  operation  of  Chapter 320  of 
the  Acts  of  1884,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  Im- 
prove the  Civil  Service  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  Cities  thereof,  and  all  Acts 
in  Amendment  thereof  and  supplementary 
thereto." 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  the  City  of  Boston  qualified  to  vote 
for  Governor  at  the  next  State  election,  and 
shall  take  effect,  only,  on  being  accepted  by 
a  majority  of  said  voters  voting  thereon. 


House  Bill  No.  919  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of   John   H.    Carters;    referred  to   the 
Committee  on  Railroads.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Regulate  Railroad  Fares  in  the 

Suburban  District  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  railroad  corporation 
having  a  terminus  in  Boston,  excepting  the 
Boston,  Revere  Beacli  and  Lynn  Railroad 
Company,  shall  furnish  to  and  from  Boston 
within  the  suburban  district  a  commutation 
ticket  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  rides  at 
the  lowest  rate  made  between  said  points  on 
its  road;  but  workingmen's  tickets  (so-called) 
rates  and  season  tickets  rates  shall  not  apply. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July  1 
of  this  year. 

House  Bill  No.  920  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of   Charles   A.  Dean;    referred   to  the 
Committee  on  Railroads.     It  is  entitled : 
An   Act   to   Regulate   Passenger  Fares  on 

Railroads  within  the  Suburban  District  of 

Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Every  railroad  corporation 
whose   road   runs   out    from   Boston,   shall 
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furnish  on  each  week  day,  for  all  trains 
reaching  and  leaving  Boston,  between  6  and 
7.30  o'clock  forenoon  and  afternoon,  for 
distances  not  exceeding  fifteen  miles,  season 
tickets  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  $3  per 
mile  per  year,  good  once  a  day  each  way 
for  six  days  in  the  week,  and  quarterly 
tickets  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  quarter 
per  mile,  or  weekly  tickets  at  the  same  pro- 
portionate rates,  and  may  provide  special 
cars  therefor. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  July  1 
of  this  year. 

House  Bill  No.  942  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Henry  E.  Bowden;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Election  Laws.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  a  Board  of  Elections 

for  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows; 

Section  1.  The  duties  now  devolving 
upon  the  registrars  and  assistant  registrars 
in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  hereafter  be  per- 
formed by  a  Board  of  Elections  and  by  in- 
spectors of  elections,  to  the  number  of 
twenty-five,  to  be  appointed  by  the  said 
Board. 

Sect.  2.  The  offices  of  registrars  of 
voters,  and  of  assistant  registrars  in  the 
City  of  Boston  are  hereby  abolished. 

Sect.  3.  The  Board  of  Elections  for  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  consist  of  four  mem- 
bers, two  of  whom  shall  be  taken  from  each 
of  the  two  leading  political  parties  in  the 
State,  as  ascertained  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  548  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1898. 
The  said  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor  for  a  term  of  three  years,  and  they 
may  be  removed  by  him  at  any  time.  Their 
compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  that  now 
received  by  registrars  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  4.  The  Board  of  Elections  shall  ap- 
point twenty-five  inspectors  of  elections,  to 
serve  for  one  year,  unless  removed  by  said 
Board,  who  shall  discharge  the  duties  and 
receive  the  compensation  now  fixed  by  law 
in  the  case  of  assistant  registrars. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  1001  accompanies  the  peti- 
tioners of   William  W.  Nichols  and  others; 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Cities.     It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Eegulate  the  Location  of  Public 

Stands  for  Carriages  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  designate 
the  streets  to  be  used  for  public  stands  in  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  occupied  by  coupes, 
hacks  and  herdics,  and  shall  also  designate 
the  location  of  public  carriage-stands  in  said 
streets  and  make  all  necessary  rules  and  regu- 
lations concerning  the  same.  This  act  shall 
not  give  the  Police  Commissioners  the  right 
to  locate  any  public  carriage-stand  on  any 
street  in  front  of  a  private  residence. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  or  railroad  corporation 
shall  be  allowed  to  charge  or  compel  any  per- 
sons or  owners  of  public  carriages  to  pay  a 
fee  or  compensation  for  the  privilege  of  stand- 
ing their  carriages  in  the  public  street  in 
front  of  any  station  or  the  using  of  any  street 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  passengers  in 
said  city. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 
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SCHOOL    COMMITTEE. 


A  regular  meeting  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee was  held  in  the  School  Committee 
Chamber,  Mason-street  building,  at  7.30 
P.M.,  February  13,  1900,  the  President  in 
the  chair. 

Present:  All  the  members  except  Messrs. 
Aldrich,  Burrill,  Cushing,  Davison  and 
Strange. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  was  on  ap- 
proving the  appointments  and  transfers  pre- 
sented by  the  Superintendent  at  the  last 
meeting,  and  it  was 

Ordered,  That  the  Board  authorize  the 
employment  of  additional  teachers  in  excess 
of  the  number  or  rank  allowed  under  the 
rules,  as  presented  by  the  Superintendent  at 
the  last  meeting.

To  the   Honorable  the   School  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  of  Boston: 

With  several  orders  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, requesting  the  taking  or  purchase  of 
land  for  school  purposes  by  the  Board  of 
Street  Commissioners,  have  come  statements 
of  offers  made  by  the  owners  of  estates 
selected  of  prices  they  will  take  for  their 
properties.  When  they  be  made  in  writing 
over  the  signatures  of  all  the  owners  of  the 
estates,  or  their  acknowledged  representa- 
tives, as  it  has  occurred  that  certain  of  the 
persons  who  have  made  verbal  offers  to  the 
agent  of  the  School  Committee,  employed  to 
procure  them,  have,  when  they  appeared  here 
for  settlement  of  their  claims,  denied  that 
they  had  given  the  figures  reported  to  the 
Board  by  the  Committee  as  the  result  of  its 
agent's  negotiations,  or  said  that  if  such 
figures  had  been  offered,  it  was  by  one  or 
more  but  not  all  the  interests  in  the  prop- 
erty, or  by  some  person  without  the  proper 
authority  to  act  for  all  of  them. 

While  it  is  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  make 
the  settlements  for  lauds  taken,  the  Commis- 
sioners find  it  is  far  easier  to  do  this  with 
an  offer  from  the  owners  as  a  basis  for  nego- 
tiation, but  the  School  Committee  will,  the 
Street  Commissioners  think,  readily  see  that 
such  offers,  to  be  effective  for  such  a  pur- 
pose, must  be  binding  upon  all  the  interests 
in  the  estates  for  which  they  are  made. 
These  options,  when  the  School  Committee 
obtain  them,  should  be  sent  to  this  Board, 
and  they  can,  if  it  is  desired,  be  returned  to 
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the  School  Committee  after  settlements  are 
reached.

laid  over  under  the  rule;  the  appointments  of 
two  instructors  in  evening  elementary 
schools,  which  were  laid  over  under  the  I'ule, 
and  leaves  of  absence  of  thirteen  teachers, 
which  were  granted. 

The  Superintendent  presented  appoint- 
ments of  two  teachers  accompanied  by  writ- 
ten statements  of  the  reasons  for  requesting 
a  suspension  of  the  regulations  pertaining 
thereto.  The  employment  of  the  teachers 
was  approved. 

The  following  orders  were  passed: 

(1.)  That  the  City  Treasurer  be  requested 
to  issue  during  the  current  year  negotiable 
bonds  of  the  city  to  the  amount  of  $300,000, 
and  to  hold  the  proceeds  of  the  same  in  the 
treasury,  and  pay  therefrom  the  expenses 
incurred  for  lands  taken  and  the  building 
and  furnishing  of  High  and  Latin  school- 
houses,  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
149  of  the  Acts  of  1898. 

(2.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  an  order 
of  addition  to  the  contract  of  Frank  G. 
Coburn  &  Co.,  for  erecting  the  new  Dorches- 
ter High  School-house,  in  the  sum  of  $190, 
for  extension  of  wall  in  connection  with  con- 
struction of  cold-storage  room. 

(3.)  That  of  the  amount  granted  to  the 
School  Committee  under  Chapter  149  of  the 
Acts  of  1898,  the  following  appropriations  be 
made: 

South  Boston  High  School-house,  addi- 
tional  $50,000 

New  Dorchester  High  School-house,  ad- 
ditional    50,000 

Mr.  Berridge,  for  the  Committee  on 
School-houses,  reported  the  resignation  of 
one  janitor  and  the  appointments  of  three 
janitors.

That  the  amounts  paid  by  James 
Sullivan,  of  Newton,  Mass.,  for  tuition  from 
November  16,  1899,  to  February  1,  1900, 
of  Rose  B.  Sullivan,  a  non-resident  pupil  in 
the  Brighton  High  School,  viz.,  $21.30,  be 
abated,  said  pupil  having  left  the  school 
November  16,  1899. 


(2.)  That  the  Committee  on  Evening 
Schools  be  authorized  to  extend  for  two 
weeks  the  terms  of  such  of  the  evening 
schools  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  profit- 
able, and  that  schools  so  extended  close  this 
year  on  Friday  evening,  March  23,  1900.

CAMBRIDGE    BRIDGE    COMMISSION. 


Boston,  February  16,  1900. 

A  meeting  of  the  Cambridge  Bridge  Com- 
mission was  held  Friday,  February  16,  1900, 
at  the  Mayor's  office,  City  Hall,  Boston,  at  4 
P.M. 

Present:     All  the  members. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Hon. 
Elihu  Root,  Secretary  of  War,  transmitting 
an  instrument  giving  the  approval  of  the 
War  Department  to  the  plan  and  elevation 
of  the  proposed  Cambridge  bridge,  dated 
November  27,  1899,  and  approved  by  vote 
of  the  Commission  passed  on  December  13, 
1899,  subject  to  the  following  conditions:

Mr.  Hunnewell  reported  having  seen 
Colonel  Russell  in  regard  to  the  possihility  of 
there  being  a  fire-engine  which  could  be 
placed  at  Long  Island  as  a  means  of  protec- 
tion until  the  salt  water  fire-service  should  be 
in  operation*  Colonel  Russell  objects  to  pro- 
viding an  engine  unless  it  can  be  shown  that 
it  will  be  of  value  to  the  institution,  and 
that  it  will  be  possible  to  keep  steam  up  all 
the  time. 

After  consideration,  it  was  decided  that 
the  engine  would  not  be  of  sufficient  value 
to  warrant  its  being  sent  to  Long  Island  at 
present,  but  the  Superintendent  thought 
that  it  would  of  great  service  to  us  during 
the  few  days  that  the  boilers  were  being 
moved  to  the  new  power-house.  This  how- 
ever would  probably  not  be  done  until  after 
May  1.

Street  Laying-out  Department.

Petitions  were  received  for  sewer  in 
Kempton  street  and  a  sewer  in  the  traffic 
way  of  the  Arborway.

DEATH    OF    MR.  LINUS  E.  PEARSON. 


The  death  of  Mr.  Linus  E.  Pearson,  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Election  Commission- 
ers, occurred  at  his  home,  17  Albion  place, 
Charlestown,  Wednesday  morning,  February 
28,  1900  after  a  lingering  illness. 

Mr.  Pearson  was  born  at  Charlestown  in 
1836.  From  1864  until  1874,  when  the  city 
was  annexed  to  Boston,  he  was  City  Treas- 
urer of  Charlestown.  In  1874  Mayor  Cobb 
appointed  Mr.  Pearson  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters,  to  which 
office  he  was  successively  reappointed,  until 
1895,  when  the  Board  of  Registrars  of 
Voters  was  succeeded  by  the  present  Board 
of  Election  Commissioners  and  Mr.  Pearson 
was  appointed  a  member  by  Mayor  Curtis 
and  designated  as  its  Chairman.  At  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term  of  office  in  May,  1899, 
he  was  reappointed  by  Mayor  Quincy,  and 
again  made  Chairman  of  the  Board. 


BOSTON  S  COMMERCE  IN    1899. 


The  following  extracts  concerning  the 
commerce  of  the  Port  of  Boston  during  1899, 
are  taken  from  advance  sheets  of  the  Four- 
teenth Annual  Report  of  the  Boston  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  compiled  by  Mr.  Ehvvn 
G.  Preston,  Secretary: 

The  foreign  commerce  of  the  Port  of  Bos- 
ton during  1899  surpasses  all  previous 
records,  aggregating  $190,485,333.  While 
only  slightly  greater  than  the  extraordinary 
record  of  1897,  it  exceeded  that  of  1898  by 
$16,808,922.  The  figures  in  detail  arc  as 
follows; 

Exports,  $127,133,047,  an  increase  of 
$2,268,256  over  1898;  imports,  $63,352,290, 
an  increase  of  $14,540,06(5  over  1898. 

The  exports  were  the  largest  in  the  history 
of  the  port.  The  imports,  although  showing 
a  substantial  gain  over  the  previous  year, 
were  still  much  below  those  of  the  year  1897, 
when  large  quantities  of  wool  and  other 
dutiable  goods  were  imported  to  escape  the 
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increased  duties  about  to  be  imposed  under 
the  Dingley  tariff.  The  imports  of  that  year 
amounted  to  $85,688,149. 

The  "In-transit  and  Trans-shipment" 
trade  passing  through  this  port  amounted  to 
$11,883,023,  and  was  made  up  as  follows: 

Entered  at  Boston  for  trans-shipment  to 
foreign  countries,  principally  Canada,  $5,834,- 
355;  Canadian  imports  entered  at  various 
ports  and  exported  to  foreign  countries  via 
Boston,  $6,049,268. 

With  these  additions  the  total  foreign 
trade  of  the  Port  of  Boston  during  1899  is 
seen  to  be  $202,368,956.  This  does  not  in- 
clude merchandise  to  the  value  of  $1,441,640 
received  at  Boston  and  forwarded  to  interior 
points  without  appraisement. 

As  a  port  of  export  for  various  products 
classed  as  provisions,  Boston  continues  to 
take  a  prominent  place,  over  30  per  cent,  of 
the  entire  exports  of  these  products  passing 
through  this  port.  While  the  ports  of  New 
York  and  Baltimore,  which  are  the  principal 
competitors  for  this  traffic,  show  a  falling  off, 
Boston  made  a  substantial  gain. 

As  a  port  for  the  export  of  live  cattle 
Boston  recovers  the  first  place  from  which  it 
was  forced  last  year  by  New  York,  having 
during  the  past  year  exported  124,290  head, 
or  37  per  cent,  of  the  total  from  all  ports. 

In  breadstuffs  while  every  other  promi- 
nent Atlantic  and  Gulf  port,  except  Galves- 
ton, decreased,  Boston  made  a  gain. 

The  ocean  tonnage  entered  and  cleared  at 
this  port  in  the  foreign  trade  aggregated 
4,431,019  tons,  an  increase  of  767,188  tons, 
or  21  per  cent,  over  1898.  These  figures  do 
not  include  128  vessels  bound  for  Boston, 
that  touched  first  at  some  other  American 
port  and  were  entered  at  the  Custom  House 
there.  The  greatest  previous  increase  since 
the  tonnage  reached  large  proportions  was  in 
1891  when  a  gain  of  14  per  cent,  over  the 
previous  year  was  made. 

This  is  an  especially  noteworthy  showing 
when  the  withdrawals  of  tonnage  by  the 
British  Government  for  use  as  transports  in 
the  South  African  service  are  considered. 
The  tonnage  of  American  vessels  in  the 
foreign  carrying  trade  of  this  port  while 
small  in  itself,  aggregating  but  464,869  tons, 
shows  the  remarkable  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year  of  150  per  cent.  The  total  num- 
ber of  vessels  arriving  at  Boston  in  the 
foreign  trade,  including  the  128  above  re- 
ferred to,  was  2,096,  namely  1,249  steam  and 
847  sail,  being  an  increase  of  120  over  the 
previous  year.  The  arrivals  at  Boston  in  the 
coastwise  trade  numbered  10,304,  an  in- 
crease of  633  over  1898. 

From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  observed 
that  there  arrived  at  the  Port  of  Boston  each 
week  during  1899  an  average  of  24  steamers 
and  16  sailing  vessels  in  the  foreign  trade, 
and  198  vessels,  steam  and  sail,  in  the  coast- 
wise trade. 

The  steamers  taken  from  the  Boston  ser- 
vice by  the  British  Government  since  Sep- 
tember for  use  in  transporting  troops  to 
South  Africa  were  eleven  in  number,  aggre- 
gating 52,332  tons  net.  Three  smaller 
steamers  were  substituted  to  partially  take 
their  places,  with  a  net  tonnage  of  9,811 
tons,  making  a  net  loss  of  42,521  tons.  In 
addition  two  steamers  were  taken  from 
Boston  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  the  with- 
drawals from  the  New  York  service  and  their 
places  were  filled  by  other  steamers,  causing 
a  further  net  loss   of  671   tons.     The   total 


net  loss  of  tonnage  in  the  Boston  service 
during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  is, 
therefore,  seen  to  be  43,192  tons.  As  these 
steamers  would  have  averaged  two  and  one- 
half  trips  each,  the  tonnage  entered  and 
cleared  at  the  port  was  thereby  reduced 
215,960  tons  by  these  withdrawals. 

In  connection  with  Boston's  freight  ser- 
vice there  has  been  built  up  between  this 
port  and  Liverpool  during  the  past  few  years 
a  passenger  service  of  large  and  increasing 
proportions.  The  number  of  cabin  passen- 
gers arriving  at  and  sailing  from  this  port  in 
1899  aggregated  13,934,  which  was  an  in- 
crease of  37  per  cent,  over  the  previous 
year.  In  addition  there  were  carried  39,872 
steerage  passengers,  as  against  29,337  in 
1898,  an  increase  of  36  per  cent.

Sir:  In  compliance  with  the  following 
order  of  the  City  Council:  "That  the  City 
Engineer  be  requested,  through  His  Honor 
the  Mayor,  to  make  report  to  the  Common 
Council  in  regard  to  the  safety  of  the  em- 
bankment walls  on  Park  street,  "Ward  20, 
near  Washington  street,  and  if  the  same  are 
found  to  be  in  an  unsafe  condition,  that  that 
part  of  the  street  be  fenced  off  until  repairs 
are  made,"  an  examination  has  been  made  of 
the  walls  on  Park  street,  Dorchester,  near 
Washington  street. 

The  wall  on  the  southerly  side  of  the 
street  is  from  four  to  five  feet  in  height 
above  the  street  with  a  bank  sloping  up- 
wards from  the  top  of  it  to  a  height  of 
several  feet,  the  earth  covering  the  top  of 
the  wall.  It  is  built  of  Roxbury  stone 
rubble,  the  face  being  pointed  with  mortar. 
This  wall  seems  to  be  in  good  condition, 
except  that  for  about  300  feet  of  its  length 
the  top  stones  have,  in  many  cases,  been 
crowded  forward  by  frost  and  are  likely  to 
fall.  These  stones  should  be  relaid  or  re- 
placed by  larger  stones. 

On  the  northerly  side  of  the  street  the 
wall  extends  from  Washington  street  nearly 
to  Greenbrier  street,  except  where  it  was  re- 
moved on  account  of  the  recent  construc- 
tion of  Ridge  road.  This  wall  is  from 
five  to  twelve  feet  in  height  and  is  of  very 
cheap  construction.  It  is  of  Roxbury  stone 
rubble,  laid  dry,  with  many  large  stones  in 
its  face,  with  a  great  many  pinners,  some 
of  the  latter  having  fallen  out.  Where  the 
wall  has  been  removed  its  cross  section  can 
be  plainly  seen.  It  is,  at  this  point,  four  feet 
wide  at  the  bottom,  and  three  feet  wide  at 
the  top,  with  a  height  of  about  ten  feet; 
there  is  no  ballast  in  the  rear,  and  the  back 
rilling  seems  to  be  of  clay  or  hard  pan.  A 
few  feet  back  from  the  top  there  is  a  close 
row  of  trees. 

Notwithstanding  the  poor  construction  of 
this  wall  it  seems  to  have  stood  very  well 
except  at  one  point,  for  a  length  of  about 
thirty  feet,  where  it  is  about  eight  feet  high. 
Here  it  has  bulged  outward,  the  upper  part 
ver  hanging  about  twelve  inches  in  the 
centre  of  this  length  of  thirty  feet.  This 
portion  of  the  wall  can  probably  move  still 
further  without  falling,  but  I  think  it  should 
be  rebuilt.  There  seems  to  be  to  no  reason 
as  far  as  the  safety  of  the  public  traveling 
on  the  street  is  concerned  why  anything 
should  be  done  to  the  rest  of  the  wall 
though  it  is  far  from  being  a  first  class  wall.

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LEGISLATIVE     BILLS. 


The  following  bills  concerning  the  City  of 
Boston  have  been  introduced  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature,  and  have  been  referred 
to  appropriate  committees: 

In  the  House  of   Representatives. 

House  Bill  No.  924  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion  of   Marcus   C.    Cook;   referred    to   the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.     It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  a  Greater  Boston  by 

permitting  Towns  and  Cities  adjoining  to 

be  Annexed  by  Concurrent  Vote. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Any  city  or  town  which  now 
adjoins  or  may  hereafter  adjoin  the  City  of 
Boston,  and  whose  nearest  boundary  is 
within  ten  miles  of  the  State  House,  and  any 
city  or  town  which  touches  the  seashore 
between  Marblehead  and  Hull  (inclusive  of 
said  towns),  may  become  annexed  to  the 
City  of  Boston  by  concurrent  vote  of  both 
municipalities,  as  provided  in  this  act. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Council  of  any  annexa- 
ble  city  shall,  on  petition  of  a  number  of 
legal  voters  of  said  city  equal  to  10  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  a  Mayor 
at  the  last  previous  annual  municipal  elec- 
tion, cause  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
said  city  the  question  of  annexation  to  the 
City  of  Boston;  such  submission  to  take 
place  on  such  day  as  City  Council  may  deter- 
mine, duly  notified  for  that  purpose,  not 
later  than  the  third  Tuesday  of  September 
next  following  the  filing  of  said  petition. 

The  Selectmen  of  any  annexable  town  shall 
in  like  manner,  on  petition  of  a  number  of 
legal  voters  of  said  town  equal  to  10  per  cent, 
of  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  Select- 
men at  the  last  previous  annual  town  meet- 
ing, cause  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
such  town  the  question  of  annexation  to  the 
City  of  Boston  duly  notified  for  that  purpose; 
such  submission  to  take  place  on  the  annual 
town  meeting  next  following  the  filing  of 
said  petition.  If  upon  the  submission  of 
such  question  in  any  city  or  town  the  major- 
ity of  the  votes  cast  are  in  favor  of  annexa- 
tion, the  Mayor  or  Selectmen  shall  immedi- 
ately give  notice  thereof  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the 
question  of  admitting  such  city  or  town  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  City 
of  Boston  at  the  next  annual  State  election. 
Four  weeks  prior  to  said  election  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  cause  notice  to  be 
given  by  publication  in  three  or  more  daily 
papers  published  in  said  city  that  said  question 
will  be  submitted,  and  said  notice  shall  be  so 
published  on  ten  separate  days  before  the 
day  of  such  annual  State  election. 

Sect.  3.  In  case  of  a  concurrent  vote  on  the 
question  of  annexation,  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  immediately 
cause  to  be  appointed  an  annexation  commit- 
tee consisting  of  three  persons,  the  Mayor  of 
said  city  to  be  one  member  of  said  commit- 
tee. A  like  committee  shall  be  appointed 
in  a  like  manner  by  any  city  that  has  been 
accepted  by  the  City  of  Boston.  In  case  of 
any  town  that  has  been  accepted  by  the  City 
kof  Boston  a  like  committee  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  a  like  manner  by  the  Selectmen 
of  said  town,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  to 
be  one  member  of  said  committee;  and  all 


matters  to  be  determined  in  connection  with 
annexation,  and  for  whose  determination  no 
provision  is  otherwise  made  in  this  act,  shall 
be  settled  by  said  committee  acting  jointly. 
The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  ap- 
point the  first  meeting  of  the  joint  commit- 
tee. A  majority  of  the  joint  committee 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

Sect.  4.  If  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  at  such  election,  vote 
in  favor  of  annexation,  such  annexation 
shall  take  full  effect,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  this  act,  from  and  after  the  first 
Monday  of  January  next  following;  and 
said  annexed  territory  from  and  after  said 
date,  shall  form  a  part  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Sect.  5.  If  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
either  in  the  annexable  municipality  or  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  do  not  vote  in  favor  of 
annexation,  no  proposition  of  annexation 
shall  be  again  submitted  uutil  after  two 
municipal  years  have  intervened.  The  re- 
sult of  the  vote  in  any  case  shall  be  certified 
by  the  proper  officers  of  the  respective 
municipalties  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Sect.  6.  When  a  concurrent  vote  in  favor 
of  annexation  is  passed  under  this  act  the 
officers  of  the  municipality  which  is  to  be 
annexed  shall  continue  to  hold  their  offices 
until  the  first  Monday  of  January  following, 
but  no  new  officers  shall  be  elected  or  ap- 
pointed for  said  municipality  after  said  vote 
except  to  fill  vacancies  until  said  first  Mon- 
day of  January.  The  term  of  office  of  all 
such  officers,  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided,  shall  expire  on  said  first  Monday 
of  January. 

Sect.  7.  When  a  concurrent  vote  in  favor 
of  annexation  is  passed  under  this  act  the 
City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  pro- 
ceed forthwith  to  divide  the  annexed  terri- 
tory into  wards,  or  to  declare  (hat  the  whole 
new  territory  shall  constitute  one  ward,  or 
to  annex  said  new  territory  to  an  existing 
ward;  and  if  said  Council  fails  to  take  such 
action  within  two  weeks  from  the  date  of 
such  concurrent  vote,  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  forthwith  make  such  division 
or  shall  declare  such  territory  to  be  one  ward 
or  to  be  annexed  to  an  existing  ward.  No 
wards  shall  be  created  out  of  said  new  terri- 
tory with  a  population  less  than  that  of  the 
least  populous  existing  ward  in  said  city; 
and  if  the  whole  population  of  said  new  ter- 
ritory is  less  than  said  minimum  it  shall 
be  annexed  to  one  of  the  contiguous  exist- 
ing wards  of  said  city,  and  form  a  part 
thereof.  No  ward  in  said  new  territory  shall 
have  a  greater  population  than  the  most 
populous  existing  ward  in  said  city:  provided, 
that'  if  a  division  upon  the  basis  of  said 
maximum  leaves  a  fraction  too  small  to  be 
created  a  ward  by  itself,  such  fraction  may 
be  annexed  to  any  other  ward  or  wards  of 
said  new  territory.  The  division  made  under 
this  section  shall  remain  in  force  until  the 
next  regular  division  of  the  whole  city  into 
wards. 

Sect.  8.  Each  new  ward  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  municipal  and  ward  offi- 
cers to  which  each  of  the  other  wards  of  the 
City  of  Boston  is  entitled;  and  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  in  due 
season  divide  the  new  wards  into  voting 
precincts,  establish  polling  places,  issue  their 


warrants  for  meetings  of  the  legal  voters  of 
said  wards  respectively  to  be  held  on  the  day 
of  the  annual  city  election  in  the  year  in 
which  such  concurrent  vote  is  passed,  and 
proceed  in  all  respects  so  far  as  possible  as 
to  such  new  wards  as  in  the  case  of  the  other 
wards  of  said  city.  And  the  citizens  of  the 
annexed  territory  shall  have  the  same  right 
to  be  registered  and  to  vote  for  municipal 
officers  of  the  City  of  Boston  at  such  election 
as  they  would  have  had  if  the  annexed  terri- 
tory had  formed  part  of  the  City  of  Boston 
for  more  than  six  months  next  before  said 
election.  All  matters  necessary  to  be  deter- 
mined in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  said 
election  with  reference  to  which  no  provision 
is  made  by  law  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  9.  When  territory  annexed  to  the 
City  of  Boston  under  this  act  is,  at  the  time 
of  annexation,  situated  in  another  county, 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  shall,  on  petition 
of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  or  the 
County  Commissioners  of  the  county  con- 
cerned, appoint  a  board  of  three  special  com- 
missioners, who  shall  determine  what  pro- 
portion of  the  indebtedness,  if  any,  of  such 
other  county  shall  be  assumed  by  the  County 
of  Suffolk,  and  what  amount  shall  be  annually 
contributed  from  the  treasury  of  the  County 
of  Suffolk  to  the  treasury  of  such  other 
couuty  on  account  of  expenses  incurred  by 
such  other  county  in  maintaining  judicial, 
correctional  and  other  institutions  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  12  of  this  act. 

The  award  of  said  special  commissioners, 
when  accepted  by  said  court,  shall  be  binding 
upon  all  parties;  but  the  question  of  the 
annual  contribution  may  be  reopened  from 
time  to  time,  upon  petition  to  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  or  the  County  Commissioners  of  the 
county  concerned,  and  the  amount  of  such 
annual  contribution  may  be  readjusted:  pro- 
vided, that  no  such  application  for  a  readjust- 
ment shall  be  made  until  two  years  have 
elapsed  since  the  date  of  the  last  adjustment. 

Sect.  10.  When  there  is  a  public  library 
in  any  municipality  annexed  to  the  City  of 
Boston  under  this  act,  such  library,  with  the 
books,  documents,  pictures  and  other  objects 
which  now  or  hereafter  may  belong  thereto, 
shall  be  continued  and  kept  within  the  limits 
of  said  former  municipality,  and  it  shall  have 
the  benefit  of  all  gifts  or  legacies  heretofore 
or  hereafter  made  in  its  behalf. 

Sect.  11.  Except  as  above  provided,  all 
the  public  property  of  the  annexed  munic- 
ipality shall  be  vested  in  and  become  the 
property  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and  said 
City  of  Boston  shall  succeed  to  all  the  rights, 
claims,  causes  of  action,  rights  to  uncollected 
taxes,  liens,  uses,  trusts,  duties,  privileges 
and  immunities  of  said  annexed  municipality. 
The  Treasurer  of  said  annexed  municipality 
shall,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  of 
January  next  following  the  concurrent  vote 
of  annexation,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  or  Selectmen  of  said 
municipality,  who  shall  for  this  purpose  and 
for  all  other  purposes  necessary  to  carry  into 
full  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  continue 
to  hold  their  offices  over,  transfer,  deliver, 
pay  over  and  account  for  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer of  the  City  of  Boston  all  books,  papers, 
moneys  and  other  property  in  his  possession 
as  Treasurer  of  said  annexed  municipality  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January  next  following 
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the  concurrent  vote  of  annexation;  and  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  become  liable  for  and 
subject  to  all  the  debts,  obligations,  duties, 
responsibilities  and  liabilities  of  the  annexed 
municipality.  All  actions  and  causes  of 
action  which  may  be  pending,  or  which  shall 
have  accrued  at  the  date  of  annexation  in 
behalf  of  or  against  said  annexed  munic- 
ipality, shall  survive  and  may  be  prosecuted 
to  final  judgment  and  execution  in  behalf  or 
against  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  12.  When  territory  annexed  to  the 
City  of  Boston  under  this  act  is  at  the  time 
of  annexation  situated  in  another  county,  it 
shall  continue  to  be  treated  as  a  part  of  such 
other  county  in  respect  to  the  following 
matters : 

First  —  In  respect  to  the  civil  and  crim- 
inal jurisdiction  of  the  courts. 

Second  —  In  respect  to  the  Begistry  of 
Deeds. 

Third  —  In  respect  to  commitments  to 
penal  and  correctional  institutions  and 
jails. 

Fourth — In  respect  to  the  ownership, 
maintenance  and  administration  of  all  build- 
ings and  places  used  for  courts,  for  the  Beg- 
istry of  Deeds  and  for  county,  penal  and 
correctional  institutions  and  jails;   and 

Fifth  —  In  respect  to  the  election  of  the 
following  officers:  District-attorney,  clerks 
of  courts,  register  of  probate  and  insol- 
vency, register  of  deeds,  and  sheriff. 

In  all  other  respects  except  those  above 
enumerated,  and  for  all  purposes  of  taxa- 
tion and  all  purposes  of  municipal  adminis- 
tration, the  annexed  territory  shall  form  a 
part  of  the  County  of  Suffolk  and  City  of 
Boston.  If  there  is  any  police  court  in 
the  annexed  territory,  bearing  the  name  of 
the  town  or  city  in  which  it  is  situated,  the 
word  "  district "  shall  be  substituted  for 
the  word  "  city  "  or  "  town  "  in  the  title  of 
such  court  after  annexation. 

Sect.  13.  Until  a  different  provision  is 
made  by  law  any  territory  annexed  to  the 
City  of  Boston  under  this  act  shall  continue 
to  be,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Repre- 
sentatives in  Congress,  Councillors  and  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives  in  the  General 
Court,  part  of  the  same  districts  in  which  it 
was  situated  before  annexation.  All  the 
duties  required  to  be  performed  by  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen  and  City  Clerk  or  by 
the  Selectmen  and  Town  Clerk  of  a  city  or 
town  so  annexed,  pertaining  to  the  election 
of  Representatives  in  Congress,  Councillors 
and  Senators  and  Representatives  in  the 
General  Court  shall,  after  the  date  of  annex- 
ation, in  like  manner  devolve  upon  and  be 
performed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  14.  When  any  city  or  town  is  an- 
nexed to  the  City  of  Boston  under  this  act, 
the  legal  voters  residing  within  the  territory 
constituting  such  city  or  town  at  the  time  of 
annexation  shall  continue  thereafter  to  exer- 
cise the  same  control  over  the  granting  of 
liquor  licenses  within  such  territory  as  before 
annexation.  The  votes  cast  in  the  precincts 
into  which  such  former  city  or  town  is 
divided,  upon  being  admitted  to  the  City  of 
Boston,  shall  be  returned  and  counted  like 
other  votes  in  the  City  of  Boston;  but  the 
result  shall  be  declared  separately,  and  when 
a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  in  the  precincts 
situated  in  such  former  city  or  town  is 
against  granting  liquor  licenses,  no  licenses 
shall  be  granted  to  be  exercised  within  the 


limits  of  such  former  city  or  town  during 
the  ensuing  municipal  year. 

Sect.  15.  In  the  year  1905  the  question  of 
annexation  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters 
of  each  annexable  city  and  town  without 
petition  of  the  voters  therefor.  In  towns 
which  are  then  annexable  the  submission  to 
popular  vote  shall  be  made  at  the  annual 
town  meeting.  In  cities  which  are  then 
annexable  the  submission  shall  be  made  at  a 
special  election,  appointed  by  City  Council, 
to  be  held  not  later  than  the  third  Tuesday 
of  September.  If  upon  such  submission  a 
majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting 
thereon  favor  annexation,  the  question  of 
admitting  such  city  or  town  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  voters  of  the  City  of  Boston  on 
the  day  of  the  annual  State  election  in  such 
year;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  present 
and  voting  thereon  in  the  City  of  Boston 
favor  such  admission,  subsequent  proceed- 
ings shall  be  had  substantially  as  provided  in 
this  act,  and  sucb  annexation  shall  take  full 
effect  from  and  after  the  first.  Monday  of 
January  next  following. 

Sect.  16.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act 
shall  impair  the  obligation  of  contracts;  and 
the  property  and  inhabitants  of  any  territory 
annexed  to  the  City  of  Boston  shall  continue 
liable  to  the  creditors  of  said  municipality 
and  of  the  county  of  which  it  formed  a  part 
in  like  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed:  provided,  that  any  person  compelled 
to  pay  a  debt  of  said  municipality  or  county 
shall  have  a  right  to  reimbursement  re- 
spectively from  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
county  from  which  said  municipality  was 
severed. 

Sect.  17.  The  term  "  municipality,"  as 
used  in  this  act,  shall  include  both  towns  and 
cities.  The  term  "  executive  officers"  shall 
mean  in  the  case  of  a  town  the  Selectmen, 
and  in  the  case  of  a  city  the  Mayor.  The 
expression  "  date  of  annexation  "  shall  mean 
the  first  Monday  of  January  following  a  con- 
current vote  in  favor  of  annexation  passed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  927  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Thomas  N.  Hart,  Mayor;  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Taxation.  It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Rate  of  Taxation  and 

Indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Acts  of  1885,  Chapter  312, 
Section  1,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
in  the  first  and  second  lines  thereof  the 
words  "  except  the  City  of  Boston." 

Sect.  2.  Acts  of  1885,  Chapter  178,  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  939  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Richard  Brison;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary.  It  is  entitled : 
An  Act  to  Authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to 

license  Business  Brokers. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Police  for  the 
City  of  Boston  may  grant  licenses  to  suitable 
persons  who  have  resided  within  said  city 
for  a  period  of  six  months  prior  to  the  tiling 
of  the  application  for  such  license,  to  be 
business  brokers  within  said  city  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  shall  receive  therefor, 
to  the  use  of  the  city,  a  fee  of  $5. 


Sect.  2.  Each  business  broker  shall,  if 
required,  give  bonds  in  a  reasonable  penal 
sum,  and  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  city,  with  condition  that  he 
shall  in  all  things  conform  to  the  laws  re- 
lating to  business  brokers. 

Sect.  3.  Such  license  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Sections  124  to  127  in- 
clusive of  Chapter  102  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
and  shall  not  be  transferable  without  consent 
of  the  licensing  board. 

Sect.  4.  The  Board  of  Police  may  make 
such  other  rules  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  the  regulation  of  business  brokers,  the 
violation  of  which  shall  subject  the  licensee 
to  a  forfeiture  of  his  license. 

Sect.  5.  Whoever,  not  being  licensed, 
carries  on  such  business  or  is  concerned 
therein,  or  represents  himself  to  be  licensed, 
within  said  city,  or,  being  licensed,  carries 
on  such  business,  or  is  concerned  therein,  in 
any  other  place  or  manner  than  that  desig- 
nated in  his  license,  or  after  notice  to  him 
that  his  license  is  revoked,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $200,  or  by  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  six  months,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sect.  6.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  interfere  with  the  existing 
legal  rights  of  any  person  to  sell  or  dispose 
of  any  interest  he  may  have  in  any  property, 
or  of  any  person  to  act  without  compensa- 
tion for  the  owner  of  any  interest  in  prop- 
erty, nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this  act 
apply  to  attorneys,  executors,  administrators, 
sheriffs,  deputy  sheriffs,  constables,  or  any 
person  whose  fiduciary  or  official  duty  may 
include  the  selling  or  disposing  of  any  kind 
of  property. 

Sect.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  1900. 


House  Bill  No.  974  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Mr.  Emerson  of  Boston;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Cities.  It  is  entitled  : 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Pensioning  of  Mem- 
bers of  the  Police  Force  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Police  of  the 
City  of  Boston  shall,  at  his  own  request,  re- 
tire from  active  service  and  place  upon  a 
pension-roll  any  member  in  good  standing 
of  the  Police  Department  who  has  performed 
active  service  in  said  Department  for  twenty- 
five  consecutive  years. 

Sect.  2.  The  amount  of  annual  pension 
allowed  to  any  person  retired  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  one-half  of  the 
compensation  received  by  him  at  the  time  of 
such  retirement,  the  same  to  be  paid  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  3.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  in 
addition  to  and  not  in  repeal  of  any  act  now 
in  force  relative  to  pensioning  members  of 
the  said  force. 


House  Bill  No.  994  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  William  S.  McNary;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan    Affairs.      It  is 
entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  Improved  Access  to  and 

from  South  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  ex- 
penses incurred  in  laying  out,  locating  anew. 
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altering,  widening  and  constructing  highways 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  323  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1891, 
and  of  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in 
addition  thereto,  shall  from  time  to  time,  on 
request  of  the  Mayor,  issue  and  sell  negoti- 
able bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  of 
said  city  to  the  amount  of  1,000,000  in  addi- 
tion to  the  amounts  already  authorized  for 
said  purposes,  and  said  bonds  and  certificates 
shall  not  be  reckoned  in  determing  the  limit 
of  indebtedness  of  said  city;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds  and 
certificates  shall  be  expended,  first,  for  the 
laying  out  and  construction  of  a  better  con- 
nection between  Broadway  and  Summer 
street,  either  by  an  extension  of  Atlantic 
avenue  extension,  as  laid  out,  substantially 
over  the  line  of  Lehigh  street,  formerly  so 
called,  to  Broadway  at  some  point  near  the 
Boston  end  of  Broadway  bridge,  or  by  the 
widening  of  Albany  and  Kingston  streets  be- 
tween said  Broadway  and  Summer  street; 
second,  for  the  extension  of  said  Broadway 
to  Copley  square  by  the  laying  out  and  con- 
struction of  a  street  or  avenue  from  some 
point  on  said  Broadway  in  the  city  proper  to 
said  Copley  square,  in  part  over  existing 
streets,  in  part  over  the  road-beds  of  the 
New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road and  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad, 
and  in  part  over  private  property,  or  over 
any  of  them. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

House  Bill  No.  1013  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion, taken  from   the  files  of   last   year,  of 
Walter  L.  Sears;    referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Metropolitan  Affairs.     It  is  entitled: 
An  Act  to  Provide  a  More  Equitable  Method 

of  raising  Money  for  the  Maintenance  of 

the   Water    Department   of    the   City   of 

Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Water  Commissioner  for 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  annually  during  the 
month  of  January,  beginning  in  the  year 
1899,  furnish  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
said  city  with  an  estimate  of  the  amount  of 
money  required  for  his  Department  during 
the  next  financial  year. 

Sect.  2.  The  City  Council  of  said  city 
shall  levy  a  general  tax  on  all  real  estate  as 
hereinafter  provided,  beginning  on  the  first 
day  of  February  in  the  year  1899  and  annu- 
ally thereafter,  a  sum  estimated  to  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  for  all  expenditures  of  the  said 
Water  Department  of  the  said  city  for  the 
aforesaid  financial  year. 

Sect.  3.  Beginning  in  the  year  1899,  and 
annually  thereafter,  the  Board  of  Assessors 
of  said  city  shall  assess  by  a  general  tax  levied 
upon  all  real  estate  such  amount  as  the 
City  Council,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
may  deem  sufficient  to  meet  all  expenditures 
of  said  Department;  and  all  moneys  so  raised 
shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  said  Water 
Department. 

Sect.  4.  Said  Board  of  Assessors  shall  as- 
sess, and  the  City  Collector  shall  collect  such 
water  rates  existing,  or  as  may  be  established 
by  said  Water  Commissioner,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor,  for  all  water  used  for 
mechanical  purposes  in  the  same  manner  as 
at  present,  and  the  revenue  derived  from 
such  collections  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Water  Department,  to  meet  interest 


on  debt,  or  sinking-fund  requirements  of  said 
Water  Department,  as  the  Mayor  may  deter- 
mine. 

Sect.  5.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, in  the  year  1899,  water  for  domestic 
purposes  shall  be  furnished  free  by  the  City 
of  Boston  to  its  inhabitants;  and  the  afore- 
said Board  of  Assessors,  together  with  the 
Water  Commissioner,  shall  determine  who 
are  domestic  users;  and  all  others  shall  be 
liable  to  assessment  as  provided  in  Section  4. 

Sect.  6.  Said  Water  Commissioner,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  shall  make  such 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  enforce- 
ment of  this  act  and  the  prevention  of  waste 
as  may  be  necessary;  and  the  City  Council 
may,  by  ordinance,  provide  sucn  penalties 
as  they  deem  proper  for  any  violation  of  said 
rules  and  regulations. 

Sect.  7.  Any  city,  by  majority  vote  of  its 
City  Council  and  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
may  adopt  the  general  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

The  house  for  the  employ- 
ment and  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders 
in  the  County  of  Suffolk  shall  hereafter  be 
known  as  the  Rainsford  School  for  Boys  and 
the  Trustees  for  Children  of  the  City  of 
Boston  may  apply  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Prisons  to  remove  therefrom  any  boy  over 
the  age  of  fifteen  years  who  should  not  in 
the  opinion  of  said  Trustees  be  held  therein, 
and  said  Commissioners  may  at  their  discre- 
tion remove  any  such  boy  to  any  other  re- 
formatory established  for  boys  over  that  age, 
and  such  boy  shall  be  held  therein  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term  for  which  he  was 
sentenced  as  if  originally  committed  thereto.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ELECTION 
DEPARTMENT. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Election  De- 
partment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January 
31,  1900  —  constituting  City  Document  No. 
13,  1900 — has  recently  been  submitted  to 
Mayor  Hart,  and  from  it  the  following 
extracts  have  been  taken : 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  figures 
submitted  by  us  to  the  Board  of  Estimate 
and  Apportionment  as  our  estimated  require- 
ments for  the  year  were  based  upon  the 
probability  of  an  unusually  heavy  registra- 
tion, and  though  the  amount  allowed  by  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  was 
$9,500  less  than  our  figures,  it  was  our  good 
fortune  to  carry  on  the  Department,  not 
only  within  the  amount  allowed,  but  to 
have  a  substantial  balance  left  to  our  credit, 
as  was  the  case  also  the  preceding  year. 
During  the  month  of  September  the  registra- 
tion was  done  entirely  at  the  central  office, 
and  for  most  of  that  month  the  office  was 
kept  open,  in  connection  with  the  Assessors' 
office,  until  10  o'clock  in  the  evening.  It 
may  be  thought  advisable  in  the  future  to 


provide  places  for  evening  registration  in 
co-operation  with  the  Assessing  Department 
in  the  different  wards  during  September,  to 
relieve  the  central  office. 

The  number  of  male  voters  on  the  first 
printed  list  made  up  from  the  Assessors' 
returns  to  this  Department  was  84,967. 
There  were  15,524  names  added  prior  to  the 
State  election  and  2,334  names  added  before 
the  city  election,  making,  after  the  necessary 
revision,  the  total  number  of  male  voters 
registered  for  the  city  election  102,875,  thus 
exceeding  the  similar  registration  in  1897  of 
102,473,  which  up  to  that  time  was  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  city.  At  the  city 
election  in  1897,  79,763  votes  were  cast  for 
Mayor,  and  in  1899,  81,341  votes  were  cast 
for  the  same  office,  the  latter  being  the 
highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  this  city  for 
Mayor. 

The  Act  of  1899,  Chapter  346,  regulating 
the  holding  of  caucuses  reduced  the  number 
of  caucuses  held  in  Boston  from  seven  to 
four  for  the  two  leading  political  parties. 
The  interval  between  the  State  and  city  elec- 
tions is  so  short  that  in  order  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  law  with  regard  to  issu- 
ing the  call  for  caucuses  prior  to  the  city 
election,  and  with  regard  to  filing  certificates 
of  nomination  and  nomination  papers,  the 
caucuses  of  the  two  leading  political  parties 
were  held  in  the  past  year  on  successive 
evenings  in  the  same  place,  and  created 
some  embarrassment  in  making  proper  ar- 
rangements for  the  caucuses  held  on  the 
second  evening. 

The  Socialist  Labor  party,  having  estab- 
lished itself  as  a  political  party  in  accordance 
with  law,  by  the-vote  cast  for  its  candidate 
for  Governor  in  1898,  held  caucuses  for  the 
first  time  during  the  past  year. 

In  addition  to  the  caucuses  and  elections 
above  referred  to,  a  caucus  and  election  were 
held  in  the  Thirteenth  Suffolk  Representa- 
tive District,  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused  by  the 
death,  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Legis- 
lature, of  the  candidate  chosen  at  the  State 
election. 

The  caucus  officers  have,  as  a  rule,  per- 
formed their  work  satisfactorily,  and  the 
conduct  of  the  caucuses  shows  from  year  to 
year  a  great  improvement.     Unusually  large 


caucuses  were  held  the  past  year,  and  the  re- 
turns generally  were  prompt  and  accurate. 
Whether  any  further  improvement  could  be 
accomplished  by  providing  compensation  for 
such  officers,  is  a  matter  worthy  of  serious 
consideration. 

The  election  officers,  too,  have  generally 
served  the  city  faithfully  and  well  the  past 
year.  In  each  of  the  191  precincts  in  the 
city  we  appointed  a  warden,  clerk  and  four 
inspectors,  representing  equally  the  two 
leading  political  parties,  and  1,146  such  offi- 
cers were  appointed  and  qualified,  after 
being  gathered  together  in  different  sections 
of  the  city  to  be  instructed  as  to  their  duties. 
With  so  large  a  number  it  is  not  surprising, 
that  a  few  cases  of  dereliction  of  duty  should 
arise,  but  these   are  dealt  with  summarily. 

Our  opinion,  previously  expressed,  that 
deputy  election  officers  should  be  dispensed 
with,  and  the  money  now  paid  them  saved, 
is  strengthened  by  the  experience  of  the 
Department  the  past  year. 

The  difference  in  the  number  of  male 
voters  in  the  several  precincts  has  become  so 
great  as  to  call  for  some  change  in  the  exist- 
ing conditions.  The  ward  lines  will  be 
changed  again  in  five  years,  but  the  precinct 
lines  should  be  changed  at  once,  if  addi- 
tional precincts  are  not  deemed  advisable. 
With  the  191  existing  precincts  the  average 
of  male  voters  based  upon  the  registration 
at  the  city  election  of  102,875  would  be  539. 
The  number  of  voters  in  the  precincts  varies 
from  863  to  234,  while  104  precincts  contain 
less  than  539  male  voters  and  87  precincts 
over  that  number.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  if  enough  additional  precincts  were  pro- 
vided to  make  the  whole  number  250,  the 
best  resuits  would  be  accomplished;  with 
the  registration  at  the  present  figures  there 
would  then  be  an  average  of  411  voters 
in  each  precinct,  and  this  number  would 
ensure  a  more  prompt  return  of  votes  cast. 
There  is  a  wide  variance  in  the  number  of 
voters  in  each  ward,  the  highest  number 
being  5,915  and  the  lowest  2.730.  This 
would  seem  to  warrant  an  immediate  change 
in  the  ward  lines  if  such  a  course  were 
authorized  by  law. 

The  one  hundred  voting  booths  made 
of  thin   corrugated   steel    have    been   made 
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comfortable  by  having  the  sides  and  top  lined 
with  thin  wooden  sheathing,  and  we  believe 
they  are  now  so  equipped  as  to  fully  and 
satisfactorily  answer  the  purpose  for  which 
they  were  built.  Until  we  are  again  allowed 
the  use  of  the  school  buildings  for  polling 
places  the  public  must  be  contented  with  the 
accommodations  and  facilities  offered  by 
these  booths. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  caucuses 
held  in  this  city  by  one  of  the  leading  politi- 
cal parties  has  reduced  somewhat  the 
number  of  petitions  for  recounts  of  votes 
cast  at  caucuses,  but  there  has  been  no  fall- 
ing off  in  the  number  of  petitions  for  re- 
counts of  votes  cast  at  elections. 

On  the  whole  such  recounts  have  been 
conducted  with  little  friction,  and  apparently 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all  parties.  In  1898  a 
change  was  made  in  conducting  the  general 
recount  after  the  city  election  by  securing  a 
large  and  well-lighted  hall  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  our  offices  and  employing  an  extra 
force  of  skilled  clerks,  that  the  work  might 
be  more  quickly  done  than  in  the  small  and 
poorly  ventilated  room  connected  with  our 
offices,  where  such  recounts  had  been  pre- 
viously conducted.  So  successful  were  the 
results  that  we  conducted  the  general  recount 
after  the  last  city  election  in  the  same  hall. 

The  abuse  of  the  right  to  petition  for  a  re- 
count does  not  diminish.  Numerous  petitions 
are  filed,  signed  by  the  ten  required  voters, 
who  make  oath  to  the  truth  of  their  petition, 
which  sets  forth  that  a  recount  would  affect 
the  result,  whereas  in  truth  and  in  fact  the 
margin  is  so  great  that  no  such  change  could 
naturally  be  expected.  As  the  recount  pro- 
gresses, it  is  found  that  an  inspection  of  the 
ballots,  particularly  of  caucus  ballots,  is  only 
desired. 

Nin«  complaints  for  illegal  registration 
were  filed  with  this  Department  during  the 
past  year,  and  but  two  complaints  in  1898, 
which  would  indicate  that  the  lists  of  voters 
as  prepared  by  us,  on  the  whole,  contain  only 
such  names  as  are  entitled  to  be  placed 
thereon.  We  again  urge  the  passage  of  a 
law  which  shall  give  the  complainants  in 
this  class  of  cases  authority  to  summon 
witnesses,  and  an  adequate  penalty  should 
be  attached  to  the  failure  to  respond  to  such 
summons. 

During  the  past  year  objections  in  writing 
were  filed  with  us  as  the  Ballot  Law  Com- 
mission of  the  City  of  Boston  in  seven  cases, 
all  of  which  were  objections  to  the  nomina- 
tions of  aldermanic  candidates. 

The  system  of  preparing  the  jury  list  by 
this  Board  was  set  forth  at  length  in  our  re- 
port last  year,  and  certain  suggestions  were 
made  which,  in  our  opinion,  if  carried  out, 
would  be  an  improvement  on  the  present 
system.  It  is  our  aim  to  prepare  a  list  which 
shall  contain  men  of  the  character  and  in- 
tell  gence  desired  for  such  service,  and  we 
exercise  great  care  in  the  selection,  and  dur- 
ing the  past  year  we  have  received  no  com- 
plaint that  the  jurors  drawn  for  service  had 


not  the  requisite  qualifications,  which  is 
some  evidence  that  the  present  system  works 
well.  We  agree  with  the  Attorney-general 
that  the  exempted  class  is  too  large,  and  are 
inclined  to  join  in  his  opinion  that  if  the 
term  of  service  were  further  reduced,  active 
business  men  who  object  to  serving  on  the 
jury,  but  whose  experience  and  judgment 
especially  fit  them  for  such  service,  would  be 
less  incommoded.  It  is  claimed,  too,  that  a 
large  number  of  our  intelligent  citizens  do 
not  register  as  voters  because  they  wish  to 
escape  jury  service.  A  partial  remedy  for 
this  would  be  to  prepare  the  jury  list  from 
the  lists  of  assessed  polls,  but  we  see  so 
many  objections  to  the  latter  course  that  we 
cannot  recommend  any  such  change. 

Under  the  law  a  person  who  is  drawn  and 
serves  is  exempt  for  three  years,  but  there 
is  no  requirement  that  clerks  of  courts  send 
to  us  the  names  of  jurors  who  actually  serve. 
Our  practice  is  therefore  to  follow  the  list 
of  persons  drawn,  sent  to  us  by  the  City 
Clerk,  and  mark  such  names  as  exempt  for 
three  years.  The  law  could  be  more  strictly 
administered  if  the  names  of  persons  serving 
were  submitted  to  us  by  court  officers. 

A  few  changes  in  the  law  have  been 
suggested,  but  in  no  instance  do  we  believe 
the  public  would  suffer  greatly  if  the  sug- 
gestions were  not  acted  upon  immediately. 
The  laws  regarding  caucuses  and  elections 
are  now  fairly  understood,  and  in  the  main 
are  working  well.  If  the  Election  Act  of 
1898  is  to  be  further  amended  or  modified  it 
should  be  done,  in  our  opinion,  only  when 
serious  defects  are  discovered  in  the  oper- 
ation of  the  law  which  can  be  remedied  only 
by  new  legislation. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  operation  of 
Section  128  of  the  Election  Act  of  1898, 
which  provides  for  the  appointment  by  this 
Board  of  additional  caucus  officers,  has  not 
in  most  cases  accomplished  the  results  de- 
sired. Yet  we  believe  a  further  trial  of  the 
law  should  be  given  rather  than  to  repeal  a 
statute  so  recently  enacted. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the 
Board  during  the  past  year.  In  October, 
1899,  Hon.  Joseph  J.  Corbett,  in  accordance 
with  a  fixed  determination  of  many  months' 
standing,  resigned  as  a  member  of  the 
Board.  Upon  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Cor- 
bett, the  Mayor,  acting  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances,  designated  Mr. 
John  H.  Donovan,  of  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment, to  temporarily  discharge  the  duties  of 
Election  Commissioner.  Mr.  Donovan  con- 
tinued as  Acting  Election  Commissioner  until 
after  the  recount  which  followed  the  city 
election,  when  Hon.  Patrick  J.  Kennedy 
was  appointed  Commissioner  for  the  unex- 
pired term. 

There  has  actually  been  expended  by  this 
Department  during  the  year  1899,  chargeable 
to' the  regular  appropriation,  the  sum  of 
$126,892.44  and  on  account  of  the  special 
loan  for  new  voting-booths  the  balance  from 
loan  of  $404.27,  or  a  total  expenditure  of 
.$127,296.71.  There  remains,  therefore,  to 
the  credit  of  this  Department  the  sum  of 
$5,614.18. 

The  arrangement  of  some  of  the  election 
tables,  which  make  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  report,  has  been  changed  from  that  of 
former  years,  and  we  have  profited  by  the 
system  adopted  by  The  City  Record,  which 
has  printed  many  of  the  election  returns 
prepared  at  their  request  by  this  Department. 


INSTITUTIONS      DEPARTMENT      EX- 
PENDITURES. 


In  Special  Publication  No.  4,  of  the  Sta- 
tistics   Department,   which   deals   with   the 
ordinary  receipts   and  expenditures   of  the 
city,  the  expenditures   of  the  new  depart- 
ments created  by  the  Acts  of  1897,  Chapters 
395  and  451,  which  divided  the  Institutions 
Department   into   five   independent  depart- 
ments, are  separately  given  for  the  first  time. 
For  convenience  of  comparison  such  items 
of  expenditure  as  could  be  traced  back  in  the 
reports  of  the  City  Auditor,  are  entered  for 
the  years  in  which  they  were  found.    Certain 
other  expenditures  could  not  be  traced  back 
in  these  reports,  for  the  reason  that  they 
were   lumped   together   under  the   head  of 
"Genera!  Office  Expenses  "  or  of  "Pauper 
Expenses,"  so-called.     These   items,  there- 
fore, were  omitted.     Consequently  the  total 
figures  showing  the  actual  expenditure  of  the 
department  in  1898-99  cannot  be  compared 
with  the  totals  given  for  previous  years.   On 
the  other  hand   such  items  as    have    been 
entered  are  comparable  year  by  year.     For 
instance,  the  expenditures  of  the  Children's 
Institutions  Department  were,  in  1898-99, 
$169,079.97;   whereas,  the  total   entered  in 
the  year  1894-95,  is  but  $44,776.03.     The 
total  expenditure  for  children  in  1894-95  was 
not  $44,776.03,  but   something   more   than 
that   amount.     How  much   more,  could    be 
determined   only  by  a  detailed   ancl  expert 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Institu- 
tions Department.     A  glance  at  page  63  of 
the  publication  shows  that  expenditure  for 
the  care  and  support  of  delinquent  children 
now  cared  for  at  the  Parental  School  and  at 
the  House  of  Reformation  has  not  been  in- 
cluded.     Such  children  were,  in  that  year, 
cared   for  at   the  House  of  Industry,  Deer 
Island,  and  the  cost  of  their  support  was  not 
separately  stated,  but  included  in  the  expend- 
iture of  that  penal  institution.     The  cost  of 
placing  out  children  and  of  boarding  them  in 
families  or  in  institutions,  has  been  omitted, 
both  for  this  year  and  for  later  years,   to 
1898-99,  for  the  reason  it  was  not  separately 
stated  but  lumped  under  the  appropriation 
for  pauper  expenses  or  general  office  expenses. 
The  exact  amount  of  such  expenditures  could 
not  be  determined  without  a  detailed  exam- 
ination of  the  accounts.     On  the  other  hand 
the   expenditures    for   the    Marcella- street 
Home  are  given  for  the  full  five  years,  and 
are  comparable  throughout;  the  reduction  of 
expenditure  in  1898-99  being  due  to  the  aban- 
donment of  the  institution.  The  expenditures 
of  the  House  of  Reformation  and  of  the  Paren  - 
tal  School  are  given  for  four  years;  the  smaller 
expenditure  in  1895-96  being  due  to  the  fact 
that  these  institutions  were  not  occupied  till 
several  months  after  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year. 
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This  caution  applies  to  the  following  de- 
partments: Children's  Institutions  Depart- 
ment, Insane  Institutions  Department  and 
Pauper  Institutions  Department.  The  items 
of  expenditure  of  the  Institutions  Depart- 
ment which  do  not  admit  of  analysis,  are 
chiefly  the  expenditure  for  general  office 
expenses  and  for  pauper  expenses.  The 
payment  for  pauper  expenses  included  the 
expenditure  for  board  and  care  of  insane  in 
State  institutions  now  charged  to  the  appro- 
priation for  Insane  Institutions  Department; 
board  and  care  of  children  in  institutions 
other  than  those  of  the  city  now  charged  to 
the  Placing-out  Division  of  the  Children's 
Institutions  Department,  and  board  and  care 
of  paupers  in  institutions  charged  to  Pauper 
Institutions  Department. 

Although  it  is  impossible  from  the  state- 
ment of  expenditures  given  in  the  City 
Auditor's  reports  to  compare  the  present  ex- 
penditure of  the  single  departments  with  the 
cost  of  similar  work  done  by  the  Institutions 
Department,  we  may  compare  the  total  ex- 
penditure  of  the  Institutions    Department 


with  the  total  expenditure  for  similar  pur- 
poses to-day.  The  following  statement  gives 
the  total  expenditure  for  the  care  and  support 
of  children,  insane,  paupers  and  criminals, 
together  with  office  expenses  and  expense  of 
maintaining  steamboats,  etc.,  formerly  under 
the  direction  of  the  Institutions  Department. 
We  have  added  also  the  data  for  1899-1900:

SUPREME    COURT  DECISIONS    CON- 
CERNING THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 


Following  is  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  the  City  of  Boston  vs. 
Rocci  Sarni,  in  which  the  complainant 
charges  the  respondent  with  maintaining  a 
furnace  for  blacksmith  purposes  in  the 
building  118  Endicott  street,  without  having 
a  permit  from  the  Building  Commissioner: 

Loring,  J.  The  only  question  raised  in 
this  case  is  whether  the  word  "  furnace  "  as 
used  in  Statutes  1892,  Chapter  419,  Sections 
116  and  117,  includes  a  forge,  in  which  a  fire 
is  maintained  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
the  ordinary  business  of  a  blacksmith. 

The  difference  between  a  forge  and  a  fur- 
nace, so  far  as  the  ordinary  use  of  those 
words  in  connection  with  metal  work,  is  con- 
cerned, is  this:  A  furnace  is  used  to  melt 
ores  in  working  metals,  or  to  melt  metals  in 
working  them;  a  forge  is  used  to  heat  metals 
to  hammer  them  into  a  desired  form,  not  to 
melt  them.  It  is  evident  that  the  Legisla- 
ture thought  that  a  fire  used  to  melt  ores 
and  metals  was  dangerous,  and  that  a  fire 
used  to  heat  them  was  not  dangerous,  and 
for  that  reason  it  forbade  the  erection  of  a 
furnace,  but  did  not  forbid  the  erection  of  a 
forge. 

Decree  dismissing  bill  affirmed. 


The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
case  of  Annie  L.  Parke  vs.  City  of  Boston, 
in  an  action  of  tort  for  personal  injuries  sus- 
tained by  plaintiff,  March  21,  1897,  in  con- 
sequence of  an  alleged  defect  on  Buggies 
street,  is  as  follows: 

Morton,  J.  The  evidence  leaves  it  en- 
tirely uncertain  how  long  the  alleged  defect 
had  existed.  One  witness  testified  that  she 
"  had  been  through  there  Sunday  night 
before  to  church."  But  she  said  nothing, 
and  does  not  appear  to  have  been  asked  as 
to  the  condition  at  that  time.  If  there  was 
a  defect  the  plaintiff  was  bound  to  show 
either  that  the  defendant  knew  it,  or  in  the 
exercise  of  reasonable  care  and  diligence 
ought  to  have  known  of  it  in  season  to 
remedy  it.  There  was  no  evidence  that  the 
defendant  knew  of  the  defect,  if  there  was 
one,  and  in  the  absence  of  evidence  to  show 
how  long  it  had  been  there,  it  cannot  be  said 
that  the  defendant  ought,  in  the  exercise  of 
reasonable  care  and  diligence,  to  have  known 
of  it  and  remedied  it. 


Following  is  the  decision  of  the  Court  in 
the  case  of  George  W.  Parker  vs.  City  of  Bos- 
ton. A  portion  of  the  plaintiff's  land  was 
taken  by  the  city  for  the  widening  of  Blue 
Hill  avenue.  He  claimed  a  larger  sum  in 
damages  than  that  offered,  SI, 628,  but  upon 
being  informed  that  no  local  assessments 
would  be  levied  towards  meeting  the  expense 
of  the  work  going  on,  he  accepted  the  offer. 
Afterwards  the  city  made  an  assessment  on 
his  remaining  land  of  $706. 53  for  the  sewers, 
and  he  asks  for  a  remedy  for  his  mistake. 

Hammond,,!.  Even  if  it  be  assumed  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff  that  the  inquiries  made 
by  him  were  broad  enough  to  cover  the  case 
of  sewer  assessments,  and  that  he  would  not 
have  settled  with  the  city  unless  he  had  sup- 
posed that  no  sewer  assessment  was  to  be 
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laid,  and  even  if  several  other  grave  objec- 
tions to  the  relief  prayed  for  be  passed  over, 
it  is  plain  that  there  is  one  feature  of  the  case 
as  staled  in  the  bill  which  is  fatal  to  the 
plaintiff. 

The  plaintiff  was  mistaken  as  to  whether 
after  the  settlement  he  "  would  be  liable  to 
pay  any  assessment  or  contribution  towards 
the  cost  of  the  improvements  then  going  on 
in  Blue  Hill  avenue  or  any  part  thereof  ex- 
cept what  might  be  included  in  his"  general 
annual  tax.  In  so  far  as  his  liability  de- 
pended upon  the  law  authorizing  such  an 
assessment,  and  he  was  mistaken  about  that, 
it  was  a  mistake  as  to  the  general  well-known 
law  on  the  subject  and  not  of  fact.  And 
moreover  we  do  not  understand  the  bill  to 
allege  that  the  plaintiff  was  mistaken  about 
the  law.  In  so  far  as  his  liability  depended 
upon  any  assessment  which  the  proper 
authorities  might  thereafter  lay,  and  he  was 
mistaken  about  that,  it  was  a  mistake  not 
with  reference  to  the  existence  at  that  time 
of  a  certain  fact  but  simply  as  to  the  proba- 
bility of  the  occurrence  of  a  future  event. 
This  is  not  a  mistake  of  fact  within  the 
meaning  of  that  term  in  the  rules  of  equity 
concerning  the  rescission  or  reformation  of  a 
contract.  The  mistake  must  be  with  refer- 
ence to  a  fact  past  or  present.  Kerr  on  Fr. 
&  Mis.  476.  Beach  on  Med.  Eq.  Jur.  Sec- 
tion 49.  Southwick  vs.  First  National  Bank 
of  Memphis,  84  N.  Y.  420.

CAMBRIDGE    BRIDGE    COMMISSION. 


Boston,  March  2,  1900. 

A  meeting  of  the  Cambridge  Bridge  Com- 
mission was  held  on  Friday,  March  2,  1900,

SCHOOL    COMMITTEE. 


A  regular  meeting  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee was  held  in  the  School  Committee 
Chamber,  Mason-street  building,  on  Feb- 
ruary 27,  1900,  at  7.30  P.M.,  President 
Gallivan  in  the  chair. 

Present:  All  the  members  except  Messrs. 
Aldrich,  Courtney  and  Strange. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  was  on  ap- 
proving the  appointments,  confirmations  and 
transfer  presented  by  the  Superintendent  at 
the  last  meeting. 

The  appointments,  confirmations  and 
transfer  were  approved. 

The  following  orders,  laid  over  under  the 
rule  at  the  last  meeting,  were  read  and 
successively  passed: 

(1.)  That  the  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners be  requested  to  take,  by  purchase  <>r 
otherwise,  for  the  enlargement  of  the  new 
grammar  school  lot  on  Morton  and  Norfolk 
streets,  Dorchester,  a  parcel  of  land  supposed 
to  belong  to  Catherine  Elms,  bounded  and 
described  as  follows:

Of  this  amount  $2,920,350 
should  be  included  by  their  Board  in  the 
total  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation,  the 
balance,  $78,035.31,  to  be  obtained  from  the 
following-named  sources:  Income  in  1899- 
1900  over  the  amount  estimated  ($3,076.85); 
and  the  unexpended  balance  at  the  close  of 
the  financial  year  1899-1900  ($34,958.46). 

The  Superintendent  presented  the  ap-

The  Committee  on  the  Annual  Report, 
presented  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School 
Committee  for  1899,  which  was  accepted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Accounts:

Observations  of  this  sort  on  the  same 
individual  at  successive  periods  have  not 
been  made  in  any  American  city,  and  would 
be  of  great  practical  value  from  an  educa- 
tional as  well  as  a  physiological  standpoint. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  committee  of  the 
Society  would  be  glad  to  furnish  assistance 
in  the  detection  of  defective  children  if  de- 
sired to  do  so. 

The  Society  of  course  proposes  to  bear  all 
expense  incurred  in  the  matter,  and  will  not 
call  upon  the  teachers  of  the  schools  for 
assistance  in  the  measurements.

House  Bill  No.  691  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  Francis  W.  Kittredge;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Erection  and  Main- 
tenance of  School  Buildings  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton shall  appoint  three  citizens,  residents  of 
said  Boston,  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two 
years  and  one  for  three  years,  and  at  the  ex- 
piration of  said  terms  subsequent  appoint- 
ments shall  be  for  three  years,  to  constitute 
a  commission  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take 
and  have  charge  of  the  erection  and  mainte- 
nance of  all  school  buildings  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  they  shall  select  all  sites  for  new 
buildings,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
School  Board;  shall  appoint  and  fix  compen- 
sation for  their  own  agents,  and  have  full 
control  of  all  moneys  appropriated  for  said 
purposes,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor.  . 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Commission  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  as  follows: 

Four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the 
Chairman. 

Four    thousand    dollars  for  each  of   the 

others. 

Sect.  3.  All  other  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its 
passage.

Park  Department. 

Following  is  an  abstract  of  the  records  of 
recent  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Park  Com- 
missioners: 

February  12,  1900. 

The  Superintendent  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  after  providing  for  outstanding  obli- 
gations, and  for  the  prosecution  of  planting 
in  the  spring,  the  appropriation  for  construc- 
tion only  has  to  its  credit  $2,551.39,  which 
necessitates  the  cutting  down  of  the  force  to 
a  maintenance  basis,  and  recommended,  in 
view  of  the  small  number  of  men  that  can 
be  retained,  that  the  best  workmen  be  se- 
lected.    It  was  thereupon 

Voted,  That  the  Superintendent  be  author- 
ized and  directed  to  reduce  the  force  to  the 
basis  of  the  appropriation  for  maintenance, 
in  accordance  with  his  recommendation. 


February  19,  1900. 

Voted,  That  S.  I.  Hudgens  be  given  per- 
mission to  keep  burros  and  ponies  for  hire 
on  Franklin  and  Marine  Parks  on  Sundays 
and  holidays  during  the  present  season,  pro- 
vided the  burros,  equipments  and  locations 
are  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Parks. 

Voted,  That  the  form  of  application  for 
team  work  be  amended  by  striking  out  the 
requirement  that  applications  must  be  sworn 
to,  and  inserting  a  requirement  that  re- 
ceipted tax  bills  must  accompany  the  appli- 
cation. 

Voted,  That  the  regulations  governing  the 
operation  of  motor  vehicles  on  the  public 
parks  or  boulevards  be  amended  by  inserting 
after  the  word  "road"  the  words — boule- 
vards and  highways  —  so  that  the  last  part  of 
said  regulations  shall  read  as  follows:  "  No 
person  shall  run  or  operate  a  motor  vehicle 
on  the  public  parks  between  the  hours  of 
10.30  A.M.  and  9  P.M.  except  upon  the 
traffic  roads,  boulevards  and  highways,  or  to 
gain  access  by  the  shortest  way  from  the 
nearest  street  to  a  house  fronting  on  a  park- 
way." 

The  Board  having  previously  voted  that 
the  golf  links  at  Franklin  Park  be  hereafter 
maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  Depart- 
ment, and  opened  to  the  public  free  of  charge, 
the  regulations  were  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows: 
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General  Rules  —  Persons  using  the  links 
must  have  had  experience  as  players,  and 
hold  permits  from  the  Park  Commissioners, 
which  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the 
greenkeeper  in  writing.  The  greenkeeper  is 
authorized  to  exclude  from  the  grounds  any 
person  who  is  not  sufficiently  familiar  with 
the  game  to  play  without  incommoding  or 
endangering  other  players. 

A  person  not  familiar  with  the  game  may 
receive  instruction  from  any  person  author- 
ized to  give  lessons  for  usual  fees,  but  he 
must  not  obstruct  regular  players  in  the  use 
of  the  grounds. 

The  greenkeeper  will  be  responsible  for 
the  conduct  of  all  caddies,  and  will  keep  a 
record  of  their  names  and  the  numbers  of 
their  badges. 

No  caddie  will  be  allowed  to  solicit  employ- 
ment without  his  badge,  and  he  must  not 
solicit  employment  beyond  the  first  tee. 

Any  caddie  found  guilty  of  purloining  balls 
will  be  summarily  discharged. 

All  complaints  must  be  made  to  the  green- 
keeper, and  if  well  founded  he  shall  suspend 
the  offending  caddie  from  employment  for  a 
certain  number  of  days,  commensurate  with 
the  gravity  of  the  offence,  taking  away  his 
badge  for  the  period  he  is  suspended. 

The  pay  of  a  caddie  shall  be  fifteen  cents 
for  one  round  of  the  links  or  nine  holes,  and 
twenty-five  cents  for  two  rounds  of  the  links 
or  eighteen  holes. 

Ground  Rules  —  Players  must  not  loiter 
about  the  first  tee,  but  play  off  in  turn  of 
their  arrival  as  rapidly  as  possible,  to  make 
way  for  those  following. 

No  player  should  play  from  the  tee  until 
the  parties  in  front  have  played  their  second 
stroke  or  are  out  of  range. 

No  player  should  play  to  the  putting  green 
until  the  parties  in  front  have  holed  out  and 
moved  away,  and  players  who  have  holed  out 
should  not  try  their  putt  over  again  or  stay 
on  the  green,  but  move  away  at  once. 

Players  looking  for  a  lost  ball  must  allow 
any  other  match  coming  up  to  pass  them. 

A  party  playing  three  or  more  balls  must 
allow  a  two-ball  match  to  pass  them. 

Turf  cut  and  displaced  by  a  stroke  must 
be  at  once  replaced  by  the  player  making  the 
stroke. 

The  greenkeeper  shall  have  full  charge  of 
the  course  and  the  conduct  of  the  games, 
and  complaints  of  violations  of  the  rules  gov- 
erning the  course  or  games  by  any  player 
may  be  made  to  him.

Pauper  Institutions  Department. 

February  5,  1900. 

The  sixty-eighth  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees  was 
held  at  28  Court  square  on  Monday,  Febru- 
ary 5,  at  10.30  A.M. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  E.  W.  Taylor,  secretary 
of  the  visiting  medical  staff,  was  read,  stat- 
ing that  he  had  received  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Alexander  Quackenboss  from  the 
staff. 

Voted,  That  this  resignation  be  accepted, 
and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  be  re- 
quested to  write  Dr.  Quackenboss,  and  thank 
him  for  his  valuable  services  as  ophthalmolo- 


gist of  the  visiting  medical  staff  to  the  Long 
Island  Hospital. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  Charles  P.  Putnam,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Trustees  for  Children,  was 
read,  stating  that  the  Children's  Trustees 
were  willing  to  pay  board  for  all  minors  in 
the  Pauper  Institutions  up  to  the  age  of 
eighteen,  but  not  after  that  age. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
under  date  of  January  22,  was  read.  The 
recommendations  of  this  Committee,  regard- 
ing the  award  of  contracts  for  beef,  mutton 
and  fish,  had  been  acted  upon  at  the  special 
meeting  of  January  29,  with  the  exception 
of  the  recommendation  regarding  fresh  fish, 
which  the  Board  had  decided  to  buy  in  the 
open  market,  rejecting  all  bids.  (See  The 
City  Record,  No.  6,  page  77.) 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Regis- 
tration and  Special  Cases  reported  that  the 
Institutions  Registration  Department  had 
been  requested  to  report  to  this  Board  every 
case  that  is  refused  admission  to  the  Alms- 
house, in  addition  to  cases  admitted,  and  the 
cases  sentenced  as  vagrants. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Charlestown 
Almshouse  came  before  the  Board  and  re- 
ported that  the  delay  in  the  appointment  of 
an  additional  man  at  the  institution  had 
made  it  necessary  for  her  to  engage  extra 
help  for  a  few  hours  a  week,  to  do  the  heavy 
work. 

Voted,  That  the  vote  passed  at  the  last 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  authorizing 
the  Superintendent  of  Long  Island  to  employ 
temporary  service  of  any  kind,  for  a  period 
not  exceeding  one  week,  to  meet  the  needs 
of  an  emergency,  shall  apply  also  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Charlestown  Alms- 
house. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  William  L.  Hicks,  Reg- 
istrar of  Labor,  Civil  Service  Commission, 
was  read,  stating  that  after  February  1,  engi- 
neers and  boys  were  to  be  included  under 
the  Civil  Service  rules,  and  could  henceforth 
be  engaged  only  upon  the  certification  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  requesting 
a  list  of  the  names  and  dates  of  appoint- 
ment- of  all  such  persons  at  present  em- 
ployed by  this  Department.  The  Secretary 
was  requested  to  send  the  required  list  to 
Mr.  Hicks. 

A  letter  from  the  Agent  of  the  Board  was 
read,  stating  that  the  question  of  the  issu- 
ance of  passes  to  visit  inmates  at  Long 
Island,  which  had  been  previously  referred 
to  the  then  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Prof. 
William  T.  Sedgwick,  had  been  settled;  that 
the  passes  are  to  be  issued  by  the  Institu- 
tions Registrar,  an  annexed  pass  signed  by 
the  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner,  giving 
transportation  on  the  "J.Putnam  Bradlee," 
and  two  coupons  retained,  one  to  be  filed  in 
the  Institutions  Registration  Department, 
under  the  name  of  the  visitor,  the  other  to 
be  filed  in  the  Trustees'  office,  under  the 
name  of  inmate  visited.  The  letter  also 
stated  that  the  passes  were  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  printer. 

A  letter  from  Miss  A.  W.  Palmer,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Conference  of  District  VI.  of 
the  Associated  Charities,  was  read,  request- 
ing that  this  Board  assume  the  support  of  a 
patient  at  the  Rutland  Hospital  for  Con- 
sumptives who  had  been  admitted  to  that 
hospital  on  September  16,  1899,  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Associated  Charities.  The 
Board  felt  that  no  exception  could  be  made 


in  this  case  and  that  they  must  abide  by  the 
decision  expressed  in  the  vote  passed  on 
January  1,  1900.  (See  The  City  Record, 
No.  4,  page  47.)  No  action  was  taken,  and 
the  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Registration  and  Special  Cases.

DEATH  OF  MR.  JOHN  E.  FITZGERALD. 


The  death  of  Mr.  John  E.  Fitzgerald,  of 
New  York  City,  formerly  a  prominent  citizen 
of  Boston,  occurred  suddenly  on  Monday 
evening,  March  5,  1900. 

Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  born  in  Ireland  in  1844. 
He  came  to  America  when  nineteen  years  of 
age,  and  in  1866  settled  at  Boston,  where,  in 
1868,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Suffolk  bar. 
His  political  career  dates  from  1870,  when  he 
represented  the  Seventh  Suffolk  District  in 
the  Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives. 
He  was  thrice  re-elected  to  that  office,  serv- 
ing during  1871,  1873  and  1874.  During 
1872  and  1875  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  a  member 
of  the  Common  Council,  and  in  1876  a  mem- 
ber of  the  School  Committee,  resigning  in 
December  of  that  year,  having  been  elected  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the 
year  1877. 

From  1879  to  1886  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
acting  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  during  a 
portion  of  the  time.  In  1886  he  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Cleveland  Collector  of 
Internal  Revenue  for  the  eastern  Massa- 
chusetts district.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  se- 
lected to  make  the  Fourth  of  July  oration 
in  1887.

Dear  Sir:  In  answer  to  yours  of  yester- 
day, you  are  authorized  to  consolidate  the 
East  Boston  and  Charlestown  districts  of 
your  Department,  placing  it  on  the  same 
hasis  as  the  Dorchester,  West  Roxbury  and 
Brighton  districts. 

Your  other  recommendations  will  have  my 
early  attention.

Dear  Sir:  I  send  you  herewith  enclosed 
a  letter  from  Assistant  Commissioner  Ellis, 
in  reference  to  the  condition  of  things  in  the 


Water  Department,  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
different  districts  of  the  city,  with  a  com- 
parative tabulated  statement  prepared  by 
Chief  Clerk  Finnerau,  showing  the  number 
of  men  employed  in  each  district  and  the 
amount  of  work  performed  in  the  different 
districts  during  the  specified  periods. 

You  will  see  by  the  tabulated  statement 
attached  to  Mr.  Ellis'  report  that  there  are 
fifty-six  men  assigned  to  the  Charlestown 
and  East  Boston  districts,  at  a  weekly  ex- 
pense of  $795  when  actually  at  work  on  full 
time,  as  against  fifty  men  employed  in  Dor- 
chester, West  Roxbury  and  Brighton,  at  an 
expense  of  $668.90  per  week. 

The  total  area  of  East  Boston  and  Charles- 
town is  2,383  acres,  while  the  total  area  of 
Dorchester,  West  Roxbury  and  Brighton  is 
15,972  acres.  There  are  in  East  Boston  and 
Charlestown  678  hydrants,  while  in  Dor- 
chester, West  Roxbury  and  Brighton  there 
are  3,295. 

Now  the  men  assigned  to  the  districts 
enumerated  above  not  only  inspect  hydrants, 
but  are  called  upon  to  respond  in  case  of  a 
break  or  leak,  or  to  lay  and  re-lay  service 
pipes.  As  you  will  see  by  the  statement 
prepared  by  Mr.  Finueran,  describing  the 
work  done  at  the  different  yards,  there  is 
very  little  service  pipe  laid  in  Charlestown 
or  East  Boston,  and  very  few  repairs,  and 
whenever  there  is  any  main  pipe  to  be  laid 
in  either  of  these  districts  the  men  are  fur- 
nished from  the  Albany-street  yard. 

You  will  see  by  the  above  statements,  and 
by  the  tabulated  statements  herewith  en- 
closed, that  the  number  of  men  employed  at 
Charlestown  and  East  Boston  is  altogether 
out  of  proportion  to  those  employed  in  the 
larger  districts.  The  Dorchester,  West  Rox- 
bury and  Brighton  districts  have  one  fore- 
man each.  The  Dorchester  foreman  has  a 
salary  of  $1,100  a  year,  the  West  Roxbury 
foreman  has  $3.50  per  diem,  and  the  Brighton 
foreman  $3  per  diem,  while  the  Charlestown 
and  East  Boston  districts  each  have  one 
foreman,  one  of  whom  receives  $1,200  per 
annum,  and  the  other  $3  per  diem,  with  a 
district  superintendent  at  a  salary  of  $2,000 
per  annum,  besides  a  messenger  at  $1,000 
per  annum,  and  a  skilled  laborer  who  really 
acts  as  messenger  at  $900  per  annum. 

The  city  proper,  including  South  Boston 
and  Roxbury,  with  3,212  hydrants,  covering 
an  area  of  6,605  acres,  has  but  thirty-four 
men  in  charge  of  the  hydrants  at  this  season 
of  the  year,  including  the  foreman. 

In  addition  to  all  thisexpenditure  in  Charles- 
town and  East  Boston,  we  have  a  reser- 
voir in  East  Boston  containing  220,875  feet, 
the  assessed  valuation  of  which  is  $110,200, 
$66,000  of  which  is  on  the  laud,  $40,000  on 
buildings,  and  about  $4,000  on  the  ice-house. 
We  also  have  on  Tufts  street,  Charlestown, 


13,050  feet  of  land  valued  at  $10,500,  $6,500 
on  land  and  $4,000  on  buildings. 

As  the  East  Boston  reservoir  has  been 
practically  abandoned  so  far  as  water  service 
is  concerned,  I  would  recommend  that  the 
property  in  East  Boston  be  disposed  of,  and 
that  the  yard  in  Charlestown  be  sold,  with 
the  exception  possibly  of  sufficient  room  to 
make  a  headquarters  for  the  Charlestown 
and  East  Boston  districts,  where  the  tools 
could  be  kept  and  the  men  be  provided  with 
headquarters  in  case  of  emergency. 

At  the  Charlestown  yard  there  is  a  stable 
which  accommodates,  if  necessary,  ten 
horses.  There  are  but  four  kept  there  at 
present,  one  driven  by  the  general  superin- 
tendent, one  by  the  former  superintendent 
of  the  Brookline  reservoir,  and  another  by 
the  assistant  superintendent,  with  one  addi- 
tional horse  and  wagon  which  is  used  for 
business  purposes. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Brookline  reservoir,  which  has 
been  practically  abandoned  as  a  water  supply, 
be  also  disposed  of  as  soon  as  possible. 
These  outlying  reservoirs  are  the  remnants 
of  the  former  Cochituate  and  Mystic  water 
systems,  and  before  the  water  supply  was 
taken  by  the  State  were  of  some  value  to  the 
city,  but  at  the  present  time  it  is  only  an 
expense  to  maintain  them,  and,  so  far  as  1 
can  see,  they  are  of  no  practical  value  to  the 
Water  Department  or  to  the  city. 

With  your  permission,  I  would  like  to  con- 
solidate the  East  Boston  and  Charlestown 
districts,  and  reduce  the  number  of  men  to 
aboutten,  with  one  foreman,  dispensing  with 
the  district  superintendent,  one  foreman,  and 
one  or  two  messengers,  which  would  bring 
it  down  to  the  basis  now  established  in  the 
Dorchester,  West  Roxbury,  and  Brighton 
districts. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  this  Department 
to  furnish  men  to  inspect  hydrants  through- 
out the  city;  but  it  seems  to  me,  as  the  Fire 
Department  is  now  relieved  from  contribut- 
ing anything  to  this  Department  for  water, 
that  the  hydrants  throughout  the  city  should 
be  inspected  and  taken  care  of  by  the  Fire 
Department,  which  has  men  patrolling  the 
streets  who  can  perform  that  duty  without 
any  extra  expense  to  that  Department.  This. 
of  course,  applies  principally  to  the  winter 
months,  when  we  are  obliged  to  maintain  a 
large  force  of  inspectors  to  see  that  hydrants 
are  kept  in  working  order  and  ready  for  im- 
mediate use  whenever  a  tire  occurs  in  the 
district  where  they  are  located.

P.  S. — Since  writing  the  above  I  have 
learned  that  the  total  area  of  land  in  the 
Brookline  reservoir  is  1,447,576  feet,  valued 
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at  So, 800.  This  valuation  was  established 
by  State  law  when  the  land  was  taken  by  the 
City  of  Boston  in  1847.  I  am  informed  that 
land  in  the  vicinity  of  this  reservoir  is  sell- 
ing at  15  to  50  cents  per  foot,  according  to 
location  and  situation.  The  sale  of  this  land 
would  bring  a  very  substantial  return  to  the 
city.

Dear  Sir:  During  the  past  week  I  have 
made  visits  to  Charlestown,  East  Boston, 
Dorchester,  West  Koxbury  and  Brighton, 
and  have  made  brief  reports  on  the  condition 
of  matters  in  these  various  districts.  I  will 
now  make  a  final  statement  in  regard  to 
Charlestown  district  as  compared  with  the 
others,  and  I  submit  with  this  Chief  Clerk 
Finnerau's  report  to  me  in  detail,  from  which 
I  have  made  a  condensed  statement  of  com- 
parison.    The  figures  speak  for  themselves. 

I  will  say,  in  the  first  place,  that  I  have 
eliminated  the  question  of  main-pipe  laying 
entirely,  for  while  it  is  true  that  District 
Superintendent  Sullivan  has  had  charge  of 
the  main-pipe  laying  in  this  district  to  a 
more  or  less  extent,  I  do  not  consider  that 
there  is  any  necessity  for  a  district  superin- 
tendent for  this  district,  as  the  work  can  be 
done  by  the  Albany-street  gang,  and  in  fact 
is,  I  think,  done  principally  by  them.  Super- 
intendent Welch  has  Assistant  Superintend- 
ent Flynn  under  him,  also  District  Super- 
intendents McNulty  and  Callahan. 

The  Charlestown  district  (and  this  should 
include  properly  East  Boston  also)  requires, 
in  my  opinion,  one  working  foreman,  with 
a  messenger  or  tallyman,  the  latter  rated  as 
a  boy,  and  a  few  laborers  for  emergency 
cases.  A  very  small  office  or  yard  should  be 
sufficient  for  this  whole  district,  as  in  case 
of  bad  breaks,  requiring  large  gangs  of  men, 
the  Albany  yard  can  be  easily  reached.  I 
consider  the  Charlestown  and  East  Boston 
offices  and  yards  as  entirely  out  of  proportion 
to  the  needs  of  this  district,  especially  the 
Charlestown  quarters.  They  have  in  the 
Charlestown  plant  a  valuable  piece  of  prop- 
erty, I  should  judge,  elaborate  stable,  and, 
above  all,  an  enormous  force  of  men  at  work, 
—  or  not  at  work. 

I  would  call  your  special  attention  to  the 
number  of  hydrants  in  the  different  districts, 
acres  of  land,  which  does  not  include  water 
or  flats,  and  you  will  note  the  amount  of 
work  done  on  hydrants  and  boxes  in  Charles- 
town during  one  week. 

Charlestown  has  294  hydrants,  a  less 
number  than  any  district  in  Boston,  and 
1,774  hydrants  were  inspected  during  one 
week  of  five  days.  This  would  seem  to  be 
most  marvellous  diligence,  or  else  the  Charles- 
town hydrant  is  in  a  very  bad  way.  Two 
hundred  and  ninety-four  hydrants  inspected 
1,774  times  in  five  days  is  an  average  of  six 
inspections  of  each  hydrant,  and  I  think  this 
calls  for  some  explanation. 

You  will  note  that  I  give  about  the  number 
of  men  working  on  hydrants  in  the  city 
proper;  that  is,  all  parts  of  the  city  except 
these  five  districts  of  Charlestown  and  the 
others  named,  and  as  a  large  part  of  this 
territory  is  the  old  part  of  Boston,  quite  as 
old  as  Charlestown  or  East  Boston,  it  would 
seem  as  if  the  hydrants  in  the  city  proper 
would  be,  if  anything,  in  poorer  condition 
than  those  of  the  Charlestown  district,  and 


require  quite  as  much  care,  aud  yet  it  only 
takes  thirty-four  men  to  take  care  of  them  all. 

The  facts  seem  to  me  to  prove  conclusively 
that  an  entire  change  of  sysiem  is  needed  in 
Charlestown  and  East  Boston,  and  while  it 
might  be  advisable  to  have  some  sort  of  a 
yard  or  office  in  the  district,  on  a  small  scale, 
I  certainly  think  the  present  Charlestown 
and  East  Boston  offices  and  yards  should  be 
abandoned  and  the  proceeds  of  their  sale 
turned  into  the  city  treasury. 

The  question  naturally  arises  as  to  whether 
all  this  inspection  of  hydrants  in  the  Charles- 
town district  in  one  week  was  for  the  good 
of  the  service,  or  whether  it  has  been  con- 
tinued in  order  to  keep  men  on  the  pay-roll. 

In  regard  to  the  subject  of  hydrants  gen- 
erally, I  beg  leave  to  remind  you  of  the  opin- 
ion of  Superintendent  Welch,  that  there  is 
no  necessity  for  any  inspection  of  hydrants 
at  all,  and. if  they  are  to  be  inspected  the 
work  should  be  done  by  the  Fire  Department. 
If  the  Water  Department  was  freed  from 
this  expense  it  would  amount  to  a  very  large 
sum  of  money.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ASSESS- 
ING DEPARTMENT. 


The  following  statements  and  tabular 
presentations  are  taken  from  the  annual 
report  for  the  year  1899-1900  of  the  Assess- 
ing Department,  which  constitutes  Docu- 
ment 3— 1900: 

The  aggregate  of  warrants  for  the  assess- 
ment of  taxes  in  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
year  beginning  February  1,  1899,  committed 
to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  amounted  to 
$14,130,450.87. 

The  polls  recorded  for  assessment  before 
August  17,  1899,  and  included  in  the  esti- 
mate that  determined  the  rate  of  taxation 
for  the  current  year  were  those  of  101,401. 
Under  the  operation  of  the  law  providing  for 
supplementary  assessments  there  were  added 
to  the  list,  5,388  polls,  making  the  total  of 
males  assessed,  106,789. 


The  valuation  of  the  city,  as  of  the  first 
day  of  May,  1899,  determined  by  the 
Assessors  August  17  of  that  year,  when  the 
rate  of  taxation  for  the  current  year  was 
fixed,  was  as  follows:

The  rate  of  taxation  determined  by  the 
Assessors  was  1.31  per  cent.,  or  $13.10  per 
$1,000;  of  this  amount  55  cents  was  for 
State,  95  cents  for  county  and  $11.60  for  the 
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city  tax.  The  total  taxes  and  assessments 
for  the  year  amounted  to  $14,874,581.22,  of 
which  $14,612,377.48  were  taxes  and  the 
residue  special  assessments  for  street  water- 
ing, sewers,  etc. 

The  tax  assessments  for  the  financial  year 
were  represented  by  215,556  bills,  of  which 
30£  per  cent,  were  for  property  and  69A  per 
cent,  were  for  poll  taxes.  The  total  number 
of  persons  assessed  on  property  was  58,890, 
of  which  41,487  were  resident  individuals, 
4,473  non-residents,  and  12,930  firms  corpor- 
ations, trustees,  etc. 

The  amount  of  abatements  to  January  31, 
1900,  was  for  polls,  $498;  for  real  estate, 
$46,199.71;  for  personal  estate,  $48,068.52; 
street-watering  assessments,  1898  and  1899, 
$5,107.65;  sewer  charges  of  1898,  $3,016.22. 

The  valuation  of  1899,  as  compared  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  shows  a  gain  on 
real  estate  of  $36,575,800,  equal  to  an  ad- 
vance of  4|  per  cent.,  and  a  gain  of  $17,- 
061,034,  on  personal  property,  equal  to  8.28 
per  cent.  The  total  valuation  of  1899  is 
more  than  that  of  1889  by  $294,302,508, 
showing  a  gain  in  ten  years  of  36.99  per 
cent. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Department 
amounted  to  $153,500. 


ANNUAL     REPORT     OP      THE      FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department 
for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1900,  has 
recently  been  submitted  to  Mayor  Hart  in 
print.  The  report  constitutes  Document  15 
—  1900. 

During  the  year  2,443  alarms  were  re- 
ceived. The  loss  on  buildings  and  contents 
by  fire  aggregated  $1,630,149,  an  average 
loss  per  alarm  of  $677.27.  While  in  the 
previous  year,  1898,  the  number  of  alarms 
received  was  1,980,  with  an  attending  loss 
of  but  $1,441,261,  the  average  loss  per  alarm 
was  $727.90. 

The  fire-alarm  branch  of  the  Department 
deserves  much  credit  for  its  successful  work 
in  receiving  and  transmitting  the  unusually 
large  number  of  alarms  during  the  year.  Of 
the  total  length  of  wire  conductors,  761 
miles  are  underground,  with  some  800  miles 
of  wire  stretched  on  poles. 

The  necessity  of  outside  stand-pipes  on 
high  buildings,  of  adequate  fire-escapes  and 
of  a  change  in  the  so-called  fire  limit  for 
preventing  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings 
is  urgent.  The  salt-water  system  extends 
from  Central  wharf,  up  Central  street, 
through  Post  Office  square  and  Congress 
street  to  Atlantic  avenue,  but  before  the 
city  should  be  called  on  to  lay  out  more 
money  on  the  extension  of  that  system, 
property-owners  should  equip  their  buildings 
with  standpipes. 

Commissioner  Russell  states  that  the  prin- 
ciple on  which  the  Department  has  been 
conducted  during  the  past  five  years  of 
strengthening  the  force  within  its  present 
limits,  rather  than  enlarging  it  by  additional 
houses  and  companies,  has  worked  well,  and 
the  only  recommendation  for  additional 
houses  he  is  able  to  make  is  for  a  ladder 
truck-house,  to  be  located  near  the  present 


engine-house  of  Companies  38-39,  on  Con- 
gress street,  South  Boston. 

The  report  gives  the  organization  of  the 
Department;  a  description  of  the  twelve  fire 
districts  of  the  city;  a  list  of  the  property  in 
charge  of  the  Department,  and  various  sta- 
tistics concerning  the  fires  which  occurred 
during  1899,  with  a  statement  of  their  causes.

There  were  present  Messrs.  Shuman, 
Sprague,  Keany  and  Rueter. 

The  regular  monthly  bills,  amounting  to 
$28,417.26,  were  submitted  and  approved. 

Voted,  That  the  regular  monthly  draft  on 
account  of  the  Ann  White  Vose  building, 
furnishings,  amounting  to  $2,477.26,  be  ap- 
proved. 

Voted,  That  there  be  paid  to  th#  Boston 
Water  Department  the  sum  of  $1,231.24, 
the  same  being  on  account  of  materials  fur- 
nished; said  amount  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriation  for  Hospital  buildings,  im- 
provements, Hospital  Department. 

Voted,  That  there  be  paid  to  George  G. 
Baker  the  sum  of  $2,823.50  on  account  of 
his  contract  of  August  30,  1899,  for  altera- 
tion of  kitchen;  said  amount  to  be  charged 
to  the  appropriation  for  Wyman  Building 
Fund.

The  Chairman  nominated  Mr.  Nazro  to  fill 
vacancies  on  the  Committees  of  Employ- 
ments and  Settlements  and  of  Burials,  and 
the  nominations  were  confirmed. 

Voted,  To  draw  on  the  city  treasury  for 
$2,000. 

Voted,  To  approve  the  monthly  bills  and 
pay-roll,  the  same  having  been  read  in  full. 

The  bills  of  the  Temporary  Home  and  the 
Lodge  for  Wayfarers  for  the  month  ending 
February  10  were  read  and  approved.

No.  3,644,  belonging  to  Boylston  Educa- 
tion Fund,  $2,000;  No.  3,645,  belonging  to 
Pemberton  Fund,  $1,000;  No.  3,646,  belong- 
ing to  Boylston  Relief  Fund,  $1,000. 


Circular  No.  3  from  the  Mayor  asking  an 
estimate  of  department  requirements  to  be 
met  from  loans  was  read  by  the  Chairman, 
who  stated  that  a  reply  had  been  sent  to  the 
effect  that  no  loans  need  be  made  on  account 
of  this  Department.

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CITY     FINANCES     OF     BOSTON. 


Following  is  the  argument  in  full  of  Mayor 
Hart  made  on  March  19,  1900,  before  the 
Committees  on  Metropolitan  Affairs  and 
Taxation  of  the  General  Court,  in  behalf  of 
the  passage  of  an  act  to  raise  the  tax  limit  of 
Boston  for  current  expenses  from  nine  to 
twelve  dollars  per  thousand  of  assessed  valu- 
ation (see  House  Bill  No.  927  printed  in 
TnE  City  Record,  No.  9,  page  121): 

Gentlemen:  In  discussing  before  you  the 
affairs  of  Boston,  I  trust  that  no  word  may 
fall  from  my  lips,  nor  any  thought  enter  my 
mind,  that  will  not  bear  the  test  of  time,  or 
go  without  the  approval  of  Heaven.  I  have 
no  cause  of  my  own  to  offer.  It  is  lor  Bos- 
ton and  Massachusetts  that  I  speak.  I  do 
not  speak  for  any  temporary  contrivance  or 
scheme,  but  for  the  immutable  laws  of  jus- 
tice and  right,  to  which  all  men  and  all  stat- 
utes and  all  constitutions  are  subordinate. 

The  subject  I  offer  is  not  a  mere  Boston 
concern.  If  it  concerned  Boston  alone,  it 
might  deserve  your  close  attention.  It  in- 
volves the  Commonwealth;  for  under  our 
laws  the   City   of  Boston   can  do   little   or 


nothing  without  the  permission  of  the  Gen- 
eral Court.  Nor  is  it  a  mere  party  measure 
I  lay  before  you.  It  touches  the  whole  com- 
munity, not  merely  the  taxpayer,  or  business 
man,  or  property-holder,  but  all;  and  not 
merely  the  present  time,  but  the  future  as 
well.  In  such  an  emergency  you  do  not 
expect  me  to  deal  in  personalities,  to  indulge 
in  praising  this  man,  or  blaming  that  man. 
I  have  but  one  purpose  —  to  tell  the  truth 
and  to  do  right,  well  aware  that  all  else  must 
fail,  and  ought  to  fail. 

The  measure  proposed  is  very  simple.  It 
intends  to  place  Boston  on  the  same  financial 
footing  with  all  other  cities  in  the  Common- 
wealth. It  seems  to  me  that  no  objection 
should  be  made  to  such  a  request.  It  would 
be  a  step  forward  in  sound  legislation.  Uni- 
versal experience  favors  general  legislation, 
and  no  man  has  ever  succeeded  in  defending 
special  legislation  as  a  correct  principle. 
Yet  the  City  of  Boston  labors  under  many 
hundreds  of  special  laws. 

In  recent  years,  as  you  are  aware,  these 
special  laws  have  increased  at  such  a  rate 
that  an  undue  share  of  the  time  and  strength 
at  the  disposal  of  the  General  Court,  pro- 
perly belonging  to  the  whole  Commonwealth 
and  all  its  people,  has  been  devoted  to  Bos- 
ton and  the  Metropolitan  district.  By 
adopting  the  measure  I  have  laid  before  you, 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  General  Court  may 
save  a  month's  time  in  its  annual  session. 
Unless  we  get  the  relief  asked  for  in  a 
general  measure,  we  shall  be  obliged  to 
come  before  you  with  a  long  series  of  special 
requests,  some  of  which  have  made  their 
appearance.  In  fact,  recent  Legislatures 
have  become  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  and 
unless  you  adopt  anew  policy  you  will  have 
to  consider  the  needs  of  Boston  as  to  streets, 
parks,  school-houses  and  other  details.  I 
submit  that  it  is  in  your  interest,  and  in  the 
public  interest,  to  act  solely  as  the  General 
Court  of  Massachusetts,  aud  not  also  as  the 
City  Council  of  Boston. 

The  law  of  1885,  which  we  seek  to  amend, 
was  passed  in  good  faith.  It  gave  general 
satisfaction.  It  promised  well.  How  was 
the  promise  kept?  The  books  of  the  city 
and  State  can  tell.  We  started  with  a  gross 
debt  of  less  than  $43,000,000  in  1885,  aud 


the  past  fiscal  year  of  the  city  ended  with  a 
gross  debt  of  $86,966,578.98.  The  law  of 
1885  was  intended  to  limit  our  debt;  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  our  gross  liabilities  are  now 
more  than  double  what  ihey  were  fifteen 
years  ago.  I  mention  the  gross  debt,  because 
the  people  pay  interest  and  sinking-fund 
charges  on  the  gross  debt.  And  we  should 
add  the  Boston  liabilities  incurred  through 
Metropolitan  boards.  They  come  to  us  in 
annual  warrants.  These  warrants  may  run 
up  toward  a  million  dollars  in  the  present 
year,  representing  a  Boston  liability  of  about 
twenty  millions,  when  capitalized  at  5  per 
cent.  Exact  figures,  I  regret  to  say,  are  not 
available.  But  whichever  way  the  thing  is 
figured,  the  fact  remains  that  Boston  is  liable, 
in  the  gross,  for  a  sum  exceeding  $100,- 
000,000.  I  do  not  despair.  The  debt  will 
be  paid.  But  the  burden  is  absolutely  ap- 
palling, and  if  any  man  think  the  law  of 
1885  helped  to  keep  our  indebtedness  down, 
he  is  welcome  to  his  belief,  and  to  all  his 
statistics. 

Few  men  can  make  much  of  statistical 
tables.  I  fear  that  very  few  men  can  fully 
understand  what  it  means  that  Boston  is 
taxed  for  a  debt  representing  more  than 
a  hundred  millions.  Taxed?  I  should  not  be 
here  had  we  been  taxed  for  our  debt  in  full. 
We  have  not.  Let  me  tell  you  what  was 
done.  For  interest  and  sinking-fund,  to 
maintain  our  debt,  the  past  fifteen  years,  we 
paid  $63,681,753.19;  the  debt  created  during 
the  same  period  was  $77,179,605.  AVe 
created  liabilities  faster  than  we  discharged 
them.  The  feat  would  have  been  impossible, 
were  it  not  that  more  than  a  thousand 
million  dollars  of  taxable  property  upheld 
the  operation. 

When  the  debt  limit  was  established,  in 
1885,  our  net  funded  debt  was  124,696,679.91 ; 
our  past  financial  year  ended  with  a  net  debt 
of  $68,333,869.10.  The  popular  impression 
is  that  the  increase  is  recent.  It  is  nothing 
of  the  kind.  The  increase  is  distributed 
over  the  entire  period  during  which  the  debt 
limit  of  1885  was  on  our  statute  books.  The 
increase  was  at  first  slow;  it  grew  as  time 
went  on,  and  it  must  grow  unless  we  call  a 
halt.  That  the  increase  was  greater  in 
recent   than   in    former  years   is    true.     It 
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could  not  be  otherwise.  Our  expenses  in- 
crease, and  will  increase;  and  our  debt  must 
increase  correspondingly,  unless  we  increase 
our  revenues  faster  than  our  expenses.  In 
sober  truth,  we  pursue  the  opposite  course. 

Every  Major  since  1885  has  tried  to  keep 
expenses  down,  hoping  to  reduce  them  to 
a  proper  relation  to  taxes  and  income.  Some 
Mayors  thought  it  could  be  done.  They  had 
the  highest  inducement  to  do  it.  They 
failed.  They  failed  completely.  They  were 
doomed  to  fail.  For  no  financier  can  avert 
a  deficit  when  his  expenses  grow  faster  than 
his  revenues.  And  it  is  wholly  idle  to  hope 
for  relief  from  little  economies.  We  can 
reduce  salaries;  we  can  discharge  men  by 
the  hundred  and  by  the  thousand;  but  the 
government  belongs  to  the  people;  they  in- 
sist upon  at  least  as  good  a  service  as  they 
had  in  the  past;  very  generally  they  demand 
a  somewhat  better  service;  and  the  law 
rather  sustains  them. 

The  law  requires  a  number  of  things,  cost- 
ing money,  that  are  yet  to  be  done.  Nor 
should  the  public  service  drop  to  a  lower 
standard.  In  this  condition  of  things  I  have 
no  hope  of  reducing  expenses  materially 
below  the  totals  of  recent  years,  and  I  could 
not  if  I  tried.  The  city  government,  the 
General  Court,  public  opinion,  would  over- 
rule me.  I  cannot  do  as  I  choose;  my  hands 
are  tied;  I  am  the  servant  of  the  law;  by  far 
the  largest  part  of  expenses  in  my  adminis- 
tration is  in  the  nature  of  fixed  or  unavoid- 
able charges.  The  alternative  before  me, 
before  you,  is  rigid:  Either  more  revenue  or 
more  debt.  The  idea  of  stopping  improve- 
ments, or  giving  up  proper  maintenance,  the 
public  is  not  willing  to  consider. 

The  financial  condition  of  Boston,  under 
State  control  since  1885,  has  not  improved. 
In  my  judgment  it  could  not  improve,  for 
the  reason  that  the  General  Court  is  not  in  a 
position  to  judge  properly  of  every  financial 
detail  in  Boston.  It  can  lay  down  general 
laws;  it  cannot  judge  fully  of  so  many  finan- 
cial measures  as  have  come  up  from  Boston. 
As  these  financial  measures  affect  Boston, 
and  not  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth, 
it  is  but  natural  and  legitimate  that  every 
General  Court  should  dispose  of  them  with  a 
light  conscience.  If  the  measures  be  wrong, 
they  may  trouble  Boston;  they  cannot  trouble 
the  General  Court  that  passed  them. 

In  any  event,  the  practice  of  the  past 
fifteen  years  is  not  creditable  to  anybody, 
and  its  results  are  most  unfortunate.  The 
responsibility  should  be  distributed  over 
fifteen  years,  and  among  a  great  many  per- 
sons. But  more  important  than  blame  and 
fault-finding  is  a  way  out  of  all  difficulties. 
I  propose  to  lay  a  greater  responsibility  upon 
the  people  of  Boston  and  their  city  govern- 
ment, and  at  the  same  time  to  relieve  the 
General  Court.  The  General  Court,  I  think, 
will  have  done  its  duty  when  it  has  laid 
down  a  general  tax  and  debt  limit  for  all 
cities,  if  not  for  all  municipalities  in  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Under  the  bill  which  you  are  asked  to 
pass,  the  City  of  Boston  can  borrow  more 
money  without  additional  authority.  The 
object  is  to  complete  the  work  now  in  hand, 
and  to  meet  all  requirements  as  they  arise, 
especially  in  the  nature  of  school-houses  and 
street  improvements. 

In  fact,  the  measure  proposed  should 
make  all  special  legislation  in  Boston  finances 
unnecessary.     If  you  pass  the  bill,  it  is  all 


that  Boston  will  ask  in  financial  legislation, 
and  you  can  dismiss  all  applications  for 
more  money  to  be  expended  in  hospitals, 
parks,  bridges  or  buildings.  Boston  will  be 
able  to  get  along  under  the  proposed  arrange- 
ment, and  for  the  first  time  in  fifteen  years 
will  be  able  to  treat  its  finances  systemati- 
cally. 

It  will  not  be  able  to  build  a  new  City 
Hall;  but  it  will  be  prepared  to  put  up  all 
necessary  buildings  without  going  outside 
the  general  debt  limit.  The  gnat  danger  of 
City  Hall,  the  School  Committee  and  special 
interests  coining  here  for  special  authority 
to  expend  money  outside  the  general  limit 
will  be  averted.  As  you  are.  aware,  the 
larger  part  of  the  debt  in  the  past  fifteen 
years  was  created  outside  the  limit  of  1885 
under  special  legislation.  It  is  this  special 
legislation,  creating  special  debts,  that  we 
have  every  reason  to  dread  and  to  termi- 
nate. 

But  the  debt  limit  proposed  is  not  the 
most  important  part  of  the  measure  in  hand. 
It  is  from  the  new  tax  limit  that  we  hope 
for  better  results.  The  bill  raises  the  Boston 
tax  limit  for  current  expeuses  from  $9  to 
$12  per  thousand  of  assessed  valuation. 
The  amount  was  fixed  at  that  rate,  not 
because  we  intend  to  add  $3  per  thousand  to 
our  tax  bills,  but  to  treat  all  cities  alike,  and 
to  avoid  special  Boston  rates.  It  seems 
reasonable  to  treat  cities  alike.  It  does  not 
seem  unreasonable  to  give  Boston  the  same 
latitude  enjoyed  by  other  cities  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. Every  dollar  added  to  our  tax 
rate  will  net  about  a  million  dollars  in 
revenue.  So  the  maximum  we  could  obtain 
from  the  new  rate  would  be  $3,000,000. 

No  city  government  would  dare  to  ask  for 
every  dollar  it  could.  It  would  mean  an 
addition  of  33£  per  cent,  to  our  present  rate 
for  current  purposes.  The  city  government 
would  not  appropriate  the  whole,  or  ask  for 
the  whole,  for  the  reason  that  public  opinion 
would  not  bear  as  much.  It  would  retire 
the  government  so  reckless  and  grasping. 
And  it  could  easily  put  its  finger  upon  every 
guilty  man.  When  the  General  Court  ap- 
propriates Boston  money,  or  Boston  credit, 
the  people  of  Boston  are  without  a  remedy. 
They  have  no  voice  in  electing  or  defeating 
members  of  the  General  Court  outside  of 
Boston.  Every  member  of  the  Boston  city 
government  is  subject  to  Boston  votes. 

The  General  Court  may  hesitate  to  entrust 
so  much  added  power  to  Boston.  But  Bos- 
ton may  as  well  be  tiusted  as  other  cities. 
The  experiment  of  keeping  Boston  under 
special  control  of  the  State  House,  whether 
right  or  wrong  in  principle,  has  worked 
badly  in  fact.  No  man  can  tell  what  Boston 
might  have  done,  or  might  not  have  done,  if 
wholly  left  to  itself,  without  any  State  House 
restraint.  But  it  is  contrary  to  reason  to 
think  that  Boston  voters  would  have  toler- 
ated such  finances  as  we  have  had  these 
fifteen  years,  or  that  our  city  governments 
would  have  had  the  courage  to  ruu  up  debts 
at  recent  rates.  The  debt  was  actually  run 
up  uuder  all  sorts  of  special  laws,  in  which 
Boston  had  little  or  no  authority.  Our 
financial  condition  is  due  to  a  long  set  of 
special  laws,  not  made  by  you,  but  by  your 
predecessors,  all  acting  in  good  faith,  I  be- 
lieve, but  not  always  on  sound  information. 
These  laws  compelled  us  to  have  low  taxes; 
they  compelled  us  to  build  palaces  and  in- 
dulge in  luxuries;  they  compel  me  at  this 


very  moment  to  make  one  appropriation  for 
current  work,  and  another  appropriation  of 
money  raised  by  loans.  The  law  treats  loan 
orders  as  a  regular  thing,  to  be  attended  to 
like  other  routine  work.  No  blame  attaches 
to  the  present  State  government,  and  I  de- 
cline to  censure  its  predecessors;  but  the 
fact  remains  that  State  control  has  not 
worked  well,  and  that  another  experiment 
is  worth  making. 

We  ask  that  a  part  of  the  discretion  exer- 
cised by  the  General  Court,  which  does  not 
pay  the  bills,  be  transferred  to  the  city, 
which  has  to  take  all  the  consequences. 
How  the  city  would  act,  no  man  can  tell. 
But  the  results  would  be  apparent  to  those 
who  pay  the  bills  and  can  turn  from  power 
every  man  who  wastes  city  money,  or  unduly 
adds  to  the  tax  burden.  No  such  condition 
has  existed  these  fifteen  years.  We  have 
heard  much  about  City  Hall  finances  and 
financiering,  about  mayors  keeping  taxes 
down,  about  administrations  managing  debts 
with  startling  ability.  The  truth  is,  they 
expended  every  cent  they  could  lawfully  get 
from  taxes  and  other  income;  for  the  rest 
they  ran  in  debt,  and  their  debts  piled  up 
much  faster  than  did  the  revenue  the  law 
allowed  to  be  raised  for  interest  and  sinking- 
funds.  The  finances  of  Boston  for  the  past 
fifteen  years  have  not  been  the  work  of 
mayors  and  city  councils  and  school  com- 
mittees and  county  officers,  but  of  special 
statutes.  If  this  order  of  things  is  to  be 
continued,  the  result  may  be  foretold,  un- 
less we  assume  that  human  nature  and 
human  wants  will  be  different  the  next  fif- 
teen years  from  what  they  have  been  since 
1885. 

In  this  state  of  affairs  it  seems  reasonable 
to  let  Boston  show  what  it  can  do.  Let 
the  Boston  city  government  act  on  some 
responsibility,  and  let  Boston  taxpayers  learn 
that  their  M^yor  and  City  Council  have  some 
responsibility  in  making  the  tax  rate. 

Do  you  think  that  I  ask  for  a  higher  tax 
rate  in  wantonness?  I  have  as  much  at 
stake  as  most  men,  and  perhaps  more  than 
the  average.  I  have  some  experience  in 
private  business,  and  some  in  public  affairs. 
My  reputation  is  the  result  of  a  long  life, 
now  drawing  to  a  close.  Does  any  man 
think  that  I  propose  to  throw  away  the  rec- 
ord of  a  life  ?  Does  a  responsible  man  set 
himself  lightly  in  the  place  I  hold  ?  My 
natural  sympathies  and  affiliations  are  with 
the  majority  at  the  State  House  and  the  mi- 
nority at  City  Hall.  I  am  not  a  stranger  to 
politics,  if  I  may  use  the  abused  word. 

Yet  when  I  favor  a  higher  (ax  rate  in  Bos- 
ton. I  take  the  largest  and  best  view  of  the 
whole  problem  that  years  of  study  and  obser- 
vation, years  of  responsibility  in  office,  and 
a  life  not  wholly  a  stranger  to  honest  living 
and  honest  thinking,  force  upon  me  with 
increasing  power.  I  know  veiy  well  what  I 
can  do  at  City  Hall;  that  I  can  issue  loans 
for  very  long  terms,  so  that  the  tax  bills  will 
not  tell  much  for  the  present;  that  I  can 
manipulate;  that  I  can  hide  unpopular 
truths;  that  I  can  make  a  show  of  brave 
financiering  and  low  tax  rates;  that  I  can 
play  the  successful  reformer,  if  applause  be 
success;  that  I  can  play  to  all  the  galleries 
and  all  the  committees,  and  retire  with  the 
reputation  of  being  the  most  amiable  of 
mayors. 

But  I  should  be  undutiful  to  city  and  State, 
to  business  honesty  and  political  morality, 
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were  I  to  withhold  from  you  the  truth  that 
aloue  can  save  us.  Suppose  you  grant 
what  we  ask.  What  will  happen  ?  All  the 
world  will  know  that  Boston  favored  rea- 
sonable expenses  and  improvements,  and 
taxed  itself  accordingly.  It  will  redound 
to  our  honor,  political  and  financial,  to  dis- 
continue a  policy  of  low  taxes  and  generous 
expenses. 

We  tried  it.  It  failed.  Let  us  mend  our 
policy  without  a  regret.  Let  us  give  up  the 
childish  idea  that  costly  improvements  will 
cease.  They  will  not  cease.  In  my  judg- 
ment they  will  increase  as  long  as  we  are 
true  Americans,  true  Bostonians. 

Accordingly  let  us  drop  the  policy  of  mak- 
ing the  next  generation  pay  for  the  luxuries 
of  the  present.  We  cannot  act  on  the  pay- 
as-you-go  policy.  Were  we  to  adopt  that 
course,  attractive  as  it  may  seem,  the  tax 
rate  of  Boston,  instead  of  being  about  $13 
per  thousand,  would  be  nearer  $20  per  thou- 
sand. No  such  heroism  is  proposed;  only  a 
little  less  borrowing,  and  a  little  more  tax- 
ing. Let  the  General  Court  enable  us  to 
keep  our  borrowing  within  the  amount  re- 
quired for  interest  and  sinking-funds.  Let 
us  take  the  first  step.  Assuming  that  the 
General  Court  of  the  past  acted  in  good  faith, 
let  us  act  in  equally  good  faith,  but  without 
shutting  our  eyes  to  the  experience  of  the 
past. 

Suppose  that  City  Hall  should  go  into  ex- 
tremes, cannot  the  General  Court  interpose 
its  veto?  The  risk  of  City  Hall  acting  con- 
trary to  the  reasonable  wishes  of  the  General 
Court,  is  very  slight  just  now.  Perhaps  the 
General  Court  could  have  some  confidence  in 
my  public  character.  It  might  let  me  try 
for  a  year  or  two.  I  promise  a  good  and 
prompt  accounting.  In  particular  I  shall 
promise  to  tell  the  truth,  and  to  hide  nothing. 
In  any  event,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  situation 
is  serious.  As  you  know,  no  man  disputes 
my  facts.  The  need  of  a  remedy  is  impera- 
tive. It  is  perhaps  the  most  serious  business 
now  before  the  General  Court.  I  propose  a 
cautious  remedy,  an  experiment,  a  tentative 
measure. 

My  opponents  suggest  the  little  remedies 
of  economy  and  manipulation  we  have  tried 
these  fifteen  years.  Such  remedies,  I  think, 
are  not  worth  discussing.  They  were  tried; 
the  debt  statements  of  Boston  show  the  re- 
sult. I  try  them  every  day;  but  I  cannot 
promise  any  very  considerable  reduction  in 
our  city  expenses.  They  will  be  about  thirty 
millions;  if  we  meet  one-half  by  taxes,  we 
shall  be  lucky.  If  you  grant  the  discretion 
we  ask,  if  you  place  us  on  a  par  with  other 
cities,  we  shall  do  better.  And  if  the  meas- 
ure I  ask  should  fail  in  any  particular  to 
meet  the  just  requirements  of  sound  govern- 
ment, correct  administration,  honest  business 
and  legitimate  politics,  I  shall  hasten  to  in- 
form the  city  I  serve  and  the  Commonwealth 
we  love.  Grant  my  request,  and  peace  with 
honor  will  be  yours  while  the  City  of  Boston 
will  go  to  work  bravely  and  man  fashion, 
to  avert  fear,  alarm  and  possible  disaster. 


ANNUAL     REPORT     OF     THE     LAMP 
DEPARTMENT. 


The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  January 
31,  1900,  of  the  Lamp  Department,  which 


has  recently  been  issued.  The  report  con- 
stitutes Document  21  — 1900: 

The  appropriation  of  the  Department  for 
the  year  amounted  to  $670,000.  The 
expenses  were  $678,915.  There  was  an 
increase  of  cost  of  maintenance  over  the 
previous  year  of  $14,577  for  gas  and  naphtha 
lamps  and  $23,066  for  electric  lamps. 

The  total  number  of  new  lamps  of  all 
kinds  set  up  and  replaced  during  the  year 
was485.    There  were  244  lamps  discontinued. 

A  radical  change  in  the  gas  street-lighting 
system  of  the  city  was  inaugurated  during 
the  year,  a  contract  having  been  made  with 
the  Rising  Sun  Street  Lighting  Company  for 
seven  years,  whereby  that  company  assumed 
entire  charge  of  the  gas-lighting  of  the  city, 
furnishing  new  "Boulevard"  lanterns  and 
Welsbach  mantles  and  burners  in  place  of 
the  former  gas-lanterns.  The  lamplighters 
employed  by  the  city  were  transferred  to 
the  employ  of  the  company  at  the  same 
wages  and  the  company  also  makes  the  nec- 
essary contracts  with  the  gas  companies 
for  supplying  gas.  The  company  is  paid  by 
the  city  at  the  rate  of  $30  for  each  lamp  per 
annum,  with  a  proportional  deduction  for 
imperfect  service. 

A  new  contract  for  furnishing  the  arc 
street  lamps  in  the  Charlestown  district  was 
entered  upon  with  the  Charlestown  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  on  December  2, 1899,  the 
same  to  continue  in  force  until  February 
1,  1905,  at  the  rate  of  thirty-five  cents  per 
night,  per  lamp,  or  if  connected  with  under- 
ground wires  of  the  city,  at  the  rate  of 
thirty -four  cents  per  lamp. 

The  arc  lamps  in  the  Brighton  district  are 
furnished  by  the  Brookline  Gas  Light  Com- 
pany, under  a  five  years'  contract,  dated 
from  February  20,  1894,  which  expired 
last  year.  It  would  St'em  that  the  city 
should  make  a  new  contract  requiring  the 
use  of  the  enclosed  arc  lamp  and  wooden 
posts  in  this  district,  such  as  were  agreed 
upon  in  the  contract  with  the  Charlestown 
company. 

During  the  year  1894  the  Boston  Electric 
Light  Company  began  the  work  of  laying 
its  wires  in  underground  conduits,  and 
since  that  time  a  large  number  of  city  lamps 
furnished  by  that  company  have  been  con- 
nected with  the  underground  system.  There 
are  also  324  lamps  connected  with  the  under- 
ground system  on  the  parks  and  parkways. 

The  public  lamps  are  distributed  in  the 
various  sections  of  the  city  as  follows: 
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ANNUAL     REPORT    OF     THE     PENAL 
INSTITUTIONS     DEPARTMENT. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Penal  Institu- 
tions Department  for  the  year  1899-1900, 
being  Document  29,  1900,  has  recently  been 
submitted  to  Mayor  Hart  in  print.  From  it 
the  following  extracts  are  made: 

The  discipline  of  the  Department  has  been 
maintained  at  a  high  standard,  and  good 
order  has  prevailed  among  the  inmates. 

With  regard  to  the  officers  of  the  institu- 
tions, the  report  recommends  an  increase  of 
pay  equal  to  the  pay  received  for  the  same 
work  by  officers  of  State  institutions. 

Recommendation  is  also  made  for  the 
establishment  of  a  separate  place  of  confine- 
ment for  women,  entirely  distinct  from  the 
institutions  now  used  for  the  confinement  of 
both  men  and  women,  which  should  be  used 
for  men  alone. 

The  number  of  recommitments  to  our  in- 
stitutions for  the  year  shows  a  decrease  over 
1899  of  283,  the  aggregate  number  of  the 
"  rouuder  "  class  being  4,419. 

The  report  expresses  disapproval  of  the 
work  carried  on  in  the  prisons,  pariicu- 
larly  of  the  clothing  industry,  as  not  being 
suitable  for  the  class  of  persons  confined 
therein.

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ANNUAL     REPORT    OF      CITY      MES- 
SENGER DEPARTMENT. 


The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the 
annual  report  of  the  City  Messenger  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1900, 
which  has  recently  been  submitted  to  Mayor 
Hart.  The  report  constitutes  Document  10 
—  1900: 

During  the  past  year  the  general  work 
performed  has  been  the  attendance  at  meet- 
ings of  both  branches  of  the  City  Council, 
and  the  Committees  thereof;  the  care,  cus- 
tody, delivery,  and  filing  of  all  city  documents, 
minutes,  books,  and  pamphlets  of  the  City 
Council;  the  care  of  the  city  flag-staffs,  flags, 
ropes  and  stakes;  the  care  and  cleaning  of  the 
City  Hall;  also  special  work  performed  at 
the  request  of  the  Mayor,  both  branches  of 
the  City  Council,  and  some  of  the  city 
departments. 

Attendance  was  given  to  fifty-eight  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  thirty-six 
meetings  of  the  Common  Council. 

The  number  of  documents,  bound  publi- 
cations, City  Council  minutes  and  orders  of 
business  received  and  delivered  during  the 
year  amounted  to  about  158,000.  The 
receipts  from  subscriptions  and  sales  of  The 
City  Record  amounted  to  $184.50. 

Recommendation  is  made  that  the  Alder- 
manic  Chamber  and  anteroom  be  painted 
and  that  a  huge  committee  room  be  secured. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Department 
amounted  to  $28,399.87. 


SCHOOL    COMMITTEE. 


A  regular  meeting  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee was  held  in  the  School  Committee 
Chamber,  Mason  street,  on  Tuesday,  March 
13,  1900,  at  7.30  P.M.,  President  Gallivan 
in  the  chair,  and  all  the  members  present. 

The  appointments,  confirmation  and  trans- 
fers, as  presented  at  the  last  meeting,  were 
approved. 

The  following  orders,  laid  over  under  the 
ru  e  at  the  last  meeting,  were  read  and  suc- 
cessively passed: 

(1.)  That  there  be  paid  to  Sarah  J.  and 
Cornelius  VV.  Conant  and  Harriet  I.  Hadley 
the  sum  of  $4,400  as  payment  for  their 
estate  on  Bartlett  street,  at  Charlestown, 
taken  for  school  purposes  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  April  14,  1899  (taking  recorded 
same  day),  upon  the  said  Sarah  J.  Conant 
and  others  giving  to  the  city  a  deed  for  said 
estate  so  taken,  satisfactory  to  the  Law 
Department. 

(2.)  That  from  the  $10,000  appropriated 
November  9,  1897,  for  Mayhew  School- 
house,  furnishing,  the  following  transfer  be 
made : 

New  primary  school-house,  Charlestown 
site,  additional,  $3,088.53. 

(3.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  expend  the 
sum  of  $195  for  making  connections  for 
electric  power  and  lighting  at  the  Francis 
Parkman  School-house. 

(4.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  expend  the 
sum  of  $486  for  wiring  the  new  East  Boston 
High  School-house  iu  connection  with  in- 
stallation of  program  clocks. 

(5.)  That  "  Polyhymnia,"  by  John  W. 
Tufts,  published  by  Silver,  Burdett  &  Co., 


be  authorized  for  use  as  a  text-book  in  the 
Mechanic  Arts  High  School. 

The  following  orders  took  their  second 
reading,  and  were  passed: 

(1.)  That  the  Regulations  be  amended 
as  follows: 

Sect.  325.  Strike  out  the  words  "  Even- 
ing Schools  "  in  the  sixth  line,  and  substi- 
tute therefor  the  word  "  Drawing,"  so  that 
the  section  will  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  325.  Evening  Schools  for  free  in- 
struction in  industrial  drawing  under  the 
direction  of  the  master  of  Evening  Drawiug 
Schools,  may  be  established  iu  such  of  the 
school-houses  — with  the  consent  of  the 
Committee  on  School-houses  —  and  in  such 
other  places  as  the  Committee  on  Drawing, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  shall  from 
time  to  time  deem  expedient. 

Sect.  333.  Strike  out  the  words  "  Even- 
ing Schools  "  in  the  fifth  line,  and  substitute 
therefor  the  word  "  Drawing,"  so  that  the 
section  will  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  333.  The  master  shall  award  certifi- 
cates of  proficiency  to  those  pupils  at  the 
close  of  the  term  who,  in  his  judgment,  have 
completed  the  course  creditably.  The  certifi- 
cates shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Drawing,  and  by  the 
master.  A  pupil  satisfactorily  completing 
the  course  of  study  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
diploma  of  graduation. 

(2.)  That  thi-  Regulations  be  amended,  viz. : 

Sect.  206.  Strike  out  the  words  "Tues- 
day following  the  first  Monday "  in  the 
fourth  and  fifih  lines,  and  insert  in  place 
thereof  the  words  "  second  Wednesday,"  so 
that  the  section  will  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  200.  The  school  year  shall  com- 
mence with  the  first  day  of  September  in 
each  year,  and  there  shall  be  two  terms  each 
year  for  the  regular  work  in  the  schools;  the 
first  term  beginning  with  the  second 
Wednesday  in  September,  and  the  second 
term  with  the  first  Monday  in  February. 

The  reappointments  of  three  temporary 
teachers  and  of  two  teachers  on  probation 
were  laid  over,  under  the  rule.  The  con- 
firmation of  six  teachers  was  laid  over,  under 
the  rule,  and  leaves  of  absence  were  granted 
to  seven  teachers. 

The  Superintendent  presented  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  temporary  teacher,  which  was 
approved;  the  reappointments  of  two  tem- 
porary teachers,  which  were  laid  over  under 
the  rule,  and  leaves  of  absence  of  four 
teachers,  which  were  granted. 

Mr.  Merritt,  for  the  Committee  on  New 
Buildings,  offered  the  following  orders, 
which  were  passed: 

(1.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  an 
order  of  addition  to  the  contract  of  F.  G. 
Coburn  &  Co.,  for  the  erectiou  of  the  Chap- 
man Grammar  School  building,  in  the  sum 
of  $520  for  providing  ten  additional  windows. 

(2.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  execute  an 
order  of  addition  to  the  contract  of  Mack  & 
Moore,  for  alteration  and  addition  to  the 
West  Roxbury  High  School-house,  in  the 
sum  of  $355  for  painting  the  interior  walls 
in  oil,  instead  of  water  color.

LEGISLATIVE    BILL. 


The  following  bill  concerning  the  City  of 
Boston  has  been  introduced  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature,  under  suspension  of  the 
twelfth  joint  rule,,  and  has  been  referred  to 
the  appropriate  committee: 

In  the  Senate. 

Senate  Bill,  No.  136  accompanies  the  pe- 
tition of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
that  said  city  may  be  authorized  to  widen 
the  solid  structure  of  Maiden  bridge  in  tide 
water  adjoining  the  same;  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs.  It  is 
entitled: 

An  Act  relative  to  Maiden  Bridge. 
Be  it  enacted  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Street  Com- 
missioners of  the  City  of  Boston  may  lay 
out,  widen  and  order  the  construction  of  so 
much  of  the  causeway  and  other  part  of  the 
highway  between  Maiden  bridge  and  the 
boundary  line  between  said  city  and  the 
City  of  Everett  to  such  a  width  and  for  such 
distance  as  said  Board  may  determine.  Said 
laying  out  and  construction  shall  be  done 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  323  of  the 
Acts  of  1893,  and  acts  in  amendment  or  in 
addition  thereto,  and  the  other  acts  relating 
to  the  laying  out  and  construction  of  high- 
ways in  said  city;  but  the  expenses  incurred 
therefor  shall  be  paid  from  the  loan  of  $200,- 
000  authorized  in  the  year  1899  for  widening 
and  rebuilding  Maiden  bridge,  and  no  assess- 
ment shall  be  made  for  such  laying  out  and 
construction. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

DEATH    OF   EX-POLICE    CAPTAIN 
BATES. 


Mr.  Joseph  H.  Bates,  a  retired  captain  of 
the  Boston  police  force,  shot  himself  at 
Wood  Island  Park,  East  Boston,  Thursday, 
March  15,  1900.  An  unbalanced  mind  was 
the  cause  of  the  act. 

Captain  Bates  was  one  of  the  best  known 
police  officers  of  the  city.  He  was  a  native 
of  Boston,  and  was  seventy-three  years  of 
age.  His  first  connection  with  the  police 
force  of  the  city  dates  from  1861,  when  he 
was  appointed  a  patrolman.  Police  officers 
at  that  time  were  appointed  annually,  and 
Mr.  Bates  served  as  a  patrolman  only  until 
1863.  In  April,  1867,  he  was  again  appointed 
on  the  police  force  of  the  city  as  a  patrol- 
man. He  was  made  a  sergeant  in  1871,  a 
lieutenant  in  1877,  and  a  captain  in  1880. 

In  August,  1890,  Captain  Bates  was  placed 
on  the  retired  list,  having  served  contin- 
uously for  twenty-three  years. 


DEATH    OF    PATROLMAN    THACHER. 


The  death  of  Patrolman  Enoch  R.  Thacher, 
of  Division  7,  occurred  suddenly  at  his  home, 
284  Meridian  street,  East  Boston,  on  Sun- 
day, March  18,  1900. 

Mr.  Thacher  was  born  at  Newbury,  Vt. 
in  December,  1837.  He  was  appointed  a 
patrolman  on  the  police  force  of  Boston  in 
1864.  His  entire  service  in  the  Department 
was  in  connection  with  Station  7.

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DEATH  OF  MR.  FRANCIS  M.  HUGHES.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  OVERSEEING 
OF  THE  POOR  DEPARTMENT. 


The  thirty-sixth  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  constituting 
Document  26  — 1900,  has  been  submitted  to 
Mayor  Hart.  The  report  covers  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1900,  and  may  be  sum- 
marized as  follows:

The  amount  collected  by  the  Department 
for  care  in  City  Hospital  of  State  paupers 
and  those  belonging  elsewhere  than  in  Bos- 
ton, and  paid  over  to  the  Trustees  of  the 
City  Hospital,  was  $46,828.09. 

The  number  of  families  assisted  during 
the  year  was  2,863  (representing  about  8,589 
persons)  a  decrease  of  531  families  from  the 
previous  year.  Of  these,  365  families  resided 
in  other  cities  and  towns,  but  had  retained 
their  settlement  in  this  city.  Payment  was 
received  for  aid  rendered  to  211  families 
residing  in  Boston  whose  legal  settlement  was 
elsewhere. 

The  number  of  new  cases  aided  during  the 
year  was  552,  a  decrease  of  290  from  the  year 
previous.  The  total  number  of  cases  dealt 
with  since  1864,  the  date  of  organization  of 
the  Department,  is  35,258. 

The  number  of  official  visits  made  by  the 
Department  visitors  during  the  year  was 
18,942. 

The  largest  number  of  families  aided  in 
any  one  month  of  the  year  was  1,643  in  Feb- 
ruary, the  smallest  number  aided  being  971 
in  August.  The  monthly  average  of  families 
aided  for  the  year  was  1,201,  as  against  1,324 
in  1899. 

The  total  number  of  individuals  cared  for 
at- the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  was  7,237.  As  the 
whole  number  of  lodgers  was  12,543,  it  is 
evident  that  5,306  individuals  were  housed 
more  than  one  night;  that  is  to  say,  about 
58  per  cent,  sought  shelter  but  once. 

More  than  one-half  of  the  lodgers  were 
American  born.  Of  the  foreign  born,  the 
Irish     outnumber    those     from     all    other 


countries  combined,  which  is  natural  con- 
sidering their  proportion  to  the  foreign  born 
population  of  the  State. 

With  comparatively  few  exceptions  the 
lodgers  come  from  neighboring  cities  and 
towns.  Apparently  by  far  the  greater 
number  reach  Boston  in  honest  search  of 
employment. 

Sixty-three  per  cent,  were  under  40  years 
of  age,  the  largest  percentage  for  any  single 
age  period  being  for  that  of  25  to  29.  This 
comparative  youthfulness  of  the  majority 
points  strongly  to  the  fact,  which  is  corrob- 
orated by  other  evidence,  that  few  of  them 
can  justly  be  suspected  of  pronounced 
vagrancy. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  unskilled 
workmen  among  the  lodgers  outnumber 
those  who  have  a  definite  occupation  requir- 
ing some  training  and  skill,  but  by  no  means 
in  the  generally  accepted  proportion.  Having 
excluded  all  the  occupations  in  which  anyone 
may  engage  without  special  training  for  it, 
we  still  find  that  more  than  39  per  cent,  of 
the  persons  in  question  are  to  be  classed  as 
skilled  workmen;  that  is,  as  having  a  definite 
trade. 

The  Board  has  continued  to  demand  work 
of  all  able-bodied  male  applicants  in  return 
for  groceries  and  coal  furnished  their  fam- 
ilies. 

The  number  of  men  who  worked  for  aid 
given  in  1899  was  393;  the  number  of  days' 
work  actually  performed  amounted  to  2,937. 
while  the  number  of  men  receiving  work- 
cards,  who  did  not  present  them  for  work, 
was  74. 

The  number  of  women  admitted  to  the 
Temporary  Home  during  the  year  was  730,  as 
against  980  in  1899.  Of  the  total  number  of 
women  admitted,  368  had  come  to  the  Home 
for  the  first  time,  while  362  had  been  ad- 
mitted previous  to  1899.  The  Industrial 
Aid  Society  secured  77  places  for  women  at 
domestic  services,  and  115  places  were  se- 
cured by  the  Home. 

The  number  of  children  admitted  to  the 
Home  during  1899  was  644,  of  whom  222 
came  with  mothers. 

Outside  relief  was  furnished  by  the  Tem- 
porary Home,  aa  follows:  1024  meals  given 
to  493  women  (149  of  whom  had  been  in- 
mates) and  to  97  children. 

At  the  request  of  the  authorities  in  charge 
of  the  preparation  of  exhibits  for  the  Paris  Ex- 
position, there  have  been  furnished  full  tabu- 
lated details  of  the  work  of  the  Department 
accompanied  by  suitable  photographs  of  both 
the  outside  and  inside  of  the  Charity  build- 
ing, the  Temporary  Home  tor  Women  and 
Children  and  the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  and 
Wood-yard. 

Appropriate  mention  is  made  of  the  death 
of  Dr.  Isaac  T.  Campbell,  who  for  twenty-six 
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years  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor. 

The  total  amount  of  the  trust  funds  in 
charge  of  the  Board  as  a  corporation  is  now 
$725,226.72. 

The  number  of  beneficiaries  now  aided 
from  the  Pemberton,  the  Boylston  Relief, 
the  David  Sears  Charity,  the  Moses  Hunt 
and  the  Goodnow  funds  is  264,  seventeen  less 
than  on  February  1, 1899.  During  the  year 
thirty  have  died,  five  have  gone  into  homes 
for  aged  women,  three  have  withdrawn,  one 
has  gone  to  an  asylum  for  the  insane, 
and  in  five  cases  the  pensions  which  were 
being  given  were  stopped.  Twenty-seven 
new  names  have  been  added. 

There  has  been  paid  during  the  year  from 
the  Boylston  Educational  Fund  the  sum  of 
$6,267.45  for  the  board  of  children,  conform- 
ably to  the  terms  of  that  trust.

To  the  sum  of  $78,892.11,  given  directly 
to  the  poor,  should  be  added  the  sum  of 
$2,981.81,  paid  for  burials,  the  sum  of 
$5,372.71  paid  for  support  of  the  Temporary 
Home,  and  the  fun  her  sum  of  $9,196.16 
paid  for  support  of  the  Lodge  for  Wayfarers, 
making  a  total  of  $96,442.79  actually  paid 
out  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  from  the 
tax  levy  for  the  direct  relief  of  the  poor. 
There  has  also  been  disbursed  the  further 
sum  of  $28,043.93  to  the  various  pensioners 
and  beneficiaries  adjudged  worthy  and  falling 
within  the  provisions  of  the  trusts. 


ANNUAL    REPORT    OF    THE   PAUPER 
INSTITUTIONS    DEPARTMENT. 


The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the 
annual  report  of  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Trustees,  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1900,  which  has  been  printed  as  Document 
28  —  1900: 

The  entire  amount  expended  by  this  De- 
partment during  the  year  was  $178,430.45. 


Of  this  amount,  $97,497.09  was  on  account 
of  the  Almshouse  and  Hospital  at  Long 
Island,  $13,924.30  on  account  of  the  Alms- 
house for  Women  and  Aged  Couples  at 
Charlestown,  $3,487.50  on  account  of  office 
expense,  $653.56  for  support  of  paupers  in 
institutions  outside  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
$5,500  on  account  of  the  steamer  "  John 
Howard,"  $699.42  on  account  of  the  Ean- 
didge  excursions  and  Municipal  Camp  for 
boys,  $4,000  for  telephone  cable,  $4,563.04 
on  account  of  salt-water  fire-system,  and 
$48,105.54  on  account  of  construction  of 
buildings. 

The  amount  collected  during  the  year  for 
board  of  inmates  and  sale  of  old  materials 
was  $2,850.42  on  account  of  Almshouse  and 
Hospital  at  Long  Island,  and  $521.08  on 
account  of  Almshouse  at  Charlestown. 

The  cost  per  week  of  maintaining  each 
inmate  at  Long  Island  was  $2.77,  being  an 
increase  of  21  cents  per  week  over  last  year. 

The  cost  per  week  of  maintaining  each  in- 
mate at  the  Charlestown  Almshouse  was 
$2.71,  being  an  increase  of  21  cents  per 
week  over  last  year. 

The  increase  in  per  capita  cost  in  both 
Almshouses  is  accounted  for  by  the  increased 
cost  of  supplies  during  the  past  year,  and  by 
the  decrease  in  population.  Most  of  the 
items  of  expense  for  maintenance  are 
changed  very  little  by  a  slight  increase  or 
decrease  in  population;  consequently,  the 
per  capita  cost  will  always  be  increased  by  a 
reduction  in  population  and  lessened  by  an 
increase  in  population. 

The  average  daily  population  in  the  Bos- 
ton Almshouses  during  the  past  year  was 
753,  which  is  60  less  than  the  year  previous; 
this  being  the  lowest  point  reached  in  twelve 
years. 

In  the  growth  of  large  cities  we  expect  to 
see  a  pro-rata  increase  in  the  dependent 
classes  occupying  our  public  institutions; 
and,  according  to  the  growth  of  Boston  dur- 
ing the  past  twelve  years,  since  1888,  we 
should  have  a  natural  increase  in  almshouse 
population  of  241.  Instead  of  this  increase  we 
have  a  reduction  of  195.  Adding  together 
the  reduction  in  population,  195,  and 
what  would  have  been  the  natural  increase 
in  almshouse  population,  241,  we  have  a 
real  reduction  of  436  for  the  twelve  years, 
1888-99,  inclusive. 

While  there  may  have  been  various  causes 
that  have  contributed  to  this  decrease,  the 
principal  reason  for  it  is  undoubtedly  im- 
proved methods  of  administration,  and  the 
more  complete  separation  of  the  pauper, 
criminal  and  insane  classes,  which  was  be- 
gun under  a  former  administration. 

An  increased  expenditure  for  maintaining 
the  Almshouse  and  Hospital  at  Long  Island 
is  very  much  needed,  so  we  are  asking  each 
year  for  a  larger  appropriation.     Connected 


with  this  institution  is  a  hospital  that  was 
intended  and  is  used  for  the  chronic  and  in- 
curable cases  of  the  City  of  Boston.  This 
hospital  had  an  average  daily  population  dur- 
ing the  year  of  229.  It  is  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  maintained  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  its  standard  should  be  raised  to  compare 
favorably  with  other  hospitals  of  the  same 
character.  A  separate  appropriation  should 
be  granted  for  it,  and  kept  distinct  from  the 
almshouse. 

We  have  asked  for  a  special  appropriation 
of  $35,000  with  which  to  build  an  isolated 
wing  to  the  hospital  for  phthisical  and  specific 
contagious  cases,  to  contain  eight  small 
wards  of  ten  beds  each. 

The  time  has  arrived  when  we  are  com- 
pelled to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $22,200 
to  build  and  equip  a  nurses'  home. 

Since  May,  one  of  the  two  cottages  has 
been  occupied  by  the  night  nurses,  under 
the  charge  of  Ihe  night  superintendent  of 
nurses.  This  gives  them  opportunity  for 
sounder  sleep  and  fuller  rest  during  the  clay 
than  is  possible  in  the  Hospital  itself,  and  is 
one  step  toward  the  nurses'  home. 

It  is  a  generally  accepted  fact  that,  when 
possible,  nurses  should  be  housed  apart  from 
the  hospital,  not  only  in  the  interest  of  their 
own  health,  but  also  in  the  interest  of  good 
nursing. 

The  training  school  is  an  important  part 
of  the  hospital  administration.  The  first 
class  of  nurses  who  have  taken  the  present 
two-year  course  graduated  on  the  twelfth  of 
June.  The  school  affords  certain  special 
advantages  which  should  be  recognized. 

Contracts  were  made  during  the  year  for 
a  power-house  at  Long  Island.  The  appro- 
priation is  $70,000,  and  we  have  made 
contracts  for  work  up  to  this  amount.  Our 
original  request  for  a  loan  for  this  building 
was  $94,800.  Having  received  but  $70,000, 
we  have  been  obliged  to  omit  one  wing  of 
the  building  and  a  considerable  part  of  the 
equipment  that  we  consider  necessary  for  an 
efficient  power  plant.  We  can  do  without 
the  additional  wing  for  a  time,  but  we 
earnestly  request  that  the  Department  be 
provided  with  the  funds  necessary  to  equip 
the  new  power-house  as  originally  planned. 
We  need  $10,080  for  this  purpose.  When 
the  new  plant  is  in  full  operation  we  shall 
have  greatly  improved  conditions  in  our 
heating,  lighting,  and  ventilation,  also  in  our 
laundry  and  bakery,  as  we  have  planned  to 
install  these  in  the  new  power  building.  We 
shall  also  have  protection  against  fire  that  we 
never  had  before.  We  would  recommend 
that  a  liberal  appropriation  be  made  soon, 
to  enable  us  to  put  the  buildings  in  good 
condition,  and  thus  check  the  rapid  deteri- 
oration that  has  been  going  on  ever  since 
the  buildings  were  erected.  The  exposed 
situation  of  our  buildings  on  an  island  sub- 
jects them  to  unusual  damage  by  storms,  and 
we  are  put  to  large  expense  each  year  for 
repairs. 

During  the  storm  of  Febiuary  13,  1899, 
the  telephone  cable  from  Deer  Island  to 
Long  Island  was  broken  by  a  ship's  anchor. 
It  was  found  impracticable  to  lay  a  new 
cable  in  the  old  location,  and  it  was  decided 
to  lay  the  new  one  from  Moon  Island  to 
Long  Island,  where  it  would  not  be  in  the 
course  of  the  ships  passing  in  and  out  of  the 
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harbor.  An  appropriation  of  $4,000  was 
granted   for   this  purpose. 

On  October  2  the  steamer  "  John  Howard  " 
was  transferred  from  the  Penal  Institutions 
Department  to  this  Department.  It  seemed 
advisable  to  do  this,  as  Long  Island  requires 
more  service  from  the  boat  than  the  other 
departments  that  have  institutions  in  the 
harbor.  The  transportation  of  inmates  and 
supplies  to  Long  Island  is  by  the  steamer 
"J.  Putnam  Bradlee." 

At  present  coal  is  stored  without  any 
covering  on  an  open  wharf,  known  as  the 
back  wharf.  The  coal  blows  or  washes 
away,  and  as  the  wharf  is  situated  at  a  dis- 
tance from  the  buildings  on  the  island,  small 
boats,  in  passing,  have  free  opportunity  to 
help  themselves.  This  wharf  is  badly  out 
of  repair,  and  we  need  $4,500  to  put  it  in 
safe  condition,  and  to  build  a  covered  coal- 
shed  for  the  protection  of  our  coal  supply. 

Our  front  wharf  should  be  extended 
farther  out  into  the  harbor,  in  order  to  afford 
a  safe  landing  for  the  city  boats  at  all  tides. 

The  facilities  at  Long  Island  for  gathering 
ice  have,  up  to  the  present  time,  been  in- 
sufficient for  the  needs  of  the  Institution. 

During  this  year  we  have  extended  the 
water  main  to  a  low  piece  of  land,  and  have 
under  construction  an  ice  pond  that  will 
afford  us  an  area  sufficient  to  get  all 
the  ice  for  our  needs  at  one  cutting,  and 
thus  do  away  with  the  necessity  of  buying 
ice  for  a  part  of  the  year. 

The  plumbing  throughout  the  Charlestown 
Almshouse  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled 
during  the  year,  modern  open  fixtures 
have  been  put  in  to  replace  old  and  unsuit- 
able ones,  some  new  fixtures  have  been 
added,  and  the  lavatories  have  been  re- 
arranged. 

A  much  needed  improvement  in  the 
Charlestown  Almshouse  is  the  building  of 
fire-escapes. 

Permission  was  given  for  the  season  by 
the  Trustees,  on  request  of  His  Honor  the 
Mayor,  for  the  use  of  Long  Island  West 
Head  for  the  Municipal  Camp  for  Boys,  and 
for  the  use  of  a  part  of  the  island  near  the 
head  for  the  Randidge  Picnic  Excursions  for 
Children.  This  is  the  second  season  that 
the  head  has  been  used  for  the  camp,  and 
the  third  season  that  the  Randidge  excur- 
sions have  been  made. 

During  the  summer  season  16,105  children 
were  given  a  day's  outing  on  Long  Island, 
including  a  luncheon  and  facilities  for  games 
and  bathing. 

The  camp  was  carried  on  for  eight  weeks, 
and  1,164  bo3s  were  given  one  week's 
outing. 

It  has  been  the  purpose  of  this  Board  to 
require  the  able-bodied  inmates  of  the 
Almshouse  to  perform  a  full  day's  work, 
thus  discouraging  them  from  using  the 
Almshouse  as  a  comfortable  resort.  We 
have  also  made  it  more  difficult  for  the 
vagrant  class  to  gain  admission  to  the  Insti- 
tution. 

In  comparatively  few  cases,  less  than 
one-half,  do  we  know  anything  of  the  early 
history  of  the  man  or  woman  now  known  as 
a  "  rounder."  Where  we  do  know  anything 
of  their  early  life  there  is  evidence  in  many 
cases  of  an  unfortunate  and  neglected  child- 
hood. 

Among  58  persons  of  this  group,  52  are 
recorded  as  intemperate;  and  could  we  trace 
back  all  their  histories  we  should  expect  to 


find  that  many  of  them  lead  back  to  an 
unfortunate  and  neglected  childhood,  as  do 
the  larger  part  of  those  whose  histories  are 
known  to  us.  There  could  not  be  a  stronger 
plea  for  wise  and  foreseeing  care  of  neglected 
and  dependent  children  than  is  given  in 
these  records  of  unhappy  lives. 

The  teaching  in  1898-99  was  a  small 
matter  in  amount.  We  believe  that  more 
teaching  should  be  provided.  It  could  best 
be  done  by  a  teacher  resident  at  Long 
Island,  and  able  to  give  some  mental  as  well 
as  industrial  training. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  of 
1892  and  that  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
1894  both  rightly  lay  stress  on  the  necessity 
of  classification  to  separate  "  those  who  can- 
not be  brought  together  without  wrong  and 
degredation." 

We  wholly  concur  in  the  importance  of 
such  classification,  and  feel  that,  in  spite  of 
effort  towards  it,  by  no  means  all  has  yet 
been  accomplished  that  is  possible.  It  is  not 
a  matter  easy  of  settlement,  however,  nor 
can  it  be  settled  once  for  all. 

The  most  satisfactory  classification  thus 
far  has  been  that  made  possible  by  the 
existence  of  the  Charlestown  Almshouse, 
now  receiving  only  women  and  old  couples, 
though  still    retaining   a   few   elderly    men. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  visiting 
medical  staff  for  the  large  increase  in  their 
services  during  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  report  of  the  Trustees, 
the  general  report  contains  the  reports  of 
the  Superintendents  of  the  Long  Island  and 
Charlestown  institutions,  together  with 
reports  of  the  medical  staff,  various  financial 
statements  of  the  Department  and  popula- 
tion statistics  of  the  institutions. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  REGISTRY 
DEPARTMENT. 


The  annual  report  ofthe^Registry  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1900, 
constitutes  Document  61  —  1900. 

The  regular  appropriation  of  the  Depart- 
ment amounted  to  $26,000.  Of  this  amount 
there  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $48.47. 

The  special  receipts  of  the  Department, 
mainly  from  fees  received  for  marriage 
licenses,  amounted  to  $3,884.75.  From  this 
amount  were  expended  $3,141.50,  paid  to 
physicians  on  account  of  12,566  births  re- 
ported during  the  year.

Town  was  named 
for  Sir  John  Temple,  an  English  baronet.

enemies,  and  soon  restore  you  and  us,  Amer- 
ica and  Britain,  to  that  security  and  peace 
which  we  cannot  but  hope  will,  in  issue,  be 
more  firmly  established  even  by  those  very 
means  which  vain  ambition  uses  to  attain 
its  own  purposes. 


The  little  we  do  or  can  do  for  the  mitiga- 
tion of  the  evils  you  suffer,  we  consider 
rather  as  an  act  of  justice  than  kindness,  to 
those  that  are  called  by  Providence  to  stand 
in  the  post  of  danger  and  suffer  for  their 
adherence  to  the  common  cause  from  the 
enemies  of  America,  the  being  shut  out 
from  the  usual  channels  from  which  they 
had  been  wont  to  derive  a  decent  compe- 
tence or  increasing  fortune. 

We  are  sensible  that  the  same  injustice 
which  deprives  you  of  your  usual  method  of 
support  by  trade,  because  some  tea  was 
destroyed  by  somebody  in  your  town,  would 
as  readily,  and  on  the  same  principles, 
deprive  us,  in  whose  country  the  tea  was 
destroyed,  of  the  cheerful  warmth  of  the 
sun  and  refreshing  rain,  till  the  tea  was  paid 
for,  if  this  were  equally  in  its  power.  It 
attacks  you  rather  than  us,  because  this  they 
can  do,  in  which  for  our  caution  and  sym- 
pathy they  express  their  ill-will  and  for  our 
satisfaction  their  impotence.  We  rejoice  in 
your  general  firmness  hitherto,  and  would  not 
forget  to  give  thanks  to  a  kind  Providence, 
that,  as  we  trust,  you  have  been  enabled  to 
conduct  with  so  much  prudence. 

We  are  particularly  pleased  as  you  declare 
you  are  determined  to  be  very  open  and 
exact  in  your  accounts  of  what  you  receive, 
and  how  you  employ  it,  as,  with  all  your 
care,  amazing  pains  is  taken  to  propagate 
stories  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  committee 
and  the  town,  the  extensive  and  very  fatal 
consequences  of  which  nothing  but  the 
plainest  facts  can  prevent. 

With  hearty  good  wishes  for  your  welfare, 
and  humbly  commending  you  and  ourselves, 
and  the  cause  of  America  to  Him  that  has 
hitherto  so  wonderfully  defeated  the  secret 
plots  and  open  violence  of  our  common 
enemies,

FIRE    AT    RAINSFORD    ISLAND. 


A  fire  occured  in  the  stable  of  the  House 
of  Reformation  for  Boys  at  Bainsford  Island 
on  Tuesday  night,  March  20,  1900,  at  about 
6.30  o'clock,  causing  the  complete  loss  of 
the  stable,  and  adjoining  sheds,  and  con- 
siderable injury  to  the  dining-room,  halls 
and  the  chapel  and  to  the  printing  office, 
connected  with  the  Institution.  Two  horses 
were  lost  and  a  large  quantity  of  coal  was 
destroyed.  The  total  loss  is  estimated  at 
between  $8,000  and  $10,000.  An  appropri- 
ation for  the  latter  amount,  to  cover  the 
cost  of  repairs,  has  been  requested  by  the 
Trustees  for  Children. 

A  systematic  fight  to  control  the  fire  was 
begun  by  the  officers  and  some  of  the  boys 
of  the  Institution,  under  the  direction  of 
Superintendent  Seavey.  Bequests  for  assist- 
ance were  responded  to  from  the  Long  Island 
Institution,  with  the  steamer  "John  How- 
ard "  from  Deer  Island,  and  the  Fire  and 
Police  Departments.     By  10.30  o'clock  the 


fire  was  practical!}'  extinguished,  and  the  boys 
confiued  at  the  Reformatory  accounted  for. 

The  fire  was  set  by  some  of  the  older 
boys,  and  an  investigation  has  been  begun 
by  the  Superintendent  and  the  Trustees. 

A  bill  providing  for  the  transfer  from 
Bainsford  Island,  to  some  other  reforma- 
tory, of  any  boy  over  fifteen  years  of  age, 
should  it  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  Trus- 
tees, is  now  before  the  Committee  on  Prisons 
of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature. 


GIFT  OF  BRONZE  BUST  OF  WENDELL 
PHILLIPS. 


The  formal  presentation  of  a  bronze  bust 
of  Wendell  Phillips  to  the  Boston  Public 
Library  by  the  Wendell  Phillips  Memorial 
Association  took  place  in  the  lecture-room 
of  the  library  building  on  Monday  evening, 
March  26,  1900. 

In  connection  with  the  presentation  of  the 
gift,  an  address  was  made  on  the  life  of 
Wendell  Phillips  by  Bev.  Jesse  H.  Jones, 
President  of  the  Wendell  Phillips  Memorial 
Association.  Acceptance  of  the  bust  was 
expressed,  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Library,  by  Bev.  James  DeNormandie.

Children's  Institutions  Department. 

Following  is  an  abstract  of  the  records  of 
recent  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Children's 
Institutions  Trustees: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  for  Children 
on  January  3,  1900,  Circular  No.  1  from 
Mayor  Hart  was  laid  before  the  Board,  and 
a  reply,  prepared  by  the  Chairman,  was 
approved. 

The  Committee  on  Schools  reported  that 
the  statistics  and  photographs  asked  for  by 
the  Paris  Exposition  Committee  had  been 
prepared  and  sent. 

On  January  20,  it  was  voted  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Trustees,  eighteen  should  be 
the  limit  of  the  age  at  which  the  Trustees 
should  pay  board  for  minors  at  Long  Island, 
and  that  the  Pauper  Trustees  be  requested 
to  notify  this  Board  of  all  admissions  under 
that  age,  in  order  that  the  cases  may  be  in- 
vestigated by  our  agents. 

On  January  25,  it  was  voted  that  legisla- 
tion be  asked  for  to  give  the  Trustees  power 
to  transfer  boys  for  cause  from  the  House  of 
Reformation  to  the  Reformatory  at  Concord, 
and  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  consult, 
with  the  Corporation  Counsel  as  to  the 
proper  method  of  asking  for  this  legislation. 

It  was  also  voted  that  the  statement  of  the 
merit  system  at  the  JJouse  of  Reformation 
be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"  That  boys  in  the  honor  grade  have  certain 
privileges  in  the  institution.  Their  names 
are  also  reported  to  the  Trustees  and  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Trustees  and  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Court,  such  boys  may  be  re- 
leased on  probation." 

On  February  3,  1900,  the  Trustees  voted 
that  every  girl  under  the  care  of  the  placing- 
out  department  be  visited  at  least  once  a 
year  by  a  woman  visitor. 

Miss  Bailey  reported  that  she  had  visited 
the  placed-out  children  at  the  Cape,  and  had 
found  the  homes  generally  excellent,  but 
many  of  the  children  defective  or  peculiar. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  sub-committee  on  truants  of  the  Boston 
Public  School  Board  and  to  urge  that  truant 
officers  furnish  more  detailed  information 
upon  truant  boys  committed  to  the  care  of 
the  Trustees. 

On  February  28,  it  was  voted  that  the 
Secretary  be  requested  to  send  a  circular 
letter  to  the  municipal  judges  of  Suffolk 
County,  requesting  them  to  send  boys  under 
fifteen  years  of  age,  now  sent  to  Deer  Island 
for  non-payment  of  fines,  to  the  House  of 
Reformation. 

It  was  voted  that  at  the  proper  time  the 
Legislature  be  requested  to  change  the  name 
of  House  of  Reformation  to  Suffolk  School 
for  Boys.

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EAST  BOSTON  TUNNEL. 


Following  is  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  the  case  of  Causten  Browne  et  a], 
vs.  Alfred  T.  Turner  et  al.,  relative  to  the 
construction  of  the  East  Boston  tunnel: 

Holmes,  C.  J.  This  bill  purports  to  be 
brought  under  Statute  1898,  Chapter  490, 
amending  Public  Statutes,  Chapter  27,  Sec- 
tion 129.  As  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  fails 
to  make  out  a  case,  and  as  all  parties  are 
anxious  for  a  decision  upon  the  merits,  we 
have  not  considered  whether  the  plaintiffs 
bring  themselves  within  the  purview  of  the 
act.  The  decree  will  be  the  same  that  it 
would  be  if  we  were  against  them  on  the 
preliminary  point,  and  therefore  there  seems 
to  be  no  objection  to  stating  the  grounds  of 
substantive  law  which  seems  to  us  to  sup- 
port the  result. 

The  point  of  the  bill  may  be  stated  in  a 
few  words.  The  Boston  Transit  Commis- 
sion proposes  to  obey  Statute  1897,  Chapter 
500,  Section  17,  by  constructing  a  tunnel 
from  a  point  on  or  near  Hanover  street,  in 
Boston  proper,  to  a  point  at  or  near  Maver- 
ick square,  in  East  Boston,  and  by  executing 
a  lease  of  the  tunnel,  when  completed,  to 
the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company  for 
twenty-five  years  from  the  date  of  that  act, 
at  the  rental  specified  in  the  same  section. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  city  proposes  to  obey 


Section  18  of  the  act  by  selling  bonds  and 
applying  the  proceeds  to  the  payment  of  the 
cost  of  the  tunnel.  The  plaintiffs  seek  an 
injunction  on  the  ground  that  the  require- 
ments of  these  sections  are  unconstitu- 
tional, as  calling  for  an  unwarranted  exer- 
cise of  the  power  of  taxation,  as  taking  the 
property  of  the  Pity  without  reasonable  com- 
pensation or  due  process  of  law  when  the 
lease  is  executed,  and  as  impairing  the  ob- 
ligation of  a  contract  already  made  by  the 
Subway  Commissioners  with  the  West  End 
Street  Railway. 

In  view  of  the  decisions  as  to  the  subway 
it  does  not  appear  to  us  to  need  further 
argument  to  show  that  the  contemplated 
tunnel,  even  if  permanently  confined  to 
street  railway  travel,  is  a  public  work  for  a 
public  use,  for  building  which  the  Legisla- 
ture can  require  tbe  city  to  pay.  Prince  vs. 
Crocker,  166  Mass.  347,  301.  Mahoney  vs. 
Boston,  171  Mass.  427,  429.  Local  prece- 
dent is  more  important  than  abstract  theory 
in  determining  this  question,  at  least  so  far 
as  the  State  Constitution  is  concerned,  and 
if  it  be  true,  as  it  may  be,  that  the  difference 
between  uses  which  are  public  within  the 
requirements  of  the  Constitution,  and  those 
which  are  not,  is  one  of  degree,  that  is  no 
novelty,  and  it  is  enough  that  this  use  has 
been  determined  to  fall  on  the  right  side  of 
the  line.  Apart  from  the  distinctions  sug- 
gested between  the  subway  and  the  tunnel, 
which  do  not  impress  us,  it  is  said  that 
because  of  the  direction  to  let  the  tunnel 
and  because  of  the  difference  between  the 
rental  uuder  the  statute  and  that  which 
would  have  been  received  uuder  the  con- 
tract, which  we  have  mentioned,  the  real 
object|  of  the  statute  is  to  throw  upon  the 
city  the  burden  of  constructing  part  of  its 
road-bed  for  a  private  corporation  and  to 
give  it  a  lease  on  easier  terms. 

"We  cannot  accept  the  suggestion.  It  does 
not  appear  that  the  statute  will  have  either 
effect.  But  if  it  will,  so  long  as  it  is  possi- 
ble, we  are  bound  to  assume  that  the  Legis- 
lature did  its  duly,  meant  what  it  said,  and 
regarded  the  work  as  a  public  work  really 
needed  by  the  public,  as  it  may  be.  The 
purpose  of  the  act  on  its  face  is  to  create  a 
lawful  public  improvement. 

The  lease  comes  up  in  another  aspect, 
however.  It  is  said  that  the  compensation 
to  the  city  is  inadequate,  and  that  the  lease 
will  be  a  taking  of  the  city's  property  for  a 
private  corporation  without  paying  for  it. 
Mount  Hope  Cemetery  vs.  Boston,  158 
Mass.  509.  With  regard  to  the  former  pur- 
poses, if  the  Legislature  has  the  same  power 
that  it  has  with  regard  to  other  roads  the 
matter  of  compensation  is  wholly  within  its 
power.  Harwich  vs.  County  Commissioners, 
13  Pick.  00;  Agawau  vs.  Hampden,  130  Mass. 


528,  530,  531,  and  cases  elsewhere  in  this 
judgment.  See,  also,  Mobile  vs.  Kimball, 
102  U.  S.  691,  702;  Williams  vs.  Eggleston, 
170  U.  S.  304.  Commonly,  when  a  city  or 
town  is  required  to  build  a  road  or  bridge 
within  its  limits,  no  compensation  is  pro- 
vided for  beyond  the  local  benefit  of  having 
it  there.  With  regard  to  the  latter  branch  of 
the  objection,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the 
case  is  not  like  Mount  Hope  Cemetery  vs. 
Boston,  or  that  supposed  of  an  act  requiring 
a  transfer  of  the  City  Hall  to  a  railroad  com- 
pany for  a  station.  This  is  not  a  transfer, 
but  only  a  temporary  and  quasi-experimental 
lease  Jor  a  not  unreasonable  time.  The 
property  of  the  city  in  the  tunnel,  assuming 
it  to  have  the  property,  is  not  of  a  half-pri- 
vate sort,  as  in  case  of  a  cemetery,  but  is 
merely  the  control  of  a  public  agency.  There 
is  uo  element  of  the  Mount  Hope  Cemetery 
case  to  the  matter.  McHugh  vs.  Boston, 
173  Mass.  408;  Commonwealth  vs.  Fitzger- 
ald, 104  Mass.  587,  589,  590;  Kingman, 
petitioner,  153  Mass.  500,  574,  575;  Cheshire 
vs.  Adams  &  Cheshire  Reservoir  Com- 
pany, 119  Mass.  356.  As  was  said  at  the 
argument,  if  the  tunnel  is  to  be  built,  it  is  to 
be  used,  and  naturally  will  not  be  used  by 
the  city  directly.  If  the  Legislature  could 
authorize  it  to  be  let  on  terms  to  be  agreed 
upon,  as  was  held  in  Prince  vs.  Crocker,  it 
could  require  it  to  be  let  upon  terms  which  the 
Legislature  thought  just  to  the  corporation 
selected  by  it  engaged  in  a  public  work  like 
that  for  which  the  tunnel  is  to  be  used.  In 
fact,  when  once  the  power  to  require  the 
tunnel  to  be  built  is  conceded,  the  rest  fol- 
lows in  the  situation  now  existing  in  Boston. 
Assuming  that  the  city  is  not  to  go  into  the 
transportation  business  further  tban  it  has 
gone,  the  use  of  the  tunnel  by  the  corpora- 
tion which  manages  the  consolidated  street 
railways  of  the  city  is  the  alternative,  and 
such  use  is  not  to  be  expected  without  a 
lease. 

The  contract,  the  obligation  of  which  it  is 
said  will  be  impaired,  is  the  former  lease  of 
the  subway  executed  by  the  Transit  Com- 
missioners under  Statutes  1893,  Chapter 
478;  1894,  Chapter  548;  |1895,  Chapter 
440  and  1896,  Chapter  492.  This  lease  was 
to  the  West  End  street  Railway  Company,  to 

to  Whose  rights  the  Boston  Elevated  Com- 
pany has  succeeded,  but  was  at  a  different 
rental  from  the  present.  The  lease  declares 
the  word  subway,  as  used  therein,  to  include 
all  the  subways,  tunnels,  etc.,  which  the 
Commission  bas  constructed  or  may  con- 
struct under  the  aforesaid  acts.  As  to 
future  tunnels  of  course  this  is  not  a  lease, 
but  only  a  contract  to  let  them  if  they  are 
built  under  the  said  acts.  The  Statutes  of 
1894  (Chapter  648,  Section  20)  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  Commission  "  may  construct 
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a  tunnel  .  .  .  from  a  point  on  or  near  Scollay 
square  in  the  City  of  Boston  ...  to  a  point 
on  or  near  Maverick  square."  Such  a  con- 
tract is  not  impaired  in  any  way  by  a  repeal 
of  so  much  of  the  act  as  gives  the  Commis- 
sion authority  to  build,  and  it  may  be  that, 
if  it  was  necessary,  we  should  say  that  a 
tunnel  with  a  different  terminus  built  in  form 
under  another  and  later  act,  is  not  within  the 
words  of  the  lease — that,  in  the  words  of 
Browne  vs.  Turner,  54  N.  E.  Eep.  510,  514, 
the  contemplated  tunnel  is  "  a  substitute  for 
the  tunnel  authorized  by  Statutes  1894." 
We  prefer,  however,  to  put  our  decision  on 
more  substantial  grounds.  The  railroad 
compauy  does  not  object  to  the  changes,  as 
was  the  case  in  Walla  Walla  vs.  Walla  Walla 
Water  Company,  172  U.  S.  1. 

The  city  has  no  greater  interest  in  the 
lease  than  it  has  in  the  tunnel.  Its  interest 
in  the  lease  is  as  much  public  property  and 
as  subject  to  legislative  control  as  its  inter- 
est in  the  tunnel.  No  part  of  the  proceeds 
go  to  its  private  uses  (Statutes  1894,  Chapter 
548,  Section  38;  Mahouey  vs.  Boston,  171 
Mass.  427,  430),  and  if  any  part  did  go  to  such 
uses  it  is  hard  to  see  how,  as  against  itself, 
the  city,  by  making  a  contract  to  let  public 
property  held  by  it  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Legislature,  could  cut  down  this  con- 
trol. The  control  is  not  subject  to  a  chance 
of  the  city's  contracting,  but  the  contract  is 
subject  to  the  power  of  the  Legislature 
over  the  subject-matter.  Essex  Public 
Koad  Board  vs.  Skinkle,  140  U.  S.  334,  339, 
340;  New  Orleans  vs.  New  Orleans  Water 
Works  Company,  142  U.  S.  79,  91,  92; 
Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  vs. 
Nebraska,  170  U.  S.  57,  72;  Kailroad  Com- 
pany vs.  Ellerman,  105  U.  S.  166.  See 
Brighton  vs.  Wilkinson,  2  Allen,  27;  Brim- 
mer vs.  Boston,  102  Mass.  19;  Agawan  vs. 
Hampden,  130  Mass.  528,  530,  531,  et  seq. 

We  assume,  for  purposes  of  discussion, 
without  deciding,  that  contract  as  to  future 
tunnels  was  within  the  authority  given  by 
Statutes  1895,  Chapter  440,  Section  6;  Stat- 
utes 1896,  Chapter  492. 

Bill  dismissed.

Dear  Sir:  In  reply  to  the  two  orders  of 
Common  Council  of  the  fifteenth  instant,  one 
in  relation  to  taking  necessary  steps  to  con- 
vert the  Boston  reservoir,  if  discontinued, 
into  a  park  and  playground,  and  the  other 
providing,  in  case  of  discontinuance,  that 
the  necessary  steps  be  taken  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  additional  service  pipe  for 
the  district,  in  order  that  the  supply  of  water 
may  be  adequate  for  any  emergency  that 
may  arise,  I  would  say: 


As  I  understand  it,  the  property  cannot 
be  disposed  of  without  authority  from  the 
City  Council,  and  therefore  it  remains  in 
their  hands  to  say  when  and  how  it  shall  be 
disposed  of,  if  at  all. 

These  orders  have  been  referred  to  Mr. 
Jackson,  the  City  Engineer,  and  he  is  clearly 
of  the  opinion  that  an  additional  service  pipe 
should  be  provided  as  a  safeguard  before  the 
reservoir  could  safely  be  dispensed  with, 
and  his  opinion  is  that  it  should  cross  the 
creek  between  Chelsea  and  East  Boston  at 
a  different  point  from  the  present  location  of 
the  supply  pipes  that  furnish  water  to  that 
district. 

There  are  two  elements  of  danger  that 
are  to  be  considered.  One  is  the  breaking 
of  the  surface  pipes,  and  the  other  is  the 
danger  of  an  overflow  in  the  reservoir.  If 
the  gate  shutting  off  the  water  from  the 
reservoir  should  be  accidently  left  open,  the 
present  pressure  would  cany  the  water  up 
over  the  embankments,  which  would  be 
liable  to  create  a  serious  disaster.  I  am 
informed  by  the  engineer  that  it  is  necessary 
to  keep  close  guard  on  the  water  gates  and 
the  condition  of  the  water  in  the  reservoir 
to  prevent  an  accident  of  this  nature. 

When  I  made  my  previous  recommenda- 
tion that  the  reservoir  be  dispensed  with, 
I  did  not  anticipate  that  this  could  be  done 
at  once,  but  made  it  as  a  suggestion  to  be 
taken  under  consideration  as  a  final  dis- 
position of  the  East  Boston  reservoir  prop- 
erty to  be  made  as  soon  as  it  could  be  done 
with  safety.

Pauper  Institutions  Department. 

February  19, 1900. 

The  sixty-ninth  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees  was 
held  at  28  Court  square  on  Monday,  Febru- 
ary 19,  at  10.30  A.M. 

The  urgent  need  of  fire-escapes  at  the 
Charlestowu  Almshouse  was  discussed,  and 
it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Chairman  be  authorized 
to  write  to  the  Mayor,  requesting  a  loan  of 
$4,000  to  provide  fire-escapes  for  the  Charles- 
town  Almshouse. 

Circular  Xo.  2  from  the  Mayor,  calling 
attention  to  Chapter  3,  Section  24,  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances,  by  which  each  depart- 
ment is  requested  to  transmit  an  annual 
report  to  the  Mayor  within  thirty  days  from 
the  close  of  the  financial  year,  was  read. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Annual  Report  stated  that  the  Committee 
would  be  glad  to  have  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Board  called  to  accept  the  annual  report, 
as  prepared  by  the  Committee. 

Circular  No  3  from  the  Mayor  was  also 
read.  This  circular  had  been  acted  upon  at 
the  special  meeting  of  February  17. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  F.  W.  Howard,  Chief  of 
the  Architectural  Division  of  the  Engineer- 
ing  Department,  under  date  of  February  9, 
was  read,  regarding  an  imperfect  casting  for 
one  of  the  engine  bases  for  the  Long  Island 
power-house. 

The  Chairman  was  requested  to  acknowl- 
edge receipt  of  this  letter,  stating  that  the 
Board  approved  Mr.  Howard's  action  iu  this 
matter. 

A  second  letter  from  Mr.  Howard,  under 
date  of  February  13  was  read,  concerning 
the  condition  of  the  work  on  the  power- 
house at  Long  Island.  He  stated  that  with 
the  Superintendent's  approval,  he  had 
ordered  a  drainage  trench  dug  at  an  ad- 
ditional expense  of  $25.  He  also  submitted 
an  estimate  by  Mr.  Logue  of  $110  for  laying 
track  and  building  turn-table  in  coal-bunker 
and  recommended  its  acceptance.  He  also 
stated  that  the  steam  piping  underneath  the 
Hospital  building  was  in  a  bad  condition, 
and  recommended  that  it  should  receive 
attention. 


Voted.  That  Mr.  Howard  have  authority, 
in  accordance  with  his  letter  of  February 
13,  to  lay  track  and  build  turn-table  in  coal- 
bunker  at  an  expense  of  $110,  and  that  the 
expenditure  of  $25  for  digging  drainage 
trench,  in  connection  with  the  coal-bunker, 
he  authorized. 

A  letter  from  the  Superintendent  of  Long 
Island,  under  date  of  February  16,  sub- 
mitting an  estimate  of  the  Repair  Division 
of  $100  for  housing  of  ventilation  plant  in 
the  men's  building,  and  stating  that  it  is 
very  important  that  this  work  should  be  clone 
immediately,  was  read. 

Voted,  That  the  Superintendent  be  given 
authority  to  expend  the  sum  of  $100  for 
housing  the  ventilation  plant  in  the  men's 
building  at  Long  Island. 

A  second  letter  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Long  Island,  regarding  the  varying  tem- 
perature in  the  hospital,  was  read. 

A  letter  from  the  Children's  Institutions 
Trustees,  under  date  of  February  8,  stating 
that  that  Board  did  not  wish  to  take  the 
responsibility  for  minors  over  eighteen,  in 
charge  of  the  Pauper  Institutions  Depart- 
ment, and  that  this  Board  is  free  to  admit  or 
discharge  minors  over  eighteen  without  com- 
municating with  the  Children's  Department, 
was  read. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Regis- 
tration and  Special  Cases  was  requested  to 
write  a  letter  to  the  Institutions  Registrar, 
stating  the  policy  of  this  Board  in  regard  to 
the  admission  of  minors  to  the  institutions 
under  its  charge. 

A  letter  from  Messrs.  Townsend  &  Olsen, 
submitting  an  estimate  for  dredging,  placing 
of  crib,  etc.,  in  connection  with  the  salt 
water  fire  service  at  Long  Island,  was  read. 

Voted,  That  the  communication  from 
Messrs.  Townsend  &  Olsen,  in  regard  to 
dredging,  etc.,  be  referred  to  Mr.  William 
Jackson,  City  Engineer. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance 
was  read  and  approved.  Its  principal  recom- 
mendation was  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the 
Mayor,  making  a  request  that  loans  to  the 
amount  of  $77,780  be  made  to  this  Depart- 
ment. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Regis- 
tration and  Special  Cases  reported  that  the 
question  had  been  raised  whether  this  Board 
had  authority  to  send  any  patients  to  the 
Rutland  Hospital  for  Consumptives,  or 
whether  the  support  of  such  patients  as  the 
city  might  send  to  Rutland  should  not  be 
assumed  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
rather  than  by  the  Pauper  Institutions  Trus- 
tees. This  question  had  been  referred  to  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  Mr.  Andrew  J.  Bailey, 
who  this  day  reports  that  no  patient  (ad- 
mitted to  the  Rutland  Hospital)  is  a  charge 
upon  a  city  or  town  unless  he  is  received  at 
the  request  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of 
such  city  or  town,  and  no  other  Board  has 
authority  to  make  such  request.  Mr.  William 
B.  Fowler,  Chairman  of  the  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  had  been  consulted,  informally,  as  to 
a  special  case,  and  had  requested  that  the 
case  be  referred  to  the  Secretary  of  that 
Board,  to  be  considered  at  the  next  meet- 
ing. 

The  Secretary  was  requested  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor,  stating  the  decision  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel,  and  requesting  that 
Board  to  take  action  on  such  cases  as  had 
been  under  discussion. 


The  following  appointments,  with  the 
monthly  salaries  stated,  were  confirmed: 

John  Fitzpatrick,  assistant  engineer,  $35; 
David  Westgate,  assistant  engineer,  $35; 
Margaret  J.  Holland,  housekeeper,  $30; 
Joseph  S.  Goodnow,  farmer,  $25;  Kate 
Morrison,  cook,  $25;  Christine  Bell,  laun- 
dress, $20;  Maria  Graham, probationer,  $10; 
Mary  Cowan,  ward  maid,  $12. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Charlestown 
Almshouse  came  before  the  Board,  and  re- 
ported the  transfer  to  Long  Island  of  an 
aged  couple,  on  account  of  the  illness  of  the 
husband. 

The  Chairman  brought  up  the  question  of 
fire  protection  at  the  Charlestown  Alms- 
house, and  the  great  need  of  fire-escapes  at 
that  institution. 

Voted,  That  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Charlestown  Almshouse  be  empowered  to 
employ  a  man  as  night  watchman  at  a  salary 
not  exceeding  $20  per  month. 

The  Superintendent  of  Long  Island  came 
before  the  Board,  and  reported  that  on 
Thursday  eveuing  of  last  week,  Dr.  William 
H.  Prescott  had  given  an  illustrated  lecture 
at  Long  Island  on  Australia  for  the  benefit 
of  the  officers  and  as  many  of  the  inmates 
as  could  be  present. 

The  Superintendent  reported  the  resigna- 
tion of  J.  E.  Duffee,  employed  as  carpenter 
at  Long  Island,  and  also  reported  that  Mrs. 
Holton,  head  matron  at  the  women's  build- 
ing, had  received  an  offer  from  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  House  of  Reformation,  on 
Rainsford  Island,  and  had  accepted  the  posi- 
tion.

Patrolman  Charles  F.  Bannister,  of 
Division  10,  having  been  commended  by  his 
captain  and  citizens  for  promptness  and 
diligence  in  stopping  a  runaway  horse  on 
Washington  street,  opposite  Willard  place, 
on  February  22,  current,  he  is  hereby  com- 
mended in  General  Orders. 

V.  Reserve  Officer  Edward  J.  McHugh, 
of  Division  5,  having  been  commended  by 
his  captain  for  courage  and  prompt  action  in 
arresting  a  person  for  assault  with  intent  to 
rob,  on  February  24,  current,  he  is  hereby 
commended  in  General  Orders. 

VI.  Patrolman  John  L.  Morrill,  of  Div- 
ision 16,  having  performed  faithful  service 
in  the  Police  Department  for  twenty-six 
years,  and  having  been  pronounced  physi- 
cally incapacitated  by  the  physician  to  the 
Board  of  Health,  it  is,  therefore,  hereby 

Ordered,  His  Honor  the  Mayor  having 
approved  the  same,  that  the  said  Patrolman 
Morrill  be  retired  from  active  service  and 
placed  upon  a  pension-roll  with  pay  at  the  rate 
of  $600  per  annum,  being  one-half  of  the 
amount  of  compensation  received  by  him  in 
the  office  from  which  he  is  retired.

PUBLIC       INSTITUTIONS        CONFER- 
ENCE. 


Wednesday,  March  28,  1900. 

The  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Public  Institutions  Conference  was  held  at 
the  Mayor's  office,  City  Hall,  Boston,  on 
Wednesday,  March  28,  1900,  at  3  P.M. 

Present:  Mayor  Hart,  Prof.  William  T. 
Sedgwick,  Institutions  Registrar;  Peter  Mor- 
rison, Penal  Institutions  Commissioner; 
Mrs.  Alice  N.  Lincoln  and  Henry  Dobbins, 
Pauper  Institutions  Trustees;  Horatio  A. 
Lamb  and  Mrs.  George  F.  H.  Murray, 
Trustees  for  Children;  William  P.  Fowler 
and  Thomas  Sproules,  Overseers  of  the 
Poor,  and  Dr.  Henry  C.  Baldwin,  of  the  In- 
sane Hospital  Trustees. 

Mr.  Lamb,  for  the  Trustees  for  Children, 
submitted  the  following: 

Since  the  last  Conference  the  Placing-out 
Division  has  gone  along  very  smoothly.  The 
greatest  care  is  exercised  by  this  division  in 
regard  to  the  applications  made,  and  a  great 
saving  results  to  the  city.  Last  year,  out  of 
514  applications,  246  were  found  to  have 
settlements  in  Boston,  and  it  was  found 
necessary  for  the  city  to  care  for  only  108  of 
these.  Out  of  528  applications  made  the 
previous  year  (270  having  a  Boston   settle- 


ment), 187  were  cared  for  by  the  city.  In 
reference  to  the  financial  results  of  dispens- 
ing with  the  Marcella-street  Home,  the 
Statistical  Division,  of  the  Institutions  Regis- 
tration Department,  has  furnished  me  with 
figures  showing  that  the  expense  for  1899- 
1900  is  considerably  less  per  child  than  for 
1895-1896,  when  the  old  method  was  in 
force. 

The  Parental  School  is  still  suffering  from 
lack  of  room.  On  February  1,  1900,  we  had 
201  boys,  or  26  more  than  on  February  1, 
1899.  The  eight  school-rooms  in  the  tem- 
porary wooden  school-house  have  helped  us 
very  much,  and  we  have  taken  one  of  the 
old  school-rooms  for  use  as  a  dining-room; 
the  bakery,  which  had  been  used  as  a  dining- 
room,  being  now  used  for  its  original  pur- 
pose. There  has  been  some  sickness,  but 
there  is  very  little  now. 

At  the  House  of  Reformation  we  had  a 
fire  about  a  week  ago.  The  ten  or  twelve 
boys  who  were  connected  with  this  trouble, 
and  who  attempted  to  escape,  had  deter- 
mined to  set  the  whole  place  on  fire.  They 
started  fires  in  five  places.  Most  of  the  boys 
were  in  the  chapel  at  the  time,  engaged  in 
writing  or  in  their  amusements.  One  boy 
went  into  the  stable  and  lighted  a  match 
and  started  a  fire.  The  window  of  the 
printing-room  had  been  left  unlatched  by 
one  of  the  boys.  Another  boy,  or  it  may 
have  been  the  same  one,  climbed  the  fire- 
escape,  got  in  the  window,  started  a  fire, 
and  came  down  the  fire-escape  again. 
Another  started  a  fire  on  the  dining-room 
floor  by  overturning  the  kerosene  lamps, 
but  this  was  put  out  very  quickly,  the  boys 
escaping.  The  officers  behaved  very  bravely, 
but  some  of  the  boys  did  escape  and  ran 
up  to  the  Superintendent's  house  and  tried 
to  set  that  on  fire.  Mrs.  Seavey  put  out  the 
fire  with  a  small  hand  extinguisher.  The 
boys  were  quickly  under  control,  and  by  10 
o'clock  they  had  been  put  to  bed  and  every- 
thing was  quiet.  Great  credit  is  due  to  Mr. 
Seavey  and  to  his  officers,  and  to  Mr.  Hop- 
kins, for  his  prompt  action  in  notifying  the 
Police  Department.  Had  he  not  done  this 
immediately,  it  would  have  been  impossible, 
as  the  boys  cut  the  telephone  wires  at  once. 
Our  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Gerrish,  who 
came  over  from  Deer  Island  immediately, 
and  brought  several  of  his  men  with  him. 
The  "  John  Howard  "  did  excellent  work  in 
putting  out  the  fire,  and  our  thanks  are  due 
to  Captain  Sampson  and  his  men.  Every- 
thing is  perfectly  quiet  there  now;  but  the 
fact  remains  that  the  place  has  not  sufficient 
fire  protection.  There  is  only  a  four-inch 
main  to  the  Island,  and  if  the  "  John  How- 
ard "  were  where  it  could  not  get  to  the 
Island  quickly,  we  would  be  very  much  handi- 
capped in  fighting  a  fire. 


As  a  result  of  the  fire  five  boys  are  now  in 
the  Charles-street  jail,  and  have  confessed 
to  being  connected  with  setting  the  fires. 

There  are  others  who  were  connected  with 
setting  the  fires,  and  it  is  being  ascertained 
who  they  are.  The  five  in  Charles-street 
jail  have  not  been  punished  yet.  Two  or 
three  of  them  were  connected  with  the 
former  fire. 

Professor  Sedgwick  said  that  he  had  never 
considered  the  Island  a  proper  place  for  such 
an  Institution.  Mr.  Lamb  replied  that,  so  fat- 
as  he  knew,  every  committee  which  had 
visited  the  Institution  coincided  with  the 
Trustees  in  the  opinion  that  the  Institution 
should  be  removed. 

Mrs.  Lincoln,  for  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Trustees,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Pauper  Institutions 
report  that  since  the  last  quarterly  meeting 
much  progress  has  been  made  towards  the 
completion  of  the  new  power-house  on  Long 
Island.  Part  of  the  plant  is  already  in 
operation,  steam  being  used  to  heat  the 
chapel  and  portions  of  other  buildings.  It 
has  been  impossible,  owing  to  the  severity 
of  the  weather,  to  establish  full  connection 
between  the  new  power-house  and  the  main 
buildings,  and  therefore  both  plants  are  now 
in  operation,  but  the  old  one  will  be  discon- 
tinued as  soon  as  the  connections  can  be 
made.  In  their  request  for  special  loans, 
the  Trustees  have  asked  for  a  new  wing  for 
the  Hospital  building  on  Long  Island.  The 
physicians  of  the  visiting  medical  staff  have 
repeatedly  urged  that  better  provision  should 
be  made  for  patients  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis, and  that  more  private  rooms  should 
be  furnished,  by  means  of  which  patients 
having  contagious  diseases,  or  those  in  the 
last  stages  of  tuberculosis  or  cancer,  could 
be  isolated.  It  is  greatly  hoped  that  the 
city  may  realize  the  importance  of  this  pro- 
vision for  special  cases.  There  are  forty- 
five  cases  of  tuberculosis  now  in  the  Hospi- 
tal, and  too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  on 
the  importance  of  removing  these  cases  from 
the  general  wards. 

In  addition  to  this  need,  the  two  male 
wards,  A  and  B,  of  the  Hospital  on  Long 
Island  are  very  much  overcrowded.  Re- 
cently these  two  wards  contained  ninety- 
two  cases,  where  in  the  City  Hospital  the 
same  space  would  have  been  occupied  by 
only  about  fifty  patients.  It  is  needless  to 
state  that  the  proper  standard  of  hospital 
cleanliness  cannot  so  easily  be  maintained 
in  wards  that  are  overcrowded,  and  that  the 
welfare  of  the  patients  cannot  be  so  well 
considered  when  the  accommodations  in  re- 
gard to  space  and  air  are  cramped. 
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Owing  to  the  recent  epidemic  of  grip, 
there  have  been  an  unusual  number  of 
deaths  among  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital 
on  Long  Island,  the  malady  seeming  to  at- 
tack with  special  severity  the  aged  and  in- 
firm and  the  young  children,  several  of 
whom  have  died  from  pneumonia.  Owing 
to  this  epidemic,  the  employment  of  two 
extra  nurses  in  the  Hospital  was  authorized, 
and  additional  milk  for  the  use  of  the 
patients  was  ordered. 

Another  request  made  by  the  Trustees  is 
for  a  nurses'  home.  At  present  the  nurses 
are  accommodated  in  what  is  known  as  the 
administration  building  of  the  Hospital, 
where  the  space  is  naturally  limited.  They 
are  obliged,  by  reason  of  the  crowded  quar- 
ters, to  occupy  rooms  which  are  needed  for 
isolation  rooms  and  for  the  use  of  officers. 

The  Trustees  believe  that  the  interests  of 
Long  Island  would  be  best  conserved  by 
having  the  nurses  in  an  entirely  separate 
buildiug,  where  they  would  have  that  rest, 
change,  and  refreshment  from  their  arduous 
duties,  which  are  considered  essential  in  con- 
nection with  any  hospital,  but  are  especially 
needed  in  a  hospital  where  so  many  of  the 
sick  are  in  a  chronic  or  hopeless  condition. 
The  most  urgent  need  which  the  Trustees 
have  to  bring  before  the  Conference,  or  be- 
fore the  members  of  the  city  government,  is 
that  (ire-escapes  shall  immediately  be  pro- 
vided for  the  Charlestown  Almshouse.  A 
request  for  fire-escapes  has  repeatedly  been 
made,  and  the  expense,  amounting  to  if 4,000, 
is  inconsiderable  in  comparison  with  the  loss 
of  life  which  might  ensue  should  any  fire 
take  place  in  this  old  building,  where  floors 
and  partitions  are  of  wood  and  means  of  es- 
cape are  inadequate,  as  both  staircases  are 
situated  near  the  center  of  the  building,  and 
are  so  poorly  arranged  as  to  be  of  little  more 
service  than  one  staircase.  When  it  is  re- 
membered that  this  Almshouse  contains  about 
one  hundred  old  and  feeble  persons,  the 
need  of  greater  protection  in  case  of  fire  is 
evident,  and  the  lack  of  proper  protection  is 
greatly  to  be  deplored.  The  representations 
of  the  Trustees  are  re-enforced  by  a  strong 
letter  from  Prof.  F.  W.  Chandler,  Consult- 
ing Architect,  under  date  of  April  1,  1899. 
It  is  hoped  that  before  the  expiration  of  an- 
other three  months,  this  radical  improve- 
ment of  providing  fire-escapes  for  the  Alms- 
house at  Charlestown  may  be  made. 

At  the  Charlestown  Almshouse,  the  cases 
of  grip  were  less  severe  than  at  Long  Island 
and  no  deaths  occurred. 

A  night  watchman  has  been  appointed  at 
the  Charlestown  Almshouse. 

Owing  to  the  courtesy  of  the  City  Engineer 
and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  an  effort 
has  been  made  to  preserve  the  trees  in  front 
of  this  building,  notwithstanding  the  fact 
that  the  completion  of  the  new  Maiden  bridge 
will  necessitate  the  widening  of  the  road. 

In  the  month  of  January,  a  new  omnibus 
was  purchased  for  use  at  Long  Island,  the 
old  one  being  in  an  unsafe  condition. 

The  Board  would  again  urge  the  desirabil- 
ity of  the  employment  of  a  matron  on  the 
steamer  "J.  Putnam  Bradlee."  In  view  of 
the  necessary  transportation  both  to  and 
from  the  Hospital,  of  patients  who  are  ill 
and  feeble,  the  services  of  a  woman  are  often 
needed,  and  would  be  most  gratefully  re- 
ceived. 

A  contemplated  improvement  in  the  Insti- 
tution at  Long  Island  is  the  employment  of 


a  matron  in  the  men's  building.  The  Super- 
intendent also  advises  the  employment  of 
two  women  cooks  in  this  building. 

In  regard  to  contracts:  The  contracts  for 
beef  and  mutton  are  awarded  to  J.  A.  Hath- 
away &  Co.,  and  for  salt  fish  to  Caswell, 
Livermore  &  Co.  The  Trustees  have  de- 
cided that  it  is  desirable  to  buy  fresh  fish  in 
the  open  market  rather  than  under  contract. 

Owing  to  the  winter  weather,  the  com- 
pletion of  the  salt-water  fire  service  at  Long 
Island  has  been  delayed,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  shortly  be  finished  and  in  operation. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  recent  fire  at  Rainsford  Island, 
the  Superintendent  and  men  from  Long 
Island  were  the  first  to  render  assistance. 

The  Penal  Institutions  Commissioner 
stated  that  it  was  his  intention,  as  soon  as 
the  new  appropriation  became  available,  to 
place  a  matron  on  the  "  Bradlee." 

Dr.  Baldwin,  for  the  Insane  Hospital 
Trustees,  submitted  the  following: 

The  census  of  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital 
to-day  is  498.  There  are  1,143  insane 
boarded  in  the  State  institutions. 

Since  the  last  Conference  nothing  remark- 
able has  occurred  at  the  Boston  Hospital. 
There  have  been  two  bills  before  the  Legis- 
lature which  directly  affect  the  Insane  Hos- 
pital. The  bill  presented  by  the  State  Board 
of  Insanity  provides  for  State  care  in  1904, 
and  that  means  that  the  Boston  Insane  Hos- 
pital will  then  become  the  State  institution 
for  this  district  if  the  bill  passes.  The  In- 
sane Hospital  Trustees  were  represented  at 
the  hearing  and  favored  State  care.  The 
Committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions, 
before  whom  this  bill  came,  requested  the 
State  Board  of  Insanity  to  inspect  the  Bos- 
ton Insane  Hospital  and  report  their  opinion 
on  the  plan  of  the  Trustees  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Boston  Hospital.  The  Com- 
mittee itself  will  visit  our  Hospital  this  week 
and  it  is  understood  that  they  will  then  make 
their  report.  The  bill  of  the  Trustees  for 
permission  to  take  land  by  right  of  eminent 
domain  was  presented  to  the  Committee  on 
Cities  on  March  2.  There  was  no  opposition. 
The  Committee  has  not  yet  reported. 

The  future  of  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital 
is  bound  to  be  important,  situated  as  the 
Hospital  is,  in  a  district  where  the  popula- 
tion within  a  radius  of  ten  miles,  is  already 
a  million  and  a  half.  There  can  be  no  other 
way  but  that  this  Hospital  will  become  the 
receiving  Hospital  for  this  district,  and  that 
means  that  it  will  become  the  Hospital  to 
care  for  the  acute  insane  and  the  infirm. 
The  immediate  plans  of  the  Trustees  are  for 
developing  the  Hospital  for  this  class  of 
case.s.  For  this  purpose  they  have  asked  an 
appropriation  this  year  of  $200,000. 

Professor  Sedgwick,  for  the  Institutions 
Registration  Department,  submitted  the 
following: 

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  on 
the  statistical  side  in  the  preparation  of  the 
new  registration  cards  and  actual  inaugura- 
tion of  their  use  in  the  co-ordinated  depart- 
ments. They  are  already  in  use  in  the 
cases  of  Pauper,  Children  and  the  Insane 
Departments  and  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
after  careful  consideration,  have  agreed  to 
adopt  the  same  system  for  the  registration 
of  those  under  their  charge. 


Only  the  Penal  Institutions  now  remain  to 
be  brought  under  the  same  system,  and  the 
Commissioner,  Mr.  Morrison,  has  already 
expressed  his  readiness  to  consider  its  early 
application  to  the  delinquents  under  his  care. 
It  seems  likely,  therefore,  that  within  a  few 
weeks  the  registration  of  all  the  dependents 
and  delinquents  of  the  City  of  Boston  will 
have  been  begun  upon  a  carefully  consid- 
ered and  thoroughly  scientific  plan.  The 
importance  of  such  a  system  of  registration 
in  a  modern  municipality  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  overestimate. 

Aid  has  been  rendered  by  the  Department 
to  the  Trustees  for  Children  and  the  Pauper 
Institutions  Trustees  in  the  preparation  of 
tabular  and  statistical  matter  for  their  an- 
nual reports,  and  studies  are  being  made  for 
a  new  method  of  recording  the  daily  work 
relating  to  children.  The  whole  method  of 
keeping  account  of  work  in  the  Children's 
Institutions  Department  is  also  being  care- 
fully reviewed. 

The  most  important  work  done  for  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  has  been  the  tabula- 
tion and  analysis  of  7,237  cases  from  the 
Wayfarers'  Lodge. 

The  issuing  of  passes  to  Long  Island  has 
now  been  formally  transferred  to  the  Insti- 
tutions Registration  Department  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees. 

Acting  also  under  the  instructions  of  the 
Pauper  Institutions  Trustees,  and  as  their 
agent,  the  Institutions  Registrar  has  con- 
tinued to  refuse  to  admit  to  Long  Island 
able-bodied  vagrants  who,  during  this  quar- 
ter, as  during  the  one  just  previous,  have 
thereupon  either  withdrawn  their  applica- 
tions or  have  been  sentenced  as  vagrants  by 
the  Municipal  Court.  The  season  is  at  hand 
wheu  fewer  of  these  sentences  should  be 
required  and  when  the  annual  hegira  from 
pauper  institutions  may  be  looked  for.  There 
is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  exodus 
will  be  much  smaller  this  spring  than  usual 
because  of  the  absence  of  the  "  rounders," 
many  of  whom  have  not  been  allowed  this 
year,  as  hitherto,  to  use  Long  Island  as  a 
convenient  and  comfortable  winter  resort. 

The  Institutions  Registrar  is  about  to  issue 
to  the  co-ordinated  departments,  as  an  experi- 
ment, a  "  Weekly  Bulletin,  "  showing  the 
movement  of  the  population  in  the  public 
institutions  of  the  city  and  also  among  Bos- 
ton cases  in  State  institutions.  Blanks  for 
this  purpose  have  been  prepared,  but  inas- 
much as  it  will  be  necessary  to  fill  these  up 
by  hand  it  is  not  proposed  to  issue  a  greater 
number  than  one  to  each  of  the  co-ordinated 
departments,  and  one  for  the  Mayor.  A 
copy  will,  however,  be  kept  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Department  and  will  be  open, 
with  proper  precautions,  to  public  inspection. 
The  new  system  of  registration  which  is  now 
arranged  for  in  all  of  the  Departments, 
excepting  the  Penal  Institutions,  requires  a 
considerable  clerical  force  and  seems  likely 
to  tax  the  resources  of  the  Institutions  Reg- 
istration Department  in  this  direction.  The 
present  force  of  the  Department  has,  how- 
ever, cheerfully  undertaken  the  new  work 
and  it  is  hoped  that  they  may  be  able  to  con- 
tinue it. 

Mr.  Fowler,  for  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor, 
stated  that  the  last  winter  has  been  an  unusu- 
ally favorable  one  for  the  out-door  poor; 
that  the  number  of  applications  was  very 
much  less  than  a  year  ago;   that  the  amount 
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of  aid  given  was  considerably  less,  $5,000 
having  been  saved  on  coal  and  groceries 
alone;  and  that  the  number  of  inmates  in 
the  Wayfarers'  Lodge  and  the  Temporary 
Home  for  Women  and  Children  has  been 
very  much  less  than  a  year  ago,  that  the 
same  care  is  exercised  in  regard  to  applica- 
tions for  relief  as  before.  Two  new  visitors 
are  emplojred  by  the  Board,  one  of  the  for- 
mer visitors  having  been  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  the  other  having 
resigned  on  account  of  old  age. 

The  Board,  said  Mr.  Fowler,  expected 
soon  to  receive  the  bequest  of  $25,000,  left 
by  the  late  C.  C.  Thayer,  for  Protestant 
widows  and  single  women.  The  trust  funds 
in  its  charge  now  amount  to  about  $725,000 
and  are  administered  entirely  separate  from 
the  amount  received  from  taxes. 

The  Board  and  the  Institutions  Registrar, 
said  Mr.  Fowler,  have  agreed  upon  a  form 
of  registration  card,  similar  to  that  used  by 
the  other  departments.  This  the  Overseers 
would  use  hereafter,  and  they  expected  it  to 
be  a  great  benefit  to  them. 

Mr.  Morrison,  for  the  Penal  Institutions 
Department,  reported  as  follows: 

The  Institutions  in  the  charge  of  my  De- 
partment are  running  along  nicely.  This 
is  especially  true  of  Deer  Island.  The  num- 
ber of  inmates  there  is  rather  small,  there 
being  only  950  inmates  now,  whereas  there 
have  been  as  many  as  1,500.  There  is  con- 
siderable influenza  at  the  present  time. 
Since  the  last  Conference  the  women's  pri- 
son has  been  equipped  with  the  electric 
lights,  and  we  are  now  making  some  im- 
provements upon  the  Hospital.  The  obser- 
vation ward,  at  Deer  Island,  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  in  a  month  or  two.  I  have 
under  consideration  the  establishment  of 
some  sort  of  an  infirmary  at  the  Island,  in 
order  that  the  cripples  and  infirm  persons 
may  have  better  care. 

The  Institutions  at  Deer  Island  seem  to 
be  models,  but  I  cannot  say  as  much  for  the 
institution  at  South  Boston.  The  buildings 
there  are  very  old,  the  cells  are  very  small, 
and  I  understand  that  for  many  years,  be- 
cause of  the  uncertainty  as  to  whether  or 
no  the  property  would  continue  to  be  used 
for  correctional  purposes,  the  amount  of 
money  necessary  to  maintain  them  in 
proper  condition  has  not  been  spent. 
Everything  is  clean  and  comfortable,  and 
the  Institution  is  conducted  very  well,  con- 
sidering the  condition  of  the  buildings. 
They  have  accommodations  for  600,  and 
there  are  at  present  about  500  inmates.  If 
the  Institution  is  to  remain  at  South  Boston 
some  improvements  in  the  buildings  will 
have  to  be  undertaken  before  long. 

The  practice  of  sending  "  observation 
cases  "  to  Deer  Island  was  discussed,  and, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Fowler,  it  was 

Voted,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Confer- 
ence that  some  provision  should  be  made  at 
the  City  Hospital  for  the  care  of  the  "obser- 
vation cases,"  now  sent  to  Deer  Island. 

Mayor  Hart  appointed  Professor  Sedgwick 
and  Mr.  Fowler  a  committee  to  present  the 


above  vote  to  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Hos- 
pital, and  to  explain  to  them  the  considera- 
tions which  led  to  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Professor  Sedgwick,  seconded 
by  Mrs.  Lincoln,  it  was 

Voted,  That  Penal  Institutions  Com- 
missioner, Peter  Morrison,  be  chosen  Secre- 
tary of  the  Public  Institutions  Conference 
from  this  time  forward.

ANNUAL  REPORT   OF  THE   MARKET 
DEPARTMENT. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Market  Depart- 
ment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31, 
1900,  constituting  Document  24  — 1900,  has 
been  submitted  to  Mayor  Hart.  The  report 
of  the  Superintendent  may  be  summarized 
as  follows: 

Among  many  improvements  made  by  the 
lessees  of  the  markets,  without  expense  to 
the  city,  was  the  construction  of  the  perma- 
nent awning  of  iron  and  glass  around  Fan- 
euil  Hall  Market  two  years  ago.  This 
change  has  so  commended  itself  to  the 
lessees  of  the  Market-house  under  Faneuil 
Hall  that,  under  authority  granted  by  the 
city  government  of  1899,  they  have  con- 
tracted for,  and  have  now  in  course  of  con- 
struction, an  awning  similar  to  that  placed 
around  Faneuil  Hall  Market.  When  these 
awnings  are  completed  there  will  be  about 
eighty  feet  covering  the  entrances  to  the 
market,  and  to  Faneuil  Hall  on  the  easterly 
and  westerly  ends,  the  expense  of  which 
should  be  incurred  by  the  city. 

There  is  some  work  needed  on  the  porches 
and  doors  leading  into  the  market,  which  are 
in  bad  condition  and  should  be  renewed. 

In  the  building,  as  reconstructed,  arrange- 
ments were  made  for  a  woman's  toilet  room, 
which  is  completed  and  ready  for  use.  As 
the  city  is  required  to  provide  such  accom- 
modations, in  buildings  where  women  are 
employed,  it  would  be  advisable  to  arrange 
for  the  use  of  the  apartments  on  account  of 
the  large  number  of  women  employed  in  the 
markets  at  the  present  time.  Provision 
should  also  be  made  for  some  proper  person 
to  be  in  attendance  during  the  hours  in 
which  the  hall  is  open  to  the  public. 

The  Electrical  Construction  Division  has 
just  completed  the  rewiring  of  the  basement 
of  New  Faneuil  Hall  Market  in  the  latest 
methods.  The  sidewalks  around  Faneuil 
Hall  which  are  cared  for  by  the  Public 
Buildings  Department,  are  in  bad  condition, 
and  should  be  relaid  with  a  concrete  base. 
The  toilet  rooms  in  the  basement  of  Faneuil 
Hall  Market  should  be  renovated,  and  new 
and  improved  sanitary  arrangements  sub- 
stituted for  those  now  in  use. 

The  constant  digging  of  the  streets  around 
the  markets  for  the  laying  of  new  water  and 
gas  mains,  sewers,  cold  storage  systems,  etc., 
has  left  them  in  bad  condition,  and  they 
should  be  repaved  in  the  same  manner  as 
Commercial  and  State  streets. 

There  are  many  repairs  needed  on  the 
buildings,  such  as  new  floors,  storm  doors, 
bulk-head  doors  leading  to  basements,  win- 
dows, etc.,  which  are  a  part  of  the  repairs 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  city,  but  owing, 
to  a  lack  of  funds  in  the  Public   Buildings 


Department  have  been  obliged  to  wait  until 
a  more  favorable  time. 

It  would  be  proper  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  set  aside  such  a  sum  as  might  be 
estimated  to  be  necessary  for  these  ordinary 
repairs  on  the  market  buildings,  to  be  used 
as  the  occasion  may  require. 

During  the  year  2,110  pounds  of  poultry, 
373  pounds  of  fish,  93  pounds  of  veal,  and 
210  pounds  of  mutton  were  condemned  and 
destroyed  as  being  unfit  for  food.  Large 
quantities  of  fruit  and  vegetables  have  been 
sent  to  the  dumping  scow. 

In  view  of  the  regulations  of  the  Sanitary 
Division,  which  require  dealers  to  deliver 
all  their  refuse  to  the  dumping  scow  at  their 
own  expense,  the  fee  now  charged  for  the 
privilege  of  dumping  the  same  should  be 
abolished. 

The  police  assigned  for  duty  at  the 
markets  have  made  115  arrests.

Dear  Sir:  The  committee  appointed  by 
you  to  confer  with  the  officials  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company  in  reference  to  what  they  propose 
to  do  to  develop  the  foreign  commerce  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  in  case  they  obtain  a  lease 
of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  respect- 
fully report  as  follows: 
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Your  committee  immediately  upon  receipt 
of  their  appointment  wrote  to  the  President 
of  the  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company  stating  the  purpose  for 
which  they  had  been  appointed,  and  asking 
for  a  conference. 

After  the  lapse  of  a  week  your  committee 
received  from  Mr.  S.  R.  Callaway  an  ac- 
knowledgment of  the  receipt  of  their  letter, 
together  with  a  statement  that  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company  has  not  yet  made  any  definite 
plans  in  reference  to  the  development  of 
foreign  commerce  in  connection  with  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad,  and  that  no 
plans  have  been  discussed  by  that  company. 
Mr.  Callaway  further  states  that  in  view  of 
his  inability  to  give  any  information  what- 
ever upon  the  matter  referred  to  our  com- 
mittee, he  cannot  see  any  advantage  to  be 
gained  by  a  conference  at  this  time. 

In  view  of  the  statements  contained  in 
this  letter,  your  committee  believe  that  it  is 
useless  to  pursue  their  inquiry  further. 

As  no  information  on  the  subject  is  forth- 
coming from  the  management  of  the  New 
York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad 
Company,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  sug- 
gest that  if  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston 
wish  to  get  any  definite  assurances  as  to  the 
future  development  of  the  commerce  of  Bos- 
ton, it  will  be  necessary  to  ask  the  Legisla- 
ture of  Massachusetts  to  qualify  any 
approval  of  the  lease  of  the  Boston  and 
Albany  Railroad  by  the  insertion  of  certain 
conditions  which  shall  properly  protect  their 
interests. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  the 
interests  of  the  City  of  Boston  might  be 
protected  by  some  or  all  of  the  following 
conditions: 

(1.)  That  the  New  York  Central  and 
Hudson  River  Railroad  Company  shall  ex- 
pend a  certain  definite  sum  of  money,  not 
less  than  $5,000,000,  within  a  certain  period 
in  the  development  of  terminals  at  the  water 
front  in  Boston. 

(2.)  A  provision  insuring  to  Boston  the 
same  rates  upon  freight  over  the  New  York 
Central  and  Hudson  River  Railroad  system 
to  or  through  Boston  that  is  charged  on 
similar  shipments  to  or  through  New  York 
when  such  shipments  are  from  Albany  or 
points  west  thereof.  As  these  rates  are  now 
the  same,  it  would  be  no  burden  to  insist 
that  they  should  never  be  reduced  to  New 
York  without  an  equal  reduction  to  Boston. 
A  similar  provision  should  be  made  in  re- 
gard to  west  bound  freight. 

(3.)  Some  provision  that  shall  control  the 
amount  of  earnings  which  may  be  made  out 
of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  franchise 
to  the  eud  that  any  surplus  may  be  applied 
to  the  improvement  and  development  of  the 
property,  and  for  the  welfare  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  of  the  entire  State. 

(4.)  A  referendum  to  the  popular  vote  at 
the  next  election  which  would  give  to  the 
people  of  the  State  a  chance  to  express  their 
opinion  as  to  the  advisability  of  permitting 
a  lease  of  one  of  their  main  transportation 
routes  to  a  New  York  corporation  for  the 


next  ninety-nine  years.  As  there  seems  to 
be  a  great  uncertainty  in  the  public  mind  as 
to  whether  the  commerce  of  Boston  is  to  be 
benefited  or  injured,  the  discussion  incident 
to  such  a  referendum  might  result  in  a  more 
safe  and  correct  final  decision. 

We  append  full  copies  of  the  correspond- 
ence with  Mr.  Callaway.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  twenty-eighth  ultimo,  advising  me  of 
the  appointment  of  yourself  and  others  as  a 
committee  to  confer  with  the  officers  of  the 
New  York  Central  and  Hudson  River  Rail- 
road Company  in  reference  to  what  they  pro- 
pose to  do  to  develop  the  foreign  commerce 
of  the  City  of  Boston  in  case  they  obtain  a 
lease  of  the  Boston  and  Albany  Railroad. 

Permit  me  to  say  in  answer  that  this  com- 
pany has  not  yet  made  any  definite  plans  in 
reference  to  the  development  of  foreign 
commerce  in  connection  with  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad.  For  many  years  the 
Boston  and  Albany  Railroad  Company  have 
maintained  a  close  connection,  and  with  the 
growth  of  business  the  facilities  for  both 
properties  have  been  gradually  increased. 
They  were  desirous  that  this  process  should 
not  be  checked  and  believed  that  the  devel- 
opment of  traffic  and  the  facilities  for  hand- 
ling it  would  be  much  more  rapid  and  certain 
if  a  permanent  connection  were  secured 
through  a  lease  for  ninety-niue  years,  but 
the  particular  measures  to  be  adopted  have 
never  been  the  subject  of  discussion.  The 
movement  of  grain  and  other  freight  to  the 
seaboard  is  so  great  as  to  tax  all  terminal 
facilities  to  the  utmost,  and  require  constant 
improvement,  but  the  officers  of  the  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad  Company  are  much 
better  advised  than  the  officers  of  this  com- 
pany as  to  the  character  and  extent  of  the 
improvements  which  will  be  required  or  de- 
sirable to  Boston. 


In  view  of  my  inability  to  give  any  informa- 
tion whatever  upon  the  matter  referred  to 
your  committee,  I  cannot  see  any  advantage 
to  be  gained  by  a  conference  at  this  time, 
but  if  you  still  desire  it,  I  will  be  glad  to 
meet  you  at  any  time  upon  a  few  days'  notice.

Whereas,  He  sees  no  advantage  to  be 
gained  on  account  of  his  inability  to  give 
any  information  by  a  conference  upon  one

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of 
Boston  do  express  it  as  their  opinion  that 
the  said  lease  should  not  be  granted  until 
Boston  does  receive  some  positive  and  defi- 
nite assurances  that  her  commercial  pros- 
perity will  be  safeguarded. 

Resolved,  That  the  recommendations  of 
the  Committee  be  accepted  and  approved 
and  that  the  Committee  be  requested  to 
draft  amendments  to  House  Bill  No.  36,  in 
accordance  with  their  recommendations,  and 
that  they  be  further  requested  to  present  the 
amendments  to  the  Joint  Legislative  Com- 
mittee on  Railroads  and  to  urge  their  adop- 
tion.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  suggest  that  im- 
mediate provision  should  be  made  by  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  City  of  Boston  for 
the  target  practice  for  the  current  season  of 
the  militia  commands  therein  stationed, 
comprising  six  batteries  of  heavy  artillery, 
fourteen  companies  of  infantry,  two  troops 
of  cavalry,  and  five  divisions  of  the  Naval 
Brigade  — an  approximate  aggregate,  includ- 
ing the  several  headquarters,  of  1,800  officers 
and  men.  It  is  highly  important  that  the 
practice  of  these  troops  should  begin  by  the 
first  of  May  next.  In  this  connection  I  beg 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  90,  Chapter  367,  Acts  of  1893,  pre- 
scribing penalties  for  such  cities  and  towns 
as  may  neglect  to  provide  range  facilities  for 
the  local  militia. 

In  1899,  owing  to  the  reorganization  of 
the  militia  consequent  upon  its  period  of 
active  service,  an  appropriation  of  four 
thousand  (4,000)  dollars  proved  sufficient 
for  the  practice  of  the  Boston  troops.  For 
the  current  year  an  appropriation  of  five 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars  will  be  required. 
This  sum  will  cover  the  items  of  target-hire 
at  Walnut  Hill  range,  the  transportation  of 
troops  to  and  from  the  range.  As  a  matter 
of  mutual  convenience  —  though  the  Depart- 
ment is  not  required  to  assume  this  duty  — 
it  has  been  customary  for  the  Inspector- 
General  of  Rifle  Practice  to  control  the  allot- 
ment made  by  the  City  of  Boston  for  rifle 
practice,  approving  all  bills  rendered  against 
the  city  on  this  account.  You  will  confer  a 
favor  by  informing  me  if  you  desire  this 
custom  to  continue. 

I  most  respectfully  request  that  you  may 
bring  this  matter  to  the  immediate^attention 
of  the  proper  committee,  since  delay  in  act- 
ing upon  it  will  seriously  affect  the  efficiency 
of  the  troops  concerned.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the 
armory  provided  by  the  City  of  Boston  for 
Company  D,  9th  Regiment  Infantry,  is  found 
by  this  Department  to  be  entirely  unsuitable 
for  the  purpose.  Its  occupancy  by  said  com- 
pany is  distinctly  detrimental  to  the  proper 
maintenance  of  discipline  and  self-respect 
among  the  members. 

It  is  not  well  situated;  the  drill-hall  is 
gloomy  and  entirely  too  small.  The  locker- 
room  is  inadequate  and  the  lavatory  accom- 
modations are  very  poor.  In  short  the  whole 
armory  is  a  discredit  to  the  city  and  a  great 
discouragement  to  the  company.  I  recom- 
mend the  removal  of  this  company  to  the 
East  Armory  at  once.

Dear  Sir:  Relative  to  the  enclosed  com- 
munications from  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
Thomas  N.  Hart,  and  from  R.  Brindisi, 
consular  agent  of  Italy,  I  make  the  follow- 
ing report: 

On  the  twenty-third  of  May,  1898,  James 
M.  Ellis,  who  was  in  the  employ  of  the  Street 
Department,  City  of  Boston,  was  shot  and 
killed,  in  Pitts-street  place,  by  Antonio  Di 
Blasi,  Ellis  being  in  discharge  of  his  duties. 

An  investigation  was  made  by  this  Bureau 
and  we  learned  that  Di  Blasi  had  escaped 
from  the  city.  I  thought  best  that  circulars, 
with  a  description  and  photograph  of  Di 
Blasi,  requesting  his  arrest,  should  be  issued 
and  a  consultation  between  Superintendent 
Eldridge,  Captain  Savory  and  myself  was 
held  in  relation  to  the  issuing  of  the  same. 
A  rumor  had  been  circulated,  at  about  this 
time,  that  the  city  government  had  offered, 
or  was  to  offer,  a  reward  of  $500  on  account 
of  Ellis  being  in  the  employ  of  the  city  at 
the  time  the  shooting  took  place,  and  also 
because  it  was  considered  a  very  brutal 
affair.  If  this  was  a  fact,  we  wanted  the 
announcement  of  the  reward  a  part  of  the 
circular  and  it  was  thought  best  that  some 
sort  of  authorization  should  be  received  be- 
fore embodying  it  in  the  circular.  Superin- 
tendent Eldridge  telephoned  Mayor  Quincy's 
office  and  inquired  whether  any  action  had 
been  taken  by  the  city  government  regarding 
the  offering  of  a  reward  for  Di  Blasi's 
arrest. 

In  consequence  of  the  conversation  that 
the  Superintendent  held  with  some  one  con- 
nected with  the  Mayor's  office  he  informed 


us  that  it  was  all  right  to  offer  a  reward  in 
the  circular,  and  go  ahead  and  do  it.  The 
circular  was  accordingly  issued,  and  read  as 
follows: 

Police  Department.  —  $500  Reward. 

Boston,  May  25,  1898. 

We  hold  warrant  for  the  arrest  of  Antonio 
Di  Blasi,  alias  Antonio  De  Brose,  a  native  of 
Termini  Merese,  Province  of  Palermo, 
Sicily,  Italy,  charged  with  the  murder  of 
James  M.  Ellis,  who  was  shot  on  the  twenty- 
third  day  of  May,  1898,  in  Pitts-street  place, 
this  city. 

His  description  is  as  follows:  Thirty  to 
thirty-two  years  of  age;  five  feet  nine  and  a 
half  to  ten  inches  in  height;  155  to  160 
pounds  in  weight;  dark  complexion,  hair 
and  moustache,  long  featured;  when  last 
seen,  wore  a  gray  mixed  sack  coat  and  vest; 
dark  pants;  gray  cap,  similar  or  the  same  as 
coat;  occupation,  a  fruit  pedler  or  buyer. 

If  found,  arrest,  charge  with  murder, 
wire  me  and  I  will  send  officer  with  neces- 
sary papers  for  him. 

The  above  reward  will  be  paid  for  the 
arrest  or  for  information  leading  to  the  arrest 
and  conviction  of  this  man. 

Any    information    regarding  his  wherea- 
bouts will  be  thankfully  received. 
Benjamin  P.  Eldridge, 

Superintendent  of  Police. 

A  number  of  thousands  of  these  circulars 
were  mailed  throughout  the  United  States 
and  Italy.  One  of  these  circulars  reached 
the  hands  of  Luigi  Pastore,  a  police  official 
at  Palermo,  Italy,  and  he,  from  information 
furnished  him,  as  shown  further  on  in  this 
report  made  the  arrest  and  is  now  one  of  the 
claimants  for  the  reward. 

The  arrest  was  made  known  to  this  De- 
partment by  a  cablegram  as  follows: 

February  5,  1899.

Later,  a  letter,  confirming  the  cablegram, 
was  received,  reading  as  follows: 

Consulate   of  the  United  States  of 
America, 
Palermo,  Italy,  February  8,  1899. 
Benjamin  P.  Eldridge,  Esq.,  Superintend- 
ent of  Police,  Boston,  Mass. 

My  Dear  Sir:  I  cabled  you  on  the  fifth 
instant  informing  you  of  the  arrest  of  An- 
tonio Di  Blasi,  alias  Antonio  De  Brose, 
wanted  in  Boston  for  the  murder  of  James 
M.  Ellis.  Herewith  I  enclose  photograph  of 
Di  Blasi,  together  with  that  of  Luigi  Pastore, 
Delegato  di  Publica  Sicurezza  of  Palermo, 
who  was  instrumental  in  apprehending  and 
arresting  Di  Blasi,  and  Guiseppe  Spalla, 
Brigadiere  di  Publica  Sicurrezza,  a  subordi- 
nate officer,  who  accompanied  Delegate 
Luigi  Pastore  to  Torremuzza  and  assisted 
him  in  making  the  capture. 

Di  Blasi  takes  his  arrest  good  naturedly, 
admits  his  identity  and  is  quite  talkative. 
His  story  may  interest  you. 

He  admits  the  shooting  of  Ellis  and  gives 
the  following  as  his  version  of  the  affair: 
He  was  standing  before  his  shop  when  Ellis 


came  along  and  seeing  a  lot  of  dirt  or  rub- 
bish on  the  sidewalk  orders  him,  Di  Blasi, 
to  remove  it.  He  informed  Ellis  that  the 
dirt  was  not  ol  his  making,  but  came  from  the 
tenement  above,  having  been  thrown  from 
the  window,  and  he,  Di  Blasi,  refused  to 
obey  Ellis'  command,  whereupon  Ellis  com- 
menced to  strike  him  with  his  club,  and  he, 
Di  Blasi,  drawing  his  revolver  from  his  hip 
pocket,  shot  and  wounded  Ellis  in  the  eye. 
After  being  wounded  Ellis  grabbed  him  with 
his  left  hand  and  was  drawing  his  revolver 
with  his  right  hand  and  he,  Di  Blasi,  seeing 
that  he  was  going  to  be  shot  fired  again,  kill- 
ing Ellis.  He  justifies  his  action  claiming 
it  was  done  in  self  defense. 

After  the  shooting  he  escaped  and  was 
kept  secreted  by  friends  and  relatives  in  and 
around  Boston,  but  finally  reached  New 
York  and  embarked  on  the  S.  S.  "Fulda"  June 
19,  landing  at  Naples  in  due  time  and  arriving 
at  Palermo,  July  2  or  3,  where  he  remained 
two  days,  then  by  rail  to  Termini  Imerese, 
remaining  there  one  day.  From  there  going 
to  Tusa  Marina,  remaining  eighteen  days, 
thence  to  Torremuzza,  Province  of  Messina, 
and  went  to  work  as  a  fisherman,  where  he 
was  captured. 

If  I  can  be  of  any  further  service,  com- 
mand me.

In  the  course  of  the  investigation,  an  im- 
mense amount  of  correspondence  was  sent 
out,  and  received,  by  this  Bureau.  From 
information  received  by  me,  from  a  party 
whose  name  has  not  been  known  up  to  the 
present  time,  letters  were  written,  on  June 
6,  1898,  to  the  Chiefs  of  Police  of  Naples, 
Termini  Imerese  (Province  of  Palermo, 
Sicily)  and  Genoa  (see  letter-book  13,  pages 
507-9),  stating  that  we  believed  that  Di 
Blasi  was  in  Italy,  having  taken  passage  on 
steamer  from  New  York  on  May  28.  On 
July  1,  another  letter  was  written  to  the 
Chief  of  Police,  Termini  Imerese,  giving 
him  information  as  to  the  steamer  Di  Blasi 
sailed  on  and  his  arrival  at  Naples;  also  the 
name  of  his  mother  and  father,  and  where 
they  lived.  (See  letter-book  13,  pages 
613-4.)  Another  letter,  dated  August  4 
(see  pages  772-3  same  book),  was  sent  to  the 
Chief  of  Police,  Termini  Imerese,  giving  him 
information  regarding  a  letter  received  by 
his,  Di  Blasi's,  wife's  mother,  Antonette  Di 
Blasi,  living  at  18  Norman  street,  in  which 
Di  Blasi  stated  that  he  had  arrived  at  Pes- 
caria,  was  then  in  Torremuzza,  Province  of 
Messina,  and  intended  to  go  to  Tusa  Marina 
and  asked  him  to  arrest.  This  information, 
we  find,  from  later  disclosures,  was  correct 
with  the  exception  that  the  names  of  the 
towns  were  transposed.  On  October  18,  I 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  Ter- 
mini Imerese  (see  page  60,  L.  B.  14),  giving 
information  that  Di  Blasi  was  in  a  small 
town  named  Torremuzza,  Province  of  Mes- 
sina, where  he  was  employed  on  a  fish  boat, 
and  referred  to  my  letter  of  July  1,  which 
contained  the  same  information,  and  asked 
them  to  arrest.  As  it  transpired  that  Di 
Blasi  was  arrested  at  Torremuzza,  Province 
of  Messina,  and  the  information  having  been 
already  given  me  that  he  was  there  by  this 
party,  although  unknown,  it  is  my  opinion 
that  he  ought  to  receive  a  portion  of  any 
reward  paid. 
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In  consequence  of  information  received  by 
me  from  an  Italian  of  this  city,  one  Antonio 
Cassette,  1  wrote  a  letter,  under  date  of 
December  10,  1898,  to  William  H.  Seymore, 
supposing  him  to  be  the  United  States  Con- 
sul at  Palermo,  Sicily  (see  page  285,  L.  B. 
14),  but  it  was  received  by  Mr.  Church 
Howe,  who  had  superceded  Mr.  Seymore. 

This  letter  contained  information  to  the 
effect  that  Cassette  had  just  returned  from 
Italy;  that  while  he  was  in  Italy  he  had  met 
Di  Blasi,  whom  he  knew  in  Palermo;  that 
Di  Blasi  had  sailed  from  New  York  on  June 
18,  arriving  at  Naples,  July  1,  Palermo,  July 
2,  and  Termini  Imerese,  July  5  ;  that  he  had 
made  arrangements  to  meet  Di  Blasi  later, 
but  had  informed  the  Chief  of  Police  at 
Palermo  that  he  had  seen  Di  Blasi  and  that 
he  was  wanted  in  Boston  for  murder;  that 
the  police  official  told  him  that  they  knew  of 
that,  having  received  a  circular  from  this 
Department,  and  that  Di  Blasi  was,  without 
doubt,  in  a  place  called  Tusa  Marina  under 
the  name  of  Luigi. 

The  receipt  of  the  cablegram  announcing 
the  arrest,  and  the  letter  confirming  that  fact, 
as  already  mentioned  in  this  report,  were  the 
next  events  of  importance  in  the  case. 

This  Casette,  and  his  counsel,  have  inter- 
viewed me  and  said  that  he  is  entitled  to  the 
reward,  or  a  portion  of  it.  If  this  reward  is 
to  be  paid  there  will  be  a  number  of  claim- 
ants. If  the  reward  is  ever  paid,  I  consider 
Casette  and  the  unknown  party,  who  might 
be  willing  to  appear  if  necessary,  should  re- 
ceive a  portion  of  the  reward  for  giving 
information  which  led  to  the  arrest  by  the 
Italian  authorities.  I  base  this  opinion  on 
account  of  the  circular  reading  "  for  the 
arrest  or  for  information  leading  to  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  this  man." 

Upon  receipt  of  these  communications 
•from  your  Board,  I  began  an  investigation 
as  to  the  authenticity  of  the  reward.  I  inter- 
viewed Captain  Savory,  and  he  informed  me 
that  he  recollected,  clearly,  the  fact  that  he 
was  instructed  by  Superintendent  Eldridge 
to  announce  the  $500  reward  in  the  circular. 
We  both  called  on  the  Superintendent,  and 
he  remembers  calling  up  the  Mayor's  office 
and  talking  with  some  person  there,  and  in 
consequence  of  this  conversation  he  ordered 
the  issuing  of  the  circular  and  announcement 
of  the  reward.  I  had  inquiries  made  at  the 
City  Clerk's  office  and  was  informed  that 
there  was  no  record  on  file  of  any  action 
taken  by  the  city  government  regarding  a 
reward. 

While  thinking  the  matter  over,  I  re- 
called the  fact  that  I  procured  a  certificate, 
through  Inspector  Howard  of  this  Bureau, 
from  Mayor  Quincy  on  March  14,  1899.  I 
carried  this  with  me  when  I  sailed  for 
Europe  on  the  next  day,  March  15.  My 
reason  for  getting  this  certificate  was  to  show 
it  to  the  American  Legation  at  Rome,  and 
to  the  Italian  authorities.  I  left  it.  on  my 
returning,  with  Mr.  Church  Howe,  United 
States  Consul  at  Palermo,  as  he  wished  to 
have  it  to  satisfy  the  people  that  a  reward 
had  been  properly  offered.  Enclosed  in  this 
report  is  a  copy  of  this  certificate,  and  I 
have  written  to  have  the  original  returned. 
From  all  that  I  can  learn  at  City  Hall,  no 
action  was  taken  by  the  city  government  to 
ratify  the  payment  of  this  reward,  although 
the  Mayor  certified  to  the  same.

Dear  Sir:  A  circular  was  issued  on  the 
twenty-fifth  of  May,  1898,  by  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  local  police,  promising  a 
reward  of  $500,  to  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
Boston,  for  the  arrest  or  information  leading 
to  the  arrest  of  Antonio  Di  Blasi,  who  killed 
J.  M.  Ellis  on  the  twenty-third  of  May,  1898, 
in  this  city. 

Di  Blasi  was  arrested  in  Italy  by  the  po- 
lice officer  Luigi  Pastore  and  sentenced  by 
the  Criminal  Court  of  Messina  to  six  years' 
imprisonment;  so  that  it  seems  that  the  said 
Pastore  is  entitled  to  the  reward,  and  he 
claims  its  payment  through  this  office.  I 
have  been  informed,  however,  that  another 
party  claims  a  part  of  the  reward  for  having 
furnished  information  which  led  to  the  ar- 
rest of  Di  Blasi;  therefore,  I  request  you  to 
kindly  notify  me  whether  there  is  any  objec- 
tion to  the  payment  of  the  whole  sum  to  Mr.

LEGISLATIVE  BILL. 


In  the  House  of   Representatives. 

The  Committee  on  Cities,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  bill,  introduced  on  leave  by 
Representative  McCarthy,  of  Boston,  to 
authorize  any  city  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
establish  death  benefit  and  retirement  funds 
for  their  employees,  reported  on  April  6  that 
the  same  ought  to  pass  in  a  new  draft  (House 
bill  No.  1,228)  which  relates  solely  to  the 
City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
An  Act  to  Provide  for  an  Employees'  Retire- 
ment Fund  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  an 
employees'  retirement  fund  shall  be  created 
in  the  City  of  Boston  which  shall  consist  of: 
(a.)  A  permanent  fund,  made  up  of  gifts 
and  legacies  specifically  given  to  said  fund, 
and  a  sum  set  apart  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
(b.)  A  general  fund,  made  up  of  gifts  and 
legacies  not  specifically  given  to  the  per- 
manent fund,  amounts  retained  from  the 
salaries  of  employees  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  the  interest  derived  from  the 
permanent  fund.  The  general  fund  may  be 
drawn  upon,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  by 
the  board  of  trustees  in  its  discretion. 
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Sect.  2.  This  act,  excluding  teachers  in 
the  public  schools,  members  of  the  police 
and  tire  departments,  and  persons  serving 
without  compensation,  shall  include  all  em- 
ployees of  the  City  of  Boston,  clerks,  laborers 
and  others  who  are  appointed,  not  elected, 
and  who  are  appointed  not  for  a  tem- 
porary purpose.  The  act  shall  apply  to  all 
persons  appointed  after  its  passage,  and  to 
such  persons  above  defined  in  the  employ- 
ment of  the  city  at  the  time  of  its  passage  as 
may  elect  to  come  within  its  provisions  and 
shall  signify  such  election  by  written  notice 
thereof  to  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  3.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  four  employees  of  the  city,  being 
persons  to  whom  this  act  applies,  shall  con- 
stitute the  board  of  trustees.  The  Mayor 
shall  hold  office  ex-officio,  and  the  other 
members  shall  be  chosen  as  follows:  At  the 
first  annual  meeting  of  the  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  who  are  included  in  this  act 
which  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Saturday  of 
October,  in  the  year  1900,  there  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  two  employees  who  shall 
hold  office  for  a  term  of  one  year,  and  two 
who  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years; 
and  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall  be 
necessary  in  each  case  for  an  election. 
This  meeting  shall  be  called  by  the  Mayor 
after  due  notice  to  all  the  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  included  in  this  act,  at  such 
hour  and  place  as  he  shall  designate.  An- 
nually thereafter,  at  a  meeting  duly  called 
by  said  board  of  trustees,  on  the  last  Satur- 
day in  October,  two  employees  shall  be  elected 
in  the  same  manner  for  terms  of  two  years. 
Said  board  shall  orgauize  by  adopting  rules 
of  its  own,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  its  membership 
shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

Sect.  4.  Said  board  shall  have  control  of 
said  retirement  fund,  investing  the  same 
only  in  such  securities  as  savings  banks  are 
authorized  by  law  to  invest  in.  Said  board 
shall  receive  and  consider  all  applications  for 
annuities  under  this  act,  and  shall  determine, 
direct  and  order  payment  of  the  same. 
Said  board  shall  keep  complete  records  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of 
this  fund,  and  a  complete  list  of  all  annui- 
tants, and  shall  make  a  report  of  the  same 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  employees  in 
October.  All  necessary  expenses  incurred 
by  said  board  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  said  retire- 
ment fund  in  accordance  with  votes  of  the 
board.  The  members  of  said  board  shall 
serve  without  compensation.  If  at  any 
time  any  member  of  said  board  shall  cease 
to  be  in  the  employment  of  the  city,  his 
membership  in  said  board  shall  thereupon 
cease. 

Sect.  5.  The  City  Treasurer,  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  trustees,  shall  be 
the  custodian  of  said  retirement  fund,  and 
shall  make  payments  therefrom  as  ordered 
by  said  board.  He  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation for  his  services  and  clerk  hire,  not 
exceeding  #1,500  per  year,  as  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  determine,  and  said  sum  so 
determined  shall  be  appropriated  for  that 
purpose  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Sect.  6.  Beginning  with  the  monthly 
payments  in  November,  1900,  the  City 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  re- 
serve from   the    salary   of   each    employee 


who  has  come  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  a  sum  equivalent  to  one-thirtieth 
of  his  pay  for  a  month,  and,  in  every 
alternate  monthly  payment  thereafter  shall 
reserve  the  same  sum,  and  shall  pay  the 
sums  so  reserved  into  the  employees'  re- 
tirement fund,  as  herein  provided;  but  in 
case  the  employment  of  any  such  person 
ceases  within  two  months  after  his  coming 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  any 
reason  except  his  own  misconduct,  any  sums 
so  reserved  shall  be  repaid  to  him. 

Sect.  7.     Annuities  shall  be  paid  : 

(a.)  To  employees  coming  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  who,  having  served  the 
city  for  twenty  years  or  more,  and  having 
been  contributors  to  said  fund,  retire  or  are 
discharged  from  such  service,  and 

(b.)  To  employees  coming  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  who,  having  served  the 
city  for  two  years  or  more,  and  having  been 
contributors  to  said  fund,  have  become  in- 
capacitated for  wage  earning  and  have  been 
discharged;  provided,  that  a  certificate  of 
such  incapacity  be  furnished  by  the  attend- 
ing physician  and  by  a  physician  employed 
by  the  board  of  trustees;  and  provided, 
further,  that  the  annuity  shall  cease  when 
the  incapacity  ceases. 

Sect.  8.  Annuities  paid  under  clause  (a) 
of  Section  7  shall  correspond  in  amount  with 
those  paid  under  clause  (b);  and  every 
annuitant  under  this  act  shall  receive  the 
same  percentage  of  his  yearly  salary  at  the 
time  of  his  retirement  which  every  other 
annuitant  receives.  The  trustees  shall  de- 
termine from  time  to  time  what  percentage 
can  safely  and  properly  be  paid  out  of  the 
retirement  fund;  and  annuities  shall  be  paid 
according  to  such  determination. 

Sect.  9.  Any  employee  who  has  been  a 
contributing  member  for  two  years  or  more, 
who  shall  retire  from  the  service  of  the  City 
of  Boston  shall,  upon  application  within 
three  months  after  the  date  of  such  retire- 
ment, receive  one-half  of  the  total  amount 
paid  by  him  into  said  fund. 

Sect.  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.

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LIMIT  OF  DEBT  AND  RATE   OP  TAX- 
ATION FOR  BOSTON. 


The  Committees  ou  Taxation  and  Metro- 
politan Affairs  of  the  Legislature,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition,  with  accom- 
panying bill  (H.  B.  927,  see  The  City 
Record,  No.  9,  page  121)  of  Mayor 
Hart,  for  legislation  to  provide  that 
the  law  relative  to  the  limit  of  munici- 
pal debt  and  the  rate  of  taxation  in  cities 
shall  apply  to  Boston,  reported,  on  April  12, 
the  following  bill  (S.  B.  177): 
An  Act  to  Define  the  Municipal   Debt  of, 

and  the  rates  of  Taxation  in,  the  City  of 

Boston. 
Be  it  enacted  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  taxes  assessed  on  property 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  exclusive  of  the  State 
tax  and  county  tax  not  exceeding  $425,000 
and  the  sums  required  by  law  to  be  raised 
on  account  of  the  city  debt  shall  not  exceed 
ten  and  one-half  dollarson  every  one  thousand 
dollars  of  the  average  of  the  Assessors'  valua- 
tions of  the  taxable  property  therein  for  the 
preceding  five  years,  the  valuation  for  each 
year  being  first  reduced  by  the  amount  of  all 
abatements  allowed  thereon  previous  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  the  year  pre- 
ceding said  assessment.  Any  order  or  appro- 
priation requiring  a  larger  assessment  than 
herein  first  above  limited  shall  be  void. 


Sect.  2.  The  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  be  2£  per  cent,  on  the 
average  valuations  prescribed  in  Section  1 
of  this  act. 

Sect.  3.  Any  court  or  justice,  having 
equity  jurisdiction,  sitting  in  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  shall,  upon  the  application  of  the 
Mayor  or  of  ten  taxable  inhabitants  of  the 
city,  at  all  times,  whether  in  term  time  or 
vacation,  have  power  to  issue  injunctions 
mandatory  or  otherwise,  decrees,  or  other 
process  against  the  City  Council,  or  other- 
wise, which  such  court  or  justice  may  think 
needful  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act 
or  to  prevent  the  violation  thereof.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF   THE  PARK 
DEPARTMENT. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Park  Department 
for  the  year  1899-1900,  constituting  Docu- 
ment 27  — 1900,  has  recently  been  issued. 
Following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Commissioners: 

It  may  be  well  to  state  again  briefly  the 
motives  which  have  actuated  the  Commis- 
sion in  the  construction  and  improvement  of 
the  parks  in  its  charge.  The  desire  and  aim 
of  the  Commission  is,  first,  to  make  the 
parks  as  valuable  as  possible  to  the  whole 
community,  and  not  to  any  special  class; 
and,  second,  so  to  construct  and  finish  them 
that  the  cost  of  maintenance,  which  in  any 
case  will  be  large,  can  be  reduced  to  the 
smallest  possible  limit.  The  Commission 
believes  that  the  greatest  enjoyment  by  the 
greatest  number  of  persons  will  be  obtained 
by  retaining,  as  far  as  it  is  practicable  to  do 
so.  a  natural  and  rural  character  to  our 
parks,  especially  in  the  larger  parks  like 
Leverett,  Jamaica  and  Franklin.  Such 
parks  are  valuable  in  proportion  as  they  are 
capable  of  bringing  the  country  into  the  city, 
and  in  furnishing  to  the  crowded  dwellers  of 
the  tenement  districts  an  opportunity,  un- 
obtainable for  them  in  any  other  way,  to 
enjoy  real  rural  and  sylvan  sights.  To  ac- 
complish this  all  evidence  of  the  surround- 
ing city  must  be  shut  out  as  far  as  practi- 
cable from  the  inside  of  the  park,  and  it 
cannot  be  too  often  repeated  that  parks  are 
for  the  benefit  of  the  many  who  use  them, 
and  not  especially  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
paratively few  who  live  on  their  borders  and 
desire  to  look  into  them.  The  Commission 
believes  that  the  rural  character  of  the  parks 
can  only  be  obtained  by  protecting  their 
boundaries  with  continuous  masses  of  foliage, 


and  that  its  first  duty  is  to  protect  all  such 
border  plantations  and  encourage  their 
growth  in  every  practical  way. 

The  Commission  is  laboring  to  make  the 
parks  natural  in  appearance  and  simple  in  de- 
tail, and  it  believes  that  no  unnecessary  build- 
ings, walks  or  drives  should  be  allowed  to 
interfere  with  the  simplicity  of  design  and  the 
rural  character  of  the  parks  in  its  charge. 

The  suppression  of  unnecessary  walks, 
drives  and  buildings,  increasing  naturalness, 
reduces  the  cost  of  maintenance,  and  econ- 
omy of  maintenance  is  also  secured  by  plant- 
ing every  tree  and  shrub  in  the  best  possible 
way,  and  by  furnishing  them  with  an  abund- 
ant supply  of  good  soil.  The  Commission 
eudeavors,  in  its  selection  of  materia]  for 
park  planting,  to  use  onlv  such  species  as 
have  shown  themselves  absolutely  hardy  in 
this  region,  and  such  plants  only  as  harmon- 
ize in  associaiion.  Hardiness  and  fitness  are 
found  in  the  greatest  degree  in  the  native 
plants  of  any  region,  and  for  this  reason  the 
Commission  in  planning  its  plantations  con- 
fines itself  largely  to  the  trees,  shrubs  and 
herbaceous  plants  which  grow  naturally  in 
New  England. 

The  necessity  of  acquiring  more  land  for 
playgrounds  in  different  parts  of  the  city 
becomes  every  year  more  evident.  The 
most  crowded  parts  of  the  city  are  either  en- 
tirely unsupplied  with  proper  breathing 
spaces  or  are  very  inadequately  provided 
with  playgrounds,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Commission,  after  a  long  and  careful 
study  of  the  subject  from  every  point  of 
view,  that  wise  municipal  economy  would 
authorize  the  expenditure  of  another  million 
dollars  during  the  next  two,  three  or  four 
years  in  securing  additional  playgrounds  in 
areas  of  from  one  to  six  acres  both  in  the 
crowded  and  in  the  outlying  districts  of  the 
city. 

Under  the  Playground  Act,  being  Chapter 
412  of  the  Acts  of  1898,  the  following  play- 
grounds have  been  taken:  Columbus  ave- 
nue, 4.9  acres;  Ashmont,  2.2  acres;  North 
End,  a  small  addition  to  the  Prince-street 
playground,  1,42(5  feet;  Savin  Hill,  18. (i 
acres;  Roslindale,  3.7  acres;  Forest  Hills, 
10.3  acres:  being  a  total  of  39.6  acres. 

ruder  Chapter  274  of  the  Acts  of  1899, 
placing  in  this  Department  the  custody,  care 
and  control  of  all  lands  owned  by  the  City 
of  Boston  about  Chestnut  Hill  Reservoir, 
authority  was  given  to  this  Hoard  to  lake 
additional  lands,  and  $150,000  was  provided 
for  that  purpose.  Under  this  authority,  for 
the  purpose  of  protecting  our  parkway  and 
other  lands  of  the  city,  nearly  five  acres 
were  taken  by  us,  making  the  whole  area 
under  control  of  the  Board  about  forty-two 
acres. 
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Following  the  report  of  the  Commissioners 
is  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Department,  which  contains  full  details  re- 
garding the  park  system  of  Boston  and  the 
year's  work. 

The  report  also  embraces  the  report  of  the 
engineer  of  the  Board,  various  financial  and 
park  statistics,  report  of  the  committee  of 
the  Massachusetts  Emergency  and  Hygiene 
Association  in  charge  of  the  women's  and 
children's  division  at  Charlesbank,  copies 
of  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  relating  to 
the  public  parks  of  Boston,  and  an  inventory 
of  the  property  of  the  Department. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Department  for 
land,  construction  and  maintenance  from 
February  1,  1899,  to  January  31,  1900,  were 
as  follows: 


(3.)  That  from  the  $7,000  appropriated 
November  9,  1897,  for  Robinson-street 
School-house  furnishing,  the  following  trans- 
fer be  made,  the  same  being  an  unexpended 
balance  not  required  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  originally  appropriated:  Gram- 
mar school-house,  East  Boston,  $2,234.87. 

(4.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  accept  the 
proposal  of  F.  G.  Coburu  &  Co.,  contrac- 
tors, for  the  erection  of  the  Chapman  Gram- 
mar School  building,  in  the  sum  of  $2,020 
for  the  addition  of  two  extra  rooms  to  said 
building. 

(5.)  That  the  Committee  on  New  Build- 
ings are  hereby  authorized  to  hire  an  addi- 
tional room  in  the  Moon-street  building  at  a 
rental  of  $50  per  month.

for  the  period  of  eighteen  years  six  and  a 
half  months,  the  length  of  time  of  the 
occupation  of  the  office  of  City  Treasurer  of 
Boston  by  Mr.  Turner;  also  an  appendix 
showing  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  City  Treasurer.

APPROPRIATION  BILL  FOR  1900-1901. 


The  appropriation  bill  for  1900-1901  for 
current  expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
County  of  Suffolk,  with  accompanying  orders, 
as  passed  in  concurrence  by  both  branches  of 
the  City  Council,  is  as  follows: 

Ordered,  That  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses payable  during  the  financial  year  be- 
ginning with  the  first  day  of  February,  1900, 
of  performing  the  dutjes  and  exercising  the 
powers  devolved  by  statute  or  ordinance,  or 
by  vote  of  the  City  Council  during  the  year, 


upon  the  City  of  Boston  or  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  or  the  departments  or  officers  thereof, 
and  to  meet  their  respective  obligations  for 
interest  on  debt,  sinking-fund  requirements 
and  maturing  debt  not  provided  for  by  sink- 
ing-fund, the  respective  sums  of  money  here- 
inafter specified  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby 
appropriated  for  the  several  departments, 
and  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter 
stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water 
Department,  current  expenses,  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  State  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of  1895  and  acts  in 
addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the 
interest  and  sinking-fund  requirements  for 
loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by 
the  income  from  said  works;  that  the  other 
appropriations  hereinafter  specified  be  met 
out  of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury 
at  the  close  of  business  on  January  31,  1900, 
exclusive  of  the  money  raised  by  loan  or 
needed  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  any 
statute,  gift,  trust  or  special  appropriation, 
and  by  the  income  of  the  financial  year  be- 
ginning February  1,  1900,  and  by  taxes  to 
the  amount  of  $10,794,110,  and  that  said 
amount  be  raised  by  taxation  on  the  polls  and 
estates  taxable  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which 
form  no  part  of  the  income  of  the  city,  but 
shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work 
done  by  any  department  or  division  for  any 
other  department  or  division,  or  for  any 
person  or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of 
Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general  treasury 
and  then  credited  to  the  appropriation  of  the 
department  or  division  rendering  such  ser- 
vice or  doing  such  work,  and  that  all  con- 
tributions made  to  any  appropriation  be 
expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily 
money  to  meet  the  appropriations  aforesaid, 
the  City  Treasurer  issue  and  sell,  at  such 
times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  may  deem 
best,  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness of  the  City  of  Boston,  not  exceeding 
$7,000,000  in  the  total,  in  anticipation  of 
the  taxes  of  the  current  municipal  year;  that 
all  such  bonds,  notes  or  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness be  dated  the  day  the  money  for 
the  same  is  received,  be  made  payable  with 
the  interest  thereon  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer  within  the  current  municipal  year, 
from  the  taxes  of  said  year,  and  bear  inter- 
est from  their  date  until  the  same  are  made 
payable  at  such  rate  as  said  Treasurer  shall 
deem  proper. 

Ordered,  That  all  taxes  raised  to  meet  the 
appropriations  of  the  City  Council,  and  all 
taxes  assessed  for  meeting  the  city's  propor- 
tion of  the  State  tax  of  the  year  1900,  or  of 
any  other  taxes  or  assessments  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth,  be  due  and  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  October,  1900;  that  all 
such  taxes  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber, 1900,  bear  interest  from  and  including 
said  day  until  paid,  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent, 
per  annum  up  to  the  first  day  of  January, 
1901,  and  at  the  rate  of  7  per  cent,  per  an- 
num after  and  including  said  first  day  of 
January,  except  that  taxes  assessed  upon 
shares  of  stock  of  national  banks  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  12  per  cent,  per  an- 
num from  and  including  said  first  day  of 
November  until  paid;  and  that  all  interest 
which  shall  have  become  due  on  taxes  shall 
be  added  to  and  be  a  part  of  such  taxes. 
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Ordered,  That  the  City  Auditor,  from  time 
to  time  during  the  year  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor,  make  transfers  within 
any  department  from  the  appropriation  for 
current  expenses  of  one  division  of  a  depart- 
ment to  the  appropriation  for  current  ex- 
penses of  any  other  division  of  the  same  de- 
partment; and  may,  with  the  further  appro- 
val of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  make 
transfers  from  the  reserved  fund  to  any  ap- 
propriation for  current  expenses  of  a  depart- 
ment; and  that  said  Auditor  may,  with  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor,  between  December  1, 
1900,  and  February  1,  1901,  make  transfers 
from  any  appropriation  to  any  other  appro- 
priation, and  apply  any  of  the  income  and 
taxes  not  disposed  of  in  closing  the  accounts 
for  the  financial  year.

Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with  your  re- 
quest, the  Board  of  Health  has  considered 
the  following  order  of  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men: 

"  That  the  Board  of  Health  be  requested 
to  investigate  and  inform  this  Board  if  the 
sewers  maintained  by  the  city  on  the  East 
Boston  Flats,  between  Jeffries  Point  and 
Wood  Island,  are  dangerous  to  the  health  of 
the  people  of  East  Boston,"  and  beg  to 
report  that  the  sewage  in  the  district  re- 
ferred to,  formerly  discharging  upon  the 
flats  in  this  particular  territory,  has  been 
diverted  to  the  intercepting  sewer  and  is  no 
longer  discharged  upon  the  flats  between 
Jeffries  Point  and  Wood  Island.  The  flats, 
however,  have  been  polluted  to  such  a 
degree  that  it  will  be  many  years,  if  they 
remain  uncovered,  before  they  will  be  free 
from  their  present  most  offensive  condition. 
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In  the  judgment  of  this  Board  these  flats 
are  a  nuisance  and  prejudicial  to  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  people  of  East  Boston. 
These  flats  could  be  kept  covered  with  water 
at  a  moderate  expense,  and  this  remedy  has 
been  urged  by  the  Board  of  Health  in  years 
past.

Dear  Sir:  The  Goddard  Land  Company 
desires  to  purchase  from  the  City  of  Boston 
a  lot  of  land  in  Brookline,  which  was  ac- 
quired by  the  Water  Department  by  pur- 
chase from  the  Goddard  heirs  in  1871,  for 
the  location  of  a  pipe  route,  with  rights 
and  privileges  in  and  over  and  upon  the 
said  land;  the  city  to  reserve  a  strip 
through  the  centre  where  the  water  pipes 
of  this  Department  are  now  laid,  as  shown 
on  a  plan  made  by  William  Jackson,  City 
Engineer,  dated  April  4, 1900.  The  two  strips 
of  lj.nd  to  be  sold  appear  on  the  plan  in 
color,  one  lot  covering  an  area  of  17,485 
square  feet,  and  the  other  an  area  of  2,673 
square  feet. 

As  the  city  has  no  further  need  of  these 
two  lots  of  land  I  would  recommend  that 
they  be  sold,  if  a  fair  price  can  be  obtained 
for  the  property. 

The  Goddard  Land  Company  entered  into 
negotiations  with  my  predecessor  in  June 
last  for  the  purchase  of  this  land,  but  no 
terms  were  agreed  upon.  The  Goddard  Land 
Company  now  renews  its  offer  to  purchase 
the  land  and  proposes  to  leave  the  matter 
out  to  referees. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  correspondence 
now  in  possession  of  this  Department  be 
referred  to  Mr.  Bailey,  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  to  prepare  an  order  to  be  presented 
to  the  City  Council,  authorizing  the  Water 
Commissioner,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  to  dispose  of  this  land  provided 
satisfactory  terms  can  be  made,  either  to  the 
Goddard  Land  Company,  or  to  any  other 
person  or  persons.

To  the  Trustees  for  Children: 

In  response  to  the  order  of  the  Common 
Council,  passed  at  their  last  meeting,  and 
referred  to  you  for  reply,  requesting  me  to 


furnish  a  report  as  to  the  guard  service  and  the 
the  protection  against  fire  at  Rainsford  Island, 
I  would  respectfully  submit  the  following: 

First,  I  cannot  too  strongly  emphasize  the 
fact  that  the  fire  service  here  has  been, 
and  is,  totally  and  dangerously  inadequate. 
There  is  not  sufficient  water  pressure  to 
throw  a  stream  to  the  top  of  any  of  the  com- 
paratively low  buildings  on  the  Island.  Our 
entire  water  supply  comes  through  a  four- 
inch  pipe,  which  taps  a  six-inch  main,  ex- 
tending from  the  city  a  distance  of  seven 
miles  to  supply  Long  Island  and  several 
other  smaller  islands  besides  Rainsford. 

The  insufficiency  of  the  water  supply  was 
strikingly  illustrated  at  the  fire  here  a  week 
ago.  The  printing  office  first  took  fire;  a 
hose  was  dragged  up  the  stairs  and  turned 
on  the  flames.  Then  it  was  discovered  that 
the  dining-hall  below  was  on  fire,  and  another 
hose  was  drawn  in  that  direction.  But  the 
pressure  was  not  sufficient  to  force  a  stream 
through  the  two  lines  at  the  same  time,  so  the 
water  had  to  be  shut  off  from  the  upper  line 
and  directed  for  a  time  against  the  flames  in 
the  dining-hall;  and  in  this  way,  alternating 
between  the  two  lines  of  hose  above  and 
below,  the  officers  and  instructors  after  a 
tremendous  struggle  subdued  the  flames. 

The  main  buildings  here  are  veritable  fire 
traps,  two  of  them  at  least  fifty  years  old, 
never  designed  and  utterly  unfit  for  their 
present  uses.  One  structure,  in  particular,  a 
dilapidated  wooden  building,  now  used  for  a 
play-room  and  manual  training  school,  is  un- 
healthy and  unsafe,  a  constant  source  of 
anxiety  to  the  officers  in  charge,  and  a 
menace  to  the  lives  of  those  who  are  com- 
pelled to  use  it.  I  would  recommend  its 
immediate  demolition  and  the  erection  on  its 
site  of  a  brick  building  to  contain  a  play-room , 
additional  officers'  quarters,  rooms  for  man- 
ual training  and  four  or  five  school-rooms. 

Considering  the  inflammable  nature  of  the 
buildings,  their  disconnected  arrangement, 
and  the  large  number  of  outbuildings  and 
passages,  I  would  strongly  recommend  that 
a  sea-water  service  sufficient  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  chief  buildings  on  the  island,  be 
provided  for  as  soon  as  possible.  I  have 
been  informed  that  the  Trustees  for  Chil- 
dren have  ou  two  occasions  strongly  urged 
that  provision  be  made  for  such  service  at 
Rainsford  Island,  but  their  efforts  have  met 
with  no  success. 

Many  boys  sent  back  here  from  probation, 
at  the  age  which  should  exclude  them  from 
further  association  with  the  younger  boys 
aud  render  them  properly  subject  to  commit- 
ment to  an  Institution  more  suited  to  young 
criminals  of  a  desperate  character,  return  to 
this  Institution  with  no  friendly  feeling  to- 
wards its  management,  aud  besides  exerting 
a  generally  evil  influence  on  their  younger 
companions,  are  constantly  hatching  plans  to 
escape  which  can  be  circumvented  only  by 
the  most  extreme  watchfulness.  When  it  is 
known  that  three-sevenths  of  the  boys  hero 
are  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  two-thirds 
are  over  fifteen,  the  necessity  of  the  present 
guard  service  can  be  better  realized.  The 
Board  of  Trustees,  I  am  sure,  will  act  favor- 
ably upon  any  recommendation  made  by  me 
in  this  regard. 

Last  year  a  fire  was  started  by  the  boys, 
which  resulted  in  a  very  serious  loss  of  prop- 
erly. Seven  boys  were  convicted  of  the  crime, 
but  they  were  sent  back,  after  their  trial,  to 
this  Institution,  as  the  cases  were  placed  on 
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file.  Their  return  to  the  Island  has  been  fol- 
lowed by  an  increased  spirit  of  unrest  among 
the  boys,  possessed,  as  their  minds  have  been, 
with  a  mania  for  starting  fires  as  a  means  of 
escape.  Two  of  these  very  boys  implicated 
in  the  fire  of  last  year  have  confessed  to  tak- 
ing part  in  setting  the  fire  which  occurred 
here  a  week  ago. 

In  short,  more  ample  fire  service  is  abso- 
lutely needed  here,  both  for  the  protection  of 
the  city's  property  and  for  the  preservation 
of  the  lives  of  the  children  entrusted  to  my 
charge.

Hospital  Department. 

March  5,  1900. 

A  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  was  held  at  the-  office  of  the 
Pre»ident  on  March  5,  1900,  at  1  P.M. 

There  were  present  Messrs.  Shuman, 
Sprague  and  Kueter. 

It  was  voted  that  the  President  be  directed 
to  request  of  the  City  Council,  through  the 
Mayor,  the  transfer  to  the  Hospital  Depart- 
ment for  the  purposes  of  a  relief  station,  in 
addition  to  and  adjoining  the  land  already 
given  for  that  purpose,  the  tract  of  laud  at 
the  corner  of  Haymarket  square  and  Haver- 
hill street,  Boston,  marked  in  red  lines  on 
a  plan  entitled  "  Kendall's  Plan,"  upon 
verification  by  the  proper  city  official  of  said 
boundary  lines  as  marked. 

The  Medical  Committee  reported  in  favor 
of  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Lawrence  W. 
Strong  as  second  assistant  to  the  physicians 
for  diseases  of  the  nervous  system  for  the 
period  of  six  months,  as  requested  by  Dr. 
Prince.  It  was  voted  that  said  appointment 
be  made  as  recommended  by  the  Medical 
Committee. 

March  9,  1900. 

A  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
City  Hospital  was  held  on  March  9,  1900,  at 
2  P.M. 

There  were  present  Messrs.  Shuman, 
Sprague  and  Rueter. 

The  regular  monthly  bills  were  submitted 
and  approved,  and  the  President  was  author- 
ized to  draw  upon  the  City  Auditor  for  the 
amount  thereof,  $23,341.89. 

It  was  voted  that  the  regular  monthly 
draft  on  account  of  Ann  White  Vose  build- 
ing, furnishing,  amounting  to  $1,661.61,  be 
approved,  and  that  the  President  be  author- 
ized to  draw  upon  the  City  Auditor  for  the 
amount  thereof. 

It  was  voted  that  there  be  paid  to  the 
Poland  Laundry  Machinery|Company  the  sum 
of  $308,  the  same  being  final  payment  and  in 
settlement  of  their  contract  of  December  31, 
1898,  for  furnishing  and  installing  laundry 
machinery;  said  amount  to  be  charged  to 
the  appropriation  for  new  buildings,  new 
laundry  building,  Hospital  Department. 

It  was  voted  that  there  be  paid  to  H.  &  A. 
Morse  &  Co.  the  sum  of  $3,306,  the  same 
being  in  payment  of  870  tons  of  pea  coal  de- 
livered at  the  Boston  City  Hospital  wharf 
per  barge  "  Richardson";  said  amount  to  be 
charged  to  the  appropriation  for  Hospital 
Department. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Committee,  it  was  voted  that  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  John  G.  Blake  as  senior  visiting 
physician  for  diseases  of  women  be  ac- 
cepted. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical 
Committee,  it  was  voted  that  Dr.  John  G. 
Blake  be  appointed  to  the  position  of  senior 
physician. 

The  portion  of  the  communication  of  the 
secretary  of  the  senior  staff  dated  February 
26,  1900,  upon  the  matter  of  a  relief  service 


on  the  medical  side  of  the  Hospital,  similar 
to  that  on  the  surgical  side,  was  referred  to 
the  Medical  Committee. 

Mr.  Sprague  gave  notice  of  change  of 
Rule  2,  so  as  to  authorize  the  election  of 
the  staff  at  an  earlier  date  than  therein 
fixed.

Pauper  Institutions  Department. 

28  Court  Square,  March  5,  1900. 

The  seventieth  regular  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Pauper  Institutions  Trustees  was 
held  at  28  Court  square  on  Monday,  March 
5,  at  10.30  A.M. 

On  the  question  of  invitation  to  the 
members  of  the  Committees  on  Finance, 
Appropriations  and  Institutions  of  the  city 
government,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Chairman  be  empowered 
to  write  to  the  several  committees  of  the 
city  government,  asking  them  to  visit  Long 
Island  at  dates  convenient  to  themselves. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Medical 
Department  and  Dietary,  under  date  of  Feb- 
ruary 28,  was  read  and  approved. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  she  had  received 
a  communication  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  stating  that  he  would  make  an  effort 
to  preserve  the  trees  in  front  of  the  Charles- 
town  Almshouse  by  including  them  in  the 
sidewalk;  the  trees  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  street  cannot  be  retained. 

The  Superintendent  of  Long  Island  came 
before  the  Board  and  reported  upon  the 
condition  of  patients  on  arrival  at  the  Long 
Island  Hospital.  The  question  of  sending 
patients  to  the  Long  Island  Hospital  in 
inclement  weather  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Medical  Department  and  Dietary. 

The  Superintendent  reported  the  an- 
nouncement of  a  hearing  at  the  Lowell 
Court  in  the  matter  of  condemnation  of  land 
at  Long  Island.  The  government  intends 
taking  a  lot  of  land  on  Long  Island,  cover- 
ing about  fifteen  acres,  adjoining  the  present 
location.  This  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds. 

The  Superintendent  stated  that  Mr.  Hatch, 
of  the  Electrical  Construction  Division,  had 
called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  elec- 
trical wiring  at  Long  Island  is  in  a  good 
many  ways  defective.  The  consideration  of 
the  electrical  conditions  at  Long  Island  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds.

The  Chairman  stated  that  there  was  urgent 
need  of  a  matron  on  the  steamer  "  J.  Put- 
nam Bradlee." 

A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  was  read,  stating  that  at  a 
meeting  of  that  Board,  held  on  March  7, 
it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  be 
requested  to  endeavor  to  secure  an  amend- 
ment to  the  act  with  regard  to  Rutland  Hos- 
pital, so  that  applications  in  Boston  may  be 
acted  upon  by  the  Pauper  Institutions  Trus- 
tees. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Registration  and  Special  Cases,  to  confer 
with  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  report  to 
the  Board. 

The  Chairman  brought  up  the  matter  of 
the  need  of  extra  nurses  at  the  Long  Island 
Hospital.  An  unusual  amount  of  sickness 
had  made  it  necessary  to  employ  two  extra 
nurses,  and  the  Chairman  had  authorized 
the  Superintendent  to  secure  this  temporary 
assistance. 

Voted,  That  the  action  of  the  Chairman 
and  Superintendent  of  Long  Island  in  em- 
ploying two  extra  nurses  be  approved. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Grounds  (embodied  in  a  letter  from  Mr. 
F.  W.  Howard,  Chief  of  the  Architectural 
Division  of  the  Engineering  Department 
under  date  of  March  13)  was  read  regarding 
the  adjustment  of  the  contracts  for  the 
power-house  at  Long  Island. 

Voted,  That  all  of  the  matters  relating  to 
the  final  settlement  of  the  contracts  for  the 
power-house  at  Long  Island  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
with  power.

MUNICIPAL    AND    OTHER     PENSION 
SCHEMES. 


The  following  statement  of  facts,  compiled 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Statistics  Depart- 
ment, of  Boston,  was  presented  to  the 
Committee  on  Cities  of  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature,  on  February  8,  1900,  at  the 
hearing  given  by  that  committee  on  House 
Bill  No.  18,  viz.:  "That  Cities  may  have 
Death  Benefit  and  Retirement  Funds  for 
Employees."  The  statement  was  prepared  as 
a  supplement  to  the  article  entitled  "City 
Retirement   Funds"    contained  in  No.    11, 
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Volume  II.  of  The   Citv   Record.     (See 
page  185,  Volume  II.) 

The  statement  includes:  (I.)  the  official 
statement  of  the  pension  scheme  adopted  by 
the  President  and  Fellows  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity in  September  1899;  (II.)  the  official 
statement  of  the  pension  scheme  put  into 
operation  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company  January  1,  1900;  (III.)  a  con- 
densed statement  of  the  pension  scheme  in 
force  in  1898  in  the  German  City  of  Cologne; 
(IV.)  a  description  of  the  scale  of  salaries 
and  pensions  paid  by  the  City  of  Copenhagen 
to  its  active  and  retired  officials  and  em- 
ployees respectively,  as  reported  by  the 
officials  of  that  city  in  1898;  and  (V.)  a 
study,  based  on  official  documents,  of  the 
scheme  iu  force  in  1898,  in  the  City  of 
Vienna  for  the  compensation  of  officials  and 
employees,  both  active  and  retired,  (a)  in 
the  Municipal  Civil  Service,  and  (b)  in  the 
Public  School  Service. 

I.       RETIRING     ALLOWANCES     AT     HARVARD 
UNIVERSITY. 

The  following  rules  concerning  retiring 
allowances  for  University  officers,  adopted  by 
the  President  and  Fellows  on  March  27, 
1899,  went  into  effect  September  1,  1899: 

1.  Any  person  in  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  sixty  years  of  age  who  has  held 
an  office  of  the  grade  of  an  assistant  pro- 
fessorship, or  of  a  higher  grade,  for  twenty 
years,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  retiring  allowance 
of  20-60  of  his  last  annual  salary  iu  activity, 
and  to  an  additional  allowance  of  1-60  of  his 
last  annual  salary  for  each  year  of  service  in 
addition  to  twenty;  but  no  retiring  allowance 
shall  exceed  40-60  of  the  last  annual  salary  in 
full  activity.  In  counting  years  of  additional 
service,  years  of  continuous  service  as  mem- 
ber of  a  Faculty  with  the  title  of  tutor, 
instructor,  or  lecturer,  or  as  assistant  in 
a  scientific  establishment  on  an  appointment 
not  annual,  may  be  added,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  President  and  Fellows,  to  the  years  of 
service  as  assistant  professor  or  in  a  higher 
grade. 

2.  No  person  under  sixty  years  of  age 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  retiring  allowance;  but 
the  President  and  Fellows  ma}r,  at  their  dis- 
cretion, pay  to  any  person,  who,  while  in  the 
service  of  the  University,  has  become  incap- 
able of  discharging  his  duties  by  reason  of 
permanent  infirmity  of  mind  or  bod}r,  or  has 
resigned,  before  the  age  of  sixty,  an  allow- 
ance not  exceeding  that  which  he  would  be 
entitled  to  receive  under  Rule  1,  if  he  had 
reached  the  age  of  sixty. 

'■',.  No  person  who  has  been  in  the  service 
of  the  University  less  than  twenty  years  as 
assistant  professor,  or  at  a  higher  grade,  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  retiring  allowance;  but  in 
computing  the  retiring  allowance  of  a  person 
who  entered  the  service  of  the  University, 


as  a  professor  or  at  an  equal  grade,  at  an 
unusually  advanced  age,  the  President  and 
Fellows  may  at  their  discretion  add  a  number 
of  years,  not  exceeding  ten,  to  his  actual 
years  of  service;  and  such  a  person  may  be 
granted  a  retiring  allowance  as  soon  as  his 
total  service,  including  the  constructive  ad- 
dition, reaches  twenty  years. 

4.  Any  professor  or  officer  of  like  grade 
entitled  to  a  retiring  allowance,  who,  with 
the  consent  of  the  President  and  Fellows, 
shall  give  up  a  part  of  his  work  and  the  cor- 
responding part  of  his  salary,  shall  have  a 
right,  upon  this  partial  retirement,  to  a  retir- 
ing allowance  computed  under  Rule  1,  upon 
that  part  of  his  full  salary  which  he  relin- 
quishes; and  upon  his  complete  retirement 
his  allowance  shall  be  computed  on  his  last 
full  annual  salary,  and  his  years  of  partial 
retirement  shall  count  as  years  of  service. 

5.  The  President  and. Fellows  may,  in  the 
exercise  of  their  discretion,  retire  wholly  or 
iu  part  any  professor  or  officer  of  like  grade, 
who  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty-six,  upon 
the  retiring  allowance  to  which  he  is  entitled. 

6.  In  the  preceding  sections,  years  of 
leave  of  absence  are  to  be  counted  as  years 
of  active  service;  officers  of  long  tenure 
whose  salaries  may  be  classed  with  those  of 
professors  or  assistant  professors,  such  as 
administrative  officers,  librarians,  assistant 
librarians,  curators,  and  assistants  in  the 
scientific  establishments,  are  covered  by  the 
phrases  "at  an  equal  grade"  or  '•  of  like 
grade";  and  the  "  last  annual  salary  in  full 
activity"  means  the  last  regular  salary  as 
professor,  excluding  annual  grants  and  extra 
payments. 

7.  The  President  and  Fellows  retain 
power  to  alter  these  rules  without,  however, 
abridging  the  rights  which  individuals  in  the 
service  of  the  University  shall  have  acquired 
under  them. 

8.  The  obligation  of  the  President  and 
Fellows  to  pay  retiring  allowances  will  be 
neither  greater  nor  less  than  their  obligation 
to  pay  salaries;  so  that,  if  misfortune  shall 
compel  a  percentage  reduction  of  salaries, 
retiring  allowances  will  be  reduced  in  the 
same  proportion. 

II.      PENSION     SCHEME     OF     THE     PENNSYL- 
VANIA   RAILROAD    COMPANY. 

The  following  notice  was  issued  by  the 
President  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Com- 
pany, December  18,  1899,  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Directors: 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  the 
Northern  Central  Railway  Company,  the 
Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Baltimore 
Railroad  Company,  the  West  Jersey  and  Sea- 
shore Railroad  Company,  and  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Camden  Ferry  Company,  having 
each  adopted  a  similar  plan  of  pension  allow- 
ances, and  also  a  similar  policy  of  age  limita- 
tion, to  take  effect  on  and  after  Jauuary  1, 
1900,  and  having  entered  into  an  agreement 
for  the  joint  administration  of  their  respec- 
tive pension  departments,  under  the  title  of 
"  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Pension  De- 
partment," this  circular  is  issued  to  advise 
the  officers  and  employees  of  the  general 
terms  of  said  plan  and  policy. 


Pension  Department  —  (1.)  All  officers 
and  employees  of  the  company,  who  are 
required  by  the  organization  to  give  their 
entire  time  to  the  service  of  the  company, 
who  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  seventy 
years;  or  who,  being  between  the  ages  of 
sixty-five  and  sixty-nine  years,  inclusive, 
shall  have  been  thirty  or  more  years  in  the 
service  of  the  company,  and  shall  then  be 
physically  disqualified,  shall  be  relieved  and 
placed  on  the  pension-roll. 

(2.)  Subject  to  ratable  reduction,  so  that 
the  entire  annual  expenditure  for  pension 
allowances  by  the  five  companies  above 
named  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  the 
aggregate  sum  of  §300,000,  pensions  shall 
be  allowed  upon  the  following  basis: 

(3.)  For  each  year  of  service  one  per- 
centumof  the  average  regular  monthly  pay 
for  the  ten  years  preceding  retirement. 
Thus, by  way  of  illustration:  If  an  employee 
has  been  in  the  service  of  the  company  for 
forty  years  and  has  received  on  an  average 
for  the  last  ten  years  §40  per  month  in  regu- 
lar wages,  his  pension  allowance  would  be 
40  per  cent,  of  $40,  or  $16  per  month. 

(4.)  Pension  allowances  shall  be  paid 
monthly,  and  shall  terminate  on  the  death  of 
the  beneficiary. 

(5.)  No  pension  allowance  shall  be  paid 
to  any  officer  or  employee  for  a  period 
during  which  he  may  be  receiving  acci- 
dent or  sick  benefits  from  the  Relief  Depart- 
ment. 

(6.)  The  acceptance  of  a  pension  allow- 
ance shall  not  debar  the  beneficiary  from  en- 
gaging in  other  business,  but  such  person 
cannot  re-enter  the  service. 

(7.)  The  Pension  Department  shall,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  President,  be  in 
charge  of  a  Board  of  Officers,  consisting, 
until  otherwise  ordered,  of  the  Vice-presi- 
dents, the  General  Manager,  and  the  Assist- 
ant Comptroller  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  The  Board  of  Officers  shall 
be  appointed  annually  by  the  Boards  of 
Directors  of  the  several  companies,  and 
shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  said 
Boards,  make  and  enforce  regulations  for 
the  government,  of  the  Department. 

(8.)  No  action  which  shall  now  or  hereafter 
be  taken  in  connection  with  the  origin  or  fur- 
therance of  a  Pension  Department  or  plan 
shall  be  held  or  construed  to  give  any  of- 
ficer, agent,  or  employee  a  right  to  be  re- 
tained in  the  service  or  become  entitled  to 
pension  allowances;  but,  on  the  contrary, 
each  company  may  discharge  anv  officer, 
agent  or  emplo}'ee  at  any  time,  when  in  its 
judgment  the  interests  of  the  company  so  re- 
quire, without  liability  for  pension  or  for 
other  allowances  save  only  salary  or  wages 
then  earned  and  unpaid. 

Age  Limit  —  No  person  shall  be  taken 
into  the  service  of  the  company  who  is  over 
thirty-five  years  of  age;  except  that,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors: 

(1.)  Former  employees  may  be  re-em- 
ployed within  a  period  of  three  years  from 
the  time  of  their  leaving  the  service. 

(2.)  Persons  may,  irrespective  of  age 
limit,  be  employed  where  the  service  for 
which  they  are  needed  requires  professional 
or  other  special  qualifications;  but 

(3.)  Persons  may  be  temporarily  taken 
into  the  service,  irrespective  of  age  limit,  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  subject  to 
extension,  ivhen  necessary  to  complete  the 
work  for  which  engaged. 
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III.       COLOGNE. 

Cologne  had  a  population  of  321,564  in 
1895.  The  right  to  a  pension  arises  after 
ten  years  of  service,  in  case  of  permanent 
incapacity  to  fulfil  official  duties,  or  at  com- 
pletion of  sixty-fifth  year. 

Pensions  are  granted  for  life,  and  at  first 
amount  to  15-60  of  last  salary.  A  sum  equal 
to  1-60  of  last  salary  is  added  to  15-60  for 
every  year  of   service  above  10  up  to  45-60. 

A  widow's  pension  amounts  to  40  per 
cent,  of  her  deceased  husband's  pension; 
half  orphans  receive  a  pension  equal  to  1-5 
of  a  widow's  pension,  i.  e.,  1-5x4-10  =  4-50 
of  deceased  father's  pension.  Whole  orphans 
receive  j  of  a  widow's  pension,  i.  e.,  £x4-10 
deceased  father's  pension  equals  4-30.  A 
widow's  pension  terminates  with  her  death 
or  re-marriage. 

The  pension  regulations  include  all  city 
officials  (Beamten)  i.  e.,  those  connected 
with  the  departments  of  Magistracy,  Police, 
Markets,  Harbor,  Fire,  Street-cleaning, 
Museums,  Archives  and  Libraries,  Poor, 
Care  of  Orphans,  Hospitals,  Buildings,  Gas, 
Electrical  and  Water  Works,  Public  Grounds, 
Cemeteries  and  Baths,  Slaughter-house  and 
Cattle  Market,  City  Savings  Bank  and 
Pawn  Office.  Teachers  are  not  included  in 
this  scheme.  In  1898  the  number  of  officials 
was  607. 

On  April  1,  1897,  there  were  thirty-six 
pensioned  officials  and  forty-two  pensioned 
widows  of  deceased  officials.  The  city  has 
no  special  pension  fund  and  does  not  charge 
up  separately  the  cost  of  administering  pen- 
sions. Prospective  pensioners  make  no 
contributions  toward  a  pension  fund. 

In  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1898, 
59,548  marks  were  paid  in  pensions  and  aids 
to  officials,  and  5,883  marks  to  widows  and 
orphans,  making  a  total  of  65,431  marks,  or 
ft  16,358  more  or  less. 

IV.      COPENHAGEN. 

In  Copenhagen,  whose  population  in  1895 
numbered  333,835,  officials  and  employees 
entitled  to  pensions  are  divided  into  three 
groups,  viz.: 

Group  1 — "  Municipal  officers  properly  so- 
called  "  belonging  to  Pay-classes  I.  — V.,  to 
wit: 

I.  With  salary  beginning  at  5,500  crowns*, 
increased  every  fourth  year  by  500  crowns 
—  maximum  7,000  crowns. 

II.  With  salary  beginning  at  4,000 
crowns,  increased  every  fourth  year  by  500 
crowns  —  maximum  5,500  crowns. 

III.  With  salary  beginning  at  3,600 
crowns,  increased  every  fourth  year  by  400 
crowns  — maximum  4,800  crowns. 

IV.  With  salary  beginning  at,  2,800 
crowns,  increased  every  fourth  year  by  300 
crowns  —  maximum  4,000  crowns. 

V.  With  salary  beginning  at  2,200 
crowns,  increased  every  third  year  by  200 
crowns  —  maximum  3,400  crowns. 

Also  superior  officers  of  the  school  and 
police  departments.  All  in  Group  I.  "  are 
entitled  to  pensions  from  the  day  of  appoint- 
ment." 

Group  2 — Comprises  officers  in  Pay- 
classes  VI — VII.,  to  wit: 

VI.  With  salary  beginning  with  1,800 
crowns,  increased  every  third  year  by  300 
crowns  —  maximum  3,000  crowns. 

VII.  With  salary  beginning  with   1,600 


*  A  crown  equals  $0,268. 


crowns,  increased  every  third  year  by  200 
crowns  —  maximum  2,400  crowns. 

Also  "  some  few  functionaries  under  the 
police  and  the  regularly  appointed  male  and 
female  teachers  of  the  public  schools."  Per- 
sons in  Group  2  become  entitled  to  pensions 
"  after  having  completed  fifteen  years  of 
service  to  the  community  in  one  or  more  of 
the  Pay-classes  in  question." 

Group  3 — "  The  third  group  comprises 
everybody  who  has  served  the  community 
for  at  least  twenty-five  years,  and  who  is  not 
entitled  to  pension  according  to  other  pro- 
visions." Contributions  of  pay  are  not  made 
by  prospective  pensioners. 

The  amount  of  the  pension,  for  members 
of  Groups  1,  2  and  3,  is  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  following  scale: 

For  service  of  0-7  years,  pensioner  re- 
ceives 1-3  of  pay;  for  7-10  years'  service; 
4-10  of  pay;  for  10-20  years'  service,  1-2  of 
pay;  for  20-21  years'  service,  31-60  of  pay; 
for  21-22  years'  service,  32-60  of  pay,  and 
so  on,  1-60  of  pay  extra  for  every  additional 
year  of  service  up  to  twenty-nine  years,  in 
which  case  the  pension  equals  39-60  of  pay. 
For  service  exceeding  twenty-nine  years 
40-60  of  pay  are  paid  as  a  pension.  All  pen- 
sions and  sums  in  aid  are  paid  from  the  city 
treasury.  A  widow's  pension  amounts  to 
1-8  of  the  pay  of  husband  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  provided  he  were  entitled  to  a  pension. 
Moreover,  each  officer  in  Groups  1  and  2  is 
required  to  insure  "to  his  widow  an  annual 
income  during  her  life,"  i.  e.,  an  annuity  or 
an  approved  life  insurance  policy.  If  a 
policy,  it  must  be  at  least  twenty  times  the 
amount  of  the  required  annuity. 

The  scale  of  annuities  for  widows  is  as 
follows: 

For  widows  of  officials  with  salary  under 
1,600  crowns,  200  crowns  yearly;  for  salary 
of  1,600-2,600  crowns,  300  crowns  yearly; 
for  salary  of  2,600-4,000  crowns  400  crowns 
yearly;  for  salary  of  4,000-5,000  crowns,  500 
crowns;  for  salary  of  5,000  crowns  or  over, 
800  crowns.  Aids,  i.  e.,  gratuities,  "are 
granted  with  the  consent  of  the  entire  magis- 
tracy and  municipal  council  to  persons  leav- 
ing the  service  (or  to  their  widows)  who 
have  not  served  for  fifteen  or  twenty-five 
years  if  good  reason  can  be  given  for  such — 
each  case  being  considered  on  its  merits."

V.      VIENNA. 

Vienna,  according  to  the  census  of  1890 
had  a  population  of  1,341,897  in  that  year. 
Its  estimated  population  at  the  end  of  1895 
was  1,488,463. 


The  "  Regulations  concerning  the  Com- 
pensation of  City  Officials,"  which  were 
adopted  by  the  City  Council,  July  19,  1898, 
provide  for  eight  (VIII.)  rank-classes  of  offi- 
cials with  salaries  ranging  from  800  florins* 
to  6,000  florins,  as  follows:

Promotion  from  grade  to  grade  in  the  sev- 
eral rank-classes,  with  fixed  increase  of  salary, 
takes  place  normally  at  the  completion  of 
three  years'  service  in  a  given  grade  in 
Classes  VIII.  and  VII.;  and  after  four 
years'  service  in  a  grade  in  Classes  VI. -I., 
inclusive. 

"Candidates"  and  "Probationers"  are 
not  enrolled  in  a  "  rank-class,"  but  are  des- 
ignated as  "  officials."  Candidates  receive 
"pay"  amounting  yearly  to  500  or  600 
florins,  while  "  probationers  "  are  paid  from 
500  to  800  florins.  A  candidate  must  serve 
satisfactorily  for  six  months  before  he  can 
be  sworn  in  as  a  probationer.  Probationers, 
according  to  their  previous  education,  serve 
from  six  months  (in  case  of  a  university 
graduate)  to  two  years  before  becoming 
eligible  to  enrollment  in  the  lowest  grade  of 
a  rank-class.  The  lowest  rank  of  officials 
(Diurnisten)  are  clerks,  etc.,  paid  by  the  day. 

Pensions  are  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury, 
not  out  of  a  special  pension  fund.  An 
official  or  employee  may  be  retired  on  a 
pension  after  serving  ten  full  years;  or  if 
incapacitated  for  service  owing  to  injury 
etc.,  incurred  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty,  he  mav  be  retired  on  a  pension  as  if 
he  had  completed  ten  years  of  service. 

The  pay  of  a  pensioner  equals  40  per  cent, 
of  the  salary  he  received  in  the  last  year  of 
active  service,  increased  by  2  per  cent,  of  I  he 
same  for  every  year  of  service  above  ten 
years  (2£  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  certain 
specially  trained  persons),  hut  the  pay  of  a 
pensioner  may  not  be  so  increased  as  to 
exceed  the  salary  received  by  him  in  his  last 
year  of  active  service. 

The  widows  of  pensioned  officials  or  of 
officials  eligible  to  be  pensioned  in  due 
course,  are  entitled  to  receive  pensions,  bar- 
ring certain  contingencies,  e.  g. ,  marriage 
with  a  pensioner,  or  with  an  official  over 
sixty  years  old,  etc. 

Widows'  pensions,  tenable  for  life  or  dur- 
ing widowhood,  range  from  400  to  1,000 
florins  yearly,  according  to  the  rank  and 
salary  of  a  deceased  husband.  Widows  of 
employees  draw  a  pension  equal  to  50  per 
cent,  of  the  pay  of  the  husband  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

*  A  florin  equals  $0,406. 
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The  city  makes  "  contributions  for  the 
education  "  of  surviving  children  of  an  offi- 
cial dying  in  either  the  active  or  retired  ser- 
vice. So  long  as  the  mother  is  alive  the 
"contribution"  for  each  surviving  child 
amounts  to  50  florins  yearly,  if  the  father's 
salary  amounted  to  1,000  florins  or  less,  and 
is  five  per  cent,  of  such  salary  if  it  exceeded 
1,000  florins.  Should  the  mother  die  the 
"contribution"  for  each  child  is  twice  the 
amount  just  specified;  but  the  total  amount 
of  widow's  pension  and  aids  towards  the  edu- 
cation of  surviving  children  in  one  family 
may  not  exceed  75  per  cent,  of  the  deceased 
official's  last  salary. 

The  widows  of  officials  or  employees  who 
by  reason  of  short  service  or  for  certain 
other  reasons  cannot  claim  a  pension  receive 
a  lump  sum  equal  to  the  annual  salary  of  the 
deceased  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

If  an  official  or  employee  die  in  active  ser- 
vice his  widow  (or  his  children,  if  he  leave 
no  widow)  is  entitled  to  "  a  contribution 
towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  his  illness 
and  burial  "  equal  to  25  per  cent,  of  the  last 
salary  of  the  deceased,  provided  such  contri- 
bution does  not  exceed  600  florins. 

Teachers  in  the  public  schools  are  divided 
into  eight  "  pay-classes,"  with  salaries  rang- 
ing from  600  to  1,500  florins.  Commutation 
for  residence  and  pensions,  as  well  as  salaries. 
are  less  in  amount  than  in  the  case  of  offi- 
cials and  employees  enrolled  in  the  Perma- 
nent Civil  Service.  The  city  also  grants 
pensions  to  the  widows  of  teachers  and 
"  aids  "  to  their  orphans  or  half-orphans. 

In  1896,  in  the  Vienna  Civil  Service  (ac- 
tive list)  there  were  1,808  enrolled  officials 
whose  pay  amounted  to  2,612,778  florins; 
588  enrolled  employees  with  pay  amounting 
to  465,123  florins;  and  2,364  employees 
(including  day  laborers)  with  pay  amounting 
to  1,340,826  florins,  or  a  total  of  4,760  per- 
sons whose  aggregate  pay  amounted  to 
4,418,727. 

The  amount  disbursed  for  pensions,  grants 
in  aid,  etc.,  amounted  to  600,442  florins 
made  up  as  follows: 

(1.)  Paid  to  233  pensioners  on  the  retired 
list  (165  officials,  68  employees)  304,645 
florins;  (2)  pensions  of  403  widows  147,223 
florins;  (3)  contributions  for  the  education 
of  216  orphans  12,998  florins;  (4)  gratuities 
amounting  to  45,448  florins  granted  to 
325  officials,  employees  (and  the  survivors 
of  such  persons)  who  were  not  entitled  to 
pensions;  (5)  gratuities  to  the  amount  of 
13,698  florins  distributed  among  675  offi- 
cials on  the  active  or  retired  list  of  the 
classified  civil  service,  and  3,590  florins 
distributed  among  122  widows  and  orphans 
of  such  persons;  (6)  advances,  i.  e.,  loans 
on  account  of  salary,  amounting  to  55,969 
florins  made  to  129  active  officials,  and 
16,871  florins  loaned  to  102  active  em- 
ployees. 

Following  is  a  summary  of  the  payments 
included  in  the  foregoing  paragraph: 

(1.)  Pensions,  304,645  florins  to  233  re- 
tired officers  and  employees. 

(2-3.)  Pensions,  etc.,  160,221  florins  to 
852  widows  and  orphans. 

(4.)  Gratuities,  45,448  florins  to  325  per- 
sons in  lieu  of  pensions. 

(5.)  Gratuities,  17,288  florins  to  797  per- 
sons, including  widows  and  orphans. 

(6.)  Loans,  72,840  florins  to  231  officials 
and  employees. 

Totals,  600,442  florins  to  2,438  persons. 


Deducting  loans  repaid,  66,409  florins, 
and  names  taken  twice,  1,028,  leaves  a  net 
total  of  534,033  florins  and  1,410  persons. 

The  aggregate  amount  paid  by  the  City  of 
Vienna  in  1896  to  6,170  persons  connected 
directly  or  indirectly  with  its  civil  service 
was  5,019,169  florins,  for  salaries,  allowances, 
pensions,  gratuities,  etc.  -  Of  the  6,170  noted 
above,  1,410  or  22.85  per  cent,  were  in  receipt 
of  pensions,  gratuities,  etc.  The  amount  of 
pensions,  gratuities,  etc.,  600,442  florins, 
was  equal  to  11.98  per  cent,  of  aggregate 
amount  paid  for  salaries,  pensions,  gratuities, 
etc. 

In  1896  there  were  4,695  teachers  (males 
2,687,  females  2,008)  in  the  public  schools 
of  Vienna.  Their  salaries,  including  772,- 
545  florins  for  commutation  for  quarters, 
amounted  to  5,126,972  florins.  To  defray 
the  pensions  of  teachers,  so  far  as  they  are 
not  paid  by  the  State,  there  is  a  Vienna 
Teachers'  Pension  Fund  maintained  out  of 
ratable  deductions  of  pay,  viz.,  10  per  cent, 
of  first  year's  pay,  10  per  cent,  of  every 
increase  of  pay  taken  once,  and  2  per  cent, 
of  annual  salary,  and  by  indeterminate  con- 
tributions by  the  municipality.  The  total 
income  of  the  fund  in  1896  was  75,600 
florins  against  an  expenditure  of  147,955 
florins,  leaving  a  deficit  of  72,355  florins, 
which  appears  to  have  been  met  out  of  the 
city  treasury. 

In  1896  the  sum  of  146,966  florins  was 
paid  out  of  the  Teachers'  Pension  Fund  to 
353  persons,  as  follows:  77,268  florins  to  87 
pensioners;  58,071  florins  to  150  widows; 
2,007  florins  to  9  special  pensioners;  6,720 
florins  contributions  for  education  of  99 
orphans;  and  2,900  florins  in  "  death-quar- 
ter's pay"   for  eight  persons. 

In  1896  the  city  paid  74,151  florins  as  fol- 
lows: 15,107  florins  in  pensions  and  gi-atui- 
ties  to  80  persons,  i.  e.,  teachers,  and  the 
widows  and  orphans  of  teachers;  11,258 
florins  as  grants  in  aid  as  gratuities  to  314 
persons  (266  teachers  and  48  teachers' 
widows);  and  40,822  florins  in  loans  to  193 
teachers;  miscellaneous,  6,964  florins. 

Summarily  stated,  the  returns  show  that 
353  persons  were  paid  146,966  florins  from 
the  Teachers'  Pension  Fund,  and  587  per- 
sons were  paid  pensions  and  grants  in  aid  by 
the  city,  making  a  total  of  221,117  florins 
paid  to  or  for  940  persons.  As  314  names 
appear  to  have  been  taken  twice,  the  real 
number  of  beneficiaries  may  be  set  at  626. 
The  full  amount  paid  out  of  the  city  teasury 
towards  defraying  the  cost  of  pensions, 
grants  in  aid,  etc.,  is  not  precisely  stated  in 
the  published  returns;  however,  it  may  be 
estimated  at  upwards  of  100,000  florins. 

In  1896  there  were  9,455  persons  on  the 
pay-rolls  of  the  Vienna  civil  and  public 
school  services  taken  together,  with  salaries 
aggregating  9,500,000  florins  in  round  num- 
bers; and  upwards  of  800,000  florins  were 
paid  in  pensions,  grants  in  aid,  etc.,  to  about 
1,800  pei  sons  not  in  active  service —  the  cost 
of  pensions,  etc  ,  being  between  8  and  9  per 
cent,  of  the  cost  of  salaries.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE   BATH 
DEPARTMENT. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Bath  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1899,  constituting  Doc- 
ument 5  — 1900,  has  recently  been  sub- 
mitted to  Mayor  Hart.  The  following 
abstract  of  the  report  is  made: 

The  object  which  the  Commissioners  of 
Public  Baths  have  kept  before  themselves, 
since  the  creation  of  the  Department  two 
years  ago,  has  been  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
greatest  possible  number  of  people  for  bath- 
ing facilities.  The  effect  of  the  work  of  the 
Department  primarily  in  connection  with  the 
public  baths,  and  also  more  recently  in  con- 
nection with  that  of  the  public  gymnasiums, 
is  already  bringing  the  Department  into  a 
sphere  of  educational  and  moral  influence 
similar  to  that  of  the  older  departments  of 
the  city  government  which  have  to  do  dis- 
tinctly with  the  physical  and  moral  welfare 
of  the  people. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Commission  that 
the  widespread  increase  of  bodily  cleanli- 
ness and  sound  physical  training  which  is 
resulting  from  the  work  of  the  Department 
will,  in  due  time,  noticeably  advance  the  gen- 
eral average  of  public  health  and  public 
order,  and  in  these  ways  tend  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  maintenance  in  those  departments 
of  the  city  dealing  directly  with  disease,  pau- 
perism and  crime.  From  several  neighbor- 
hoods in  which  important  centres  of  the  De- 
partment are  located,  significant  testimony 
in  this  direction  has  already  come. 

The  work  of  supplying  public  bathing 
facilities  in  Boston  began  thirty-four  years 
ago  with  the  provision  of  several  floating 
bath-houses  and  the  L-street  bathing  beach. 
The  Department  now  has  under  its  charge 
thirteen  floating  baths  in  many  parts  of  the 
city.  It  has  also  six  beach  baths  for  salt- 
water bathing  and  two  river  beaches.  The 
special  new  work  of  the  Department  during 
the  year  has  been  in  connection  with  the  two 
swimming-pools,  one  at  Orchard  Park  and 
one  on  Cabot  street;  the  Dover-street  bath- 
house; the  gymnasiums  in  East  Boston  and 
South  Boston,  and  the  underground  public 
convenience  station  on  Boston  Common. 
Two  gymnasiums,  one  in  Ward  9  and  the 
other  in  Ward  19,  are  fully  equipped  and 
ready  for  use  as  soon  as  appropriations  can 
be  voted  for  their  maintenance  expenses. 
On  Ninth  street,  in  Ward  15,  a  foundation 
has  been  laid  for  a  gymnasium  and  bath. 
A  small  sum  of  money  still  remains  for  the 
continuance  of  this  work,  but  a  further  ap- 
propriation is  essential  before  it  will  be  pos- 
sible for  the  Department  to  proceed  with 
the  erection  of  this  building  which  is  so 
much  needed  in  that  rapidly  growing  section 
of  the  city.  The  idea  of  the  Commission  is 
to  provide  in  this  building  an  all-the-year- 
round  swimming-pool  like  the  one  which 
has  been  such  a  success  in  Brookline. 

BATHS. 

The  limited  amount  of  the  Department's 
appropriation  made  it  necessary  to  shorten 
the  season  for  floating  baths.  The  new 
houses,  designed  and  constructed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Department,  have  proved 
thoroughly  satisfactory.  The  most  obvious 
of  all  the  needs  of  the  Department  at  present 
is  for  a  number  of  new  floating  baths  upon 
this  model  to  take  the  place  of  those  which 
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are  now  so  old  as  to  be  altogether  unsuitable 
for  use. 

In  connection  with  the  beach  bath,  also, 
the  Department  was  somewhat  hampered  by 
its  limited  appropriation,  but  the  great  popu- 
larity and  usefulness  of  the  beaches  during 
the  heated  season  was  abundantly  demon- 
strated. The  good  order  maintained  at  these 
beaches,  even  on  the  most  crowded  days,  is 
a  source  of  marked  satisfaction.  Great  care 
has  been  taken  by  the  Commission  to  pro- 
vide against  the  chance  of  accident,  and 
since  it  has  had  charge  of  the  beaches, 
among  hundreds  of  thousands  of  bathers,  no 
life  has  been  lost.  In  1898  an  experiment 
was  tried  of  providing  bathing  suits,  without 
charge,  at  the  North  End  Park  Beach.  It 
was  felt  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  people 
in  that  district  would  be  shut  off  from  the 
opportunities  of  the  beach  if  even  a  small 
charge  was  made.  During  the  past  summer 
it  was  impossible  for  the  Department  to  con- 
tinue this  system,  and  a  charge  of  five  cents 
was  made  for  each  bathing  suit.  To  be  sure 
there  was  not  so  much  hot  weather  in  1899 
as  in  1898,  but  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
bathers  fell  off  50  per  cent,  seriously  raises 
the  question  whether  it  is  not  better  policy 
for  the  city  to  undertake  the  slightly  in- 
creased expense  of  supplying  bathing  suits, 
rather  than  have  so  many  people  fail  of  the 
sanitary  and  recreative  value  which  the  beach 
affords. 

It  is  a  serious  limitation  of  the  usefulness 
of  L-street  beach  that  at  present  swimming 
is  possible  only  six  hours  a  day,  while  the 
tide  is  in.  The  Commission  would  strongly 
recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  excavating  the  beach,  so  as  to  make 
swimming  possible  at  all  hour3  of  the  day. 

The  two  swimming  pools  are  located  on 
either  side  of  Roxbury,  the  only  district  in 
the  city  which  does  not  have  some  sort  of 
water  front.  One  is  in  the  Cabot-street 
bath-house,  which  was  originally  erected  for 
this  purpose,  but  was  for  many  years  out  of 
use. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Commission  that  in 
due  time  a  gymnasium  ma)'  be  erected  on 
this  site,  and  that  the  swimming-pool  may 
be  available  for  use  throughout  the  entire 
year.  The  other  swimming-pool  is  on  the 
edge  of  Orchard  Park,  a  small  open  space  on 
the  eastern  side  of  the  Eoxbury  district. 

The  fact  that  during  its  first  calendar 
year  of  service  the  Dover-street  bath-house 
has  provided  baths  for  300,000  people  seems 
to  the  Commission  to  set  at  rest  the  question 
of  the  value  of  such  a  public  institution. 
About  30  per  cent,  of  the  bathers  are  women 
and  girls,  which  is  a  somewhat  higher  per- 
centage of  female  bathers  than  is  reported 
from  the  municipal  baths  in  foreign  cities. 

GYMNASIUMS  AND  CONVENIENCE  STATIONS. 

The  gymnasium  on  Paris  street,  in  East 
Boston,  which  was  presented  to  the  city 
three  years  ago  by  a  lady  interested  in  the 
public  welfare,  has  continued  and  increased 
its  remarkable  usefulness.  The  building 
which  was  originally  erected  for  a  skating 
rink  is  by  this  time,  in  many  respects,  dilap- 
idated. The  Board  would  strongly  urge  the 
necessity  of  a  new  gymnasium  building  in 
East  Boston. 

The  example  of  the  donor  of  the  East  Bos- 
ton gymnasium  is  one  that  might  well  be  fol- 
lowed by  other  public-spirited  citizens,  and 
it  is  a  pleasure  to  the  Board  to  note  that  an 


informal  offer  has  been  made  to  the  city  for 
the  use  of  a  well-equipped  gymnasium  in 
Ward  7  for  a  period  of  ten  years. 

The  Souih  Boston  Gymnasium,  the  first  to 
be  built  by  the  city,  though  opened  only  a  few 
months  ago,  has  already  attained  a  degree 
of  success  equal  to  that  of  the  East  Boston 
Gymnasium.  These  gymnasiums  are  fitted 
with  an  ample  supply  of  gymnastic  appara- 
tus, lockers  and  shower-baths.  There  are 
large  classes  for  both  sexes  at  each  gym- 
nasium. 

There  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  in  all  the 
congested  districts  of  the  city  public  gym- 
nasiums open  all  the  year  round  would  be 
as  successful  and  valuable  as  are  the  two 
already  in  operation. 

The  Department  has  charge  of  twelve  con- 
venience stations  in  various  parts  of  the 
city,  in  addition  to  those  on  the  Common 
and  Public  Garden.  The  Commission  is 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  most  of  those 
scattered  throughout  the  city  ought  to  be  re- 
placed with  a  much  better  type  of  structure. 
The  underground  station  on  the  Common 
has  already  sufficiently  justified  the  Depart- 
ment in  constructing  it.  The  general  pub- 
lic use  which  has  been  made  of  it,  the  aver- 
age daily  attendance  being  6,000,  indicates 
that  it  might  be  well  to  construct  two  or 
three  similar  stations  in  down-town  squares. 

LAUNDRIES. 

There  are  two  laundries  under  the  charge 
of  the  Bath  Commission,  the  principal  one 
at  the  Dover-street  bath-house,  a  smaller 
one  at  the  North  End  Park.  The  Dover- 
street  laundry  in  addition  to  washing  towels 
and  bathing  suits  for  this  Department  has 
done  the  work  of  laundering  towels  used  in 
offices  of  some  of  the  city  departments.  As 
the  capacity  of  the  laundry  is  by  no  means 
exhausted,  the  Board  is  very  desirous  of 
having  more  work  of  this  kind.  Much,  if 
not  all,  of  which  is  now  given  to  private 
parties,  might  be  done  in  the  laundry  which 
the  city  owns  and  maintains. 

GENERAL. 

Statistics  are  given  relative  to  the  attend- 
ance at  the  public  baths  during  the  season 
of  1899.  The  number  of  bathers  at  beaches, 
floating  baths,  etc.,  was  1,503,471;  atall-the- 
year-round  baths,  500,247,  making  a  total 
attendance  of  2,003,718. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Department  for 
the  year  amounted  to  $83,473  85. 

The  pamphlet  entitled  "  Free  Municipal 
Baths  in  Boston,"  edited  by  Mr.  William  I. 
Cole,  reference  to  which  has  previously  been 
made  in  these  pages,  is  printed  as  a  part  of 
the  report  of  the  Department. 


ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COLLECT- 
ING DEPARTMENT. 


The  annual  report  of  the  Collecting  De- 
partment for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1900,  has  recently  been  issued.  The  report, 
which  is  printed  as  Document  12  — 1900, 
contains  a  summary  of  the  collections  made 
by  the  Department  during  the  year  and  a 
statement  of  the  leases,  notes,  bonds,  mort- 
gages and  deeds  of  properly  in  custody  of 
the  Collector,  belonging  to  the  city  on  Janu- 
ary 31,  1900. 


The  total  receipts  of  the  City  of  Boston 
amounted  to  $22,931,791.88  and  of  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  $293,760.04. 

The  assessment  of  taxes  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  County 
of  Suffolk  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1900,  less  the  revenue  to  be  received  from 
other  sources,  also  to  pay  the  State  tax  levied 
on  the  City  of  Boston,  1899,  was:

The  collections  on  the  above  to  January 
31,  1900,  amounted  to  $12,487,832.98.  The 
balance  is  made  up  of  abatements  amount- 
ing to  $94,590.55  and  outstanding  collections 
amounting  to  $2,028,232.23. 

The  total  amount  of  outstanding  taxes, 
the  bulk  of  which  are  uncollectible  owing  to 
death,  poverty,  insolvency,  emigration  and 
other  causes,  dating  from  the  establishment 
of  the  city  in  1822  to  January  31,  1900,  was 
$3,425,288.42. 

The  total  amount  received  from  licenses 
of  all  kinds  from  February  1,  1898,  to  Janu- 
ary 31,  1899,  was  $1,528,072.90,  of  which 
$1,482,000  was  for  liquor  licenses.

There  will  be  examinations  of  patrolmen 
for  promotion  to  the  rank  of  sergeant  held  as 
follows: 

An  oral  examination  will  be  held  at  the 
hearing  room  of  the  Board  of  Police  on 
Friday,  May  4,  1900,  at  9.30  o'clock  A.M. 

A  written  examination  will  be  held  at  the 
examination  room  of  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission at  the  State  House  on  Monday,  May 
7,  1900,  at  9.30  o'clock  A.M. 

Officers  who  have  been  patrolmen  for 
three  years  prior  to  May  1,  1900,  are  eligible 
for  promotion. 

The  examination  board  will  consist  of  the 
Superintendent  and  two  Deputy  Superin- 
tendents. 

Candidates  will  be  examined  orally,  and 
also  by  written  examination,  upon  their 
general  intelligence,  statute  law,  ordinances 
and  police  manual.  After  examination  the 
examining  board  will  forward  to  the  Board 
of  Police  the  names  of  the  fifteen  most 
worthy  and  most  suitable  men  for  pro- 
motion, as  appearing  to  the  examining  board 
from  their  oral  and  written  examinations, 
general  qualifications  and  appearance. 

As  vacancies  occur  the  Board  of  Police 
will  select  from  the  fifteen  names,  and  send 
to  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  for  a 


non-competitive  examination  as  many  of  the 
fifteen  as  there  are  vacancies  to  fill. 

After  eight  of  the  fifteen  have  been 
selected,  the  Board  of  Police  will  order  a 
new  examination,  and  under  no  circum- 
stances will  the  Board  select  more  than 
eight  officers  from  the  fifteen  then  reported. 

The  fifteen  names  selected  by  the  examin- 
ing board  will  be  given  to  the  Department 
and  posted  in  the  3tation-houses. 

All  patrolmen  desiring  to  take  the  exami- 
nation will  report  the  fact  to  their  captain, 
and  he  will  forward  their  names,  with  the 
date  of  their  appointment  as  patrolmen,  to 
the  Superintendent  on  or  before  Thursday, 
April  19,  1900. 

Each  captain  will  also  forwTird  at  the  same 
time  a  report  of  the  character,  habits,  record 
for  industry,  etc.,  of  each  officer  applying 
from  his  division,  and  the  report  will  be 
considered  by  the  examining  board  in 
making  their  final  report. 

The  Board  desires  the  captains  to  report 
as  above,  not  merely  that  the  officer  in 
question  is  good  man  and  generally  satis- 
factory, but  to  make  a  detailed  report  of  each 
particular  officer's   particular  qualifications.

The  Chairman  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  the  urgent  need  of  more  farmers 
at  Long  Island.  The  matter  of  the  number 
of  farmers  employed,  and  the  cost  of  carrying 
on  the  farm,  the  income  from  the  farm,  etc., 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings 
and  Grounds,  to  report. 

Voted,  That  the  question  of  providing  an 
up-stairs  smoking-room  at  Long  Island  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds,  to  report. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Reg- 
istration and  Special  Cases  reported  that  Dr. 
Taylor  had  suggested  that  a  separate  room 
on  the  bath-room  corridor  of  the  lower  wing 
of  the  hospital  at  Long  Island  might  be 
fitted  up  for  the  isolation  of  noisy  patients. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Board  suggested  that 
a  similar  room  was  also  needed  in  the 
women's  building.  This  matter  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Medical  Depart- 
ment and  Dietary. 

Voted,  That  W.  H.  Bond  and  George 
Pike  be  employed  as  assistant  farmers  at 
Long  Island,  at  salaries  of  $30  each  per 
month,  for  six  months,  from  April  1  to  Oc- 
tober 1. 

The  question  of  employing  two  additional 
farmers  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Grounds. 

Two  years  ago  there  were  twenty-one 
acres  under  cultivation,  last  year  there  were 
eighteen  acres,  and  this  year  the  number 
will  be  reduced  to  sixteen  acres. 

Mr.  Hunnewell  reported  that  he  had  seen 
Commissioner  Russell,  of  the  Boston  Fire 
Department,  who  had  stated  that  he  could 
not  immediately  spare  an  engine  for  use  at 
Long  Island,  and  was  unable  to  say  whether 
one  could  be  spared  within  a  few  days  or 
not.  The  engine  at  Deer  Island  cannot  be 
spared,  as  that  would  leave  Deer  Island 
practically  without  protection.  If  the 
steamer  "  John  Howard  "  could  remain  at 
the  Long  Island  wharf  while  the  boilers 
were  being  moved,  an  engine  would  not  be 
necessary.     The   question   was   referred   to 


the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
with  power. 

The  question  of  increasing  the  salaries  of 
different  employees  at  Long  Island  was 
raised,  and  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Rules  and  Service. 

The  Chairman  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Board  the  number  of  nurses  employed 
at  Long  Island,  and  inaccuracies  in  the  rec- 
ord kept.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Medical  Department  and 
Dietary.  The  systematic  arrangement  of  the 
courses  of  lectures  to  be  given  to  nurses  was 
also  referred  to  this  committee.  A  sugges- 
tion has  been  made  by  a  member  of  the 
visiting  medical  staff  that  these  lectures 
might  be  arranged  by  the  staff.

MAYOR    HART'S    ADDRESS    TO   THE 
ASSESSORS. 


Following  is  the  address  of  Mayor  Hart 
to  the  assessors  who  entered  upon  their 
work  May  1,  1900: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen:  We 
come  together  this  morning  for  the  organ- 
ization of  perhaps  the  most  important  de- 
partment of  the  City  of  Boston.  I  have 
been  told  by  a  good  many  men  who  operate 
in  real  estate  that  certain  portions  of  Boston 
are  not  fairly  assessed.  There  has  been 
a  great  improvement  in  the  real  estate  mar- 
ket in  certain  sections,  and  it  will  be  your 
duty  to  find  out  the  exact  value  of  the  real 
estate  in  all  parts  of  Boston. 

You  understand  very  well  where  those 
improvements  are  coming  largely,  and  there 
is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  an  estate 
which  is  assessed  for  $87,000  should  sell  for 
$170,000.  It  is  either  wrong  at  one  end  or 
the  other;  and,  in  my  judgment,  it  is  wrong 
at  this  end.  1  believe  it  is  because  you  hav '" 
not  got  the  values  right,  and  that  you  must 
revise  the  entire  list  of  your  assessments  in 
every  ward  in  the  city. 

Don't  be  in  a  hurry;  make  up  your  minds; 
find  out  what  the  property  is  worth,  and 
deal  fairly  with  the  whole  people.  I  have 
found  in  attempting  to  make  settlements 
where  there  have  been  new  streets  laid  out, 
that  where  the  land  has  been  assessed  at 
from  10  to  25  cents  per  foot,  the  settlements 
cannot  be  made  often  for  less  than  $1  to 
$2  per  foot;  and  when  they  go  to  the  courts 
they  get  about  those  prices. 

Now,  if  those  are  fair  values,  it  is  a  fair 
thing  that  the  city  should  receive  the  benefit 
of  those  values;  not  that  I  believe  in  increas- 
ing property  beyond  its  real  value,  but  under 
your  oaths,  you  are  bound  to  assess  it  at  fair 
market  value. 

Now,  there  has  been  a  great  deal  said 
about  illegal  assessment  of  voters  and  illegal 
registration.  You  gentlemen  here  ought  to 
know  how  to  get  at  the  legal  voters  of  Bos- 
ton. If  you  go  to  a  house  which  lias  the 
appearance  of  having  two  or  three  men  in  it, 
aud  you  are  handed  a  list  of  a  dozen  Dames, 
even  if  you  put  those  names   down  at  the 


time,  it  is  your  duty  to  go  into  the  house  and 
find  out  whether  the  people  live  there  or  not; 
and  you  will  be  held  accountable  for  doing 
that. 

I  have  but  very  little  more  to  say.  Go  on 
and  do  your  duty,  as  you  would  have  it  done 
to  you,  not  only  in  assessing  property,  but 
in  assessing  polls.

SCHOOL   COMMITTEE. 


A  regular  meeting  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the 
School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason-street 
building,  on  Tuesday,  April  24,  1900,  at 
7.30  P.M.,  President  Gallivan  in  the  chair. 

The  appointments  and  confirmation  of 
instructors,  as  presented  at  the  last  meeting, 
were  approved. 

The  following  orders,  laid  over  under  the 
rule  at  the  last  meeting,  were  read  and  suc- 
cessively passed: 

(1.)  That  there  be  paid  to  Michael  J. 
Crowley  the  sum  of  $14.50  for  extra  services 
rendered  as  janitor  of  the  Franklin  Evening 
School  during  the  term  1899-1900. 

(2.)  That  there  be  paid  to  Patrick  N. 
Connolly  the  sum  of  $55.05  for  extra  ser- 
vices rendered  as  janitor  of  the  Eliot  Even- 
ing School  during  the  term  1899-1900. 

(3.)  That  the  salary  of  the  janitress  of 
the  Canterbury-street  School  be  fixed  at  the 
rate  of  $240  per  annum,  to  date  from  March 
1,  1900,  until  otherwise  ordered. 

(4.)  That  Leanora  E.  Taft,  assistant, 
grammar  school  in  the  Phillips  district,  be 
placed  upon  the  maximum  salary  of  her 
rank,  to  date  from  April  1,  1900. 

(5.)  That  Florence  M.  Glover,  assistant, 
grammar  school  in  the  Chapman  district,  be 
placed  upon  the  maximum  salary  of  her 
rank,  to  date  from  April  1,  1900. 

(6.)  That  Minnie  E.  Price,  assistant, 
primary  school  in  the  Roger  Clap  district,  be 
placed  upon  the  maximum  salary  of  her 
rank,  to  date  from  May  1,  1900. 

(7.)  That  there  be  paid  to  William  N. 
Carr  the  sum  of  $180  for  services  rendered 
as  acting  janitor  of  the  Parkman  School, 
from  January  1  to  March  31,  1900. 

(8.)  That  there  be  paid  to  Patrick  T. 
Devney  the  sum  of  $4  for  services  rendered 
as  janitor  of  the  Parkman  School  December 
29  and  December  30,  1899. 

The  following  orders  took  their  second 
reading  and  were  passed: 

(1.)  That  the  Rules  be  amended  as 
follows: 

Section  47.  Add  the  following  paragraph 
to  the  section: 

"  Shall  decide  the  award  of  medals  and 
prizes,"  so  that  the  section  will  read  as  fol- 
lows: 
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Section  47.  The  Committee  ou  High 
Schools: 

1.  Shall  have  the  general  supervision  and 
visitation  of  the  High  Schools,  including  the 
subject  of  military  drill. 

2.  Shall  decide  the  awara  of  medals  and 
prizes. 

(2.)  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as 
follows: 

Section  210.  Add  the  following  to  the 
section  as  a  separate  paragraph: 

The  Superintendent  may  require  the  after- 
noon sessions  of  grammar  or  primary  schools 
in  certain  designated  rooms  to  be  held  from 
1.30  o'clock  to  3.30  o'clock,  whenever,  in  his 
judgment,  the  said  rooms  are  so  ill-lighted 
as  to  make  such  a  change  of  hours  desirable. 

(3.)  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as 
follows: 

Section  211.  Strike  out  all  following  the 
word  "  o'clock  "  in  the  sixth  line,  and  sub- 
stitute in  place  thereof  the  following:  "and 
the  primary  and  grammar  schools  shall  be 
dismissed  at  12  o'clock,"  so  that  the  section 
will  read  as  follows: 

Section  211.  When  the  schools  are  to  be 
suspended  for  the  afternoon  on  account  of 
stormy  weather,  the  Superintendent  shall 
cause  three  single  strikes,  1-1-1,  with  twenty 
seconds  intermission  between  each,  to  be 
struck  and  repeated  by  the  fire-alarm  tele- 
graph at  11.45  o'clock;  and  the  primary  and 
grammar  schools  shall  be  dismissed  at  12  M. 

(4.)  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as 
follows: 

Section  215.  Add  the  following  words  to 
the  section:  "But  no  teacher  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  seat  pupils  in  the  class-room  accord- 
ing to  rank  in  scholarship,  or  in  conduct,  or 
in  both,"  so  that  the  section  will  read  as 
follows: 

Section  215.  In  every  school  shall  be  kept 
a  register,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the 
names,  ages,  dates  of  admission  and  places 
of  residence  of  the  pupils;  and  in  addition  to 
this,  other  records  shall  be  kept  of  the  ab- 
sence and  tardiness  of  the  pupils,  and  of  their 
class  exercises,  which  shall  show  their  ad- 
vancement and  standing;  but  no  teacher 
shall  be  allowed  to  seat  pupils  in  the  class- 
room according  to  rank  in  scholarship,  or  in 
conduct,  or  in  both. 

The  resignation  of  Hartvig  Nissen,  assist- 
ant to  the  Director  of  Physical  Training,  was 
read  by  the  Secretary  and  accepted. 

The  appointments  of  three  special  assist- 
ants were  laid  over,  under  the  rule,  and  the 
appointment  of  one  temporary  teacher  was 
placed  on  file;  the  reappointments  of  four 
temporary  teachers  were  laid  over  under  the 
rule,  and  the  appointments  of  seven  teachers 
on  probation  were  laid  on  the  table. 

The  confirmation  of  the  appointments  of 
three  teachers  was  laid  over  under  the  rule. 

Leaves  of  absence  were  granted  to  thirteen 
teachers. 

The  appointments  of  two  temporary 
teachers  and  the  reappointments  of  five 
temporary  teachers  were  approved  under  a 
suspension  of  the  rules. 

Mr.  Merritt,  for  the  Committee  on  New 
Buildings,  offered  the  following  order: 

That  the  Committee  on  New  Buildings  are 
hereby  authorized,  provided  the  required 
assent  of  the  Mayor  be  first  obtained,  to  exe- 
cute a  contract  with  John  Quin  in  the  sum 
of  $2,817  for  interior  fittings  in  the  Mechanic 
Arts  High  School-house,  without  advertising 
for  competitive  bids. 


Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Mr.  McDonough,  for  the  Committee  on 
Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred,  April  10, 
an  order  to  the  effect  that  an  expenditure 
not  exceeding  $175  be  allowed  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  head  master  of  the  normal 
school  in  visiting  various  normal  schools, 
reported  that  they  have  considered  the  matter 
and  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following 
order: 

That  an  expenditure  not  exceeding  $175 
be  allowed  for  the  expenses  of  the  head 
master  of  the  Normal  School,  in  visiting 
various  normal  schools  within  the  State  and 
elsewhere. 

Accepted,  and  the  order  passed  under  a 
suspension  of  the  rules. 

Mr.  McDonough,  for  the  same  committee 
offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  amount  paid  by  Mrs. 
Agues  Robinson,  of  Revere,  Mass.,  for  tui- 
tion from  January  1  to  February  1,  1900,  of 
Ralph  B.  Robinson,  a  non-resident  pupil  in 
the  Latin  School,  viz.:  $8.52,  be  abated, 
said  pupil  having  left  the  school  January  1, 
1900. 

Passed  under  a  suspension  of  the  rules.

An  Act  relative  to  the  Rate  of  Interest  on 

Overdue  Taxes. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  67  of  Chapter  11  of 
the  Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  whole  of  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  : 

"  Section  67.  When  a  city  or  town  has 
fixed  a  time  within  which  taxes  assessed

The  following  bills  concerning  the  City  of 
Boston  have  been  introduced  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Legislature  and  referred  to  the  ap- 
propriate committees: 

In  the  Senate. 

Senate  bill  No.  184  was  introduced  on 
leave  by  Senator  Currier  of  Essex;  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs. 
It  is  entitled: 

An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Change  of  Build- 
ing Lines  on   Landsdowne   Street  in  the 
City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Street  Commis- 
sioners of  the  City  of  Boston,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Mayor,  within  six  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  may  make  such 
changes  in  the  building  lines  of  Landsdowne 


street,  as  shown  on  a  plan  of  the  territory 
between  the  Back  Bay  fens,  Brookline 
avenue  and  the  Boston  and  Albany  Rail- 
road, made  by  Pierre  Humbert,  jr.,  and  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Surveyor  or  City 
Engineer  of  said  city,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  or  desirable,  and  the  plan  as  so 
changed  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  before 
the  change  was  made. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

Senate  Bill  No.  186  accompanies  the  peti- 
tion of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  for 
legislation  to  confirm  the  findings  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  the 
abolition  of  certain  grade  crossings  in  said 
city;  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Kail  roads. 
It  is  entitled: 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Grade  Crossings   of 
Railroads  and  Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Oak- 
land street. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  report  of  the  Commission- 
ers appointed  by  the  Superior  Court  for  the 
County  of  Suffolk  to  consider  the  abolition 
of  the  grade  crossings  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  with 
Blue  Hill  avenue  and  Oakland  street, 
made  to  said  court,  is  hereby  confirmed; 
the  parties  designated  in  said  report  there- 
for shall  carry  out  the  directions  con- 
tained therein;  the  clerk  of  said  court  shall 
forthwith  cause  copies  of  the  plans  ac- 
companying said  report  to  be  filed  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  for  the  County  of  Suffolk, 
and  said  filing  shall  constitute  a  taking  of 
the  lands  and  other  property  described  in 
said  report  and  designated  to  be  taken;  and 
all  provisions  of  Chapter  428  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  1890,  and  acts  in  amendment  or  ad- 
dition thereto,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
shall  apply  to  and  govern  the  proceedings  in 
connection  with  the  abolitions  of  said  cross- 
ings as  if  the  decisions  of  said  commission 
had  been  confirmed  by  said  court. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage.
